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Criticism of errors by omission and commission By PETER HARRINGTON 


Running for public office as a 
challenger usually places a candidate in a 
dilemma. If he criticizes an incumbent, 
he is often viewed as a negative cam¬ 
paigner and charged with loose talk; but 
his failure to do so is viewed as merely 
confirmation of the incumbent’s suc¬ 
cesses. 



Mayor 


Aware of this paradox, I have, 
throughoqt this campaign, chosen to 
avoid personal attacks on the incumbent, 
and instead have directed my criticism to 
his management failures. 

The voters deserve more than Just 
criticism, so I have always tried to ex¬ 


plain my positions and proposals on how 
to avoid the mistakes of the ad¬ 
ministration throughout its two terms. 

Criticism of the mayor’s office centers 
aroundTjoth errors of omission and 
commission. . 

The failure of the offpce to implement 
programs of maintenance, management, 
or federal fund seeking have prevented 
the dty from getting and saving ad¬ 
ditional dollars for Newton taacaxegy. 
The decision to eliminate a fire engine 
and foot patrolmen, while adding new 
levels of bureaucracy and more ad¬ 
ministrators are indicative of the 
priorities established by the ad¬ 
ministration; priorities that are costly to 
the well-being of Newton residents. 

A list of such failures can quickly be 
catalogued. 

During the last six years the city 
budget (excluding schools) has increased 
from $23.8 million to $39.8 million ( a 67 
percent increase). Also, we have: 

— spent $345,000 for a useless 
revaluation report; 

— added a multitude of “ad¬ 
ministrative” jobs at City Hall; 

— reduced police foot patrols, police 
cruisers, and one fire engine from ser¬ 
vice; 

— missed out on state reimbursement 
of our ambulance purchase; 

— failed to take advantage of a (for¬ 


mer) 90 percent reimbursement program 
for the purchase of open space; 

— ranked second highest in 
Massachusetts (behind Boston) in par 
capita cost of municipal services (Boston 
Globe - Jan. 11, 1977); 

— had applications for funds under the 
Works Project Act rejected because of 
misapplication; 

' — been cited by the Federal govern¬ 
ment for discrimination against women 
and minorities (1977); 

— been advised by the city comptroller 
that time card "controls, procedures and 
existing policies were found to be poor” 
(7-26-76). 

Change 

After two terms, it’s time for a vhange 
in administration. Newton needs a new 
person with a new commitment to 
eliminate waste and inefficiency from 
dty government. 

There are numerous issues relating to 
citizen participation in government 
which should have both sides aired, not 
just the present administration’s side. 

For example, the Stearns School (in 
Nonantum) has been a prominent, 
unresolved issue for many years. This 
past week saw prominent headlines 
claiming the mayor had received federal 
money to “create a park” at that site; 
attention was given to his remarks (at the 
Chamber of Commerce Breakfast 


meeting) that the park "was a symbol of 
revitalization of the community.” 

The sequence of events in this issue 
were left unsaid, but should be examined: 
The Mayor’s first proposal for the 
Stearns School was housing development 
(in a densely populated area) against 
local opposition to this idea. 
Neighborhood wishes had been clearly 
stated: They wanted open park land, 
which is scarce in the area. Citizens 
gathered signatures on the question, sent 
letters to the editor and made calls to the 
press expressing the community’s 
dissatisfaction. At last, the an¬ 
nouncement of the park came, coupled 
with the comment, "Symbol of 
revitalization of the community.” 

Again, Newton needs new leadership 
with a strong commitment to citizen 
participation in the process of restoring 
the character and quality of our villages. 

As mayor of the City of Newton, I would 
establish a village restoration plan. For 
the past 15 years I have heard candidates 
for public office talk about the 
establishment of a land use plan for 
Newton. Such a plan has never come to 
fruition. The time has come to recognize 
that any land use plan is going to have to 
be established by the residents of the 
different villages for their particular 
area. 

President Carter has placed new 


emphasis on the restoration and 
preyervation of neighborhoods. The 
uniqueness of Newton’s village system 
makes our city a prime candidate for 
consideration for federal assistance from 
this program. 

Each village restoration plan should 
contain revitalization of the present 
commercial shopping areas and control 
of the change taking place in our 
residential areas. 

The villages should have restoration 
committees composed of residents, 
businessmen, commercial landowners, 
and municipal staff employees (planners, 
school and recreation advisors, public 
works personnel, etc.). 

Each plan should have interlocking 
components: 

— To re-establish the character of each 
village (example: Newburyport, Faneuil 
Hall, or the Brick Marketplace in 
Newport, Rhode Island). UMTA funds 
can be used for transportation planning 
and the establishment of parking 
facilities or parks. Beautification monies 
can be used to improve the physical 
appearance of the villages. New federal 
programs can be adopted to remodel 
store fronts and provide a certain 
designated character to the commercial 
shopping area. 

— Each village should establish a plan 
and a commitment for low income family 


and elderly housing. This may be done by 
finding landlords who agree to give long 
term commitments on leased housing; 
acquisition of existing structures before 
they are remodeled and removed from 
the low income housing market; the . 
acquisition of existing two-or multiple- 
family structures and preserving them 
for low-income housing; the conversion of 
existing more units for elderly housing; 
or new construction. 

— Establishment of a program to 
preserve significant architectural and 
cultural features in each neighborhood. 
Use of CETA workers to paint and repair 
homes owned by elderly persons on 
limited income. Plan to allow for small 
apartments in our large older owner- 
occupied Victorian homes. Establish low 
interest home improvement loan 
programs for moderate income 
homeowners. 

— Citizen review of the land use zoning 
plan in each village. Change 
neighborhoods from apartment zone to 
two family zone. Other areas where the 
use has changed from single families to 
two families, residents may wish to 
change the zone. 

— Acquisition of open space and the 
establishment of recreational park and 
play areas - each village needs to up-date 
and modernize its recreational facilities 
and programs. 


Assessing accomplishments and setting priorities By THEODORE D. MANN 


As your Mayor, I consider election time 
an excellent opportunity to assess our 
accomplishments and the priorities we 
set for the future. 



Mayor 


As a community, we are justified in 
taking pride in the various new programs 
created, the resolution of vexing 
problems and the efficient administration 
of our municipal affairs, which can only 
come from an experienced management 
team. 

A review of the accomplishments of 
this administration offers the best reason 
why I should continue to be your mayor. 

Let me note a few: 

— This year’s tax rate increased only 
1.2 percent, $1.80 per thousand, compared 
to a 5 percent increase in the consumer 
price index. We are now moving toward 
stabilization. . 

— Newton’s bonded indebtedness has 


been reduced by over $10 million. Moody 
Investors Service gives our city its 
highest rating, AAA, a reflection of the 
city’s financial soundness. 

— Our tax base continues to be 
broadened with nearly $30 million being 
added during the next 15 months through 
new construction and industrial 
revitalization. 

— Millions of dollars in federal and 
state funds have been obtained for 
hQusing, urban beautification, 
neighborhood improvements, health 
services, employment opportunities and 
new management planning programs. 

— We have maintained the highest fire 
protection rating (A-2) given any com¬ 
munity. 

— A 17.8 percent decline in the crime 
rate is the result of an alert police force. 
Citizen call boxes, modernized equip¬ 
ment, and neighborhood watch programs 
all provide greater citizen protection. 

— Municipal operations have been 
streamlined and reorganized for more 
efficient performance. For example, the 
first transfer-haul station in the United 
States involving two municipalities 
(Waltham and Newton) has been 
established for more economical and 
efficient disposal of solid waste. Rubbish 
collection has been improved with our 
new Shu-Pak equipment. The operation of 
one of the first curbside recycling 
programs in the nation has begun. 

— There has been a reduction in per¬ 
sonnel employed in various municipal 
departments, including the Office of the 
Mayor, yet efficiency and economy have 
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increased in almost every area of our city 
government. 

— A new management training course 
for the city’s middle and top level 
management personnel is being con¬ 
ducted in cooperation with university and 
state agencies. 

— The recent presentation of a Com¬ 
prehensive Plan for the future of our city 
as mandated by the new Charter, 
necessitated additional staff which was 
made possible, to a great extent, by 
federal grants. 

— This administration has been con¬ 
stantly sensitive to the need for open 
spaces, as illustrated by the acquisition of 
Harwich Road land, Webster Vale and 
Norumbega. The Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council (MAPC) has cited 
Newton as the city having the largest 
amount of public open space of any city in 
the Metropolitan area. 

— We are recycling unused municipal 
buildings, recently establishing the 
Newton Cultural Arts Center at the site of 
the old Newton Junior College, to be 
operated without cost to the city. 

— Soon to be in operation is the new 
ambulance service. This will improve the 
quality of medical service and increase 
the use of trained emergency medical 
technicians and radio communication 
between our dispatchers a% the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 

— Newton now has 30 supervised 
playgrounds, new tennis courts, 
playfields, new lighting, new programs 
for children with special needs, and six 
Youth Centers used by over 2000 
teenagers. 

— Our programs for the elderly, which 
include improved transportation, con¬ 
sumer discount and health maintenance 
programs are some of the finest in the 
state. Newton has been a leader in the 


formation of the state-mandated home 
care corporation, "West Suburban Elder 
Services, Inc.” 

— We have created a Consumer Task 
Force to deal more effectively with 
consumer problems, including those 
related to telephone service and Motor 
Vehicle insurance. 

— The Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court has ordered each city and 
town in the Commonwealth to revaluate 
property to 100 percent of its value. The 
city assessors, city solicitor and I found 
this law to be inequitable. With the aid of 
the revaluation data gathered, we have 
sought and received an additional two- 
year delay in its implementation. Using 
my experience as a former state 
representative and president of the 
Massachusetts Mayor Association, I have 
filed legislation to bring about an 
equitable solution. 

Share credit 

I share the credit for these ac¬ 
complishments and the many I have not 
mentioned with the entire \rtty govern¬ 
ment and thousands of volunteer citizzns. 

My objective has always been to find 
the right person for the right job, 
regardless of party, race, color, sex, or 
age; always searching for the expertise 
that would best benefit the lives of all 
Newton’s citizens. 

As I seek re-election, I pledge myself to 
a continuation of: 

— My open-door policy where anybody 
can reach the mayor. 

— Emergency services that are 
available to our citizens seven days a 
week, 24 hours a day. 

— The continued acquisition of open 
spaces in an orderly and effective plan by 
securing federal and state assistance 
whenever possible to supplement our 
local commitment.

DEVELOPMENTS: In some areas, 
condominiums and apartments may 
appropriately add to the variety of the 
city’s housing stock. "However, we must 
take care that they do not add to or create 
traffic or parking problems, increase a 
neighborhood’s density, overly burden 
city services, or alter a neighborhood’s 
fundamental character.” 

LAND ACCOUNTS: Yes. Newton 
should embark on an active program of 
land acquisition, giving priority to areas 
that are scattered and convenient to 
villages and neighborhoods. The 
Novitiate property should be acquired 
because of its large size and significant 
frontage on the Charles. "Because the 
acquisition of open space provides value 
for the future, I believe it is an ap¬ 
propriate subject for bonding.” 

MAP: Yes. If present zoning does not 
meet the needs, it should not be corrected 
piecemeal. The development of a 
"comprehensive plan” allows a rational 
approach and "a more orderly program 
of open-space acquisition by the city 
instead of waiting for land to become 
available.”

DEVELOPMENTS: Neighborhood 
concerns; financial benefits to the city; 
liability to the city in terms of 
requirements for city services, such as 
water, sewerage’ trash collection, roads, 
etc.; type of apartment complex, whether 
market rental or low- or moderate- 
income; type of construction; density; 
effect on schools; the site itself and its 
proper zoning. 

LAND ACCOUNT: No, not without 
specific proposals for land acquisition. “I 
feel we should develop a prioritized list of 
parcels of land we wish to acquire for 
open space, assess their fair value, and 
then proceed systematically to acquire 
these parcels for open space and 
recreation. 

MAP: No. "If such a map existed, 
speculators could get exorbitant prices 
for land in the ‘desirable’ area. The 
Board would be flooded with petitions 
based on someone’s idea of a ‘com- 
prehensivefl plan.’ There are prime areas 
in Newton for redevelopment. I am not 
motivated to encourage development of 
open space.”

DEVELOPMENTS: “What is the 
impact on the neighborhood? What is the 
return to the city? Is there an economic 
loss to the city because of the current 
zoning? Does the current zone promote 
the health, safety, convenience, morals 
or welfare of all the inhabitants of 
Newton?” • 

LAND ACCOUNT: Yes. Money saved 
can be invested at perhaps 5 percent, 
while money expended will be at 4 or 4 % 
percent. As inflation continues, payback 
will be with cheaper dollars. Existing 
land is becoming more and more ex¬ 
pensive and more attractive to 
developers. "Caveat: We can’t buy all 
open land.” 

MAP: Yes, definitely. Most helpful to 
residents and developers both. "Hope to 
see such a map after full discussion of 
land use goals as presented by the 
planning director to the Board of 
Aldermen.” Piecemeal approach upsets 
neighbors and is divisive within the 
community, with some parts of the city 
forced to accept more than their share of 
development.

LAND ACCOUNT: No. "I am not in 
favor of creating graft pork-barrels for 
any reason. We have land, and did have 
more, which has been given away, stolen, 
and used in a manner to destroy the 
environment.” 

MAP: "No planned excuses are 
necessary for projects beneficial to the 
taxpayers. The main thing is to get the 
keys of the city treasury out of the hands 
of the looters and not to cook up elaborate 
schemes for plundering the public.”

If 
this is not acceptable to the taxpayer, 
then bonding is certainly a viable second 
alternative.” 

MAP: No. To be useful, such a map 
would need input from citizens of areas 
designated for development, and would 
also need to be revised and reevaluated 
constantly. It could easily be miscon¬ 
strued as a permanent reference for 
future development.

SCHOOL CLOSINGS: Thorough 
examination in the context of com¬ 
prehensive long-term planning. No 
neighborhood school should be closed 
until it is demonstrated that a program of 
alternative community services is still 
insufficient to justify its continuance. 
Moels in other states suggest that such 
services will do more than anything to 
sustain underenrolled schools. 

BASIC SKILLS: Yes’ but they could be 
taught more extensively. Any 
educational experience reflects a set of 
priorities. The recent decline in basic 
skills simply reflects the fact that these 
have not been a high priority. We have 
paid a price for the otherwise admirable 
richness of our curriculum. The balance 
must be redressed. 

METCO: If the state reneges on its 
obligation to Metco, it is unreasonable to 
expect overburdened Newton taxpayers 
to make good the difference. I do feel. 
however that Newton has a special 
obligation to those Boston children who 
have already begun school here. They 
should be allowed to complete their 
studies under any circumstance.

SCHOOL CLOSINGS: The Committee 
should involve residents in setting up 
guidelines and criteria for closings, in¬ 
cluding the study of grade restructuring 
and program consolidation. It is im¬ 
portant but not always possible to know 
the future use of buildings. Newton must 
be able to regain use of buildings to avoid 
school construction in the 1980s. 

BASIC SKILLS: Yes. The issue is how 
well are they being taught to students 
with a variety of learning abilities.

SCHOOL CLOSINGS: Update the 
demographic studies and then decide. 
“No more subcommittees, no more 
divisive tactics.”

The 
mayor and aldermen should have 
planning process for future use. 

BASIC SKILLS: Yes, but there is room 
for improvement in writing skills and in 
the commitment that these skills are 
important. The Committee and the ad¬ 
ministration should be responsive to deep 
parental concern over skill development. 
Steps are being taken, such as summer 
workshops. I support more of this and 
more money in the budget to do so. 

METCO: Our obligation is first to the 
children, and this is more than financial. 
We owe them a continuing program, not 
one which is expendable and dependent 
on “rate of return.” As long as Newton 
does not lose money we should continue to 
operate and expand the program.

Also, all 
ninth graders should be tested to 
determine which would benefit from a 
special curriculum in high school which 
emphasizes basic skills. 

METCO: Our first obligation is to the 
Metco children already in Newton 
schools. They should be allowed to 
complete their studies in Newton even if 
there is a shortfall In funding. Secondly, 
do not expand Metco until funding is 
forthcoming. Thirdly, apply political 
pressure on the state to fully fund Metco.

Competency tests should be 
administered in the basic skills at the 
elementary level and program 
modifications made as needed. 

METCO: Our partidpation in the 
Metco program must be constantly 
modified to utilize effectively each dollar 
granted by the Commonwealth. The 
taxpayers of Newton should not be 
obligated to support a program which the 
state does not fed it should support. An 
analysis must be done to determine the 
true cost of Metco. Without this, no 
decisive answer to this question can be 
given.

Patients' Bill of Rights will 
define treatment standards 


The Patients’Bill of Rights legislation 
has passed the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, State Rep. Lois Pines 
has announced. The proposal will of¬ 
ficially recognize and guarantee the 
rights of patients as health consumers. 
The bill now goes to the Senate, where 
similar legislation has received approval 
in past years only to die in the House. 

Pines, who has fought for enactment of 
the proposal since 1974, lauded the action 
of her colleagues. “There has been a 
critical need for clarifying the patient- 
physician relationship. I firmly believe 
that a person who enters a hospital must 
not be stripped of his right to decide the 
course of his own medical treatment,” 
Pines stated. 

The proposal defines the legal stan¬ 
dards by which health professionals are 
expected to govern themselves and unites 
statutory and common-law provisions 
into one law. 

The Patients’ BID of Rights is com¬ 
prised of 21 specific provisions, in¬ 
cluding: 

— The right to emergency treatment 
without regard to financial resources. 


— The right to inspect and receive 
copies of one’s medical records. 

— The right to refuse any care, 
treatment, or examination when the 
primary purpose is educational or in¬ 
formational rather than therapeutic. 

— The right to be fully informed and to 
accept, reject or terminate treatment. 

— The right to dignity, confidentiality 
and unprejudiced care. 

In addition, providers of health care 
must disclose precisely what they can 
treat, what laws affect available care, 
what they are trained to do and what 
needs cannot be supplied. Bills must be 
detailed enough to disclose errors, and 
patients must have access to charge 
slips, or their equivalent, in order to test 
the accuracy of bills submitted for 
payment 

Rep. Pines believes that the proposal 
will result in a strengthening of the 
patient-physician relationship. “The 
active participation of informed con¬ 
sumers and a thorough knowledge of the 
rights and responsibilities of both parties 
will have a highly beneficial impact on 
the quality of health care,” Pines said.

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Pace quickens as election day draws near

At least half of Newton’s registered 
voters are expected to head to the polls to 
choose a mayor, 24 aldermen and eight 
School Committee representatives next 
Tuesday. 

As predicted, attention has been 
focused primarily on the mayoral and 
School Committee races, with 40 alder- 
manic candidates left largely to fend for 
themselves. 

Mayoral race 

The mayor’s race pits two-term in¬ 
cumbent Theodore Mann against State 
Rep. Peter F. Harrington of Newtonville. 

Mann, 54, and Harrington, 41, have 
some things in common. Both served 
Newton as aldermen and state 
representatives and each is considered to 


be in the liberal camp when it comes to 
issues such as Metco. 

Harrington, in his campaign, has stated 
over and over: "it’s time for a change in 
Newton.’’ 

He has put forth several proposals of 
his own for "restoring the elegance and 
quality of community" to the city. Among 
these are his village restoration plan, 
improvements in public works services, 
land acquisition for parks and open space 
and alleviation of some traffic problems. 

Harrington envisions facelifts for 
Newton’s squares that would place them 
on a par with an area such as the restored 
shopping district of Newburyport. He has 
advocated involvement of city govern¬ 
ment, area businessmen and village 
residents in planning the theme adnd 
restoration of the squares.

The second factfinding session was 
yesterday (Wednesday), when the School 
Committee was scheduled to present its 
side of what the new contract should be. 

Monday the teachers made their 
presentation to factfinder EM Pinkus.

Letter to homes 
comes under fire

Newton residents began receiving in 
the mail Tuesday a letter from the School 
Committee s to counter ••misin¬ 
formation" that has been circulated 
about the negotiations with the Newton 
Teachers Association. (NTA) 

The letter has already been criticized 
by the NTA, the two Committee members 
who voted against it being sent out, and 
opponents to incumbents in next week’s 
election. 

School Committee members Honora 
Kaplan and Manuel Beckwith, the two 
who voted 1 last week against sending the 
letter, have disclaimed liability for any 
reimbursement to the city coffers if the 
letter is found to be an improper ex¬ 
penditure of city funds. 

In a letter to the School Committee 
Chairman'Alvin Mandell, Kaplan asked 
that City Solicitor Howard Levine be 
asked if the letter could result in the 
School Committee being held liable for an 


unfair labor practice of not bargaining in 
good faith. 

The letter sent to all homes contains a 
two-paragraph introduction and then a 
summary of the Committee’s negotiating 
lavyyer’s report on the status and history 
of negotiations. 

The copy of the letter supplied to the 
press has the names of the School 
Committee members on the top of the 
stationery and is not signed by anyone. It 
also does not mention the name of of 
Richard Murphy, the negotiating lawyer 
who prepared the summary of his own 
report. 

The letter, printed on both sides of one 
sheet of paper, cost $567 to mail, ac¬ 
cording to Budget Director James Egan, 
but he had not received the bills for the 
other costs involved. 

Chairman Mandell estimated the cost 
of the letter would be about $1000 to $1200, 
but Beckwith said Wednesday the letter 
actually cost $2100 to print and mail, plus

Harrington has advocated the purchase 
of the Novitiate land as a city park and 
proposes an open space account that 
funds would be available for negotiation 
and purchase of other lands considered 
endangered by development in Newton. 

Harrington has also vowed to put and 
end to the "one hole, two shovels, six-man 
work syndrome," he feels is a waste of 
taxpayers’ money in the Public Works 
Department. 

He advocates levels of mid¬ 
management to help in public works 
supervision at a lower management 
level, replacing working foremen. He 
favors restoration of a regular main¬ 
tenance, replacement and repair 
program for equipment and projects in 
the public works domain. 

Harrington has also recommended the 
establishment of a gerontology clinic for 
preventative medicine and referral for 
the elderly, and office to coordinate local 
, state and federal available services for 
parents and children, and better en¬ 
forcement of speeding laws and work on 
traffic patterns. 

Harrington, an attorney, is married 
and has four children. 

Mann, as is the cosition of the in¬ 
cumbent, is campaigning on his 
achievements in six years. 

He has done a great deal of 
reorganization of city government, im¬ 
plemented an array of senior citizen 
programs, acquired open space and 
presided over the granting of federal 
community development monies for 
improvements to several village areas in 
the city. 

Combined trash and garbage collection 
was initia.ed during Mann’s ad¬ 
ministration and the Newton recycling 
program was started. 

Mann has, during his two terms, ap¬ 


pointed several women to key positions in 
management, among them Jane Pitt, 
former director of Human Services and 
now chief administrative assistant to the 
mayor; Cynthia McCarthy, city 
engineer; and Dr. Carolyn Zavarine, 
health commissioner; and Dee Meisser, 
director of personnel. 

New housing for the elderly has been 
built in the past few years and Newton’s 
first low-income family housing, 
Beacon wood Road, was also constructed. 

The incumbent’s priorities for the 
future, he has said, are: completion of a 
comprehensive plan, combined com¬ 
munication for police and fire depart¬ 
ments; implementation of a new am¬ 
bulance service, management training 
for middle and top-level management, 
further consolidation and improvement 
of the Public Works Department and 
creation of more subsidized housing. 

Combined police-fire communications 
ran into a combined citizen-aldermanic 
roadblock earlier this fall and was 
ultimately defeated. The ambulance 
service improvements have been in the 
works for several months now and are the 
result of changes in state law. 

Mann, who owned his own insurance a 
business before he became mayor, is 
married and has five children. 

Aldermanic races 

The aldermanic races this year 
produced a total of 40, out of a possible 46, 
candidacies. Six aldermen are running 
unopposed and will automatically be 
reelected. 

Board retirements and the vacancies 
created by the three aldermen who ran 
for mayor have produced three races in 
which there are no incumbents at all. 

Newton uses a combined system of at- 
large and ward aldermen. The 16 at-large 
aldermen, two from each ward, are

elected by a vote of all the voters of 
Newton and will appear on everyone’s 
ballot. The eight ward aldermen run only 
in the wards in which they live. 

At-large races 

Incumbents Robert Gaynor and Joseph 
McDonnell are running unopposed for 
reelection from Ward 1. Aid. Terry 
Morris and Aid. EMward Richmond are 
running unopposed from Ward 2. 

In Ward 3, the incumbent at-large 
aldermen, Matthew Jefferson and Robert 
Tennant are challenged by Dominick 
Mauro, of 25 Oak Ave. West Newton. 

Incumbent at-large aldermen John 
Stewart and Donald Budge are being 
challenged by Frederick Dalicandro of 
299 Auburndale Ave. and former State 
Rep. Richard J. McGrath. McGrath’s 
candidacy is unique in that he is also a 


former alderman. He served two terms 
as the ward alderman in Ward 4. Both 
Budge and Stewart are completing their 
first terms. 

The choice in Ward 5 is among four 
newcomers. In this ward, Aid. James 
Miller and Aid. Sidney T. Small are 
leaving the Board. Miller made an un¬ 
successful bid for mayor and Small is 
retiring after many years of service. 

The four candidates at-large in this 
race are Leon Brathwaite II, recently 
appointed to head the state’s affirmative 
action program; Paul Coletti of Newton 
Vpper Falls ; Robert Sandman and 
Joseph Welnrebe, both of Waban. 

Sandman and Welnrebe have both run 
unsuccessfully for public office before.

School races present , 
distinct ideologies

Two years ago, in an atmosphere of 
shocked silence and disbelief, four 
members of the School Commitetee 
received the news that the voters had 
turned them out of office. 

Things haven’t been the same since. 

What has come to be known as the "new 
majority’’ is facing a concerted effort in 
next week’s election to put them out of 
office and restore the ideology that got 
left out in the cold in 1975. 

The unprecedented upset of four in¬ 
cumbents two years ago was by no means 
a landslide. The incumbents in that race 
did little, if any, campaigning; and only 
40 percent of registered voters went to the 
polls. 

These factors, and others, make next 
week’s School Committee election one 
with more questions than answers. 

For example: are Newton citizens 
really unhappy with the way the schools 
are being managed by the “new 
majority?” What will be the significance 
of the fact that almost 70 percent of the 
people in Newton have no children in the 
schools? Was the upset election two years 
ago a fluke or the beginning of a change in 
general attitude? 


Tlie campaign for School Committee 
this year has been one of bitterness, 
Tan cor, dedication and irfoney. 

The combined coffers of the liberal 
challengers exceed $20,000. Each can¬ 
didate has a core of campaign workers 
that has labored unceasingly to unseat 
the incumbents and with several 
thousand dollars apiece at their disposal, 
the candidates have advertised, 
leafletted and mailed their messages to 
the voters. 

Although the "new majority" used the 
same tactics two years ago, their cam¬ 
paign was not on a scale with this one. 

That presents another question that 
will be answered next week: can money 
buy you a public office in Newton? 

According to financial statements filed 
with the Election Commission Monday, 
the candidates for School Committee with 
liberal backing received the following 
amounts of money to spend on their 
campaigns since the last filing date, Sept 
16: Ann Berwick (Ward 6), $2084; Sandra 
Fleishman (Ward 7) $480 (with a balance 
previous balance of $2668); Kathy Jones 
(Ward 2) $1610 (with a previous balance 
of $1745); Honora Kaplan (Ward 5),

Union files complaint 
about CETA laborers 


Public Works Department employees’ 
union has filed a formal complaint 
against the proposed hiring of laborers 
under the CETA program. 

Local 800 president Louis Rufo said last 
week that the regional council of his 
union, the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees had 
filed the complaint because the CETA 
program would pay less than union 
wages. 

Rufo contends that the Newton 
municipal jobs offered under public 
service employment contracts with 
CETA are really for skilled laborers and 
therefore should have a higher pay scale. 

The CETA jobs would pay $4.44 per 
hour for the duration of the 15- to 44-week 
contracts. Rufo says members of his 
union who are classified as skilled 
laborers start at $4.89 per hour. Unskilled 
laborers start at $4.44. 

It was finally confirmed Wednesday 
that such a complaint had been filed with 
the state and federal agencies repon- 


ssible for CETA but had been returned to 
the union council to file with the Newton 
subgrantee area, whose office ad¬ 
ministers the program for Newton and 
nine other communities. 

Jane Pitt, chief administrative aide to 
Mayor Theodore Mann, said Wednesday 
she had not heard that the complaint is 
officially filed, and the city is not 
proceeding on the nine or ten disputed 
contracts until the state has assured the 
city that it will not be liable in any way if 
a decision is made in favor of the union. 

The CETA contracts will provide more 
than 200 jobs in all. Four undisputed 
contracts have been signed. Luis 
Sepulveda, regional administrator 
According to of the federal employment 
Employment and Training 
Administration, the city could pay the 
difference between the two wage scales’ 
but Pitt said not only has she been told 
otherwise but also the city has no money 
to make up the difference.

Public reaction sought on policies for city's future

The first two parts of the multipart 
comprehensive plan — housing goals and 
policies and land use goals and policies — 
elicited only a few comments at variance 
with the Planning Department’s in¬ 
terpretation of public opinion at a 
seminar held Monday night 

The meeting, held by the Planning & 
Development Board and the Local 
Growth Policy Committee, was the first 
public opportunity for comment on the 
two components of the comprehensive 
plan. Two more meetings are planned for 
next week. 

Tlie Monday night seminar brought 
together some of Newton’s community 
leaders to comment on goals and policies, 
not their implement tioa The hard part 
comes later. 

Goals and policies were formulated by 
the Planning Department after several 
public meetings where citizen opinions 
and wishes were solicited by question¬ 
naires, which were also printed in the 
newspapers. 

The main place where the Planning 
Department went wrong was in 
overestimating the public’sSattitude 
favorable toward the "distinctive village 


and neighborhood character" of the city. 

Several speakers were afraid that the 
emphasis on village identity may work to 
the detriment of the city and even to the 
detriment of the village itself by en¬ 
couraging preservation of the status quo, 
even to the extent of causing an unhealthy 
sameness in population, income, and so 
oa 

The housing goals listed are: "to en¬ 
courage a more diverse housing stock, to 
promote safe and healthful housing 
conditions and to insure that existing 
housing is properly maintained, to 
promote the preservation and residential 
reuse of existing housing, to assure equal 
housing opportunity for a diverse 
population in respect to age, race, 
lifestyle, heritage and economic status, 
and to promote stability of the size of the 
population. 

These goals are something almost no 
one would argue with. But the develop¬ 
ment of policies, to be followed by 
methods for implementing the policies, 
raised comments, and the development of 
strategies for implementing the policies 
is sure to create dissension. 

From the goals, the Planning Depart¬ 
ment wrote policies, such as one calling 
for diversity in type, style, size and 


location of new housing, which also 
should accommodate shifts in housing 
demand and promote stability in 
population. 

Rehabilitation of existing housing is a 
policy, as is encouragement of a more 
intensive use of single-family houses, 
which would "expand the existing 
housing supply" but at the same time 
"promote stability in populatioa” 

Why expand housing if the population is 
to remain stable? Because in the mind of 
the Planning Department, an increase in 
populatio to 95,000 (currently 88,000) is 
stability. 

The policy for assuring equal housing 
opportunity calls for the provision of a 
variety of kinds and prices of housing. 

Lewis Songer, executive director of the 
Chamber of Commerce, pointed out that 
"the city could look racist" on the basis of 
the low percentage of blacks here, and 
wanted to include a mix of population as a 
goal 

Carol Robinson, a black woman who is 
a member of the Planning & Develop¬ 
ment Board, asked the one question 
nobody could answer: Does Newton 
really want diversity in housing? 

Land use goals are to include preser¬ 
vation and enhancement of the city’s 


residential character, preservation oi me 
natural environment, assurance of 
adequate open space, and the provision of 
a variety of types and densities of land 
use for a variety of people. 

Other land use goals are to "preserve 
and enhance’’ the historical and cultural 
heritage and the distinctive village and 
neighborhood character of the city and to 
recognize Newton’s role within an urban 
region. 

Some of the land use policies are vague 
and formless; as to others, such as en¬ 
couraging "a more efficient use of 
existing city infrastructure" pique the 
curiosity momentarily. 

Encouragement of the development of 
n8onvillage multiuse activity nodes 
which utilize existing infrastructure and 
transportation and systems" is another 
land use policy; it needs work if it is to be 
understood.

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Social workers would be licensed One-way trial for Hammond St. 

under bill by Mofenson, Backman 


The House of Representatives has 
advanced legislation which would require 
the licensing of social workers in 
Massachusetts. The bill is sponsored by 
Rep. David J. Mofenson and Senator Jack 
H. Backman, cochairmen of the Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs. 

Mofenson, who described the bill as one 
of his legislative priorities, said he was 
cautiously optimistic that the bill would

De enacted this year. 

"This legislation represents more than 
three years of hard work,” Mofenson 
said, "and reflects the efforts of many 
thoughtful and concerned individuals. It 
is a bill which represents a significant 
step forward in the professionalization of 
social work and overall health services in 
the Commonwealth.” 

The bill has already passed the Senate 
and has received two of its necessary 
three readings in the House. 

Mofenson explained that social workers 
are the only major professional group not 
licensed in Massachusetts. 

“Currently, anyone can call himself or 
herself a social worker regardless of 
whether he or she has any training or 
experience,” he said. 

"This pending legislation provides for a 
Board of Registration and a set of legal 
standards against which consumers of 
social work services can measure the 
quality and competency of service.” 

"Under the bill, recipients of services 
will have the freedom of choice to see a 


social worker in an agency or on a private 
basis as they now can with psychologists 
and psychiatrists and be confident that 
they are seeing a qualified practitioner,” 
Mofenson said. 

Two levels of practice are established 
by the bill, one to practice social work in 
an agency setting and the other to 
practice clinical social work independent 
of an agency setting. 

Within the agency setting, there are 
three levels of title registration for social 
workers depending on experience and 
education. These are Certified Social 
Workers, Social Worker, and Social 
Worker Associate. 

The license to practice independent 
clinical social work will require licensed 
certified social worker status, three 
years of experience in clinical social 
work or its equivalent, and the successful 
completion of an examination in the area 
of clinical social work specialization, » 

Nineteen other states have enacted 
similar legislation to regulate social 
workers. 


Hammond Street will become one way 
southbound in the vicinity of Chestnut Hill 
Road, effective Nov. 1, in accord with a 
vote of the Newton Traffic Commission. 

The change will be tested for 45 days. 

The right-turn prohibition onto 
Reservoir Avenue will be removed. 

The effect will be to prohibit nor¬ 
thbound traffic to Beacon Street from 
Route 9 beyond the Chestnut Hill MBTA 
station. 

The purpose of the trial is to evaluate 
the effect of reducing traffic volumes on 
Hammond Street on the street system in 
the area. It is anticipated that northbound 
traffic in the area will use either Ham¬ 
mond Pond Parkway or Chestnut Hill 
Avenue, both of which are more able than 
Hammond Street in Newton to handle 


large traffic volumes. 

During the trial, the Police Department 
and Department of Planning and 
Development will evaluate this traffic 
pattern change. Your comments are 
welcomed as to how this change is af¬ 
fecting you. If at any time during the 
trial, serious problems occur as a result 
of the changes, the police chief, subject to 
review of the Traffic Commission, will 
terminate all or parts of the trial. 

At the end of 45 days, the Traffic 
Commission will recommend to the 
Board of Aldermen whether these 
modifications should be made permanent 
or not.

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Pension system needs $56m

Newton is in the hole to the tune of $56.2 million in its 
employees’ retirement pension debt. 

A report compiled for the state Retirement Law 
Commission lists Newton’s unfunded pension debt — the 
difference between the $82.7 million liability for present 
and retired members of the retirement system and 
Newton’s $26.5 million assets. 

According to Newton Comptroller Lawrence Marino’ 
Newton is in better shape than most other communities 
for the day when‘a fully funded retirement fund is 
required by law. 

Right now it is not, and most cities and towns are on the 
pay-as-you-go basis of appropriating only as much money 
as is needed to cover pensions for a given year, which in 
Newton’s case in fiscal 1976 was $2.5 million from the city. 
Employees contributed $1.03 million more. 

Newton’s retirement costs are less than those where the 
whole retirement fund is appropriated year by year as 
needed, Marino says, because some farsighted person in 
the 1920s decided that Newton’s fund should be partially 
funded, and by now the amount has grown to $26 million. 

There are no laws now that require full funding of 
retirement benefits, but one is pending before the state 
legislature, although Marino feels “its passage seems far 
away.” 

Women could 
gain control over 
School Committee 

Newton voters could make history this week by going to 
the polls and electing a legislative body that would have a 
majority of women members. 

If the five women running for School Committee are all 
elected, that would be a first for the city’s School Com¬ 
mittee. There has never been a majority of women on the 
Board of Aldermen, either. 

There has been at least one female member of the 
School Committee since Irene Thresher was elected as the 
Ward 5 representative in 1942, according to a listing of 
Committee members since 1936 supplied by Assistant to 
the Superintendent Lillian Radio. 

Ward 2 has had a woman representative since 1952, with 
the exception of the current incumbent member, Dr. 
Edward Prince. 

In 1952, the year Ms. Thresher ceased serving, 
Genevieve Oncley was elected in Ward 2. 

Norma Mintz served for five years in this ward from 
1960 to 1969, and Eleanor Rosenblum served for three 
terms after that and was the woman chairman. 

Other women who have served on the School Committee 
are Grace Whitmore, serving in Ward 3 from 1956 to 1967, 
Joan Needleman, serving in Ward 5 from 1972 to 1975, and 
Dorothy Reichard’ serving in Ward 7 from 1972 to 1975. 

And, of course, last but not least, the incumbent in this 
election from Ward 5, Honora Kaplan

But Gov. Michael Dukakis recently signed permissive 
legislation allowing municipalities to establish a separate 
fund in anticipation of future costs of pensions. Newton 
has its own retirement fund. 

The report, prepared by the Martin E. Segal Company, 
Inc., explains that the proposed law mandating funding of 
pensions requires taking care of cost of benefits earned in 
a year plus paying an increasing amount each two-year 
period for 40 years as a "funding contribution.” 

Complicated tables have been worked out to make 
projections of benefits that can be expected to come due 
and income that can be expected from the increasing 
fund. 

Marino does not entirely agree with some of the report’s 
assumptions on future payroll because it appears that 
attrition in employment has not been adequately 
calculated into the picture. "There will be a glut of pen¬ 
sioners during the next few years and then that number 
will drop off’” Marino said. 

The report says that to achieve full funding of the 
retirement system, Newton’s funding contribution would 
be the same as its projected pay-as-you-go contribution 
until fiscal year 1980-81. The projection is $3.8 million last 
year, $4.2 million this year and $4.5 million next year, 
total, with the employees paying 5.2 percent of the payroll 
and the employer paying 16.7 percent. 

Newton’s percentage of the payroll would go up 25.9 
percent by 1981-82, where it would presumably stay until 
the retirement system is fully funded by a combination of 
cash contribution and investment interest. 

The employees’ contribution is set by law at 5.2 percent, 
and a change would require state legislation. 

The increasing debt for retirement pensions has 
disturbed some city officials, but so far no one has come 
forward to advocate full funding of the retirement system.

Sale or lease of the "Bigelow House" 
and the old Peabody School on Oak Hill is 
expected to be the most controversial of 
the proposals for disposition of six sur¬ 
plus city-owned properties to be 
discussed by the Finance Committee 
tonight (Thursday). 

The Peabody School has been 
recommended for conversion to 
multifamily housing if feasible, but if new 
construction is to take place it must be 
within the outline of the present building. 

The City Planning Committee, which 
has reviewed the proposals, indicated 
clear preference for a proposal that 
would retain the existing building and 
would give the city $377,000 in purchase 
price. 

The Bigelow House has been separated 
from Peabody for discussion purposes, 
since the Newton Historic Preservation 
Association has a proposal to preserve 
the building by converting it to four or 
five condominiums. 

The NHPA would give the city $1, and 
take it upon itself to convert the building 
into condominiums, with the use of 
private donations and grants. 

The Finance Committee will also 
discuss the sale of the former Memorial 
School in Oak Hill Park to the Solomon 
Schechter School, which has leased the 
building and is occupying it. Solomon 
Schechter has offered $250,000. 

Walnut Hall’ a building that was part of 
the defunct Newton Junior College, is now 


the subject of an offer of $50,000 by two 
doctors who want to make it into a 
medical office building. 

Walnut Hall was recommended by the 
City Planning Committee for conversion 
into a two-family house, but no bidders 
turned up. The consensus among the 
aldermen later was that the building is 
far too big for a two-family house and that 
professional or business use should be 
considered. 

The junior college land is abutted by 
Private Residence district, which allows 
two-family houses and townhouses, and 
by Business A district. 

Another offer has been made by the 
Girl Scouts for $20,000. The Girl Scouts 
want to use the building as offices and a 
training headquarters for adult leaders of 
the Bay Path Council. 

Gaflin Hall, another NJC building, has 
been recommended for business, 
professional, or housing use or a com¬ 
bination of these uses. 

Aid. Terry Morris, chairman of the City 
Planning Committee, wants to use the 
large parking lot that surrounds Claflin 
Hall for residential use, specifically 
townhouses. 

Conversion of Administration Hall to 
two-family use has been recommended. 

The new ordinance governing the sale 
and lease of city-owned property has led 
to a great deal of confusion and delay, 
which the Finance Committee hopes to 
resolve tonight.

32-acre estate 
to be acquired

The land, subject to conservation 
restrictions, will be maintained by the 
city in its current natural state as con¬ 
servation land," Mayor Theodore Mann 
said, "and will be available to the public 
as are other conservation lands in the 
city." 

Lower Falls gets 
OK on 19 units 

It appears that the Lower Falls com¬ 
munity will get its way with the 60 units of 
housing to be built in the renewal area. 

Eleanor White of the Boston area office 
of the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development said this week that 
HUD will allow 19 of the 60 apartments to 
be rented at market level rents, rather 
than requiring that all 60 units be sub¬ 
sidized for low- and moderateincome 
tenants. 

Lower Falls residents strongly opposed 
the intent of New Falls Associates, 
developers of the housing, to have all 60 
units subsidized. Community 
representatives said that regardless of 
the actual language of the requests for 
proposals and the original renewal plan, 
the intent had always been to divide the 60 
units equally among elderly low-income, 
low-moderate, and market rentals. 

Ms. White said HUD had agreed to 
allow the change in plan but has not sent 
formal notification. 

New Falls Associates and HUD have a 
meeting planned this week. 

The new rent schedule and agreement 
will require that New Falls have an ad¬ 
ditional $200,000 equity in the project, 
according to aldermanic Land Use 
Chairman Eliot Cohen. 

He plans to discuss New Falls at a Land 
Use Committee meeting Nov. 14. The 
Board of Aldermen may then act on the 
permissive use at the Nov. 21 meeting.

species: hard hat 
industries in Mass 

Massachusetts lost billions of dollars under the Ill-advised 
anti-highway policies of former Transportation Secretary 
Allan Altshuler, and now there is bittersweet evidence that 
the anti-progress notions embraced by the former Sargent 
Administration cabinet officer typified that of pro- 
environmentalists elsewhere. 

Indeed, a Southern conservationist of some 50 years 
standing charges that the controversial environmental 
moment, launched in the late fifties, has deteriorated into 
“a monumental exhibition of recrimination, revenge and 
complex demands for violent reform.” 

Fred Smith, author of a provocative article in the 
Virginia Road Builders Magazine, termed what has taken 
place in the last two decades “a long and tragic leap.” 

This allegation, coming as it does from a conservationist 
whose natural ally would appropriately be the en¬ 
vironmentalist movement, is especially startling. Smith’s 
observation of environmental extremes in West Virginia 
was frightenly akin to the same extremes in Massachusetts 
which led to the “billion-dollar hoax” here which saw 
hurxfreds of millions of allocated Federal dollars returned 
unused a few years ago. 

Here in Massachusetts, the exact type extreme cited by 
Smith — an extreme perpetuated by a short-sighted but 
vocal minority — is largely at fault for the seriously 
depressed condition of the Bay State construction industry. 
Countless thousands of Massachusetts “hard hats” remain 
unemployed because environmentalists halted needed 
projects with frivolous law suits. 

In his article. Smith noted that environmentalists 
spawned “a spate of best-selling books predicting doom and 
destruction for us all unless we turned our backs once and 
for all on such arch-villains as progress, technology, in¬ 
dustry, commerce, and — above all — the Gross National 
Product.” 

This extreme by environmentalists. Smith charged, 
degenerated into one of the most far-searching, mixed up, 
complex, recriminating upheavals the nation has ever seen. 

“It has created an endless parade of villians, including 
not only big business but the guy next door that we never 
liked anyway ; and it has fed the press and television with 
the kind of sensational blood-and-thunder copy they 
cherish,” Smith charged. 

“What started in the late fifties as a fresh look at the man- 
nature relationship, and broadened in the early sixties to a 
new respect for natural beauty, has deteriorated into a 
monumental exhibition of recrimination, revenge, and 
complex demands for violent reform, including overall 
reform of ‘the System.’ 

“But what a long and tragic leap it has been,” Smith 
continued, “from those early days of hopeful, constructive 
planning and widespread, willing cooperation to the present 
; arbitrary tactic of going directly to the courts to stop, with 
injunctions, anything that somebody with a handy lawyer 
and an accommodating judge doesn’t happen to like! On 
occasion this has amounted to dictatorship by what may 
well be an infinitely small, tunnel-visioned, single-minded, 
short-sighted minority — which invariably cloaks itself in 
- the mantle of The Public Interest 

“The important question of today is really this: will the 
under-powered and crippled society of the next few years 
agree that a relative handful of activists were acting in the 
public interest when with monumental arrogance they 
stopped by court action nearly ten billion dollars' worth of 
construction and development in the energy field alone 
because it presumably endangered, for example, such non¬ 
human critters as snail darters, clam larvae and kangaroo 
rats? Perhaps, as daimed, these creatures were en¬ 
dangered. But so are nearly 220-million people.” 

These are tough, thoughtful, perceptive words. They 
touch with hammer impact upon a subject which in 
Massachusetts alone has cost blue collar workers and 
others literally hundreds of millions of dollars in wages and 
services. Yet they are words from a man who 
philosophically is in the same comer as environmentalists 
he condemns. 

His words don’t apply to West Virginia alone, of course. 
Here in Massachusetts, a maze of environmental litigation 
and bureaucratic red tape in the Sargent Administration 
effectively stalled and then stopped highway progress — a 
policy fittingly termed the “billion dollar hoax.” 

Ironically, to this day the great mass of the public 
remains unaware that this progress was stopped — and 
their taxes zoomed upward in resultant welfare costs — 
because of this same “billion-dollar haox.” 

The lone bright spot is that finally, albeit belatedly, many 
of our state’s lawmakers are aware that we’ve gone 
overboard in such extremes in environmental safeguards 
and there are changes due to correct this.

Is the candidate aware of the issues in the 
city and does he or she display an understan¬ 
ding of them? Does the candidate have the 
ability to think and vote independently? 

The Newton Graphic does not endorse 
candidates who are running unopposed 
because we feel that there is no choice to be 
made. 

The Newton Graphic, in contested races, 
endorses only the candidates we feel meet 
our standards. In some races, we cannot 
reach an agreement, and no endorsement is 
made. 

Mayor 

We seem to be living in an era of ever- 
increasing concern over the cost and quality 
of life. Our city is aging, open space is 
becoming scarce, we have almost reached 
our limit of growth . Our population is aging 
and shrinking. Yet we are a city of vital, in¬ 
terested and concerned people. We care 
about many things; we have many goals. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has operated 
within this framework for the past six years. 
He has addressed, and met, the needs of our 
city. He has made a legitimate effort to 
keep taxes down. He has delayed the im¬ 
plementation of revaluation until it truly 
represents an equitable burden for all 
property taxpayers in Newton.

The at-large aldermen In Wards 1 and 2 
are running unopposed and are not con¬ 
sidered for endorsement. 

In Ward 3 we support the reelection of 
Aid. Matthew Jefferson and Aid. Robert 
Tennant. Aid. Jefferson, vice president of 
the Board, is a concerned and capable 
leader. Aid. Tennant is truly dedicated to 
helping people, evidenced not only by his 
many years of service on the Board but also 
his membership in civic and charitable 
groups. Tennant is the voice of Newton 
businessmen on the Board. 

In Ward 4 Aid. John Stewart is completing 
his first term as an alderman. He has 
proven to be a tireless worker on the Board, 
a prober and fighter for things he believes 
are right. 

In Ward 5, both incumbent at-large 
aldermen are leaving the Board. Four can¬ 
didates are vying for the two vacant seats. 
We feel one of your votes should go to Paul 
Coletti. Coletti, as a resident of Newton 
Upper Falls, can replace James Miller as a 
spokesman of one of the most un¬ 
derrepresented and neglected areas of the 
city.

In Ward 2 we urge the reelection of Aid.

Concannon’s experience and his knowledge 
of city government, we feel he should be 
returned to the Board. 

Voters in Ward 3 will choose between two 
newcomers. Of the two, we find Paul Daley 
to be familiar with the issues and with his 
area of the city, West Newton. 

In Ward 4, we have the pleasure of endor¬ 
sing another capable, thoughful alderman. 
Aid. Carol Ann Shea deserves reelection to 
the Board. 

The candidates in Wards 5 and 6 are run¬ 
ning unopposed. 

In Ward 7 we urge the reelection of Aid. 
David Cohen who serves on the Board with 
equanimity and elan. 

School Committee 

The most difficult choices must be made 
this year in the School Committee election. 
In making our choices we were particularly 
concerned with our criterion: the ability to 
listen with an open mind to both sides of an 
issue and not with a closed mind to people 
whose politics differ from yours. 

We do not feel the best interests of this 
city can be served by people who cannot 
make choices on an individual basis. We do 
not feel that replacing one group of people 
who won’t listen with another set of people 
who won’t listen will accomplish anything. 

The candidates we have seen, talked to 
and read about that we feel are capable of 
placing individual issues above ideology and 
are therefore endorsed are: Kathy Jones in 
Ward 2, Honors Kaplan in Ward 5, Robert 
Cohen in Ward 6, Paul Ash in Ward 7 and 
Alvin Mandell in Ward 8. We reached no 
agreement on the candidates in Wards 1 and 
3, but we did agree unanimously that neither 
candidate in Ward 4 would get our endorse¬ 
ment. 

Mrs. Jones expertise in the Metco issue, 
coupled with her reasoned approach to the 
issues of basic skills and declining enroll¬ 
ment, make her an obvious choice for en¬ 
dorsement. 

Mrs. Kaplan is dedicated to good educa¬ 
tion . She has the ability to state her views 
without rancor. 

Robert Cohen and Paul Ash, elected as 
part of the “new majority,” have both 
demonstrated time and again that they think 
and vote based on individual assessments of 
an issue. We feel they bring an element of 
moderation to the School Committee. 

Alvin Mandell, so long a minority of one, 
spent much of the last two years adjusting to 
being suddenly in control. We have never 
doubted his sincerity, but we do not feel a 
position of complete dominance for his 
ideology is good for the schools either. 

He has turned the thinking of the School 
Committee back to reality and deserves 
another two years on that basis alone. 


Back to basics 

Newton Citizens For Education (NCE) 

Is presenting a series of articles in this 
column on topics that It considers im¬ 
portant for debate before the November 
School Committee election.

In many local communities across the 
nation today, dissatisfaction with both the 
process and results of education in the 
public schools has led some parents and 
school boards to endorse the concept 
summarized conveniently In the term 
“back to basics.” 

But this shorthand term has several 
layers of meaning, and as is the case with 
several other significant “code phrases” 
in our society, it is not always clear which 
of its meanings is being implied when 
various individuals and groups use the 
term in the course of public debate with 
regard to community educational issues, 
more 

Broadly speaking, there seem to be two 
major clusters of ideas that surround the 
term “back to basics.” 

If the current debate in communities 
like Newton regarding the fqture 
direction of education In the public 
schools is to be fruitful rather than 
merely noisy, it is imperative that 
citizens, who will eventually be deciding 
on these directions via the school com¬ 
mittee personnel they elect, should be 
aware of the differences between these 
two sets of ideas. 

One of these main viewpoints employs 
the term “basics” in the narrow sense of 
specific educational skills or “tools”; it is 
generally espoused by parents who, while 
not necessarily opposed to the non¬ 
authoritarian philosophy of public 
education that has developed in the 
United States over the past 30 years or so, 
are disturbed, and rightly so, at what 
they consider to be the lack of per¬ 
formance standards demanded of their 
children by many public school systems 
today. 

They are particularly disappointed 
when they see this trend manifested in

the apparent inability of large numbers of 
grade school, junior high, and high school 
students to master what such parents 
conceive to be the essential tools for 
economic success and self-sufficiency in 
our society: reading, writing (with 
correct grammar and spelling), and 
computational skills. These are the 
“basics” that, along with the other major 
aspects of an educational process that 
purports to prepare children to function 
as competent adults in an increasingly 
complex society, they would like to see 
the public schools place more emphasis 
on. 

The other major viewpoint includes a 
concern with better instruction in and 
higher performance standards of the 
“basic” skills but it also goes much 
further. It represents a conscious effort 
on the part of some parents and school 
boards, as well as certain educators, to 
tom the educational clock backward, as 
it were, toward a simpler and more 
rigidly structured era in our national life, 
when children “received” an education 
rather than participated in an 
educati°nal process. 

In this view, the inability of some 
children to learn to read, write, and 
compute stems from an inherent flaw in 
the modern educational system, 
associated with what is perceived as the 
rampant “permissiveness” in the larger 
society. To those espousing this view, the 
term “back to basics” has become, in 
effect, a comforting ideological slogan, 
embodying a specific and somewhat 
restrictive set of social values and 
educational principles. 

In the minds of these individuals, 
learning basic academic skills is one of 
the desirable by products of what they 
consider to be a more significant mission 
of the public schools: namely, that of 
instilling in students traditional moral 
and social precepts through a kind of 
“obedience training” that harks back to 
the nineteenth-century aphorism that 
children should be “seen and not beard." 


Such an approach, according to much 
of the current literature on the subject, 
involves placing renewed emphasis on a 
moretraditional set of educational 
procedures: the so-called “structured” 
classroom, with its constant drills, for¬ 
mal dress codes, requirements of strict 
silence and rigid attention on the part of 
students, patriotic observances, and 
strong disciplinary measures (carried 
even to the point of occasional corporal 
punishment). It is this kind of school 
environment, the supporters of this ap¬ 
proach believe, that is most conducive to 
learning of all types on the part of 
children. 

Parents and other citizens interested in 
the future course of public education in 
America, and those in particular who are 
trying to come to grips with the question 
of how best to assure good quality in the 
educational experience provided for their 
children by the Newton school system, 
need to recognize the distinction between 
these two viewpoints. 

It is a distinction that lies at the heart of 
the current “back to basics” controversy, 
and it may be stated in the following 
summary form: a legitimate concern, on 
one hand, that children, while they should 
be exposed to a richly varied and creative 
learning experience, should also be 
equipped upon graduation from high 
school with those fundamental academic 
skills which enable them to cope ef¬ 
fectively with real-Ufe situations in our 
increasingly multifaceted and complex 
society; versus, on the other hand, a 
rather authoritarian social philosophy 
that would abandon the pluralistic at¬ 
mosphere and methodological diversity 
that are hallmarks of current public 
education, in the guise of assuring that 
pqblic school graduates are provided 
with these basic academic skills. 

It is obviously not necessary to rein¬ 
stitute the “structured classrooms,” with 
all that it implies in the minds of its 
adherents, in order to provide children 
with a solid grounding in the “three R’s.” 


Once it becomes clear to school 
authorities that parents expect such an 
objective to be an important, but cer¬ 
tainly not the exclusive, mission of a 
community’s school system, it can be 
encompassed fairly easily within the 
educational process without doing 
violence to the other instructional goals of 
that process. 

Where the educational pendulum has 
perhaps swung too far, . in some com¬ 
munities, in the direction of lack of 
concern with inculcating basic academic 
skills, there are encouraging signs that 
thoughtful educators have begun to 
recognize the importance of this part of 
the school curriculum and to emphasize it 
accordingly in day-to-day instruction. 

Although the Newton public school 
system as a whole, for example, has 
always focused considerable attention on 
the skills of reading, writing, and com¬ 
putation, there appears to have been, 
during the past four or five years, an even 
greater concentration by the system on 
these aspects of the curriculum. 

Where, then, do we come out, in the 
face of the strident rhetoric that 
characterizes the extreme fringe of the 
“back to basics” movement? 

There is no question that children 
should be encouraged and helped to 
master the so-called basic academic 
skills. Without - . these skills they not 
only cannot pursue higher education 
effectively, but they will not be able to 
function efficiently as citizens if they end 
their education upon graduation from 
high school. Any child of normal in¬ 
telligence should be able to do reasonably 
well in acquiring those skills by the time 
he or she graduates from high school, if 
the schools do their job appropriately. 

But it is also true that children differ in 
abilities and that home reinforcement, 
while not easily measurable, is also a 
significant factor in relation to how well a 
given youngster will master a given skill 
The public school system, however,

Vote on 'gay rights' 


To the Editor: 

Recently House Bill 3676 (Gay Rights) 
came before the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives for consideration. I 
would like to take this opportunity to 
convey to my constituency the rationale 
behind my supporting this measure. I 
also wish to explain this issue for what it 
is rather than for what it is feared to be. 

House Bill 3676 would prohibit 
discrimination on the basis of sexual 
preference in Massachusetts Civil Ser¬ 
vice Employment. This legislation was 
not an endorsement, legalization or 
justification of any particular lifestyle. It 
simply prohibited the use of sexual 
preference as a guideline for dismissal 
from public employment. It was intended 
to assure personal privacy off the Job and 
to reinforce the principle that all people 
who can work, must work. To allow 
homosexuals to be fired even when they 
are doing their jobs could only mean even 
more people collecting unemployment 
compensation or welfare. We need fewer 
people being supported by taxpayers, not 
more. 

House Bill 3676 was limited to civil 
service employees, whose job 
qualifications are determined by civil 
service examinations. It would not in¬ 
clude, for example, teachers who are not 
required to take civil service exams. 

The United States Civil Service 
Commission which regulates all Federal 
employment, recently issued guidelines 
accomplishing just what House 3676 
would have done in Massachusetts. 

Nothing in this bill would have 
prohibited the firing of a homosexual if 
his-her homosexuality interfered with job 
performance. All qualifications and job 
criteria, especially the ability to perform 
the job, would have remained intact. This 
measure did not establish a quota or 
minority preference status. In addition 


immoral behavior on the Job or sexual 
behavior of any kind which violated the 
rights of others would remain absolute 
grounds for dismissal. 

As a parent anticipating the arrival of 
my fifth child, I am acutely aware of the 
implications any legislation would have 
on my children. Due to the importance of 
this issue, I researched medical, 
professional and religious opinions and 
facts to reach my final decision. In ad¬ 
dition, the consensus of mail which 
reached my desk indicated an overall 
agreement that discrimination must not 
be tolerated in public employment. 

Despite our personal moral attitudes 
towards this issue, we cannot argue that 
homosexuality alone would adversely 
affect an individual from responsibly and 
competently functioning in a particular 
job situation. 

The Archbishop of Boston, Humberto 
Cardinal Medieros, issued a statement in 
regard to this legislation expressing his 
opposition to discrimination of any kind. 
The Bishop of New York, Bishop Paul 
Moore, stated: “Homosexuality is a 
condition that is given, not chosen. They 
like every other minority deserve the 
right to receive equal opportunity and 
justice before the law.” 

As I stated to those with opposing views 
toward my stand'against abortion: it is 
my obligation to vote in a manner 
reflecting my constitutents concerns in 
harmony'with my personal beliefs. 

Personally, I believe that 
discrimination or reverse discrimination 
is morally wrong. My opposition to the 
forced busing of children and my op¬ 
position to governmental established 
quotas systems or lowering employment 
standards for reasons of race, creed, sex 
or color is consistent with this philosophy.

Recycling sensible 


To the Editor: 

Newton’s recycling program is a 
progressive and sensible system and a 
model for other communities. It is 
anything but a “no-win program, an 
hysterical fad and absurdity,” as Mr. 
John Fisher stated in the Oct. 27 Newton 
Graphic. 

Look at the facts. Newton was forced to 
shut down its incinerator several years 
ago because it did not meet air pollution 
standards. As a result, we are forced to 
haul our trash to Amesbury (some 50 
miles away!) because we have no more 
suitable land for dumping. We pay by the 
ton to haul our trash. This price has risen 
from $12.83 to $13.83 to $14.84 within two 
years and promises to continue to in¬ 
crease. Couple this fact with projected 
increases in trash disposed of and 
recycling makes sense. 

When we haul our trash out of Newton, 
we pay money to waste a resource 
(bottles, cans and paper). By recycling, 
not only do we reduce the volume of trash 
disposed of at substantial cost; we also 
receive revenue. As participation in¬ 
creases, which has been happening as a 


result of our educational efforts, as 
transfer-haul costs rise, and as recycling 
markets improve (paper is already on the 
upswing because of its value as in¬ 
sulation), recycling will prove its merit. 

Energy is not wasted by recycling; it is 
wasted by not recycling. We already use 
energy in collecting and hauling our 
trash. If curbside collection were 
discontinued and people were forced to 
use depots for recycling (which would 
drastically reduce participation), more 
energy would be used than at present. If 
there were no recycling program and 
virgin materials had to be used to 
produce new containers which then had to 
be transported from distant locations, we 
would further squander energy. 

If we double participation, and trends 
indicate this will happen, our program 
will save Newton money, as well as 
conserve energy, resources, and landfill 
space. Any program that can accomplish 
all this is worthy of support of every 
Newton resident.

This ad¬ 
ministration has capably performed 
under the most trying circumstances.” 

“Saving money with federal money is 
no crime.” 

“Snow plows are more prepared for 
this winter than at any time during the 
administration.” 

“All we have to fear is fear itself.” 

“The thrust of revaluation is to bring 
about equity.” tend to veil and evade 
specific issues. 

This type of answer does not enlighten 
the citizenry and tends to confuse us. It 
compares apples with oranges. 

In my opinion, neglect and indifference 
during the last six years have resulted in 
the problems facing us. 

The tax rate in 1973 was reduced by $5 
per thousand in an election year. The next 


year it soared by a $16 increase! Patterns 
usually repeat themselves. 

To what heights will our taxes soar 
| again next year after the election? 

I understand that using federal funds 
(usually recommended to be allocated for 
the public betterment) to pay salaries 
gives a distortedly favorable tax picture 
but results in a great overall expense to 
the taxpayer. 

The revaluation program, a needless 
waste of taxpayers’ money for a 
valueless and careless appraisal, should 
cause fearless citizens to fear that the 
same error may be repeated. 

Filling potholes correctly is a relatively 
simple task not requiring much training 
expense. Other cities and towns have 
been doing it properly for years. In my 
opinion, adhering to basics is not “fancy 
stuff.”

Edison position clarified 


To the Editor: 

In the Oct. 13 edition there was a letter 
from Martin Samuels attacking my 
opposition to the $69 million rate increase 
requested by Boston Edison. 

So that there will be no question as to 
my position, which Mr. Samuels seems to 
have misunderstood, I would like to make 
several points: 

—It is precisely because of my concern 
for the small businessman and individual 
consumer that I have urged changes in 
the method of operation of Boston Edison. 

—Boston Edison’s rate hike application 
is based on what it states is a need for 
additional generating capacity. New 
facilities are extraordinarily expensive, 
both monetarily and environmentally. 
The need for such investment and ad¬ 
ditional rate increases is unnecessary if 
Boston Edison is willing to make certain 
changes in its method of operation. 

—Boston Edison would like to build an 
additional nuclear power plant. No ad¬ 
ditional power plants should be con¬ 
structed, particularly one as con¬ 
troversial as a nuclear plant, where there 
has not been a documented need for 
additional capacity. 

—I do not question Boston Edison’s 
right to operate at a profit. As a 
monopoly, however, it has a special duty 
to function with care and must be 
scrutinized more carefully than other 
businesses which operate within the 
controls of competition. 

My major dispute with Boston Edison 
has been its unwillingness to move ex- 


To the Editor: 

Examples of deceptive statements 
proliferate as the election approaches. A 
case in point is Paul Ash’s advertisement 
in the Graphic Oct. 6 and 20, in which he 
claims to have “delivered” on five 
counts. 

I have attended virtually every 
meeting of the School Committee since 
November, 1975, and I believe his account 
is misleading: 

— “Tighter control of the budget” was 
not “delivered.” Ash has contributed to 
making the budget process a singularly 
distressful one through his harsh and 
inappropriate attacks upon the ad¬ 
ministration. But if he means us to 
believe that he has saved tax dollars, he 
misleads. The only savings of substance 
resulted from school closings, an issue he 
campaigned against. Newton Jr. College 
was closed by a vote of the previous 
committee, saving $650,000. The previous 
Committee had also voted to close 
Memorial School in 1976; Ash voted, in 
Jan. *76, to reverse that decision and keep 
Memorial open, eliminating one-year 
savings of about $150,000. He changed his 
mind this year and voted to close 
Memorial in July. 

— “Increased aid to children with 
special needs” was not “delivered.” No 
new or expanded services were proposed 
by Ash. 


peditiously to Institute peak load pricing. 
It has done virtually nothing to flatten 
peaks of demand which would reduce the 
necessity for new generating capacity 
and new construction. 

Both consumer groups and large 
segments of the utility industry believe 
that peak load pricing, which would force 
users of power during peak times to pay 
higher costs, would encourage energy 
conservation and reduce demand for new 
power plants. 

The present structure discriminates 
against small businesses and residential 
consumers. Only two weeks ago, the 
Public Utilities Commission proposed the 
kinds of regulations on peak pricing that I 
have long advocated and which I had 
again urged in my recent testimony 
before the DPU. 

In this and other areas, Boston Edison 
has simply refused to encourage and 
support conservation measures. The 
company’s long fight against issuing a 
reasonable tariff for energy efficient 
Lucolux street lighting is an example of 
the company’s irresponsibility in putting 
short-term profit ahead of long-term 
economic interests of both the company 
and its consumers. 

As a representative of the people of 
Newton, I will continue to oppose utility 
increases I think are unwarranted and do 
all that I can to see that the interests of 
small businessmen and individuals are 
represented before the DPU.

— There is no such thing as a “long- 
range plan for school consolidation.” The 
committee has bandied about several 
such plans, and changed them each time 
they vote. What has been delivered is 
prolonged anxiety for parents and 
children in potentially affected schools. 

— “Citywide curriculum guidelines” 
were not “delivered”; they have been 
fcontinuously available and updated. 

— “Increased community input” is 
claimed.

cannot afford to depend, as perhaps some 
systems in relatively high income 
suburban communities have depended 
too much in the past, on the rein¬ 
forcement role of the home environment 
of its students; the system must do what 
it can to compensate for situations where 
such reinforcement does not occur. 

Inner-city systems now recognize their 
responsibility to do this, and suburban 
systems will undoubtedly have to move in 
the same direction. Such an approach, as 
some recent research in British 
education seems to suggest, may well 
mean that more actual class time may 
have to be spent in the earlier grades on 
mastering the basic cognitive skills. 

But all this having been said, it is still a 
far cry from proving a case for reversion 
to the structured classroom, with its 
premium on drill and discipline and its 
rejection (at least by implication) of the 
values of self-expression, spontaneity,

creativity, inter-generaltional com¬ 
munication, and learning how to think 
instead of learning to think by rote. None 
of these values are, or should be con¬ 
sidered, antithetical to the need to make 
sure that children in American public 
schools are sufficiently well grounded in 
the “three R’s.”

Let us also realize that not all our 
children will become Einsteins, no 
matter how well they are taught to 
compute, or Hemingways, no matter how 
well they learn to write; that “character” 
is built in children in many ways besides 
drill and rigid discipline (which may 
often, indeed, lead to distortions of 
character); and that “human com¬ 
munication” while an absolutely 
essential skill in our civilization, is one 
that may be developed through a number 
of pathways other than reading and 
writing alone. .

employees in preparing the letter. 

Budget Director Egan said the bills 
would be charged to the School Com¬ 
mittee’s account for direct expenditures 
in the current budget’ which has $44,500 in 
it.

Newton Teachers Association 
President Richard Adams did not feel 
authorized to talk about Monday’s fact¬ 
finding session, but said the demon¬ 
stration in front of City Hall proved there 
was solidarity among teachers for the 
desire for a contract. 

Adams said the picket was not intended 
as a demonstration against the mayor, as 
some people had interpreted it to be. The 
site was chosen to be convenient for 
parking and as a place where they would 
"not disrupt anything,” he said. 

One police officer estimated that there 
were about 700 pickets, and Adams said 
one teacher counted about 660. 

A final factfinding session is set for 
Nov. 16, and then Pinkus will prepare hp 
final recommendation which is not 
binding to either side. 

If an agreement is not reached on the 
basis of that report, both parties make 
their last, best offer to an arbitrator who 
picks one of the two offers. Under state 
law even that arbitrator’s decision for 
teachers is not binding’ 

Other contract items keeping the two 
sides apart are the size of classes 
teachers are expected to teach, reduction 
in force language, and leave time for 
expectant mothers, according to in¬ 
formation handed out at the NTA picket 
line.

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Mystery brought 
up to date 

Shrood, by Robert K. Wilcox. 

(Macmillan, $8.95) 

A former religion editor of the Miami News brings up to 
date one of the prime mysteries of the Christian world - 
the 14-foot strip of linen preserved in Turin Cathedral that 
bears the image of a crucified man, believed by man to 
have been Jesus Christ. 

Modem methods of detecting age, high definition and 
three dimensional photography, computerized 
measurements and fresh scholarship have proved, almost 
beyond the shadow of a lingering doubt, that a body that 
had been crucified, flagellated, crowned with a helmet of 
thorns and speared in the side was once wrapped in the 
burial cloth. 

How the physical details were transferred to and 
through the fabric remains a mystery. Wilcox leans to the 
theory that the image of the Man of Sorrows is a ther¬ 
mogram, caused in some way by a flash of heat or light. 
He said this would be in line with the legend of the 
supernatural event known as the resurrection. Perhaps, 
he suggests, Jesus was able to project with superhuman 
power the aura of electrical energy that envelops all 
living things. If God began the universe with a big boom, 
why would he not revive his son with a big flash? 

Carbon 14 tests would clinch authentication of age, but 
so far the Roman Catholic church, which cares for the 
shroud on behalf of its owner, former King Humberto of 
Italy, has refused to allow a snippet of the fabric to be 
incinerated in such a test. 

The shroud is scheduled for exhibition in Turin next 
Easter. Computer-enhanced photos might prove the 
contention of two U.S. Air Force Academy captains that 
photos in their posssession indicate two ancient coins 
resting on the eyelids, a Jewish burial custom. 

Wilcox claims that recent computerized measurement 
of the image showed it to be mathematically correct from 
head to toe, indicating the same intensity of heat and light 
emanated from the entire corpse. Such a print could be 
made by a mechanical process, but not by an artist or 
forger. Wilcox is one of three living Americans who has 
seen the shroud and he believes it is a scorch portrait of 
the historical Jesus. 

“As to the resurrection, there is strong evidence of it,” 
he said. 

Frederick M. Winship (UPI) 

The Alias Program, by Fred Graham. 

(Little, Brown, $8.95) 

A few years ago a Buffalo construction worker named 
Tom Leonhard went for his weekly visit with his two 
young children. His ex-wife’s house was empty and 
stripped. 

The police could tell nothing. Inquiries around the 
neighborhood revealed that federal agents had taken the 
children and his ex-wife away because her new husband 
was going to testify in a federal case involving the mob. 

Leonhard’s children had vanished into the govern¬ 
ment’s Alias program and if his exwife’s marriage had 
not broken up, he never would have seen them again. 

This witness relocation program, begun in the Nixon 
administration, has provided secret identities for more 
than 2,000 Americans involved in criminal cases. 

Admittedly, the program has made it possible for the 
government to persuade people to testify against 
organized crime, which always was successful at in¬ 
timidating witnesses. 

But according to Graham, a CBS reporter, the in¬ 
justices accompanying it are so monumental, the flaws so 
— profound, the tactics and morality employed by federal 
law enforcement officers so dubious, that common sense 
calls for a reexamination of its procedures. 

The book centers on a Brooklyn hustler who testifies 
against mob leaders in New Jersey and is set up with a 
new identity in San Francisco. With phony government 
credentials, he becomes a successful businesssman but 
his real name is exposed.

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French President's daughter co-authors a cookbook. 


PARIS (UPI) — The latest French cuisine expert to 
write a cookbook is pretty, darkhaired, 23, and already 
famous as the daughter of the president of France. 

Valerie-Anne Giscard d’Estaing has co-authored a 
cookbook for the younger generation that is selling briskly 
around France. Her partner is Sylvia Pierre Brossolette, 
daughter of Giscard’s former chief aide who has since 
turned bank president. 

The smiling authors are pictured on each page holding 
up lists of ingredients. 

The book itself reflects a social phenomenon of France 
in 1977: 

Both girls’ mothers had little interest in cooking, a usual 
trend in that generation when upper-class French women 


“The Cuisine of Youth’’ contains 193 pages of quickly 
prepared and allegedly nonfattening French meals, from 
apricot mousse to veal in vinegar sauce. Some recipes 
appear to have been simplified down to too few 
ingredients. Older, more jaded appetites might prefer 
more spices, herbs and wine flavoring. Many dishes call 
for a food processor, another cooking trend here. 

One recent evening, for example, Miss Giscard d’Es¬ 
taing entertained friends with a cold string beAn and 
fluted mushroom (girolle) salad in vinegar and oil sauce, 
roast guinea hen with red currant sauce, lettuce salad, 
cheese and fruit mousse. 

Her father obviously has flourished on her cooking. He 
remains notably thin at 51. So does Miss Brossolette’s

About two years ago Miss Giscard d’Estaing met a 
publisher from the prominent Fayard firm who asked her 
and Miss Brossolette to write a cookbook for youth. It was 
published in France this summer. As of this writing, it has 
not yet been bought for publication in other languages. 

“We eliminated flour, butter and oil and use sugar sub¬ 
stitutes. It’s all non-fattening,” said Miss Giscard 
d’Estaing. “The recipes are quick and easy.” 

The point of the book, as the authors say in the in¬ 
troduction, is that weight-conscious people in a hurry do 
not have to eat steak and salad every night. They, too, can 
eat good French dishes. They caution that, of course, an 
omelette made with butter tastes better than one in a non¬ 
stick butterless pan, and a sauce that simmers for hours is 
more succulent than those made at the last minute. 


No Mrs. Bridges 
needed in this 
titled household 

NEW YORK fUPI) - When Pamela Colin left New 
York for London 14 years ago to work for British “Vogue” 
magazine and eventually marry the 5th Baron Harlech, 
she little dreamed she would write a cookbook. 

The American-born author never learned to cook at 
home. Her mother, wife of wealthy attorney-art collector 
Ralph Colin, never had to cook. 

But “she knew all about the chemistry of foods,” said 
Lady Harlech, here on a nationwide tour to promote 
“Feast Without Fuss” (Atheneum, 512.95). 

• “I gradually learned to cook from friends in London and 
it finally became a passion, resulting in my library of 500 
cookbooks, some of them old and rare. I do all my own 
cooking in England, which is fortunate in view of the 
simpler way of life there.” 

Lady Harlech referred to the contrasts in post-World 
War II Britain, “where household help is hard to find and 
afford,” and the pre-war era of bountlfd help. She said 
her mother-inlaw, a member of the historic Cecil family, 
had a Shropshire country house with 42 guest bedrooms 
and over 50 servants. 

“Now she has only a housekeeper,” said Lady Harlech, 
“but she has been able to adjust, and she’s 86. 

“I don’t have any help in the kitchen in our house in 
London or our country house, a 17th century manor in 
North Wales, and I manage quite well We have smaller 
dinners than we used to, of course, and never formal. We 
tend to live in our big kitchen when we are alone in the 
country.” 

The author’s husband is TV executive David Ormsby- 
Gore, Lord Harlech, former British ambassador to 
Washington and one-time escort of the widowed Mrs. John 
F. Kennedy. 

Her book is designed for hostesses who want to remain 
in the living room with guests before dinner. 

Approximate cooking times of under one hour, one to 
two hours, and over two hours are given with each recipe. 
Each also is identified as easy, moderately difficult or 
difficult. Dishes suitable for freezing are marked. 

“Organization is the key to feasting without fuss,” said 
the animated, stylish brunette. “That’s why I’ve included 
sections on planning a kitchen, essential utensils, and how 
to store them, and using herbs and spices intelligently. 

“It should help women like me who have both a career 
and a family to have good food without hysteria. I wish 
someone had written a book like this for me years ago.” 

Lady Harlech said she spent four months “translating” 
the book into idiomatic American English and changing 
such terms as aubergine to eggplant and courgette to 
squash. 

Many of the recipes bear veddy social British names — 
the Earl of Gowrie’s oeufs en cocotte, Mrs. Jeanette de 
Rothschild’s special stuffing, Lady Victoria Waymouth’s 
burnt ice cream. The author denied doing this for “snob 
appeal.” She said she obtained the recipes while in¬ 
terviewing notables for “Vogue” and felt it dishonest not 
to give credit. She writes a monthly food column for the 
magazine. 

Lady Harlech is also a businesswoman. She designs for 
a travel and bedroom accessories firm she owns, and for 
Laura Ashley, a top accessories designer in Europe. In 
addition, she sits on the executive committee of London’s 
prestigious Tate Art Gallery, of which her husband is a 
trustee. 

Among her unusual recipes are salmon kedgeree (a 
spicy rice casserole), sweet and sour parsnips, and 
spa reribs in beer marinade. 

“If a hostess makes a determined effort to select good 
fresh materials; if she can depend on good roast meats, 
poultry and game, well-cooked vegetables and fish, and a 
half dozen dishes that are peculiarly her own specialties, 
she will give great pleasure to her friends,” said Lady 
Harlech. 

Some other tips. 

- Never make a new dish for friends without trying it 
out on yourself. 

— If a dish is a particular success, don’t be afraid to 
serve it again to the same guests. 

— Take care in inviting guests. If you can’t find a good 
reason for inviting certain guests, or if they do not con¬ 
tribute to conversation and a general feeling of ease, 
leave them out. 


But “I thought being a civil servant a bit too dull” so a 
year ago she got an editing and reading job at the 
publishing house that put out the cookbook. 

She said she hopes to make a career in publishing, with 
cooking remaining a hobby. 

“But not always recipes from my book, my friends are 
tired of it,” she said with a sparkling smile. “My specialty 
is souffles. It just takes practice and knowing your oven.” 

The president’s daughter reflected that she has “mixed 
feelings” about the new “thinness cuisine” that is 
currently popular in France. 

“It has some good aspects: lighter sauces and un¬ 
dercooked fresh vegetables which before were almost 
ignored in classic cooking,” she said. “But sometimes the 
new dishes don’t have any taste.” 

She prefers to cook from the classic French cookbooks 
of Escoffier and Larousse. Her favorite bistro-type 
restaurant in Paris is Le Gros Horloge on the Left Bank. 
For a grand palace of haute cuisine she prefers 
Taillevent. 

When guests are expected an hour after the host and 
hostess rush home from work, the authors of the “A 
Cookbook for Youth” suggest serving citrons fourres au 
saumon fume, poulet campagnard and crepolette a la 
cane lie: lemons stuffed with smoked salmon, country- 


style chicken and simple crepes with cinnamon. 

First course: preparation time 15 minutes. 

Puree 2 ounces of smoked salmon. Cut off the tops of 4 
lemons and scrape out the pulp, reserving the Juice from 
one lemon. Mix the salmon puree, a 3-ounce package of 
cream cheese softened with sour cream (the closest 
foreign equivalent to French fromage blanc) and the 
lemon juice. Stuff the lemon peels with this mixture and 
serve chilled. Serves 4. 

Second course: preparation time 5 minutes, cooking 30 
minutes. 

Cook pieces of a cut-up large chicken in a hot frying pan, 
preferably a non-stick variety not requiring butter and oil. 
When chicken is golden, put it in a casserole. Add one- 
fourth pound of mushrooms, 2 chopped shallots, the Juice 
of 1 lemon, 1 cup of dry white wine, and salt and pepper to 
taste. Cover and simmer 30 minutes. Serves 4. 

Dessert: preparation 5 minutes, cooking 5 minutes. 

For 1 serving, break 1 egg into a bowl; beat briskly and 
well with 1 teaspoon of cinnamon and one half teaspoon of 
sugar. Coat a hot crepe pan or small frying pan with 
margarine and add the mixture, spreading it across the 
pan. When the crepe begins to cook pour on 1 tablespoon of 
cognac and light with a match. After the flame has burned 
out, fold the crepe in two and serve. Make 1 crepe at a 
time and serve as soon as it is cooked.

This is the reader’s column and readers are invited to 
send recipes or questions to Diane Taylor, c-o Transcript 
Newspapers, 420 Washington SL, Dedham, Mass.

This week a reader wrote that she enjoyed the Greek 
recipes last week but would like to make her own pastry 
for the Baklava. Not only is it a challenge, but she 
remembers making the pastry as a little girl alongside 
her mother. Here is pastry recipes. 

BAKLAVA PASTRY 
2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 cup shortening 
1 egg and water to make 4 cup 
Mix and sift flour and salt. Cut shoartening into flour 
until it has consistency of corn meal Blend egg and water 
with fork. Add to dry ingredients, mixing only until well 
moistened. Turn rnto waxed paper and knead eight min. 
Form into ball and let rest 30 min. Divide pastry into four 
portions. Roll out one portion at a time until almost paper- 
thin on lightly floured pastry cloth into a rectangle 8 by 16 
inches. Cut rectangle in half to form two 8-inch squares. 
Place one square in bottom of 8 inch square pan. Spread 
filling over this. Add a second layer of pastp’ and filling. 
Continue to alternate until all are used, ending with a top 
layer of pastry. 

Dear Diane, 

I recently tasted a chocolate sponge roll with orange 
filling and it was delicious. I wonder if you could find the 
recipe for me. 

Ann T., Needham 

Answer: Yes, I can and did. The recipe calls for the 
sponge cake to be made with cocoa. The cake is in¬ 
describably light and tender in texture. 


Chocolate Sponge Roll 

CHOCOLATE ROLL 
4 cup sifted all-purpose flour 
% teaspoon baking powder 
teaspoon salt 
one-third cup cocoa 
4 eggs, room temperature 
% cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

Sift flour, baking powder, salt and cocoa together. Beat 
eggs in small bowl at high speed until foamy. Add sugar 
about 2 tablespoons at a time, beating after each addition * 
until thick and light colored, about 5 minutes. With rubber 
spatula or spoon fold in flour mixture, about one third at a 
time. Blend iii vanilla. Pour batter into a 15 x 10 x 1-inch 
pan which has been greased, lined on the bottom with 
paper and greased again. Bake in 350 degree F. oven 
about 15 minutes, or until top springs back when pressed 
lightly with finger. Turn out at once onto a clean dish 
towel sprinkled with confectioners’ sugar. Remove 
paper; trim off crusts. Roll up quickly rolling the towel up 
with the cake to prevent the cake from sticking. Cool 
Unroll so cake will be on toweL Spread with Orange 
Cream Filling. Start rolling up cake from narrow end by 
folding edge of cake over and tucking it in. Wrap towel 
around cake roll to shape it To serve sprinkle with con¬ 
fectioners’ sugar and garnish with Chocolate Drizzle if 
desired. 

ORANGE CREAM FILLING 

1 cup heavy cream 

2 tablespoons confectioners’ sugar 

2 tablespoons frozen concentrated orange juice, thawed, 
undiluted 

Place cream and sugar in chilled bowl Beat just until 
cream holds its shape. (Do not overbeat). Fold in un¬ 
diluted orange concentrate. YIELD: 2 cups. 

CHOCOLATE DRIZZLE 
1 square (1 ounce) semi-sweet chocolate 
14 tablespoons butter 

Melt chocolate and butter over hot water; cool slightly. 
Pour from tip of spoon over cake roll in decorative patr 
tern.

While 40 percent of the total work force are women, 
most of them lack access to a business grapevine. The 
need is there and two years ago, Nancy Korman of 
Newton recognized that what women do not have is an ‘old 
girl network’ to provide them with essential information 
and a way to establish business contacts. As a result, 
Korman helped initiate an "old girl network” which 
meets monthly at the downtown Harvard Club. 

Korman and Bobby Altman, also of Newton, are partr 
ners in 760 Associates, a public relations and graphics 
firm that designs, writes and prints brochures, annual 
reports and promotional materials. In seven years they 
have built a successful business. 

A missed business opportunity resulted in Korman’s 
action 

A businessman was interested in her firm but told her 
he could not do business with her because he dealt with a 
man in his breakfast club. 

Stunned, Korman understood that while "I was doing 
frosted flakes, answering 207 questions in the morning 
from my two children and making school lunches’” 
business contacts and business deals were being made. 

She became aware of the fact that professional women, 
particularly those who are wives and mothers, miss out on 
the opportunity of establishing contacts, trading valuable 
information and funneling jobs because they do not meet 
in informal situations. They simply do not have the time. 
Ultimately the network men develope provides them with 
needs, services and contacts which are valuable in long 
term monetary terms. Korman says "women never have 
the chance to get the information while it is still fresh, new 
and valuable.” 

It did to change. So Korman, Altman, Edith Durand, 
an international economist; Elsa Sonnabend, a 
management recruiter and Helen Rees, decided they 
would form a lunch group specifically to feed one another 
"relevant business information.” Determined to attract 
women with influence, they deliberately selected the 
downtown Harvard Club. Symbolic of power, it was also 
convenient. 

They have been meeting there for two years and in that 
time Korman says women who have attended have gotten 
jobs, found new staff people and gotten leads for con¬ 
tracts. These leads have not been "of enormous 
proportions,” she admits for "most women do not have 
enormous power.” Korman added, "we have passed 
around resumes, opened doors for potential teaching 
positions and gotten publicity for same enterprises not 
able to get it themselves.” 

Perhaps equally important, they have drawn attention 
to the needs of women in business who lack mentors. 
Secluded in a private room at the club, they can be frankly 
ambitious, exchange information and talk shop. At the 
last meeting, Korman asked the question "what do you do 
when a client totally changes specifications—how do you 
resolve changes in the bid?” 

“It was too complicated a question to be answered over 
lunch,” she said, "but I did set up a luncheon date with 
someone who does estimates and bidding for a large 
corporation and she gave me some helpful pointers, 
valuable to a person owning a small business.” 

The group is not a consciousness raising group, nor is it 
for support or to help people through a transition period, 
stressed Korman. "It is primarily to establish business 
connections. I am interested in finding out who has needs 
for annual reports and brochures so I can be first in the 
door. I would have these connections if I worked out in a 
gym with corporate presidents. Women need to establish 
contacts based on mutual business interests.” 

Those present at the last luncheon were "regulars” and 
invited guests. They were a group of highpowered women 
with varied backgrounds. Many were openly seeking jobs. 
A city planner was looking for another job and com¬ 
mented that after attending the last luncheon she got four 
leads. 

Another woman was employed by a large corporation 
where she saw no chance to get ahead and said "I have 
made it my goal to learn how to advance.” 

Many, like Teresa Contardo, an account executive with 
Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & Smith, made no secret 
of the fact they were there "to do business.” 

The one problem the group has is that there are many 
more women with these needs than they are willing to 
accomodate. They are interested in remaining small. 
Korman says that this is not for exclusivity but for ef¬ 
fectiveness. If enlarged, she said, the “personal aspect 
would be lost...people won’t be trading openly.” In¬ 
formation sharing would not take place, she said, in a 
large group. 

What Korman hopes is not to Include more women in 
this group, but to have the group become a prototype for 
other luncheon groups. Ultimately if more could be for¬ 
med, then women would be meeting in many places to 
exchange information valuable to them professionally 
and they could move among groups.

KIBBY 

1 lb, ground lamb (lean) — beef and 
Ipmb can oe used also 
1 cup cracked wheat (bulgur) — fine 
1 finely grated onion 
1 teaspoon allspice 
4 teaspoon salt and pepper to taste 
Stuffing: 

1 0). ground meat 

1 lb. pignolia or pine mits 
Allspice, salt and pepper to taste 
Mix the ingredients for Kibby together, 

using dashes of cold water to help 
moisten meat and aid the mixing. Grease 
a 10 by 14 inch pan and put one layer of 
the meat on the bottom. Separately, take 
the ingredients for the stuffing and saute 
the meat. Brown the pine nuts in butter 
and add to the meat. Spread this filling 
evenly over the layer of kibby in the pan. 
Cover filling with the remaining kibby 
and smooth the surface well Score in 
triangles or squares with a knife. Loosen 
edges from tray with spatula. Pour 4 to 
one cup oil or butter over the top. Bake in 
moderate oven, 350 degrees F. until 
bottom is golden brown, approximately 
25 minutes. Place under broiler until top 
is golden brown. Serves 8-10. 

MEAT PIES 
(Sfeeha) 

2 pounds lamb or beef, fat and lean, 
chopped flue 

4 onions, chopped 

4 cup yogurt (or juice of 3 lemons) 

4 cup pine nuts, sauteed lightly In 
butter 


Salt, pepper, and allspice to taste. 
Combine meat, onions, yogurt, nuts, 
and seasoning. Place mixture on dough 
patties and either shape in triangles or 
fold over on edges, leaving center open. 
Arrange pies on an oiled baking tray and 
hake in moderate oven (350 degrees) for 
T5 minutes until bottoms are lightly 
browned; then broil a few minutes until 
tops are lightly browned. Serve hot or 
cold. Yield: 3 dozen pies. 

BASIC PIE DOUGH 
(fatayer) 

2 pounds flour 
4 cup oil or 
4 cup Rendered Butter 
1 cake yeast 
1 tablespoon salt 
About 3 cups lukewarm water 
Combine ingredients, mix well, and 
knead until smooth. Cover with cloth and 
let rest in warm place until dough rises, 
about 14 hours. Cut into small sections 3 
inches in diameter. Cover with cloth for 
30 minutes. Then with your hand flatten 
to thinness of pie dough. Use any of the 
various fillings on following pages and 
shapl either in triangles, like turnovers, 
or fold over on edges, leaving center 
open. Yield: enough dough for 3 dozen 
pies.

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Woman pays tribute to seeing-eye dog. 


LONDON (UPI) — Sheila Hocken was 20 when a I 
chocolate brown Labrador named Emma became her I 
eyes, and much more. 

Mrs. Hocken was blind virtually from birth. Then at 29 
a "miracle” operation gave her full sight. Her reaction to 
being able to see was as unexpected as her attitude 
toward being blind. 

Now at 31 she has written a moving and often funny 
account of both periods of her life, largely as a tribute to 
Emma. 

"Emma and I,” published recently by Victor Gollancz, 
places most of the credit for the normal life she lived 
while blind onto her remarkable seeing-eye dog ' 

"We were parts of a joint personality,” Mrs. Hocken 
says. Sometimes it was hard to tell which part was in 
charge. 

One day Sheila and Emma set off for their daily bus to 
Sheila’s switchboard operator’s job. Emma did 
everything wrong. 

She turned left instead of right. She ignored Sheila’s 
protests and disobeyed orders, dragged her bodily across 
unfamiliar ground and finally stopped - at the right bus 
stop. 

Next day she did the same thing, only differently. Sheila 
finally figured it out. 

"Emma, having learned a route, became bored with 
having to follow it every day,” she writes. "So she in¬ 
vented variations.” From then on Sheila got up 10 minutes 
early in case Emma made a mistake. "But, of course, she 
never did.” 

For more than nine years the blind girl and her dog 
made an enterprising pair. With Emma’s help, Sheila 
lived in an apartment on her own, held a full-time job and 
sold cosmetics door to door in her spare time, met and 
married a sighted chiropodist. 

But all the while Emma was full of surprises. 

One day, as ordered, she took Sheila to a nearby outdoor 
telephone box. Vandals had damaged the phone. 

"I felt terribly frustrated and, worse, had no idea what 
to do,” Mrs. Hocken recalls. Emma took off, again 
dragging a protesting Sheila who was sure she was being 
taken home. The dog stopped at another telephone box. 

Mrs. Hocken swears Emma could read her mind. She 
also knew every shop by name and "every department 
and every counter. I would have only to say, ‘Find the food 
hall, Emma,’ and I would be taken there with never a 
mistake and no hesitation.” 

Their partnership was so uncanny that Sheila and 


Woodstock 
visitors search 
for festival field 


WOODSTOCK, N.Y. (UPI) - Woodstock Nation was a 
cultural phenomenon born in the mud in 1969. It was 
supposed to mean peace, happiness, freedom and no more 
war in Vietnam. 

Woodstock Nation never existed except in peoples’ 
minds, and the concept was embodied in the first major 
open-air rock festival that drew 500,000 persons to a field 
in Sullivan County, 75 miles away from the town of 
Woodstock, not far from Kingston in Ulster County on the 
Hudson River. 

m The field where Woodstock happened — shocking and 
thrilling those who read about it and saw it on television 
and giving those who were there a thrill of being part of 
history — is still just a rural field in the town of Bethel. 

Max Yasgur, who owned the farm where the concert 
was held and who was made famous in Joni Mitchell’s 
song celebrating it, died in February 1973. His family 
tried to give the field for a town park and was turned 
down. Bethel and numerous other small communities in 
the state passed ordinances to make it nearly impossible 
to hold Woodstocktype festivals again. 

But in the village of Woodstock itself, where folksong 
legend Bob Dylan once sat recuperating from a motor¬ 
cycle accident, people still come searching for whatever 
the mystery was that made the magic concert a byword of 
much of young America’s culture in the early 70s. 

"They’re looking for the field,” one local resident says. 
"They don’t understand and you can’t convince them.” 

Woodstock has long been an artists’ community. It was 
in the 1920s. But since the music bash that took its name 
from the place where it was supposed to have been held, 
jewelry, leatherworking, painting and metalsmithing 
have become big businesses in the village. Shops line the 
short main street and a couple of side ones that shortly 
trail off into roads into the surrounding Catskill Moun¬ 
tains. 

The normal population of the community is about 5,000. 
During the summer months that figure triples at least, 
and year-round residents head for cover. They give up on 
the idea of parking in the village itself and shopping is 
best done during the week because all stores are crowded 
on weekends. 

Valerie Cadden is Woodstock town supervisor, and she 
says things lately aren’t quite as bad as they once were, 
although there are still those who come and hang about 
the tiny village green. 

"We did have a lot of people coming down until last 
year,” Ms. Cadden said, "but we don’t have as many 
anymore.” 

She said "word finally got out that the festival wasn’t 
nere,” so some of the wanderers have stayed away. 

Nevertheless, one woman whose daughter worked in a 
local cafe — and the village has several — said she heard 
numerous stories of people from as far away as Europe 
asking as they paid their checks where "the field” was. 

The community encountered one very real problem 
brought on by those seeking the illusory Woodstock Nation 
— welfare. 

A number of young people seeking something special 
came to the community, which has almost no jobs to offer, 
and promptly went onto the welfare rolls, which in Ulster 
County are partly supported by the towns. 

"Everybody wanted to come down here and ‘fina 
thsernselves,”’ Ms. Cadden said, "but they have realized 
we’re not going to support them.” 

Officials estimated that at one point the town’s normal 
welfare roll of one or two cases had swelled to about 90 a 
year. "That may not sound like much, but it’s a lot for 
us,” one observer of the local scene said. 

The businessmen in the village say they’re happy with 
the boom. Regardless of whether it’s declined in recent 
months, people still come to Woodstock for its crafts and 
its playhouse. 

The local people aren’t so sure - "There s not the peace 
and quiet there was,” one said - but they’ve accepted the 
new role and adjusted to it. 

A number of known rock and folk musicians like Paul 
Butterfield still come to the area to use a large recording 
studio recently built there. As for Woodstock Nation, 
however, Vietnam is behind us, Richard Nixon is no 
longer president and the people who frolicked in the mud 
for one August weekend and showed the world a spirit that 
had been growing under its nose are older. 


Emma became local celebrities. Sheila gave lectures on 
guide dogs — Emma loved the applause — and took part 
in public stunts to buy dogs for other blind people. 

Once she and Emma raced a reporter across the center 
of Nottingham. Traffic stopped for the blind girl and her 
dog but not for the frustrated reporter, and he lost the 
race. 

Mrs. Hocken does not conceal the appalling problems of 
being blind, but she writes without bitterness or self-pity. 
Her rapture at being able to see the beauty of grass, the 
astonishing variety of trees, the flight of birds is enough to 
make anyone think again about the gift of sight. 

But as Mrs. Hocken explains — both in her book and in 
radio talks which have made her nationally known — her 
sudden ability to see was frightening. 


On her first walk she was dizzied and terrified by the 
sight of "everything rushing by.” She had to close her 
eyes and let Emma take over. 

Everyday things she did efficiently while blind — 
cooking, eating, making her bed — were now blindering 
chores. She even had to relearn how to operate her 
switchboard. 

"I had imagined that once I got my sight back, I would 
be able to see and that would be that,’’.she writes. "But it 
was not the case. It was like suddenly being given an extra 
limb and having to work hard at getting used to it.” 

People’s noses, including her own, appalled her and legs 
she found funny. The beauty of most things seen for the 
first time filled Sheila with wonder - and that included 
the face of her husband. 


Emma had a problem, too. She discovered Sheila could 
see when Mrs. Hocken caught her at her favorite trick, 
stealing food from the cats’ dishes, and shouted at her. 

"It was as if someone had fired a shotgun,” Mrs. 
Hocken writes. "She spun around and looked at me with 
amazement, shock, even a hint that she had encountered 
the supernatural.” 

From that time on Emma began behaving like any 
other dog, doing "things that the correct, dignified, 
working Emma would never have dreamed of doing.” 

For the past year Emma, now 13 and graying a bit, has 
been getting used to sharing the spotlight with the 
Hockens’ new baby. The daughter’s middle name, 
"chosen for a very good chocolate brown reason,” is 
Emma.

BMX racing

Bicycle Motocross riders 
came together for the 
fourth time on Sunday, Oct. 
30. With the absence of 
many out-of-town "hot- 
shoes”, Newton riders took 
fourteen of twenty trophies 
(five went to the Drew 
family). 

Riders, divided into age 
groups, compete with 20 
inch bicydes on a dirt track 
which has bumps, jumps, 
banked and flat turns and 
can be anywhere from two 
to five hundred yards in 
length. Each kid rides in 
three motos (heats) and a 
point total is kept on his 
finishes. One for first, two 
for second, etc., the lowest 
total wins, similar to 
motorcycle racing. 

The sport originated in 
Southern California about 
four years ago and has 
grown at an unbelievable 
rate. BMX (Bicycle 
Motocross) is now ex¬ 
tremely popular in Arizona, 
Florida, and other Southern 
states. However, it is just 
beginning in the Boston 
area. There are magazines 
and newspapers solely for 
the sport, covering major 
events and even listing the 
no-name tracks like ours in 
Newton. 

An amazing thing about it 
is how far people will travel 
for a race. There have been 
riders from York, Maine, 
Hyannis, Shrewsbury, 
Nashua, N.H. as well as 
other greater Boston dties 
competing at our track in 
Newton.

With the merger of the Cambridge 
Latin and Rindge Technical High Schools 
this year, Cambridge area schoolboy 
sports fans were expecting improved 
records from their teams. So were fans of 
the old A.F.L. 

As with Patriots fans in the past, 
Cambridge-Rindge loyalists may have 
several years to wait for a winning team. 
The new team, which is slated to enter the 
Suburban League next year, lost to the 
old guard of Newton North last Saturday 
33-0 at Russel Field in Cambridge. 

The victory put the Tigers back in the 
victory column after a 20-7 defeat at the 
hands of North Quincy two weeks ago 
which snapped a 15 game regular season 
winning streak. Newton’s record is now 6- 
1. 

It was only the second week of the 
entire season that Saturday football 
games were played on relatively dry 
surfaces. 

Tiger Scoring 

After last week’s loss, Newton coaches 
were not going to have their team come 
out playing daring ball. As is usual with 
Newton coach Norm Walker’s teams, 
“when we have a setback, either in a 
game of in the season, we try not to panic 
and come back to play good solid ball.” 

Which is just what coach Walker’s 
charges did. 

Coach Walker went with his rushing 
game, with quarterbacks Steve Fleming 
and Charlie Slack throwing a total of only 
three times all afternoon. 

North’s first drive was typical of what 
was to follow. It covered 56 yards in nine 


rushing plays. Captain Rich Proia was 
the main ingredient in this opening 
series. The senior running back, 
following a layoff that lasted half the 
season due to a dislocated shoulder, 
picked up 32 yards in his four carries of 
the drive. Senior Tony Santagatti ac¬ 
counted for 12 of the drive’s yards, 
carrying the ball three times. Gary 
Frechette carried the ball once, as did 
quarterback Steve Fleming, who scored 
the winning points on a three yard run at 
3:52 of the game. 

Dallas Morgan booted the extra point 

Following a short Cambridge 
posession, the Tigers again mounted a 
scoring attack.

NEWTON— George’s Cafe, in Newton 
Corner, is one of those smoke filled bars 
where the television is permanently fixed 
to sporting events year round. It is 
unique, however, because of its owners, 
Fran and Bill Hanright. 

Fran and Bill are two rare individuals 
whose place of business is more like the 
average American living room during 
football season. The Hanrights are part of 
the many small businesses that sustain 
the Newton Recreation Department’s 
organized athletic leagues. George’s Cafe 
sponsors teams in two basketgball 
leagues, two softball (men and women) 
leagues and a football league. 

Their teams have already captured the 
city championships in basketball and 
softball this year. The most successful 
entry is the football team, the Packers, 
who have dominated the recreation 
league for eight years’ winning eight 


pennants and five championships en 
route to a 73-6-1 record, including 6-0 this 
year. 

Fran and Bill, whose enthusiasm is 
exceeded only by their generosity, are 
now spearheading a drive to raise $5000 to 
send their team to the National Tag 
Football Championships in St. Louis, 
Missouri, at the end of November.

Rewarding plunge 
into basic pop 

At long last, Robin Trower has broken free from the 
ghost of Jimi Hendrix. And the result is a rewarding 
plunge into the basics of pop music, an album called "In 
City Dreams" (Chrysalis CHR-1148). 

Ever since Trower packed up his guitar and departed 
Procol Ha rum in 1971, he has been plagued by his own 
playing style, which by his own admission borrowed 
heavily from the late, great Hendrix. His music tended 
toward the avant garde side of rock and featured ex¬ 
tended, often ethereal guitar solos. 

That basic style remains more or less intact on "In City 
Dreams," but the music surrounding Trower’s guitar is 
radically changed from anything he has done since Procoi 
emerged in the late 60s. 

It is essentially a straightforward Rhythm and Blues 
collection, punctuated here and there with hints of the 
recent past but mostly a positive step backward into what 
Trower says are his own true musical roots. 

"This music has been with me all the time," he says. 
"That (R and B) is all I ever listened to as a kid — and I 
never listen to anything else even now. I’m a white guy 
from Britain who makes music that is solely Influenced by 
black music and that makes me unique." 

Trower insists he is not influenced by other white 
musicians, not even by the Beatles, the Stones or other 
key figures in British pop. 

Just as "In City Dreams" is Trower’s best album to 
date because it is heavily salted with unpretentiously 
simple music, the best tracks in the collection are those 
that remain closest to the black idiom, notably the Bobby 
Blue Bland classic "Farther On Up The Road" (which 
Trower says contains the best guitar solo he’s ever 
recorded) and a delicious R and B ballad, "Sweet Wine of 
Love." 

Ironically, many fans - mostly those who have not had 
the opportunity to see the band live — assume that the 
voice on all those records Is the nonsinging Trower, when 
it Is in fact Jim Dewar, a Scotsman who has been with the 
group since 1972. Trower doesn’t see this as a problem — 
it’s his band and he can do with it what he likes. 

"To me," he says, "Robin Trower is the man with the 
band. The fans can sort out who does what afterward. 
That’s the way I wanted it, because I wanted to be free to 
change as many musicians as I wanted without en¬ 
dangering the integrity of the name. Most people relate to 
the band as being me." 

Yet with this album, Trower’s sound becomes even 
more strongly tied to Dewar’s fluid voice than it was 
before. Dewar’s role in the band — particularly from the 
fans’ perspective — has grown with each successive 
album; with Trower, he co-wrote every original tune on 
the record. 

And it’s dear from "In City Dreams" that Dewar is 
more comfortable with this mellow new material than 
with anything Trower has done before. One suspects there 
would be considerable surprise and disappointment were 
Trower to exercise his option and change lead singers. 


Twins won't 
let Mauch go 


Subject of Film 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (UPI) — A Brazilian movie 
director has made a film about the 18th century Manaos 
Indian rebellion starring a direct descendent of the tribe.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Dave Garcia, by default, is 
still the manager of the 
California Angels, but only 
because Angel owner Gene 
Autry couldn’t pry Gene 
Mauch away from the 
Minnesota Twins. 

That became obvious 
Monday night when Twins’ 
owner Calvin Griffith 
confirmed that Mauch, his 
manager for the past two 
seasons, has threatened to 
sit out the final season of his 
three-year contract in 1978. 

"His heart was set on 
managing the Angels next 
year," Griffith said when 
reached In Minnesota. 

"But the fact is he has a 
contract with me. I went out 
and paid dearly to get him. 
I’m aware of the fact that 
we’ve got a very unhappy 
manager. He’s talking 
about sitting out next year. 
He’s told me he’ll give me a 
week to think it over and let 
me know.” 

Garcia, 57, became 
manager of the Angels just 
before the All-Star break 
last season after Norm 
Sherry was fired and was 
given a contract through 
1978, but Is reportedly not 
sure he’ll be retained in that 
capacity. 

The Angels were the 
biggest flops In baseball 
last season, finishing 28 
games out of first place in 
the American League West 
with a 75-88 record. They 
were 3M6 under Garcia, 
who was the club’s third- 
base coach at the start of 
last season. 

Mauch sounded the 
Angels out about the job but 
Griffith denied California 
owner Gene Autry per¬ 
mission to talk to Mauch, 
51. 

"I wouldn’t want Gene 
Autry to be put into a 
position of having to give 
compensation for me," said 
Mauch, who resides in the 
off season at Palm Springs, 
Calif. "My guess is that the 
thing is dead." 

Asked about next season, 
he replied: 

"I told Calvin I didn’t feel 
like managing expansion 
teams any longer. I went to 
Minnesota under the 


premise that we were going 
to win games. But if the 
team is going to be 
decimated by losing good 
players, maybe the premise 
I went up there under has 
changed. 

"I will see how things 
develop in the next couple of 
weeks. I don’t think I’m in a 
position where I have to be 
definitive." 

The major shakeup in the 
Angels’ front office with the 
hiring of E.J. "Buzzie" 
Bavasi as the club’s new 
executive vice president, a 
job Harry Dalton has held, 
touched off speculation that 
Garcia was also on the way 
out. 

Autry himself has been 
noncommital, saying, "We 
may make a change and we 
may not.” 

Autry went out and 
poured an estimated $8 
million into the Angels last 
season in order to make 
them into contenders and 
was bitterfly disappointed 
at the results. 

He relegated Dalton into 
the No. 2 spot in his front 
office and made himself the 
club’s president, replacing 
Arthur "Red" Patterson. 
Like Dalton, Patterson 
remained with the team.

Comedian breaks age barrier 
with brash, often shocking, humor 


Steve Martin struts boldly onto the stage of Pittsburgh’s 
lavish Heinz Hall, takes a curs 017 glance at the ornate 
surroundings, and asks, “When are they going to get me 
out of these toilets?” 

It is such a ludicrous complaint that the audience roars, 
and they continue to laugh for two hours at the comedian’s 
abuses and insults. 

Martin, 32, is quickly amassing a cult following too 
large to call a cult. He is booked in 50 cities on his current 
tour, playing the better halls. 

In addition, he is the only person to have hosted NBC's 
popular Saturday Night Live three times, and has sat in 
for Johnny Carson on the Tonight Show more than 30 
times. 

“How much to get in?,” he asks the Pittsburgh 
audience. 

They reply, “Eight dollars!,” and Martin lets out a 
conniving laugh. 

No matter, the audience seems satisfied with the Cali¬ 
fornia native’s brand of brash, often shocking, humor. 

“Hello, and welcome to the show. My name is Steve 
Martin and we’ll be starting in just a few moments. Just 
waiting for the drugs to take effect.” 

That type of joke is common with college audiences, but 
Martin’s following is breaking age barriers. The visual 
part of the act is equally unorthodox, mostly Martin 
jumping from the stage, contorting wildly, or stealing 
items from his audience. 

Prematurely gray, welldressed and handsome, Martin 
could look quite distinguished if it weren’t for the rabbit 
ears and fake nose he wears through much of the act. 

His onstage character is the obnoxious, self-enamored, 
loud type of person you might meet in a singles bar, and 
his jokes are often just silly. 

"Another comedian will do anything to get a laugh,” 
Martin explained between shows. “But, in my act I think 
it is abstracted back to the point where the idea of 
someone doing anything for a laugh is funny, not the 
action. That’s the way I like it.” 

He claims he is not being facetious when he says he has 
wanted to be a comedian since he was “very small,” 
which is both a cliche, and a reference to one of the more 
popular routines on his new album "Let’s Get Small.” 

Martin’s agent, Marty Klein, first met him in 1966 at the 
Pasadena, Calif., Ice House where he was doing comedy 
and making balloon animals. Until his recent rise to 
popularity, Martin worked as a lead-in for small rock acta 
and wrote for television, most notably the old Smothers 
Brothers Show. 

Martin’s current tour began Sept. 14 and his popularity 
was best illustrated in Pittsburgh where a second show 
had to be scheduled after the original was sold out within a 
matter of days. 

His humor has the admirable quality of appearing spon¬ 
taneous. Even when he runs through a familiar routine, he 


fills it with freshness and surprise. 

"Some of it is ad-lib, some isn’t,” he said, but those 
around him say new material crops up each night. Some 
jokes stay, some are used just once. 

It is his delivery — he acts as if it is all just occurring to 
him — that makes a joke like this one, which he uses often, 
seem impromptu: 

“People ask me ‘Steve, doesn’t It get kinda tough on you 
traveling around night after night, staying in a different 
hotel every night when you don’t know anybody?’ 

“Well, I’ve kind of worked that out. I came into town 
early this morning, bought a house, met a cute gal, got 
married, had a little baby, and another one’s on the way. 
Tomorrow, I’ll wake up, have a homecooked meal, sell the 
house, get a divorce.” 

Then he takes a picture of the audience with his inex¬ 
pensive pocket camera. “I paid $900 bucks for this. That 
too much?” 

Sillyness, but carefully planned and well executed. 

“I think we had a great time tonight,” he closes, 
“considering we are all going to die someday.” 

Conferees face 
showdown 
on gas guzzlers 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Without anticipated 
guidance from the Senate’s energy tax bill, House- 
Senate conferees on energy conservation today faced a 
showdown on the future of gas-guzzling cars. 

The conference committee met only briefly Monday, 
quitting for the day to await expected Senate action on 
a tax on gas guzzlers. The feeling was the members 
could better decide on the ban if they knew what a tax 
would look like. 

But in the afternoon the word was passed that Sen. 
Charles Percy, R-IU., would not offer the tax for a 
Senate vote. 

So that put the issue back in conference: whether to 
keep a Senate-passed ban on the worst fuel-wasting 
autos, modify the ban, or throw it out altogether. 

When it confronted the issue previously, the con¬ 
ference deadlocked. 

The latest compromise proposal was outlined 
Monday by Sen. J.Bennett Johnston, DLa. 

It would have the Environmental Protection Agency 
certify cars that met required fuel mileage: 16 miles 
per gallon or better in 1980 models and up one mpg a 
year to a requirement of 21 mpg in 1985 models. 

The energy conservation bill as it passed the House 
had no such ban. The Senate bill had the ban, but 
without the escape clause.

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V-8 inboard 
marine engine 
may be 
doomed

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Pronouncements in 
Detroit that the V-8 
automobile engine is 
doomed to extinction may 
also mean that the 
gasoline inboard marine 
engine is doomed. 

Small Inboard engines 
have been unable to 
compete successfully 
with the outboard motor 
for some years now, but 
the V-8 still is in demand 
for speedboats, sea skiffs, 
club launches and other 
small workboats, cabin 
cruisers and smaller 
sport fishermen. 

But the blocks for these 
engines all are cast from 
molds made for auto 
engines, and if Detroit 
stops making the molds 
and casting the blocks, 
the manufacturers of 
inboard gas engines will 
be out of business in time 
since they are not big 
enough to support their 
own foundry operations. 
They can get blocks from 
truck manufacturers for 
a while, but the truck 
builders are shifting 
increasingly to diesel 
engines, which are quite 
different. In Italy, where 
gasoline is very ex¬ 
pensive, even the out- 
bqard motor-makers are 
tug-ning to diesel models. 

The American marine 
inboard engine builders 
will be forced to turn 
almost entirely to diesels 
if Detroit abandons the V- 
8, and that means 
yachtsmen sooner or 
later will have to repower 
with diesels, which cost 
about twice as much as 
gasolpie engines. But the 
~ diesel lasts two and a half 
to four times as long as a 
gas engine, is a lot 
cheaper to operate and 
much easier to maintain 
once the boat owner has 
learned its mysteries. 

More importantly, the 
diesel is about 10 times as 
safe as a gas engine 
because of the low 
volatility of its fuel and 
because it has no electric 
ignition. It may have 
glow plugs for faster 
starting, but the juice for 
these can be supplied by a 
little magento, so the 
diesel can be completely 
independent of batteries 
and generators. Small 
diesels can be cranked by 
hand. The middle-sized 
ones usually are started 
electrically but don’t 
have to be; they can be 
started by forcing 
compressed air into the 
cylinders and the air 
compressor can be 
turned by a small hand- 
cracked auxiliary engine. 

Diesel engines don’t 
compress a mixture of air 
and fuel like the gasoline 
engine, they compress 
only air. Then fuel is 
sprayed into the cylin¬ 
ders and ignited by the 
heat of compression. 

Diesels are made all 
over the world in sizes 
from under five hor¬ 
sepower to several 
thousand horsepower. 
Some are so big a man 
can climb inside one of 
the cylinders and stand 
on the piston top. On the 
other hand, 600- 
horsepower is about the 
limit for a gasoline 
engine. For some strange 
reason, diesel 
manufacturers rate 
horsepower quite dif¬ 
ferently from the method 
used by gas engine 
builders. Consequently a 
diesel six rated at 120 hp 
easily will do the work of 
a gasoline V-B rated at 200 
hp 

Diesels in the sizes used 
in yachts and skiffs burn 
a fuel closely resembling 
ordinary home heating 
oil. Thz big diesels used 
in locomotives, ships and 
large stationary ap¬ 
plications bum a variety 
of heavy oils, including 
black bunker oil.

New Pyracanuus 
Coming to Market 
WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— Two new varieties of 


pyracantha developed ai 
the National Arboretum 
here are being introduced 
to wholesalers this 
winter. 

One is a dwarf with 
luminescent red-orange 
fruit. The other, 
columnar with yellow 
fruit, is good for hedges, 
says Donald R. Egolf, 
resident horticulturist at 
the arboretum. 

Egolf said both new 
varieties are multiple 
disease resistant. 

Most people think of the 
shiny pyracantha, or 


firethorn, berries as 
solely decorative. They 
are in the apple family 
and can be used to make 
jelly, Egolf said, adding: 

“If I had access to 
crabapples, I certainly 
wouldn’t go to 
pyracantha for food. You 
don’t get much pulp from 
the tiny varieties.” 

Egolf warned against 
using berries from any 
plants that have been 
Sprayed with pesticides. 
N^said pyracantha often 
is sprayed for aphid 
control.

(Clarkson Potter, $10) 

Lee Harvey Oswald did 
not kill John F. Kennedy. 
A Russian agent did. And 
the assassination was 
covered up by the 
Johnson administration 
to avoid war with the 
Soviet Union. 

The startling theory is 
offered by British lawyer 
Michael Eddowes in a 
book he says took 13 
years to research. In an 
interview at his New

LIME YOUR GARDEN: Fall’s a good 
time to clean up the garden. Get rid of all 
debris. Then spade or rototill or plow the 
garden area. This will help get rid of 
slugs or snails and insect pests. Also, if 
you haven’t limed your soil in the past 3 
or 4 years, it might be a good idea to add 
some this fall. The best way to find out 
how much lime to add, is to have a simple 
pH (acidity) test. For the gardener the 
right pH (acidity) is important for best 
plant growth and efficient use of 
nutrients. State colleges or your County 
Agent, or yourself, can make a simple 
soil test That term “pH” is mysterious to 
some folks, but it shouldn’t be. The pH 
numbering system revolves around 7, the 
neutral point Any number lower than 7 
indicates an add substance. Any number 
higher indicates an alkaline (sweet) 
substance. The following numbers, just 
for the fun of it, indicate the approximate 
pH or aridity of some common items: 
Vinegar or lemons (very acid, 2.25); 
apples,3.4(acid); tomatores,4.25 (arid); 
milk, 6.6 (slightly acid or almost neutral) 
cabbage, 5.3, to cite a few examples. 

Lime is used to raise the pH of a garden 
soil, that is, to make it sweeter, and 
. several types are available from your 
garden center or farm store. Ground 
limestone is best for general yard and 
garden use, although ground dolomitic 


limestone is even better because it also 
supplies magnesium. Other forms in¬ 
clude hydrated and oxide of lime. Ground 
limestone is safer to use. Roughly 
speaking, add about 5 lbs. per 100 sq. ft 
every 4 years. 

EGG SHELLS FOR PLANTS: A good 
many house plant growers are using egg 
shells soaked in water for their house 
plants. The main ingredient in eggshell 
water is calcium, and the shells also have 
small amounts of other nutrients which 
plants can use. Some growers object to 
the odor often associated with egg shells 
and prefer to use a water soluble plant 
food which goes to work fast without 
muss or fuss. You can use egg shells on 
the compost pile or in the garden, rather 
than dump them into the garbage can. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: “Our house 
plants are loaded with white flies. What 
can we use to kill them?” 

Ans: Try using an aerosol spray, 
covering both top and bottom sides of 
leaves. Or try mixing a household 
detergent, 1 teaspoon to 3 qts. of water, 
and spraying plants with this once a 
week. 

White flies are sap-sucking insects, 
causing leaves to have a poor color. They 
remove more juice than they can digest, 
excreting the excess as honeydew. This 
attracts a black, sooty mold which makes 
the leaves unattractive. 


BOSTON (UPI) — The controversy has 
hit ex-catcher Haywood Sullivan like a 
foul tip off the mask. 

He is rattled, dizzy and in a little bit of a 
fog over the outcry surrounding his 
group’s pending purchase of the Boston 
Red Sox. 

As in his days behind the plate, the 47- 
year-old Georgian had anchored his legs 
and steeled himself for the fast pitches of 
fans and newsmen who certainly would 
qwuestion his credentials to run a club 
that Tom Yawkey had operated in lordly 
manner for 43 years. 

But, never did Sullivan expect the 
backlash over the new ownership’s 
financing. When he and general partner 
Edward “Buddy” LeRoux decided in the 
spring to put together a group of in¬ 
vestors, they first looked for professional 
help. 

They hired William Prifti, a prominent 
Boston lawyer with 14 years of ex¬ 
perience in the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, to lay out the guidelines for 
forming the group. They were careful to 
write a comprehensive brochure and to 
interview prospective investors three 
times in the presence of lawyers from 
both sides. 

“We had no experience setting up a 
company. That's why we got the 
Securities and Exchange lawyer. He set 
up the package the way it was supposed 
to be,” said Sullivan. “We have taken 
great steps and pains to be careful from 
the start so we have nothing to hide.” 

Several reporters, however, last week 
obtained copies of a proposed $8 million 
loan from the State Street Bank and Trust 
Co. to the Sullivan group. Stories cropped 
up citing figures that indicated the new 
group would not have enough money to 
bidfor free agents and operate a con¬ 
tending baseball team. 

“Nothing could be farther from the 
truth,” said Sullivan late last week in a 90 
minute interview as he sat in is old 
director of player personnel office and 
twiddled his gnarled, catcher’s fingers. 
“But the truth doesn’t sell as many 
newspapers as a good story.” 

The true story, Sulivan said, was that 
the bank loan is in order, the Red Sox will 
have plenty of money to participate in 
next week’s free agent draft and the club 
will be on solid financial ground under the 
new ownership. 

The questions of financing become 
academic this week, if the trust that runs 
the Yawkey estate finalizes the sale on 
Monday and if the other 13 American 
League owners approve the takeover in a 
Thursday meeting in New York. Sullivan 
said he is sure of approval. 

The only way for the critics to judge 
him is for them to see “wait and see how 
we do in the free agent draft and in the 
running of the operation.” 

But the more basic question is: Why 
have Sullivan and LeRoux been subject to 
such criticism without trial? 

The answers are many. 

First, people already have noticed a

Salem also noted that Jenney was the first company in 
New England to manufacture kerosene as a burning fluid 
to illuminate home and street lamps; it was the first in 
New England to sell gasoline, the first to build, in 1915, a 
drive-in gas station; and the first to provide rest-rooms in 
its service stations for the convenience and comfort of the 
motoring public. 

“Now we are deeply concerned about the energy crisis 
and are concentrating our company’s efforts on a public 
education program relating to energy conservation. The 
Vapormid is just one of a series of products and services 
we are offering in our “selHess-sell-more” campaign,” 
observed the Jenney executive. 

“We also offer our customers such energy saving items 
as day-night thermostats, heat reclaimers, motorized 
stack dampers, restrictive shower heads and insulation. 

“Most importantly, we offer to every home owner who 
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requests it, a cost free analysis of the physical en¬ 
vironment of his living quarters. Sometimes, just moving 
a thermostat from one wall to another will reduce energy 
costs for the home owner.” Salem also pointed out that a 
build up of just a fraction of an inch of soot can reduce 
combustion efficiency of an oil burner by 25 percent.

change in style from the operation run by 
the multimillionaire Yawkey. The trust 
that controlled the team the last ltt 
seasons was tighter with money and 
seemed to pull back in the “little extras.” 
With doubts about the Sullivan group’s 
financial stability, people fear the major 
league’s strongest franchise going down¬ 
hill over the next few years. 

Also, a number of persons object to the 
purge of general manager Dick O’Con¬ 
nell, assistant GM John Claiborne and 
administration Vice President Gene 
Kirby. The prevalent opinion is that 
O’Connell should have been treated more 
kindly for spending 31 of his 61 years with 
the Red Sox. 

Many contend Mrs. Jean Yawkey 
wanted O’Connell out for personal 
reasons and steered Sullivan’s group into 
the owner’s seat by joining as a limited 
partnership. Mrs. Yawkey obviously was 
dealing from a position of power since she 
was one of three executors of her 
husband’s will and had a vote on the 
awarding ot the franchise to new owners. 

Others feel the club should have been 
sold to the highest of the five bidders, A- 
T-0 Inc. of Ohio. The conglomerate, 
which owns Rawlings Sporting Gods, bid 
a reported $18.5 million, $2.5 million more 
than the Sullivan-LeRoux combine of¬ 
fered. 

“In the only statement they made, the 
trustees said (in April 1977) that they 
were entertaining offers for the club,” 
said Sullivan. “There was nothig stated 
that it had to go to the highest bidder. The 
frank answer as to how the new owners 
were selected is ‘quality and quantity.’ 

“The No. 2 or No. 1 thing involved in the 
sale, depending on what priority you want 
to give It, is that the ballriub is like a 
religion in New England. This is where it 
was bom; where it was created and this 
is where it belongs. 

“This is just an assumption on my part, 
but what I think they did not want was for 
someone possibly to come in, use an 
identity with the New England fans of 43 
years, and put it to their own benefit. 
They were afraid someone would get 
what they could out of the Red Sox name, 
and get out in three or four years.” 

Instead, the trust followed Mrs. 
Yawkey’s wish to sell the franchise to 
Sullivan and company. She sealed the 
agreement by contributing a reported $3 
million in order to keep in the business of 
baseball. 

"Mrs. Yawkey always wants to be 
around and come up to the park every 
summer,” said Sullivan. “It didn’t hurt 
for us to have the Yawkey name affiliated 
with our group and I appreciate her help 
more than I can put in words. 

“There’s no question I have personal 
feelings for them and learned to love 
them both. You might say they treated 
me like a son they never had. They have 
been very helpful to me. 

“What really gnaws at me is that the 
Yawkeys did all these good things like 
send people through college, and you 
would be amazed at the names of some of 
the people they helped; they set up a 
wildlife preserve, in South Carolina; 
donated millions to the Jimmy Fund (a 
foundation that fights cancer in children) 
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and built a home for boys in South 
Carolina. Yet, look what happens when a 
little resentment starts.” 

Sullivan said Yawkey himself was 
angered sufficiently during his ownership 
that he put the club up for sale “two or 
three times. At times he would become 
disenchanted, like all of us do, over 
player strikes and holdouts. He felt these 
things were a knock to his integrity.” 

Having grown up in the era of the 
Chicago Black Sox scandal and the 
selling off of the Red Sox, Yawkey 
derided at an early age that his team 
would have a moral backbone. He bought 
the Red Sox in 1933 when no one wanted it 
and “inherited a lot of debts,” Sullivan 
said. “He had to go out and buy good 
players and still he never won a pennant. 

"But he was a frustarted ballplayer 
himself. That’s why he enjoyed hunting 
with Ty Cobb (when Yawkey’s uncle 
Thomas Austin owned the Detroit Tigers) 
and that’s why he was so dose to his great 
players like (Ted) Williams and (Carl) 
Yastrzemski. 

“He probably let more people play out 
their careers in Boston than any other 
owner. He liked the players and that was 
more important than business.” 

Yawkey also liked a not-sogreat player 
named Haywood Sullivan, a 6-foot-4 
catcher with already-thinning hair. The 
farmboy from Donalsonville, Ga., signed 
with Boston in 1952 and played parts of 
five seasons with the Red Sox before 
being traded to Kansas City in 1961. 

Sullivan finished his career with the 
Athletics in 1963 and two years later was 
named manager of Charlie Finley’s 
Oakland-bound baseball team. But 
Sullivan engineered a rarity. He had 
another year left on his Kansas City 
contract when he received permission to 


sign as the Red Sox’ director of player 
personnel under the newly named 
O’Connell. 

The team of O’Connell and Sullivan 
worked well for Yawkey. Unlike the late 
50s and early 60s when he had to inject 
funds into the sagging organization, 
Yawkey sat back in the last 12 years of his 
ownership as the club paid for itself. 

Over the past few years, though, while 
O’Connell made friends with club owners 
and team officials in the press room, 
Sullivan spent much time in the private 
rootop box with the Yawkeys. This past 
season, he and Mrs. Yawkey sat together 
for many games. 

A change in the hierarchy of the 
Yawkey estate ultimately helped 
Sullivan’s group. Originally, Joseph 
LaCour was the sole executor of the 
estate while Mrs. Yawkey and James 
Curran were trustees. The alignment was 
changed to make all three persons equal¬ 
voting executors. 

“Even if Mrs. Yawkey wanted us to 
have the team, though, hers was only one 
vote,” said Sullivan, contending that the 
decision was not a one woman choice. “It 
wouldn’t be fair to say whether it was 
unanimous but let’s say at least two of the 
three voted for our group.” 

Assuming the sale goes through, 
though, Mrs. Yawkey will be no more 
than a name on the ownership papers. 
“Under the structure of the general 
partnership, Buddy (LeRoux) and I are 
not bound by the limited partners in the 
management of the team. 

“But there is nothing to prevent us 
from asking the limited partners for 
more money at some point. Look, we 
would never have come this far if we 
didn’t think we had a 90-10 chance of 
getting approval.

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Boston Symphony 
Orchestrated with Style 


I t was the show of shows. Even 
woman's libber Gloria Stein- 
ham couldn't take issue with 
Boston couturier Alfred Fian- 
daca when he showed his fall-winter 
collection to the tune of a musical spoof 
for the benefit of the Boston Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra. 

The spoof depicted the BSO in the 
near future as an all-woman orchestra, 
where the players got their jobs be¬ 
cause of their chic clothes, all by Fian- 
daca of course. 

In real life, the BSO isn't at all a chau¬ 
vinistic organization. There are 11 
women members of the orchestra, Sarah 
Caldwell has been a guest conductor 
and Mrs. Harris Fahnestock is the vice 
president of the symphony. 

In Fiandaca's fantasy, Janet Chute, 
director of models at Hart, was his an¬ 
swer to Seiji Ozawa. And Arthur Fied¬ 
ler sitting at the foot of the runway with 
Kathy White showed pure delight when 
Jo Summers, director of Copley Seven, 
came on stage to conduct the Boston 
Pops dressed in a black, backless dress 


dotted with sequins and exposing a very 
attractive back. 

Fiandaca has made himself a national 
reputation as a designer, but he's also 
becoming very well-known for show¬ 
ing his clothes in a most ingenious way. 
The BSO benefit was no exception. 

With a musical score which included 
everything from Broadway's popular 
musical "Annie,'' cinema's "Star Wars" 
and four different renditions of "Rhap¬ 
sody in Blue," the futuristic symphpny 
paraded up and down a flight of stairs at 
Horticultural Hall showing Fiandaca's 
clothes. This was the opening of the 
fanfare parties which are part of a fund 
raising drive to raise $15,700,000 for the 
symphony over the next three years. 

Fiandaca's symphony embarked on a 
world tour, and in every city the players 
wore a different look from the latest col¬ 
lection. 

In Paris, it was dresses layered over 
dresses. In Africa, it was the sheerest of 
fabrics in a layering of dresses. In Italy,

Italy was also the spot in the show, 
where menswear was highlighted tail¬ 
ored by none other than Fiandaca's 
father — Pat Fiandaca. 

The senior Fiandaca's menswear was 
smartly tailored and showed much va¬ 
riety from the traditional three-piece 
suit to Ultrasuede fatigue pants worn 
with great, loose-dish-cloth knit 
sweaters with kangaroo pockets 
trimmed in Ultrasuede. 

From Italy, it was on to the Orient, 
where Fiandaca showed his matte jer¬ 
sey dresses, again a variation of layer¬ 
ing. The chiffons followed in a disco 
scene where the orchestra was readying 
for their return trip home. 

The highlight of the show from a 
fashion standpoint was the all-black

T he Museum of Fine Arts held 
a spectacular opening night 
party on Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 29th, for their brilliant 
new show, "Thracian Treasures from 
Bulgaria." The 2267 guests made this 
the biggest opening since the giant An¬ 
drew Wyeth party a few years ago. 
MFA President Howard Johnson and 
Director Jan Fontein beamed at the huge 
turn-out which also marked the kick¬ 
off celebration for the new $9.6 million 
capital fund drive. Co-chairman Mrs. 
Paul Bernat was, as usual, resplendent. 
Mrs. Fred L. Glimp, head of the Ladies 
Committee, went all out in the food de¬ 
partment. Indeed many of the guests 
were torn between the golden goodies in 
the display cases and the edible goodies 
spread out like Trimalchio's feast on the 
groaning board in the middle of the 
Tapestry Gallery. Here were gathered 
the foods of Bulgaria which, like their 
Thracian forbearers, reflected tastes ac¬ 
quired for the most part from their 
neighbors. There was plenty of Greek 
cheese and Syrian bread, sort of feta and 
pita. Then there were cucumber soup, 
yogurt cake and enormous loaves of 
elaborately braided challahs. All kinds 
of spreads such as eggplant vied with 
minced onions and cheeses, sour to the 
taste. Huge pans were filled with boil¬ 
ing water in which floated thin slices of 
knockwurst, bratwurst and bauern- 
wurst — sort of the best of the wurst. 
Judging by these three hot cold cuts 
alone, the Bulgarians are Thrace- 
blessed. 


The Trustees and Big Donors had 
their own private dinner party before 
the mob of barbarians descended. Here 
they were served regional wines and 
slivovitz (potent), along with the above 
delicacies. Trustee Robert Scully of Bel¬ 
mont said, "When I saw the crowd com¬ 
ing, I was glad I was leaving." Famed 
print collectors Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Vershbow also left early to go across the 
river and into the Fogg, which was 
opening the Daniel Chester French 
show just after the MFA bash. Consid¬ 
erate of the two museums to stagger 
their opening hours so. 


L ining the imposing grand 
staircase were rows of honor 
guards decked out in simu¬ 
lated armor and helmets to re¬ 
semble the Thracian cavalry of three 
millennia ago. An imposing sight in¬ 
deed and a lively introduction to the ex¬ 
hibition of over 500 magnificent ob¬ 
jects loaned by twenty-six museums of 
the People's Republic of Bulgaria. The 
MFA and the Met in New York are the 
only two American museums to wel¬ 
come this important exhibition as it 
tours major cities around the world. 
Distinguished guests Alexander Fol, Di¬ 
rector of the Institute of Thracology, 
Petko Georgiev, curator of the Histori¬ 
cal Museum at Varna and assistant 
curator Timothy Kendall related the his¬ 
tory of the enigmatic Thracians and the 
magnificent gold and silver treasures on 
exhibit through October. The Thra¬ 
cians were a mysterious nomadic race 
with no written language, who roamed 


the Balkans north of classical Greece. 

The most significant jewelry of the 
evening was worn by Adele Skinner, 
who summers in an idyllic villa on the 
isle of Mykonos in the Aegean Sea with 
her psychiatrist husband, Dr. James F. 
Skinner, an expert on REM. Adele, who 
teaches Greek civilization and culture at 
the Boston Center for Adult Education, 
wore a long striking sheaf of wheat 
skillfully wrought out of hammered 
gold, a fitting tribute to the bulgar 
wheat eaters of Bulgaria. She also wore 
symbolic earrings of gold with tiny 
rubies to resemble pomegranate seeds 
(longevity) placed between symbols of 
life and death from ancient Greece. Dr. 
Christopher Fincham, director of the 
Norton laboratories, and his beautiful 
wife, Blanca, told friends of the recent 
triumphal engagement at the Copley 
Plaza of her gifted guitarist son, Robin 
Batteau and his group, The Batteaux. 

Mathilde Goodwin Bird, who has a 
suitable costume for all occasions, 
dressed in shimmering gold lame to re¬ 
semble the Thracian gold, though from 
a distance it looked more Scythian or 
was it more scintillating? Blond bomb¬ 
shell Rosiane Zerner, who started and 
heads the Sunday Brunch Club, was be¬ 
decked in a multi-colored Bulgarian 
peasant dress of wool, very clinging. 
Riva Poor looked ravishing in a green 
gown bought that very day to celebrate 
her divorce from Yours Truly, which 
took place that morning. Mrs. John 
Sears regaled us with the story of how 
her husband. Dr. John Sears, wel¬ 
comed her on her arrival in Boston a 
number of years ago with placards pro¬ 
claiming "John Sears Cares," but he 


failed to mention that this was the 
campaign slogan for the other John 
Sears, former MDC Commissioner, 
whom I had just left at a meeting of the 
Board of the Christian Herter Center. 

Photographer Bela Kalman tried to 
explain the differences between his na¬ 
tive Hungarians and Bulgarians. We 
know, Bela, they'd both sell their 
mothers, but the Hungarians would de¬ 
liver! Incidentally, in classical Roman 
times Bulgaria was known as Thracia 
and Romania as Dacia. 

Eudoxia (Doxie) Woodward, the 
painter and former wife of Nobel prize 
chemist and Harvard Professor, Dr. 
Robert B. Woodward, told us that the 
Bulgarian ambassador, up from Wash¬ 
ington, was so delighted and impressed 
by the local Bulgarian folk dancers that 


he invited the entire troop to Bulgaria at 
state expense as guests of his govern¬ 
ment. Mayor Kevin White's new com¬ 
munications chief, Mary Perot Nichols, 
formerly a writer with the "Village 
Voice" and "Boston Herald/' brought 
along her new assistant, free-lance 
writer Pat Linden, who had just turned 
down an offer as editor of a prestigious 
national magazine to remain in Bean- 
town and work for hizzoner. 

In addition to magnificent golden 
vessels the Thracians also gave to the 
Greeks their god of wine, Dionysus. 
Judging from their elaborate drinking 
cups, called rhyton, which were un¬ 
earthed from the burial mounds, he 
was their favorite god of all, not ex¬ 
cepting Hero, who was always pictured 
on a horse.

T he fog was dense and the dew heavy as the Captain eased Jeannie and Will 
Lessard's 53 ft. yacht Swamiko out of Newport Harbor to join the field in 
the fourth contest for the 1977 America's Cup between the 12-meter con¬ 
tenders, Courageous and Australia. 

I can't quite find an equivalent term to pennant fever'' for a description of the 
high spirits that were riding on the seas that day, but we all were sure that Ted Tur¬ 
ner and our Courageous were going to clean-it-up today. 

The Captain predicted a gorgeous outlook for the day, the best yet for the races, 
and surely enough the sun came out and the wind picked up to between 9 and 15 
knots. 

Aboard the lovely Swamiko as guests of the Boston Lessards were Nancy Casey, 
Mr. & Mrs. Linehan O'Connell, Mr. & Mrs. Roger Booth, Jim Linnehan, Alex Trof- 
fey, and T's publisher Richard Nathaniel Davis. Somewhere between the binoc¬ 
ulars and the camera one could catch a fleeting glimpse of me. 

Ahead of us amid thousands of boats 
were the spectacular sails of the Coast 
Guard training ship Eagle, the bright- 
ly-red striped cutters from the Coast 
Guard, and the Navy at anchor to pro¬ 
ject the corners of the race course. 

Barks, sloops, ketches, schooners, and 
power boats of all sizes and color of sail 
sparkled in the brilliant sunlight as the 
12 meters were towed out to begin the 
race. 

It was obvious that Ted Turner was 
anxious to wrap it up today, as being the 
first out in Courageous, tacking back 
and forth before Australia was even un¬ 
der sail. 

We watched anxiously as the gun was 
sounded, and in the first five minutes of 
the race there was no question left in 
anyone's mind as to who was going to 
win. Australia never had a chance. 

Turner, the "Outrageous'' captain of 
the Courageous, took advantage of 
every change in wind, tacking to cut off 
Australia's air. A brilliant performance 
for the man and crew who started out at 
the beginning of the summer as only the 
foil for the other American entry.

QUICHE LORRAINE 

4 oz. lean bacon 
3 eggs 

Vi pint cream 

salt, pepper and grated nutmeg to season 
1 recipe rich short flan pastry (see below) 
Preheat oven to 400° F. Line an 8-inch flan ring 


with the thinly rolled pastry, trim edges and prick 
base. Line with greaseproof paper and weight with 
baking beans. Bake towards top of pre-heated 
oven for 10 minutes; remove beans and cool. 
Meanwhile prepare filling. Cut bacon rashers into 
1-inch strips, cook in a dry frying pan for a min¬ 
ute or until the fat runs, then arrange in bottom of 
flan. Beat eggs lightly, stir in the cream and seas¬ 
onings; pour over bacon in flan. Transfer imme¬ 
diately to top of oven and cook for 25-30 minutes 
until quiche is puffed up and golden brown. 

CHEESE QUICHE 

Follow the above recipe but stir 3-4 ounces 
grated Cruyere cheese into the egg and cream mix¬ 
ture. The bacon can be omitted or not, as you like. 

MUSHROOM QUICHE 

Prepare a partially cooked flan case as for 
Quiche Lorraine. Fry 1 rounded tablespoon finely 
chopped onion gently in lVj ounces butter for 1 
minute. Stir in 8 ounces sliced mushrooms, 1 lev¬ 
el teaspoon each salt and lemon juice. Cover and 
cook gently for 5 minutes. Uncover and heat rap¬ 
idly until liquid evaporates. Add 3 eggs beaten 
with Vi pint cream and seasoning to taste. Pour 
into flan case and bake as before.

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AMERICA'S CUP 


RICH short flan pastry 

6 ounces plain flour 
pinch salt 

1 level teaspoon sugar 
4 ounces firm butter 

1-2 tablespoons cold water 
Sift flour, salt and sugar into mixing bowl. Add 
butter cut in Vi inch pieces and rub lightly into 
flour with tips of fingers until it resembles oat 
flakes. (Do not over rub as further blending takes 
place later). Sprinkle in enough water to bind mix¬ 
ture to a firm but pliable dough. Place on lightly 
floured board. Using the heel of right hand press 
the pastry, a little at a time down the board and 
away from you, making a "smear'' of 6 to 8 inches 
long. Gather dough into a ball. Wrap in foil and 
refrigerate for at least 2 hours before using. This 
amount of pastry will line an 8-inch flan ring. 

STUFFED BREAST OF 
VEAL VENETIAN 

3 lbs. boned breast of veal, pounded until 
tenderized (save bones for making stock la¬ 
ter) 

2 cloves garlic, sliced 
Vi teaspoon ginger 

3 tablespoons butter, melted 
V /2 cups dry white wine 

OYSTER-SPINACH STUFFING 

6 tablespoons butter 
V* cup chopped onion 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

1 cup dry bread crumbs 

IVi cups fresh-shucked oysters 
3 A teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons capers 

Vi cup drained, chopped spinach (two 10- 
ounce frozen packages) 

Saute the onions in the butter until golden. Add 
the remaining ingredients and simmer until oys¬ 
ters are cooked. Remove from heat and allow to 
cool enough to handle. 

Lay the breast of veal out flat on a board or 
countertop. Rub with the garlic cloves and 
sprinkle with ginger. Spread the oyster-spinach 
stuffing evenly on top of the veal. Roll the veal 
breast and tie securely with string. Sew ends, or 
skewer tightly so that filling does not ooze out 
during roasting. 


Brush veal with melted butter. Place in a pre¬ 
heated 450° F. oven in a greased roasting pan and 
brown. Reduce heat to 325° F. and roast uncov¬ 
ered 30 minutes per pound. Baste liberally with 
white wine during roasting. The veal is done when 
a meat thermometer placed in the center registers 
170° F. 

Slice veal vertically and serve topped with the 
wine-pan drippings that make an excellent gravy. 
Serves 8. 

NEOPOLITAN HAM 
WITH PASTA 

8 thinly sliced ham pieces 
1 package (8 ounces) thin spaghetti 
Va lb. butter melted, plus 2 tablespoons 
butter 

Dash pepper 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
3 cups warm milk 

V 2 pound grated sharp cheddar cheese 
1 8 ounce can unsweetened pineapple, 
drained 

Salt and Pepper to taste 
Paprika to taste 

Preheat oven to 325° F. Boil spaghetti according to 
package directions in salted water and drain; toss 
with 2 tablespoons butter and a dash of pepper. 

Melt Va lb. butter in a skillet and remove from 
heat. Add 1 cup all purpose flour, making a roux. 
Stir in 3 cups warm milk, stirring with a wire wisk 
until thickened. Add Vi pound grated sharp ched¬ 
dar cheese; blend with wisk until smooth. Add salt 
and pepper to taste. 

In the center of each of the 8 ham slices, place Vs 
of the buttered spaghetti. Roll up ham slices 
around spaghetti and place in an ungreased 2- 
quart glass casserole. Cover with sauce made from 
flour roux and cheese. Spread the pineapple over 
the top of the casserole. Sprinkle with paprika. 
Bake 30 minutes at 325° F. 

Serves 8. 

SACHERTORTE 

Va cup sweet butter, softened 
Va cup sugar 

6 ounces semisweet chocolate, melted 
8 egg yolks 
Va teaspoon salt 
10 egg whites 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 


IVa cups flour, sifted 
V 2 cup apricot preserves 

1 cup Chocolate Fondant Icing (recipe 
below) 

Cream the butter, gradually add the sugar and 
beat until light and fluffy. Add the melted choc¬ 
olate and mix well. Beat in the egg yolks one by 
one, mixing well with each addition. Add salt to 
egg whites and beat until they stand in stiff peaks 
but are still moist. Fold a third of the egg whites 
into batter with the vanilla. Resift flour and fold 
into batter alternately with remaining egg whites. 
Pour into a 10-inch buttered springform pan. Bake 
in a preheated 350° F. oven for 35 to 45 minutes or 
until a toothpick inserted in center comes out 
clean. Cool in the pan for 10 minutes. Remove 
ring and set bottom of pan on a cake rack. Let cool 
for several hours, or preferably overnight, before 
icing. When cold, spread with pureed apricot pre¬ 
serves. Cover preserves with chocolate fondant ic¬ 
ing, pouring it on cake and turning the cake so ic¬ 
ing runs over it. Spread on sides as necessary. 

CHOCOLATE FONDANT ICING 

Soften 1 cup fondant in a double boiler. Add 2 
ounces melted semi-sweet chocolate and 1 table¬ 
spoon boiling water (or rum, cognac, or any li¬ 
queur) as needed to thin the fondant. 

FONDANT 

4 cups sugar 

2 tablespoons corn syrup 
1 1/3 cups cold water 

Put all ingredients in a heavy sauce pan and stir 
constantly over low heat until sugar is completely 
melted. Cover the saucepan and cook on low for 
five minutes so steam will melt crystals on sides of 
pan. Remove cover and with a pastry brush 
dipped in warm water wash off from the sides of 
the saucepan any sugar crystals. Boil uncovered 
for 5 minutes until sugar can form a soft ball in 
cold water. Remove from heat being careful not to 
jar the pan, and let stand until bubbles have dis¬ 
appeared. Pour carefully to the depth of 1 inch in a 
pyrex dish rinsed with cold water. Do not scrape 
saucepan. When fondant is cool enough to handle, 
work it with a spatula with a scraping and folding 
motion. As it thickens, it will become opaque and 
eventually will make a thick white crumbly mass. 
Knead this mass a little at a time until soft and no 
sugary lumps remain. Allow to stand at room tem¬ 
perature for 24 hours or longer covered with a 
damp cloth or in a covered container.

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SPACE STAGING 


How People, Not Things, 
Can Dominate A Room 


D r. Israel Stein is one person 
who shouldn't get the feeling 
that the walls are closing in on 
him. 

That's because his penthouse apart¬ 
ment in Brookline is 1700 square feet of 
uncluttered and unbroken space. You 
might call it wall-to-wall space. 

Designed by John Kietz, design di¬ 
rector for Roche-Bobois of Boston, the 
penthouse gives Dr. Stein just what he 
asked for: An area that can serve as a 
refuge from the demands of his daily 
medical research, and yet be flexible 
enough to entertain groups of from two 
to 100 people. 

The space presented to designer Kietz 
was limited only by the location of the 
existing plumbing fixtures. Said Kietz, 
Of course, the obvious problem was 
how to segregate and identify the space 
without using walls or obstructing the 
magnificent views. 

I felt that the multi-level seating 
platforms angled from one end to the 
other, punctuated where necessary by a 
change in color value and accentuated as 
desired by flexible ceiling and floor 
lighting would be the ideal solution." 


Kietz used a theater technique called 
space staging" to achieve the desired 
results. He explained, "For example, if a 
person wishes to feel alone within a cer¬ 
tain space he need only spot that sec¬ 
tion of the room — the rest will disap¬ 
pear. 

"Yet one also has the flexibility to 
give the room a uniformly warm glow as 
well. It's really rooms without walls." 

The 26-by-30-foot living room is en¬ 
tered from a mirrored foyer and is divi¬ 
ded by three multi-level platforms. The 
arrangement provides intimate con¬ 
versation and relaxation areas condu¬ 
cive to large or small groups. 

Kietz chose mostly natural colors — 
fawn and taupes — for warmth and even 
flow. The choice of a deep blue chenille 
for the highest seating area — closest to 
the sky view — and the navy blue kitch¬ 
en, which houses a four-foot aquar¬ 
ium, are natural transitions and delin¬ 
eation of areas. "We also used a pair of 
rust leather chairs next to the fireplace 
for a little contrast and symmetry," said 
Kietz. 

The designer tried to use as many nat¬ 
ural materials as possible — French lin¬ 



en fabrics, cotton chenille velvets, 
wools, leather, suede and travertine 
marble. 

Since, as Kietz said, the important 
thing in an apartment is flow — "it 
should not bombard you with things 
and objects" — distinctive, yet flexible, 
pieces from the European collection of 
Roche-Bobois were chosen. They in¬ 


clude the cantilevered marble pedes¬ 
taled dining table; the architectural Z 
line of the dining chairs; the soft curve 
of the kitchen counter and the stainless 
steel sculptured fireplace. 

As Kietz explained, "People, not 
things, should be the dominance in a 
room. The presence of one or many in¬ 
dividuals should be animated by a nu¬ 


ance of shape, sculpture and texture and 
should be complemented by the integ¬ 
rity of the furniture itself. Objectively 
one's environment should not only have 
the capability to reflect its owner's scope 
of moods and interests but also should 
have, built in, the flexibility for change. 
In the view of Dr. Israel Stein both have 
been achieved in John Kietz's design.

H eaven, I'm in heaven" so go 
the song lyrics and that phrase 
could well have applied to one 
of Boston's most elegant fun- 
raisers, the World Affairs' Council's 
Silver Ball. This spectacular event was 
held high atop (the 33rd floor) of the not 
yet completed skyscraper at 60 State 
Street in downtown Boston. Needless to 
say the 11-sided glass-enclosed area pro¬ 
vided one of the most breathtaking 
views of the Hub I have ever seen. Tru¬ 
ly, guests were hanging from heaven 
atop this mammoth concrete and glass 
building. The view (it was a dreadfully 
dismal night weather-wise) captured to¬ 
tal Dame Boston in miniature, shim¬ 
mering with tiny dots of lights. The 
over all look was that of glistening black 
velvet set with mobile diamonds and 
pearls. 

Mrs. Gerald W. Blakeley, ]r. of 
Brookline, the Ball Chairman, had been 
working with her committee for eight 
months to transform this uncompleted 
space (raw concrete floors and bare ceil¬ 
ings) into a dramatic "silver-world" for 
this unique gala. Assisting with the 
"visual" look of the space, Mrs. Blake¬ 
ley arranged to have one of America's 
foremost "party planners," Clive Dav¬ 
id of Beverly Hills, California. He flew 
in and surveyed the setting. Clive be¬ 
gan to make arrangements with his New 
York design associate, Chris Rabelo. 
The amount of planning time was lim¬ 
ited to six weeks. What they did with 
the phone lines, busily accomplishing 
the "idea" with calls to Beverly Hills, 
Boston, and New York was sheer "sil¬ 
ver magic." 

As guests exited from the elevators on 
the 33rd floor, they beheld a central re¬ 
ception area which was accented with a 
floor to ceiling floral arrangement. This 
reception area was set with tables of 
hors d'Oeuvres and bar areas. The din¬ 
ing area was mistily set behind floor to 
ceiling gauze curtaining, so that the to¬ 
tal room was not visible. As the guests 
mingled the background music was pro¬ 


vided by The Compatible String Quar¬ 
tet. They played music of the Baroque 
period. Suddenly the gauze curtains 
were removed and as guests entered the 
dining area there was a veritable galaxie 
of lights that sparkled on each table, 
with stainless steel centerpieces that rose 
twenty-four inches and held a globe of 
mylar and crystal. The central area 
glowed with a steel and chrome array of 
simulated water sprays spread out six¬ 
teen feet around with miniature lights at 
the end of each spoke. A giant fretwork 
globe with an equatorial band spelling 
out The World Affairs Council. This 
globe was twenty feet high. Peter Du- 
chin (son of the late-great Eddy Du- 
chin ), a favorite orchestra of Mrs. 
Blakeley, played his individual style of 
dance music. The dance floor was one of 
the largest ever to cover dancing space. 
It allowed 500 guests to move comfort¬ 
ably. Many of Peter's socialites stopped 
by to chat with him during the evening. 
He (just as his father) has played many 
of Boston's social events as well as 
throughout the country. 

Dinner was served French style ser¬ 
vice and the menu included — Hors 
d'Oeuvres Varies, Bisque de Homard, 
Celeri, Olives, Filet de Bouef Roti, Sauce 
Bernaise, Asperges au Gratin, Tomates 
Farcies, Salade Caesar, Souffle au choc- 
olat, Creme anglaise, Cafe, Vin — Chat¬ 
eau Lonoma. After dinner, a brief pre¬ 
sentation took place as guests finished 
dessert and coffee. The dinner was 
catered by Seilers. When the presenta¬ 
tion ceremonies concluded, the entire 
room was flooded with black-light and 
the center fountain and globe glowed 
under specially created dyes, thousands 
of ultra violet bubbles filled the room in 
profusion, as guests danced through 
these shimmering circles. Among the 
guests sighted on the Massachusetts 
Roll of Honor for The World Affairs 
Council were (they attended this silver 
celebration) John M. Cabot (former 
Ambassador to Pakistan, Sweden, 
Colombia, Brazil and Poland), James M.

Denmark Came 
and Conquered

A lthough Hamlet was a great 
Dane, he was all wet when he 
said "There's something rot¬ 
ten in the state of Denmark" 
judging by the glittering success of the 
Danish extravaganza in Boston last 
Thursday night, Oct. 6th. There was 
something wonderful in the state of 
Denmark's contribution of its best 
products before a glamorous array of 
Boston's Beautiful People at the open¬ 
ing night festivities. The Grand Ball¬ 
room of the Park Plaza Hotel was trans¬ 
formed for four days into a striking rep¬ 
lica of the famed Tivoli Gardens in Cop¬ 
enhagen. Boston's best, decked out in 
black tie and formal gowns, oohed and 
aahed at the lavish display of the finest 
Danish exports. 

First, one had to pass endless rows of 
tables laden down with tasty and ap¬ 
pealing hors d'oeuvres, both hot and 
cold. They included tiny meat balls in a 
rich sauce, rumaki, egg rolls, fish balls 
and tiny tasty sausages. In the cold can¬ 
ape department were huge bowls of cav¬ 
iar, both black and red, all manners of 
herring, sardines and sprats, chopped 
liver, pates, cheeses, fruits, crackers, 
and a wide variety of sinfully rich des¬ 
serts. In the liquid department there 
were bloody marys made with Aalborg 
akvavit, sweet liqueurs like Cherry 


Heering and Kijafa, as well as light 
white wines. But most of the action took 
place in the bierstube where the guests 
quaffed endless rounds of golden Carls- 
berg beer drawn from bottomless bar¬ 
rels. 

Governor Dukakis proclaimed Den¬ 
mark Week while Mayor White pro¬ 
claimed Denmark Day and the Danish 
Ambassador came up from Washing¬ 
ton to issue a hearty Velkommen from 
his government. The man responsible 
for the entire spectacle was Robert W. 
Darvin, president of Scandinavian De¬ 
signs, the sponsoring outfit. 

Amongst the host of exhibitors, 
Shreve, Crump & Low introduced Pia 
Skovbo, a Flora Danica paintress at the 
Royal Copenhagen Porcelain Manu¬ 
factory. Their tables were set with 
Georg Jensen Sterling flatware, Bing & 
Grondahl china and figurines and 
Holmgard crystal. Following a ballet 
presentation, Mildred Albert of the Hart 
Model Agency gave a running com¬ 
mentary on the fashion show which fea¬ 
tured Scandanavian designs and Sterl¬ 
ing Silver George Jensen jewelry. 

Despite the groaning boards of food, 
most of the Grand Ballroom was taken 
up with displays of Danish furniture 
and furnishings which are distributed 
by Scandinavian Designs. Amongst 


them were Borge M. Sondergaard, Mol- 
ler & Rothe, Domino, J.L. Moller-Hoj- 
bjerg, Ege Heritage, Bang & Olufsen, 
and Cado Royal System. All of them 
were exemplars of clean spare lines and 
good taste — the look we refer to as 
modern Danish. 

Many members of Boston's consular 
corps were there including Austrian 
Consul Ed Masterman who admitted 
that Danish whipped cream could be 
compared most favorably to Viennese 
schlag. He mentioned the up-coming 
Viennese Ball Night at the Harvard 
Club. Spanish Consul Juan Rugo ad¬ 
mitted that Madrid was no match for 


the matjes herrings exported by the 
Danes. Danish Consul Norman von 
Rosenvinge beamed at the huge turn¬ 
out and the obvious success of the eve¬ 
ning, while his predecessor, Dan de- 
Fine Nyboe, former manager of the 
Sheraton-Plaza, mentioned that he had 
just flown in from Copenhagen. He was 
comparing hostelries with the present 
owners of the Park Plaza, Roger and 
Donald Saunders, along with their re¬ 
spective wives, Nina and Ginger. Nina, 
by the way, is responsible for the new 
decor at the hotel. The Saunders par¬ 
ents and Aunt and Uncle were also en¬ 
joying the festivities and comparing 


notes as to their hotels, the Lenox and 
Copley Square. Dr. Stanley Rzelpa told 
us of his opening a Zip Diet Clinic in his 
newly bought building on Newbury 
Street. He and his stylish protege, Jan¬ 
et Chute, dean of the Academie Mod- 
erne, broke their strict Zip diet this eve¬ 
ning as calories were consumed with 
gusto.

The well-groomed guests fell over 
each other stuffing their names into 
huge boxes for a chance to win an all¬ 
expense trip to Denmark.

rs. Helen Boehm has proved to 
be a chip off her late hus¬ 
band's block. 

When Edward Marshall 
Boehm passed away in 1969, he had 
achieved a worldwide reputation as the 
most highly skilled man in the porce¬ 
lain sculpting field. 

And Mrs. Boehm, as board chairman 
of Edward Marshall Boehm, Inc., has 
taken up where he left off to bring new 
honors and glory to the firm. 

Her latest coup, the re-creation in 
porcelain of selected treasures from the 
famed Tutankhamun Collection of the 
United Arab Republic of Egypt had its 
origin when Mrs. Boehm made a trip to 


Egypt at the special request of Egyptian 
Ambassador Ashraf A. Ghorbal and the 
Organization of Egyptian Antiquities 
earlier this year. 

It was a particular honor for such a 
young American firm — it has been in 
existence only 27 years in contrast to the 
long histories of other great names in 
the porcelain art field — to be chosen for 
this important undertaking. But Am¬ 
bassador Ghorbal explained, "Boehm 
was selected because of the unusual ex¬ 
cellence and quality craftsmanship of 
their porcelains, which have long been 
appreciated by various cultures of the 
world." 

The Boehm artists and craftsmen 


have finished the re-creations, and the 
collection will be on exhibit in Boston 
beginning November 9 at Shreve, 
Crump & Low Co. 

The collection includes the most re¬ 
markable mask ever discovered. It was 
found on the mummy of Tutankha¬ 
mun and is reminiscent of the Sun god, 
who was said to have a body of gold and 
hair of lapis lazuli. Of beaten gold, it 
was studded with exquisite inlays of 
lapis lazuli, Egyptian faience, carne- 
lian, colored glass, obsidian and green 
feldspar. A vulture's head, cobra and 
plaited false beard symbolized the 
king's sovereignty. A spell from the 
Book of the Dead is engraved on the 


shoulders and back. 

In re-creating this ancient master¬ 
piece, the Boehm artists and craftsmen 
strove for complete authenticity. All the 
precious materials have been rendered 
with close attention to their richness of 
color and detail. The gold was hand-ap¬ 
plied in its pure form before its final fir¬ 
ing in the kiln, and hand-burnished to a 
brilliant luster. 

Also included in the collection are the 
Cheetah; the Sacred Cowhead; the Bas 
Relief of the Golden Throne; the Fa¬ 
ience Cup, and the Bird in the Nest. The 
porcelains will range from approx¬ 
imately $35 to $5000 and eight of the 


subjects will be limited issues. 

There also will be displayed other Bo¬ 
ehm birds and animals, incorporating 
the flora and fauna found in each spe¬ 
cies' natural habitat. 

While pleased by the Egyptian gov¬ 
ernment's interest in the firm's artistry, 
Mrs. Boehm was not really surprised. 

"When my husband's work was first 
displayed in Europe, people there were 
amazed that they could have been made 
in America," she recalled. "But quality 
was always the main consideration with 
him — as it still is with us. 

"A Boehm work requires perfec-

Eight new aldermen elected; 
two incumbents lose seats 


Two incumbent aldermen were un¬ 
seated and eight new aldermen were 
elected in Tuesday’s election that was full 
of surprises in every contest except the 
mayor's. 

John Stewart lost his seat in Ward 4 
after only one term in the four-way race 
spearheaded by former alderman and 
state representative Richard McGrath. 

Ward 2 Alderman Thomas Concannon, 
who has served on the Board since 1970, 
may have lost his seat purely because of 
not taking his opponent, Elaine Gentile, 
seriously enough. 

The eight new aldermen will not swing 
the balance on the Board of Aldermen 
appreciably toward the liberal side. 

An estimate of the political persuasion 
of the new Board shows about the same 
number of “liberals” a greater number 
that could be called “moderates,” who 


can be expected to vote independently, 
and fewer “conservatives.” 

The return of Richard McGrath from 
Ward 4 caused the defeat of Stewart, 
though not intentionally. McGrath’s 
surprisingly large vote on the south side 
of the city took votes from areas where 
Stewart should normally have been 
strong, and the candidacy of Frederick 
Dalicandro took 5077 votes that would 
have been split between Stewart and 
incumbent Donald Budge. 

In Ward 5, where two aldermen-at- 
large did not seek reelection, Robert 
Sandman was probably as surprised as 
anybody else when he came in a close 
second to Paul Coletti. 

Sandman has run for office at least 
twice before, but was never a very visible 
candidate and made people wonder 
whether he was just being the traditional 


Republican sacrificial lamb. 

Leon Brathwaite of Waban, considered 
by some to be an outstanding contender, 
suffered from a lack of knowledge of city 
matters, which became apparent in his 
campaign. 

In Ward 6, voters turned out by the 
hundreds from Newton Highlands 
to elect Rodney Barker, who helped form 
their semigovernmental area council, 
and incumbent Ethel Sheehan showed her 
citywide strength with a vote of just 
under 10,000. 

The so-called Italian vote did not 
materialize in enough numbers to elect 
Vincent Farina to the Board from Ward 6. 

Ward 7 was the only ward in the city in 
which the Board representation will not 
change.

In the only race without any surprises, 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann won a third 
term as the city’s chief executive. 

Mann won a 5-4 victory over his op¬ 
ponent, State Rep. Peter F. Harrington. 
The total vote was 13,860 for the mayor 
and 10,759 for Harrington. 

Harrington took the north side wards of 
Newton, Wards 1, 2, 3, and 4, and the 
mayor beat Harrington on Newton’s 
south side in Wards 5, 6, 7 and 8. 

In comparison to the last mayor’s race, 
1973, the results are remarkably similar. 
In 1973, Mann beat his opponent, William 
Carmen, by a margin of 3300 votes. 
Harrington, who fared better than 
Carmen on the north side, lost to Mann by 
3100 votes. 

Mann beat Carmen in Ward 2 by a 200- 
vote margin four years ago, and lost to 
Harrington in the same ward by 26 votes 
this year. However, Ward 2 is 
Harrington’s home territory. A resident 
of Newtonville, Harrington has served as 
both a Ward 2 at-large alderman and a 
state representative for the district that 
includes Newtonville. 

Ward 1, the ward Mann always loses, 
gave Harrington a plurality of 865 votes. 
Carmen beat Mann by about the same 
total four years ago. 

Harrington beat the mayor by a 276- 
vote margin in Ward 3 and by a 176-vote 
margin in Ward 4. The results were about 
the same four years ago in Ward 4, while 


in Ward 3 Carmen beat the mayor by only 
four votes in 1973. 

The predictable dramatic reversal in 
the figures again took place on the south 
side in this election, building to its 
ultimate climax of a 4-1 margin in favor 
of the mayor in Ward 8, his home ward. 

Harrington did capture Newton Upper 
Falls, the only blue-collar area on the 
city’s south side, beating Mann by 47 
votes, 447 to 400. 

Mann got 2062 votes to Harrington’s 
1131 overall in Ward 5, and bested 
Harrington 1890 to 1288 in Ward 6,1895 to 
948 in Ward 7 and 2582 to 618 in Ward 8. 

Only 559 people of the 25,178 that voted 
declined to vote for a mayoral candidate. 

Harrington, whose state representative 
district will disappear next year when 
redistricting takes place, conceded the 
election at about 9 p.m. 

At his Washington Street campaign 
headquarters, overflowing out the front 
door with supporters and campaign 
workers, he seemed more resigned than 
bitter. 

He said he felt the weather had been a 
detriment to voter turnout and cited the 
lack of support of local newspapers, who 
all endorsed Mann’s reelection, as con¬ 
tributing factors to his defeat. 

Harrington, who has said he has no 
plans to run for the State House in the 
newly-combined district that will include 
part of Joe DeNucci’s West Newton- 


Auburndale district, Harrington’s 
Newtonville-Newton Corner district and 
Rep. William Stanley’s district in 
Waltham, said Tuesday night he will go 
back to practicing law and keep out of 
politics for awhile. 

He’ll be in good company. Aid. Eliot 
Cohen, who ran in the preliminary 
election for mayor, has also indicated he 
will return to his law practice; and the 
surprise loser in the Ward 2 ward 
alderman race, Thomas Concannon, is 
making similar plans. 

Mann, holding court at the Chestnut 
Hill Country Club, was expansive in his 
statements and effusive in his praise, 
particularly when it came to Emily Lipof, 
his campaign manager. 

His family received no small measure 
of praise for their patience and help, and 
all were on hand for the occasion, in¬ 
cluding daughter Leslie’s new husband 
and the mayor’s mother, who had a 
mastectomy two weeks ago and gamely 
still made it to the party in honor of her 
son’s victory. 

The mayor said he thought Peter 
Harrington had waged a “fine cam¬ 
paign.’’ 

“I extend the hand of friendship to all 
who opposed me that we may move 
together and work together for the good 
of our community,” the mayor said. 

“The future belongs to all of us—friend 
and foe alike.” 



‘New majority' routed by old guard 


The so-called “new majority” is no 
more. 

Two years ago it was the liberals who 
were voted off the School Committee. 
Tuesday, a veritable tidal wave of op¬ 
position swept the “new majority” out of 
office. 

The lone survivor of the house cleaning 
of “conservatives” on the School Com¬ 
mittee was Alvin Mandell, veteran School 
Committeeman from Ward 8. Mandell, 
however, won reelection by only 900 
votes. 

The only close race was the Ward 2 duel 
between incumbent Edward Prince and 
challenger Kathy Jones. Mrs. Jones, 
ultimately, was the victor, 9953 to 9766. 

The School Committee that takes office 
January 1, 1978, will be the first with a 
majority of women in the history of the 
city. 

Mrs. Jones, incumbent Honora Kaplan 
of Ward 5, Nancy Mann in Ward 3, Ann 
Berwick in Ward 6 and Sandra Fleishman 
in Ward 7 all were elected. 

In addition to Mandell, incumbent 
Manuel Beckwith in Ward 4 and liberal 
Howard Spergel of Ward 1 were elected. 

Widespread dissatisfaction with the 
policies and tactics of the School Com¬ 
mittee now in office was evident across 
the city. 

When the current majority, Henry 
Delicata in Ward 1, Prince, Michael 
LeConti in Ward 3, Robert Cohen in Ward 
6, Paul Ash in Ward 7 and Mandell, were 
elected in 1975, factor complacency on the 
parts of the incumbents they replaced 
was a significant factor. 

There was no complacency Tuesday. 
The liberals learned there their lesson 


and mounted a well-organized, well- 
financed campaign for all of their can¬ 
didates, with the possible exception of 
Robert Rides in Ward 8. 

Tuesday’s races were not races of 100 to 
300 vote margins; they were routs in six 
of eight wards. And this election cannot 
be chalked up to money alone. The School 
Committee incumbents were rejected all 
over the city; and, perhaps more im¬ 
portantly, were soundly rejected in Ward 
8, the ward that played such a significant 
role in getting the “new majority” 
elected two years ago. 

Ward totals 

For the Ward 1 seat, Howard Spergel 
and William Moloney vied for the seat 
being vacated by Henry Delicata. 
Spergel, who received 9619 votes to 
Moloney’s 7228, lost Wards 1, 3 and 4 by 
votes of 1086 to 808,1173 to 997 and 1054 to 
961, respectively. Spergel, a journalist 
involved in educational television, took 
Ward 2 (1178 to 975), Ward 5 (1409 to 923), 
Ward 6 (1541 to 663), Ward 7 (1395 to 648), 
and Ward 8 (1330 to 706). 

The battle in Ward 2 gave Prince Wards 
1,2,3,4 and Jones Wards 5,6,7 and 8. 
Prince bested Jones 2 to 1 in Ward 1 (1481 
to 763) and Jones did the same thing to 
him in Ward 7 (1454 to 791). In their home 
ward, it was 1420 for Prince and 1245 for 
Jones. Prince got Ward 3 1531 to 1190 and 
Ward 4 1371 to 1091. 

South of Commonwealth Avenue it was 
Jones 1455, Prince 1176 in Ward 5; Jones 


1577, Prince 910 in Ward 6; and Jones 
1178, Prince 1086 in Ward 8. 

Nancy Mann beat incumbent Michael 
LecConti in Wards 2, 5,6, 7, and 8 for the 
Ward 3 seat on the School Committee. In 
Ward 1, which is heavily Italian, LeConti 
got 1259 to her 882. LeConti squeaked 
through on the home turf, Ward 3,1472 to 
1406 and won in Ward 4 by 1207 to 1178. 

Mann made the strongest showing 
among non-incumbents, besting LeConti 
11,253 to 8208. The votes in the wards she 
won were: 1370 to 1055 in Ward 2,1615 to 
944 in Ward 5,1727 to 749 in Ward 6,1592 to 
640 in Ward 7 and 1483 to 882 in Ward 8. 

Manuel Beckwith won in every ward of 
the city. His vote total was the second 
highest in School Committee races, 
11,723. The veteran incumbent and for¬ 
mer School Committee chairman got 1043 
votes in Ward 1 to Frank Brocklesby’s 
782, and took the rest of the wards: 1384 to 
835, 1359 to 1053, 1417 to 977, 1670 to 722, 
1732 to 525, 1619 to 468, and 1490 to 698. 
Brocklesby received a citywide vote of 
6060. 

Honora Kaplan also won in every ward 
of the city in her bid for a second term 
from Ward 5. She received the highest 
number of votes in the School Committee 
races, 11,902. Mrs. Kaplan beat her op¬ 
ponent by a vote of 11,902 to 6879. 

Ward by ward the totals were: 953 to 
841 in Ward 1,1418 to 876 in Ward 2,1388 to 
977 in Ward 3,1252 to 969 in Ward 4,1764 to

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Illegal' apartments 
topic of public forum 

If your house is too big, no longer fits 
your needs and is too expensive to 
maintain, what are your options ? Sell and 
move? Convert your third floor into 
apartments? Divide the house into two or 
more units? 

The latter two options are not legal 
under the current zoning ordinance. Is 
there a need to change the ordinance to 
allow for accessory apartments and 
conversions?

Board of Aldermen 


$190,000 OK'd for 
winter equipment 


The sidewalks will be plowed this 
winter, at least on the school routes. 

The Board of Aldermen Monday night 
approved a $190,000 appropriation of 
money reserved for public works 
equipment, though not without some 
efforts to chisel down some of the 
requests. 

When suggestions were made in the 
Finance Committee that Larson really 
doesn’t need seven more sidewalk plows 
and can do with only one heated patching 
truck, Aid. Robert Tennant commented, 
“For 10 years I’ve heard complaints 
about equipment and for 10 years I’ve 
heard it turned down. You will run 
through public works directors every few 
years the way we go through equipment.” 

Larson needs seven plows in order to 
have one for each of the school routes, 
each of which may be as much as 10 miles 
long when all streets are added up. 

Larson hopes to avoid the problems of 
last winter when the heavy snow thawed 
and froze before the sidewalk plows could 
remove it. Then the ice damaged and put 
out of commission almost all the plows. 

Aid. David Cohen was concerned with 


Larson’s having enough men to operate 
the sidewalk plows. Larson said he would 
use men from the sanitation (rubbish) 
division. 

In other business at the disorganized 
preelection election-eve meeting, the 
Board voted unanimously to approve a 
resolution from the Historical Com¬ 
mission supporting the preservation of 
the former church at 2340 Washington St., 
Lower Falls, which may be in danger of 
demolition. 

Also approved was a resolution by Aid. 
Edward Richmond and John Stewart 
asking Mayor Theodore Mann to ask for 
an appropriation for the publication of a 
booklet listing all types of organizations 
in the city, as well as other information of 
interest to Newton residents. 

The booklet, an updating of a similar 
publication issued by the Community 
Council several years ago, would be sold 
to the public at a nominal charge. 

The large hole in the parking lot on 
Cherry Street, West Newton, will be 
repaired at last, after the Board ap¬ 
proved $3700 for concrete slabs to cover it 
temporarily. 


Some internal business was taken care 
of, as the Board approved the firm of 
Laventhol & Horwath to do a three-year 
audit of the city’s accounts. 

Also approved in substance was a 
series of recommendations by Aid. John 
Stewart, chairman of a subcommittee on 
treasury operations, which would im¬ 
prove the financial procedures and data 
processing in City Hall. 

A recommendation that there be a 
‘‘finance officer” in the mayor’s office to 
coordinate the day-to-day activities of the 
fiscal departments and to prepare 
analyses for the mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen was denied by the Board. 

All recommendations go to the mayor 
as recommendations and are not binding. 

A proposal for a policy of censure for 
members of the Board and an ethics 
committee was defeated. A sub¬ 
committee of the Legislation & Rules 
Committee was scheduled to meet 
Wednesday to discuss rules and orders of 
the Board and how a code of ethics may 
be incorporated into them. 


The PTA Council heard that the School 
Department has reduced the use of sugar- 
coated cereals in the schools, but the 
council failed to agree on what role the 
PTAs should play in the schools. 

Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius said at last Thursday night’s 
meeting that Sugar Frosted Flakes will 
be the only sugar-coated cereal served in 
the morning at about nine schools. 

Sugar Frosted Flakes contains 29 
percent sucrose, and no cereal that is 
more than 30 percent sucrose will be 
served. 

The PTA presidents and school prin¬ 
cipals, members of the council, voted 
about 25-5 in favor of the schools serving 
only nonsugared cereals with a sugar 
packet available for students who want it. 

The School Committee had asked the 
PTA Council to reach a conclusion by the 
Nov. 28 Committee meeting on what the 
PTAs role should be in deciding, by 
means of their financial and manpower 
resources, what the programs and 
equipment should be in the schools. 

The request came after Susan Silbey of 
Aubumdale asked the School Committee 
what role to what degree parents should 
provide equipment, manpower, and 
physical renovations to run the schools as 
they, the parents, would like them run. 

At the PTA Council meeting which 
about 50 people attended, Superintendent 
of Schools Aaron Fink said he heard ideas 
that he had never thought about before. 

The superintendent said in the next 
school budget he will address the problem 
of staffing elementary libraries where 
parent volunteers now keep the libraries 
provide staffing during about half of the 
week. 

Superintendent Fink said, “The quality 
of the program should not depend on the 
PTA.” 

When he heard that one school that 
hired a tutor for teaching elementary 
science, Fink said, ‘‘I’m dead against 
PTAs hiring any people to work in a 
school.” 


This could lead to the PTAs hiring 
teachers for English because the parents 
don’t like the English teacher, Fink said, 
and eventually the PTAs could be running 
the schools. 

A woman from Beethoven School said 
the PTA was asked to give $900 for a piece 
of gymnastics equipment that she knew 
was purchased by other schools from 
budget money. The equipment not now 
used has splinters in it. 

The superintendent responded, “We 
ought to be required to respond to why 
one thing is not as high a priority as 
another.” 

Susan Silbey said the issue in her mind 
does not concern itself with $50 purchases 
made by PTAs . 

At issue in her mind is the $700 or more 
spent by the Williams PTA on a movie 
projector. This was purchased, she said, 
because the school has two floors and 
teachers did not like to carry the other 
one up and down stairs. 

She said the Newton creative arts 
program which the PTAs started is now 
copied in dozens of other school systems 
where the school budget supports it, but it 
is still supported mostly by PTA funds 
here. 

Pat Bartoshesky, chairman of the 
council’s safety committee, asked the 
School Department to draw up a list of 
basic equipment and facilities similar to 
the curriculum guidelines now completed 
so parents should know what the schools 
should have. 

The members of the PTA Council voted

Included in the resolution was a request 
that the School Committee wait another 
month to consider the matter. 

All the people at the meeting were then 
asked if they favor the current laissez- 
faire policy of council on the issue, and 
the vote was 25-10. 


Teacher pleads innocent 
to assault of student 


Bryon Findlay, a teacher at 
Meadowbrook Junior High School, 
pleaded innocent in Newton District 
Court Monday to a complaint by the 
father of a Meadowbrook student that 
Findlay did assault and beat the student. 

Judge Monte G. Basbas continued the 
case against Findlay to Dec. 5. 

The complaint signed by Allen S. Casler 
of 45 Fox Hill Rd., Newton Centre, alleges 
that on Oct. 4 Findlay "did assault and 
beat Jeffrey B. Casler.” 

Allen Casler applied for the complaint 
on Oct. 6 in a court hearing before 
Assistant Clerk James F. Waldren, ac¬ 
cording to court papers. 

A conviction on the charge carries a 


maximum penalty of Vh years im¬ 
prisonment or a fine of $500. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine defended 
Findlay and spent about 15 minutes in a 
prearraignment bench conference with 
Judge Basbas and Middlesex County 
Assistant District Attorney Theodore 
Fucillo, the prosecutor in the case. 

Solicitor Levine said Tuesday that 
Findlay is a Fullbright exchange teacher 
from Scotland who currently lives in 
Newton. 

Levine, who said the School Committee 
took a vote several weeks ago to have the 
city defend Findlay, added there has been 
an ongoing attempt to settle the case out 
of court.

medical oncologist at the 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital, says that Laetrile 
and other unproved drugs pose 
a major risk to cancer patients 
if taken as a substitute for 
treatments known to treat 
cancer successfully. 

“Many important advances 
in the treatment of cancer have 
occurred in the past several 
years. The search goe^on for 
further improvements in 
treatment. Despite our best 
medical efforts, many patients 
with cancer suffer very 
significant pain and suffering. 
In this setting, afflicted 


patients and their families are 
natural prey for those who seek 
profit by offering worthless 
and unproven remedies. 

Experience has shown that 
when quack remedies are 
made available, people seek 
them out often to the exclusion 
of effective treatment,” Dr. 
Kaufman said. 

Dr. Kaufman stated that it 
would be particularly tragic if 
patients with early, curable 
forms of cancer were led away 
from effective treatment by 
the vain promises of unproven 
remedies.

Newton Teachers Association 
President Richard Adams elicited 
aughter from the PTA Council members 
ast week when he reached into his wallet 
to read the formal, mutually agreed upon 
statement on negotiations and fact- 
finding. 

It read, “Both sides agree that progress 
has been made.” 

Adams and School Committee 
Chairman Alvin Mandell answered 
questions at the PTA Council meeting last 
Thursday, the day after the second of 
three scheduled meetings with the fact¬ 
finder. 

The next meeting is scheduled for Nov. 
16 with Ed Pinkus, a state-approved 
factfinder who was agreed upon by 
negotiators from both sides as the one

MBTA to register elderly, 
handicapped for ID cards 


An MBTA registration team will be at 
Newton City Hall Thursday, Nov. 17, 
from 9:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. to process 
applications for reduced-fare iden¬ 
tification cards for eligible senior citizens 
and handicapped citizens. 

To be eligible for a senior citizen 
reduced-fare identification card, which 
contains the name and address of the 
holder and a color photograph for positive 
identification, senior citizens must bring 
proof of age — 65 years or older — such as 
a birth certificate, baptismal record, or 
driver’s license; proof of residency such 
as a driver’s license, library card or 
charge plate; and 50 cents cash fee. 

Medicare cards will not be accepted as 
proof of age. 

Senior citizens who already have a 
reduced-fare identification card do not 


need to register again. Once a reduced- 
fare identification card is issued, it is 
good for life. 

To be eligible for a handicapped citizen 
reduced-fare identification card, good 
only during off-peak hours, handicapped 
persons must present acceptable proof of 
their disability, such as a letter from the 
Social Security Administration; evidence 
of 70 percent or more disability as 
determined by the United States 
Veterans’ Administration; or completion 
of MBTA Form No. SN-7, which must be 
approved and signed by a physician or 
state or federal agency serving the 
handicapped. 

MBTA forms will be mailed to anyone 
requesting them by calling the MBTA’s 
Special Needs Office at 722-5123. 


has been in effect since the first week of 
school. 

Eleanor Samuels, president of the 
Bigelow Junior High PTSA, suggested 
that libraries closing 20 minutes after 
school is “deliterious.” 

Teachers participating in the work-to- 
rule action have been in school only 20 
minutes before and after the regular 
school day, thus curtailing unpaid after- 
school activities and parent-teacher 
meetings. 

Asked if the Newton Federation of 
Teachers has had any effect on holding up 
negotiations, Ms. Flaherty said no, 
because only NTA members ratify the 
contract, and there are no people who are 
now members of both groups that she 
knows of. 

However’ all teachers, whether or not 
NTA members, were allowed to vote on 
the work-to-rule action, President Adams 
said. 

Adams had once requested that the job 
action be stopped because of progress 
made toward a contract, but the teachers 
turned down the request. All teachers 
were also allowed to vote then, Adams 
said. 

Ms. Flaherty and Chairman Mandell 
both said they would like to see 
negotiations conducted more in public, at 
least in the beginning. 

Flaherty, a resident of Newton, said, “I 
wish we could get rid of some of the game 
playing. . . . Each side comes in with 
issues they know they are going to throw 
right out the window.” 

Mandell said he attempted to get the 
groundrules for bargaining changed to 
have negotiating in public session, but he 
failed. 

He said open negotiations would be 
helpful until both sides get rather close, 
at which point each side may freeze in the 
final position.

In 1975 the Conservators did not list the 
Chestnut Hill Country Club among the 
open spaces that the city should 
“preserve for present and future 
generations.” 

In addition to the $2 million purchase 
price, Carabetta has been reported to 
have offered to assume the outstanding 
mortgage, allow the club members to 
keep the club for two years, and to be 
considering keeping a nine-hole golf 
course in operation after the buildings 
are constructed. 

Members of a neighborhood association 
that has not been active since the last 
threat to the club are gathering forces 
again and plan to resist all development 
of the land.

A bill giving cities and towns the 
authorization to recover certain costs and 
expenses resulting from intentional or 
negligent injuries inflicted upon police 
officers and firefighters has been passed 
by the state legislature. 


“Cities and towns will no longer be 
obligated to pay medical expenses, and 
the court can order the assailant to pay 
these expenses,” Mayor Theodore Mann 
said. 


Mann continued, “The bill is intended 
to help alleviate the drain on municipal 
finances in an area of the law that was in 
a state of imbalance. This will mean a 
substantial savings to the Newton tax¬ 
payer.” 


Specifically, this law will establish a 
statutory remedy in favor of 
municipalities to be utilized whenever 
tortfeasors inflict injuries upon members 
of police and fire department. It was 
modeled after New York General 
Municipal Law Sections 207 and 207-a. 


The act applies to all causes of action 
occurring to a police officer or firefighter 
on or after Jan. 1, 1973. 


Members of the Chestnut Hill Country 
Club will hear a proposal on Nov. 17 from 
Carabetta Enterprises, builder of the 
Chestnut Hill Gardens, to buy the club 
and develop it, according to a neighbor of 
the club.

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Editorial 

No merit 

One way to incur the hostility and 
animosity of elected public officials is to try 
to limit the number of years they can serve 
in their offices. 

That is precisely what Representative 
Michael J. Connolly of Roslindale is 
endeavoring to do as part of his campaign to 
promote his candidacy against Senator 
Edward W. Brooke. 

If Connolly, a maverick law-maker, is 
successful in his effort, a proposed amend¬ 
ment to the Massachusetts Constitution, 
which would limit the service of all elected 
state officials to 12 years, would be placed 
on the ballot for the approval or rejection of 
the voters. 

At this point in time it appears that 
Representative Connolly has a better 
chance of defeating Senator Brooke next 
year than of getting his proposal on the 
ballot. 

To this observer, Connolly’s plan has lit¬ 
tle, if any, merit, particularly if the people 
hope to get the best state government and 
service possible from the men and women 
they elect to state offices. 

The voters have an opportunity every two 
years to oust from office any legislator with 
whom they’re dissatisfied and can do the 
same every four years to the State 
Constitutional officers, including the Gover¬ 
nor. Lieutenant Governor and Attorney 
General. 

There is little likelihood that any 
Massachusetts Governor ever will be 
elected more than twice or serve more than 
eight consecutive years. The job involves 
too many hard decisions on tough questions 
which displease and offend some people, 
however they are made. 

The same thing is true of the Lieutenant 
Governor since the Governor and Lieute¬ 
nant Governor now are elected as a ticket. 

If any Governor gives so outstanding an 
administration that the voters want to elect 
him a third or even a fourth time, the people 
should rejoice and dance in the streets. 

The voters should have the right to keep 
an outstanding public servant in office and 
be glad he wants to stay there, not restrict 
themselves to electing a State Constitutional 
officer only three times, as Representative 
Connolly would have them do. 

Our system of self-government may work 
slowly, but it is the best yet developed in the 
world, and the voters inevitably weed out 
the misfits, the incompetents and the crooks 
if they don't put themselves on the scrap 
heap. 

In order to place the suggested con¬ 
stitutional amendment before the State 
Senate and House of Representatives next 
year, Connolly must obtain 56,000 valid 
signatures of registered voters on the 
petitions now being circulated. 

He should be able to meet that require¬ 
ment since 29 other legislators are helping 
him gather the signatures. 

After he secures the necessary 
signatures. Connolly will need the approval 
of 70 of the 280 legislators at a joint conven¬ 
tion of the House and Senate. It is doubtful 
70 law-makers can be persuaded to record 
themselves in favor of such a change in the 
Constitution. 

Why Representative Connolly is pushing 
his 12-year plan is a matter of conjecture. 
The guessing in political circles is that he 
may be doing it to attract public attention to 
himself in connection with his campaign for 
Senator Brooke's seat on Capitol Hill. He 
hiked across Massachusetts to promote the 
constitutional proposal — and himself.

Can we afford the nuclear energy option?

Recently, my subcommittee on energy 
and the environment conducted seven 
long days of hearings on the unsolved 
problems and unknown costs of nuclear 
waste disposal, and of the “decom¬ 
missioning” process which must go on for 
approximately 100 years after a nuclear 
plant has served its normal working life 
of 40 years. 

Almost 30 witnesses were asked to 
estimate the cost of the century-long 
process of “cooling down” a nuclear 
facility before it is eventually disman¬ 
tled. Involved during this period are ' 
continued payment of property taxes, the 
cost of security guards, and insurance. 
Incredible as it may seem, neither Boston 
Edison nor more than a handful of the 64 
nuclear plant operators in the U^. have 
factored these future costs into the price 
of nucleargenerated electricity. 

The specter of these hidden costs, 
which are estimated to be tens of millions 
of dollars per facility, is one of the many 
reasons why only two new nuclear plants 
have been ordered in 1977. 


In 1976, the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Utilities declined to require 
Boston Edison to charge customers for 
costs, such as decommissioning, which 
remain unknown. California, Connecticut 
and Wisconsin have allowed utility 
companies to establish a fund for the 
decommissioning of their nuclear plants, 
by charging customers 10 percent of the 
original capital cost of the facility, which 
is collected and set aside over the course 
of the plant’s expected lifetime. 

The Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
(NRC) has exclusive jurisdiction over 
this problem, but has simply not been 
doing its job. By not requiring that any 
funds be set aside to cover the ultimate 
“clean-up” of nuclear facilities, the NRC 
threatens to saddle individual states with 
the enormous problem of furnishing 
perpetual care to abandoned plants. 

The. permanent disposal of spent 
nuclear fuel, which remains dangerously 
radioactive for literally thousands of 
years, poses similar problems and 
economic uncertainties. The General 
Accounting Office (GAO), an in¬ 
dependent investigatory arm of the 


Congress, sharply disputes the nuclear 
industry’s claim that adequate 
technology already exists to dispose of 
high-level radioactive waste. 

It seems clear that the federal 
government should evaluate and select a 
disposal site as soon as possible, in a 
remote area of the country, and transport 
all high-level nuclear waste to that 
federally-owned depository. One of the 
reasons why the federal government has 
not moved aggressively in this direction, 
however, is tiie total lack of certainty on 
the part of geologists and engineers as to 
whether any site can be safe for the 
thousands of years during which 
radioactive waste must be isolated from 
the public and the environment. 

The grim reality appears to be that 
there will never be a completely ac¬ 
ceptable means of disposing of the high- 
level waste which is the unavoidable by¬ 
product of producing electricity from 
atomic energy. 

These problems are of special Interest 
to persons in Massachusetts, who rely on 
nuclear energy for approximately 22 


percent of their electrical requirements. 
Not only are New England consumers not 
being charged for the full cost of elec¬ 
tricity from nuclear power; but by fur¬ 
thering our reliance on this energy 
source, we threaten to impose social, 
economic and technical problems of the 
most serious dimension on generations to 
come. 

Ralph Nader, one of the most per¬ 
suasive witnesses at the hearings, 
predicted that “atomic power is doomed 
because economics, including its cost to 
ratepayers, taxpayers and future 
generations, will stop it.” 

After more than 25 hours of in-depth 
examination of this issue, I have reluc¬ 
tantly concluded that no morally- 
acceptable solution to the immense and 
dangerous problem of radioactive waste 
management is at hand. This totally 
unresolved and potentially unresolvable 
problem might well doom the nuclear 
industry to death at an early age.

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Cox Court reform has tax appeal

Technical roadblocks, intramural quibbling and a 
public that seemingly does not care, all are integral parts 
of the classic negativism which surrounds the year-old 
effort to reorganize the Commonwealth’s judiciary. 

Chairman Archibald Cox of the Governor’s Special 
Committee on Judicial Needs authored a comprehensive 
plan for restructuring the judical system; a plan, 
inevitably, with warts and blemishes but one, on the 
whole, which would do much to reform a judicial system 
that urgently needs reform. 

While not perfect, the Cox plan was a solid starting point 
and, initially, there was high hope that a productive 
reformation might result Day by day, this hope becomes 
weaker and weaker. 

The legislative Judiciary Committee did its share in 
emasculating the Cox plan, and individual lawmarkers 
gleefully pounced upon isolated parts that they felt could 
be exploited. This legislative butchering is at the heart of 
the no-progress stalling of the reform, and its drastic 
redesigning. 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis must accept a share of the 
blame; a share miniscule however, when related to the 
mangling given the idea by the legislative leadership. 
Quite simply, for many reasons, the legislative leadership 
has no interest in passing a good reform plan that will 
benefit the governor. 

Without going into the nuts and bolts of this con¬ 
troversial subject, suffice to say that the Judiciary 
Committee redraft proposal would politicalize the 
judiciary and create a permanently weak court ad¬ 
ministration. Traditionally, Bay State governors appoint 
all judges and designate who will serve as Chief Judges. 
Anti-reform lawmakers want these chiefs elected in each 
court (superior, probate, supreme judicial, etc.) by their 
peers — a thrust that would increase legislative clout with 
the courts, politicalize the entire process, and lead to 
selection of Chief Judges for their politics and not their 
administrative ability. 

Governor Dukakis wisely opposes this suggestion. 
While democratically attractive, this idea is ad¬ 
ministratively, judicially and politically unsound. This

idea epitomizes the political opposition fueled by the 
knowledge that influence and-or power would be taken 
away by the reforms envisioned in the Cox plan. 

Many of those playing the game of opposition within the 


Legislature are banking on the prevailing notion that 
court reform is something about which the public knows 
little and cares less. 

This would be a sound conclusion but an important 
“but” comes to mind — a “but” engendered by legislative 
redistricting for the 1978 general election. 

Unless American initiative is dead, there has to be 
scores of prospective challengers out in the municipalities 
who are aware that court reform could be the key to their 
winning a senate or representative seat in this issue. 

We live in a state whose judicial system is in tragic 
condition, gnarled and hobbled with the infirmities of age 
and the hobbling effect of decades of political in¬ 
terference. The court reform package offers a sub¬ 
stantial, long-range potential for taxpayer refief — 
something would-be challengers should and will seize and 
shake as an issue. 

Voters in this state may not be as dumb as some in 
legislative halls perceive them to be. Properly presented 
in local contests, the court reform issue very well could 
come alive — and a case can be made that the Legislat¬ 
ive, particularly the House, is bent on destroying an 
important reform purely for petty political reasons. 

Voters here owe it to themselves to take a long, hard 
and close look at court reform. As proposed by Cox, the 
plan would take all court operational costs away from real 
estate taxpayers who now shell out more than 80 percent 
of the $1004nillion cost. If this isn’t a political issue, what 
is? If this isn’t something a challenger can drive home 
with impact in a legislative fight, what is? 

Granted, court reform has little if any sex appeal But 
when you start talking dollars and cents, especially in this 
day and age, the taxpayers may not be as dumb collec¬ 
tively as the solons seem to think they are. Further, it 
doesn’t take genius to recognize that the Massachusetts 
judiciary, as presently constituted, is so jumbled now that 
justice is hobbled, and this impacts daily on the average 
citizen. 

By hamstringing court reform, incumbent lawmakers 
may be exposing their own Archilles’ heels. For their own 
elective well-being, if for no other reason, lawmakers 
should face up to their responsibilities on this crucial 
legislation.

WASHINGTON — There was a fire. The fire was in a 
movie theater. Eight men died. 

The men came from a typical cross-section of American 
life. One was an Army major. One was a top legislative 
aide to a Congressman from South Carolina. One was an 
ordained minister and official of a Protestant church. One 
was a former Marine. 

District of Columbia police had a difficult time iden¬ 
tifying the victims. Many were carrying no forms of 
identification. 

This was not a coincidence. 

The theater where the fire broke out was one that 
catered to homosexuals. The movies shown were X-rated 
homosexual films with all-male casts. The dead — like 
many men who frequent homosexual gathering places — 
Did not like to carry ID cards, just in case they were ever 
found in such places. 

So much for “gay.” That is the term that is often used 
these days to characterize homosexuals, but there was 
nothing gay about the way these men lived and died. Their 
lives were secret No one was supposed to know. 

Gay? Ask the families of the eight men. Several of them 
were married, with children. In some cases the wives 
knew. Friends and co-workers didn’t The colleagues got 
the word: their friend had been killed in a fire. Then they 
got the second word: the fire was in a homosexual theater. 

Gay? One of the men had called his wife and told her 
that he would be home to see her soon. Then he stopped in 
at the homosexual movie house and died as he watched a 
film. 

Gay? The theater was known as a place where 


homosexuals could go to be with other homosexuals, 
without the rest of the world knowing about it. 

It was a very gay way to live and die. We have been told 
so much about how homosexuals are supposed to be a part 
of the mainstream of society now, about how they are 
anxious to be accepted and recognized for what they are. 
“Gay Pride,” the term is called. 

And yet when the eight men died, one of the Washington 
newspapers took the extraordinary step of writing a story 
without using the last names of the victims. A major 
tragedy in a major city. No names in the paper. Gay. 

The newspaper that chose not to print the names began 
a story about the fire this way: 

“ ‘Anybody who thinks that Charlie was defined by the

place and way he died has just missed the whole point,’ 
said the congressional receptionist, eyes red, gently 
weeping. ‘He was a fantastic person..” 

Yet of course the man was defined by the place and way 
he died. It was the most important secret of his life. It was 
so important, and so damaging, that the editors of the 
newspaper decided it would be in poor taste to say who he 
was. 


Washin 8 ton newspaper - which did publish 
tne full names of the victims — quoted a colleague of the 
same man as saying: 

“Qiarlie was a wonderful man and a great asset to the 
office (of the Congressman for whom he worked). He was 
especially helpful to the Congressman because of the 
empathy he had with the constituents back home. He was 
so friendly — to Charlie, there was no such thing as a 
stranger. Sue (the widow) still can’t believe he’s gone. 
None of us can. We all keep going to the window and 
joaung up the sidewalk, expecting to see Charlie ambling 

Many of the friends and co-workers of the dead ex- 
pressed anger that anyone would care that the men were 
wiled in a homosexual gathering place. These friends said 
that such a fact didn’t matter. 

Yet in the next breath these same friends were looking 
for a way to explain away the circumstances. The 
congressional aide? Maybe he was just going to the 
theater to do research for a freelance story. The ordained 
minister? Maybe he was just in the theater to save some 
souls. 

Ite theater was called the Cinema Follies, in the 
Southeast section of Washington. The cramped screening 
room was up a flight of stairs, in a room painted black, 
r ire officials believe the flames may never have reached 
wescreening room itself. The fire started downstairs; the 
smoke that poured up into the room may have killed the 
men before they knew it, even as they watched the male 
actors performing naked on the screen.

To the Editor: 

In her denial that the Newton recycling 
program is an hysterical absurdity, I 
think Betsy Lewenberg of the League of 
Women Voters made my point. 

First, I think we are getting confused 
over the issues. There is no question that 
people in our community generate trash, 
and there is a cost associated with 
disposing of it 

The issue is whether the incremental 
recycling program makes sense. This 
determination should weigh the ad¬ 
ditional dollar and environmental costs of 
the program to its incremental benefits. 
My point was that the concept of people 
sorting through their trash is im¬ 
practical, and the added cost of three or 
four redundant pick-ups each week is not 
justified by the benefits. 

Why are we so prone to ask our 
governments to do things we would never 
dream of doing as individuals? Maybe the 
point would be more apparent if we 
thought about using the wasted resources 
to feed hungry kids or improve our 
schools. 

Secondly, Ms. Lewenberg gets caught 
up in mixing dreams with realities. She 
suggests that when the cost of hauling 
goes up, and when the value of recycled 
materials increases, and when people 
become more willing to sort through their 
trash, the program will make sense. 

That’s a lot of wishful thinking, and to 
people who want to be objective, it’s 


strong indication that the program is not 
viable. 

So, again, I ask: Why add another form 
of waste to a society that is already 
wasting too much? 

The concept of recycling is good. Let’s 
get our act together and pursue winning 
programs. The composting area was one 
and was discontinued. It gave people a 
place to dump their leaves, and nature 
gave us compost in return. 

The Bottle Bill was another. It made 
the users of containers pay for their 
return and recycling. 

But let’s not dissipate ourselves by 
chasing after dreams.

Mandell won in 
Wards 1, 2, 3, 4 and 8. 

Mandell’s winning totals were: 1156 ito 
752 in Ward 1,1194 to 1102 in Ward 2,1353 
to 1068 in Ward 3, 1203 to 1009 in Ward 4 
and 1636 to 1038 in Ward 8. 

Rides winning totals in Wards 5,6 and 7 
were, respectively: 1298 to 1271, 1404 to 
1051 and 1263 to 964. 

Gearly, voters did not find the mem¬ 
bers of the School Committee elected two 
years ago responsive to their needs or 
wishes for the schools. The rejections of 


Prince, LeConti, and Ash in Ward 8 may 
well reflect that ward’s view on the 
general handling of school closings, 
which involved Memorial, Spaulding and 
Countryside schools in that ward. 

The sound defeats dealt by voters to 
Cohen and Ash in their home wards also 
reflects a lack of responsiveness. 

While the voters were busy electing a 
liberal school committee, they also voted 
not to let the new members have 
unlimited terms of office. 

The only ballot question was on 
whether to remove the four-term limit on 
the School Committee. With only one- 
third of the voters indicating any concern 
with the limit, the vote was 5012 in favor 
of retaining it and 3419 in favor of 
removing the restriction.

The palm of your hand can save your 
life! 

Your palm feeling your closed bedroom 
door could warn of dangerous heat on the 
other side, explains Harvey D. Preble, 
chief of the Newton Fire Department. 
However, advises Chief Preble, the 
“palm test” is valuable only after the fire 
has gotten a good start. 

The first warning, leading you to test 
the door, should come from a smoke 
detector mounted outside the bedroom. 
Household smoke detectors are designed 
to give a warning that unwanted smoke 
and fire is in the house. Once the signal is 
activated, family members should 
quickly follow the emergency escape 
procedure they have preplanned. 

Smoke, hot air and poisonous gases rise 
ahead of flames, so when the detector 
alarm sounds, or someone smells smoke, 
place your palm against the closed 
bedroom door. If the door feels hot, don’t 
open it. Immediately use the alternate 
escape route worked out in advance. 

Use of the palm test assumes that 


everyone is following the recom¬ 
mendation of Chief Preble. Sleep with 
bedroom doors closed. This gives the few 
extra minutes that are vital in case of fire 
while the family is asleep, and studies 
show that most fatal residential fires 
break out during the nighttime hours* 
Regarding fire detection equipment, 
Chief Preble emphasizes that it should 
bear the label of one of the nationally 
recognized testing laboratories, should be 


installed according to the directions, 
preferably with professional guidance, 
and must be maintained faithfully. 

Chief Preble urges everyone to “Learn 
Not To Burn!” by knowing the palm test 
and what it means, preplanning alternate 
escape routes, and installing a smoke 
detection system. 

“Use your palm and use your head in 
case of a nighttime emergency at home.”

State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D-Newton), 
author of proposed legislation to end 
mandatory retirement for all state 
workers, applauded legislative approval 
last week of a somewhat more limited 
proposal. 

The bill, currently awaiting the 
Governor’s signature, would allow most 
of the state’s clerical administrative and 
maintenance personnel to work beyond 
the present maximum age limit of 70. 

“Though I see no reason to delay 
granting the same rights to all state 
workers, I am pleased that the 
Legislature has at least begun to 
dismantle the arbitrary and artificial age 
barriers our elderly face in continuing or 
seeking employment,” Pines said. 

The legislation as passed requires only 
that an individual wishing to work beyond 
mandatory retirement receive an annual 
physical exam to verify ability to con¬ 
tinue. 


DeNucci would 
restrict Antibuse use 

Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci (D-16th 
Middlesex) is a strong proponent of 
House Bill 4460, legislation that would 
restrict the use of Antibuse in the 
treatment of alcoholics. 

DeNucci is opposed to the use of 
Antibuse and believes that it is negative 
reinforcement and psychologically 
damaging to the alcoholic. 

DeNucci said, “I believe in the mental 
and physical rehabilitation of the 
alcoholic and cannot accept chemical 
control of the problem.” 

This legislation is also supported by the 
National Alliance on Alcoholism 
Prevention and Treatment. 

Rep. DeNucci said, “Antibuse has been 
proven detrimental to the patients health 
due to the numerous complaints lodged 
against the drug. The role of 
rehabilitation may be jeopardized by the 
use of this drug and cause unnecessary 
harm to the patient.” 

DeNucci urges that alcoholism be 
recognized as a spiritual, mental, and 
physical problem. More appropriate for 
the treatment of alcoholism would be 
proper medical care and good counseling, 
he said. 

DeNucci stated, “I believe there are 
alternative methods of sobriety rein¬ 
forcement which are more positive. The 
reforming alcoholic needs to develop a 
healthy self-esteem and discover inner 
strengths to stay sober.”

Heartened by recent legislative suc¬ 
cesses at both the federal and state 
levels, Pines expressed optimism that 
mandatory retirement can be entirely 
abolished in both the private and public 
sector in the next several years. 

According to a recent Harris poll, 86 
percent of the general public and 63 
percent of personnel managers are op¬ 
posed to forced retirement. Maine and 
California abolished mandatory 
retirement for state employees this year, 
and both Houses of Congress have passed 
bills extending anti-discrimination laws 
to those up to 70. This would end man¬ 
datory retirement before age 70 in the 
private sector. 

Rep. Pines testified at congressional 
hearings on the subject earlier this year. 

In urging the Select Committee on 
Aging to adopt federal legislation 
prohibiting mandatory retirement, Pines 
stated that such a bill was essential to 
“restore dignity to our older workers and 
permit them to provide for themselves 
and their families. 

“Forced retirement is a tragic waste of 
human and economic resources and is 
simply unjustifiable,” she said. 

Considerable medical evidence is 
available to indicate that the sudden 
cessation of productive work and earning 
power often leads to physical and 
emotional deterioration and premature 
death,” she said. 

Pines maintains that in addition to the 
health benefits of continued employment 
there are economic benefits to the 
worker, to the employer and society. 

“The employee is obviously better off 
receiving wages than if he were forced to 
rely on social security and or pension 
income as his sole source of support. 

“The employer also benefits because, 
as many studies indicate older workers 
are as competent as their younger 
counterparts, have greater experience, 
exercise more mature judgment, and 
have better records for attendance, 
safety and punctuality. The loss of 
productivity caused by the exclusion of 
older workers has been estimated at $10 
billion annually,” she noted. 

In addition to an end to mandatory 
retirement, Pines also urged the Select 
Committee to eliminate the reduction of 
social security benefits to those between 
age 65 and 72 who have more than $3,000 a 
year in additional income. This change is 
expected to be included in the Social 
Security Reform Act currently under 
consideration by Congress. 

“The injustice done to our elderly and 
the damage imposed on our society by 
forced retirement can no longer be 
ignored. I will continue to seek enactment 
of legislation on the state and federal 
levels putting an end to this inhumane 
and indefensable practice,” Pines con¬ 
cluded.

More eligible to 
deduct child care 

The recently-enacted legislation to conform 
Massachusetts income tax law more closely with the 
Federal Internal Revenue Code includes a provision 
which will increase the availability of the Massachusetts 
income tax deduction for child care expenses. 

According to State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D-Newton), the 
modification has removed the previous income limits on 
the deduction, making all taxpayers eligible regardless of 
income level. 

Rep. Pines, author of the Massachusetts child care 
deduction law, has expressed her pleasure with this most 
recent development in child care tax benefit legislation. 
The Pines-sponsored bill became part of Massachusetts 
law in 1974, and its enactment was quickly followed by the 
passage of similar federal legislation. Major provisions 
written into the Pines’ bill were the eligibility of part-time 
workers for the child care deduction and the availability 
of the deduction for child care expenses paid to relatives 
other than the spouse or dependant children. 

The Federal Tax Reform Act of 1976 converted the 
federal child care deduction into a credit, eliminated 
income limits, and also adopted the more liberal 
eligibility provisions of the Pines’ law, thus potentially 
doubling the number of taxpayers eligible for federal 
child care tax benefits. 

The new Massachusetts law now entitles taxpayers to a 
deduction for child care expenditures up to $2000 per child 
to a maximum of $4000 when those expenditures are in¬ 
curred to enable the taxpayers to be gainfully employed, 
regardless of the taxpayer’s income level. Families in 
which both spouses (or only one) work full-time or part- 
time are equally eligible for the deduction of child care 
expenses incurred because of employment, as is a 
divorced or separated parent. 

Pines’ efforts on child care tax benefits and part-time 
employment legislation are founded in her belief that 
women with families must be given the opportunity to 
enter the working force. 

“Many women with family obligations need the 
financial and spiritual rewards of a career. For many the 
additional income is not only a benefit, but a necessity. 

“Programs such as the part-time employment law and 
the child care deduction will give more women the of> 
portunity to realize their career goals and meet their 
financial needs,” Pines said.

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Newton’s sixth low-income housing development, Echo Ridge, 
officially opened Nov. 1 and is almost fully occupied. This state- 
funded development, on Thurston Road, Upper Falls, provides 36 
apartments for the elderly and four apartments for families. 
Housing Services Director Frank Quinn said all elderly people on 
the waiting list up to May 9, 1977, had been contacted and offered 


apartments. Many refused the apartments, preferring to wait for 
another location. The city has built five other housing develop¬ 
ments — Parker House (Newton Centre), Jackson Gardens 
(Nonantum), Horace Mann (Newtonville), Norumbega Gardens 
(Auburndale), all for the elderly, and Beaconwood Road (Newton 
Highlands), for families. 


Drinan urges unified cigarette tax to 
reduce bootlegging incentive 


Cong. Robert Drinan (D-Mass.) has 
proposed increasing the federal tax on 
cigarettes and eliminating all state taxes 
on them to reduce the incentive for in¬ 
terstate bootlegging. 

Drinan said, “I have joined with Cong. 
Edward W. Pattison (D-NY) to introduce 
legislation which will end the crime of 


cigarette bootlegging overnight and 
transfer hundreds of millions of dollars 
from the vaults of organized crime into 
the hard-pressed state treasuries where 
these funds belong. 

“The Federal Cigarette Tax Reform 
and Anti-Smuggling Act of 1977 would 
make this crime a federal offense. 


Privacy laws amended 
to protect public safety 


Legislation designed to balance 
potential conflicts between individual 
rights of privacy and the need to make 
certain information available to the 
public has been signed into law. 

The law, including amendments to the 
Fair Information Practices Act (FIPA), 
the Criminal Offender Records In¬ 
formation Law (CORI) and the Public 
Records Law, is designed to clarify some 
ambiguities in the original laws. 

‘"Die right of privacy is not an absolute 
but must be accommodated to other 
societal interests,” said Privacy Com¬ 
mission Chairman David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton). 

Oie of the amendments expands the 
categories of agencies and individuals 
that could be certified to have access 
under the Criminal Offender Record 
Information Act. 

Any agency or individual may now 
have access to CORI when the Criminal 
History Systems Board and the Security 
and FTivacy Council have determined 
that the public interest in knowing dearly 
outweighs the individual’s interest in 
security and privacy. 

“This balancing test approach is broad 
enough and flexible enough to cover a 
multitude of situations,” Mofenson said. 


“It is designed to cover such problems as 
the school bus driver inrident of last 
spring as well as other employer- 
employee situations. Furthermore, it 
permits for other screening where public 
safety problems might be involved.” 

The amendments also make clear that 
law enforcement investigative in¬ 
formation and files are beyond the scope 
of FIPA. 

The Fair Information Practices Act 
was created in 1975 by the Special 
Legislative Commission on Privacy to 
provide access for individuals to files 
kept on them in state agencies and to 
establish procedures prohibiting secret 
state data banks and the unrestricted 
dissemination of personal information 
held in state files. 

The new law expands FIPA coverage to 
the various constitutional offices. It also 
expands FIPA coverage to private 
agencies which do business for the state 
government under license or contract. 

The Criminal History Systems Board 
and the Security and Privacy Council are 
in the process of adopting regulations to 
implement the new law as it relates to 
criminal records. The law took effect on 
Oct. 29. 


“The way to make a dent in this rapidly 
growing crime, perpetrated largely by 
members of organized crime, is to 
remove the wide interstate tax dif¬ 
ferentials which provide the incentive for 
cigarette smuggling. 

The bill which we have introduced 
would amend the Internal Revenue Code 
to remove completely the incentive for 
cigarette smuggling by establishing a 
uniform federal tax. 

The Federal tax would be increased 
from its present level of 8 cents per pack 
to 31 cents per pack,” Drinan said. The 
current Massachusetts tax on cigarettes 
is 21 cents, so under Drinan’s bill the total 
tax on cigarettes here would increase 2 
cents per pack. 

“Each State which refrained from 
levying a tax on cigarettes would then be 
eligibleto receive from the federal 
government a reimbursement based 
upon the number of packs of cigarettes 
sold. 

“Thirty-one cents is equivalent to the 
highest present combined city, state and 
federal tax, so no state would suffer a 
revenue loss. 

All states would receive additional 
revenues due to the elimination of the 
illegal smuggling which cuts into funds 
derived from the taxation of cigarettes. 

“Massachusetts would gain better than 
$12 million a year which it now loses to 
cigarette smugglers. At the same time, 
organized crime would lose a great deal. 

‘The threats, beatings, and murders 
which have grown to accompany 
cigarette distribution and sales would 
disappear, Drinan said. 

“I hope that the next session of 
Congress will witness the enactment of 
legislation to break the vicious cycle of 
cigarette smuggling,” he concluded.

To celebrate, 
Cathy and Don Hale have invited the 
family to celebrate at their home. 

Early Thanksgiving morning, the Hale 
family, including nine year old twins, 
Peter and Robert, will arise and being 
preparing the meaL Cathy and Don will 
work in the kitchen together. 

Each of them enjoys preparing food 
and they usually divide up the respon¬ 
sibilities. Since Cathy works part-time as 
a nurse and Don owns a home electronics 
store in Wellesley Hills, they find that the 
duties of who prepares dinner falls to a 
simple formula. Don explained “it is 
according to who’s working, how late and 
how soon people are expected.” 

Don Hale’s specialties usually run to 
the main course although his boys 
bragged that his blueberry muffins were 
better than the famed muffins from a 
Boston department store. 

Cathy takes over in the vegetable and 
pie department and Don says her pie 
crusts are the flakiest and tenderest he’s 
ever eaten. 

Don’s interest in cooking began when 
the Hales were first married and Cathy 
presented him with a book on wines. Hale 
not only got interested in cooking, but he 
also began collecting wines and today has 
what he described as “a modest wine 
cellar.” 

Thanksgiving Day, Don will take 
charge of the turkey and the stuffing he 
will prepare will be from a recipe handed 
down in his family for 180 years. The 
Hales and the Collins are old Yankee 
families. The recipe calls for the use of 
Common Crackers and Don says they are 
the only “cracker that works” for this 
s tuff in q. 

■He will make the 
gravy from turkey stock which he starts 
from scratch and which simmers the 
entire time the turkey is cooking. He 
advises cookinq the turkey at 325 degrees 
F. and baste it often. He does put cheese 
cloth over the turkey to keep it moist To 
begin, he wipes down the turkey and salts 
the cavity. He rubs the skin with

vegetable oil and puts some oil over the 
cheesecloth. However, “for a turkey, you 
don’t need it too well-oiled.” Don also 
advises roasting the turkey upside down 
for two-thirds to three-quarters of the 
roasting time. The difference in time 
depends upon the size of the turkey. 

After the initial hectic preparations for 
the large meal are finished, Don and 
Cathy will treat themselves to a Cham¬ 
pagne breakfast, including a cheese 
omelet and bacoa This is a treat 
reserved for special occasions only and 
“helps to set the tone for the day,” said 
Don. 

The Hale’s efforts will be concentrated 
on the main portion of the meal. Only nuts 
and cheese and crackers will be served 
before. In addition to the turkey, there 
will be sweet potatoes, onlions, cranberry 
sauce and a mince 8 apple pie. 

If there is any leftover mince pie, the 
Hales will serve it warm for breakfast 
something which Don recently learned 
“is a throwback to a habit my great¬ 
grandfathers had.” 

It is a special meal to mark a special 
moment—a family’s happiness at being 
together. 


COLLIN’S FAMILY 
TURKEY STUFFING 
(This recipe is 
180 years old) 
l\i lb. Common Crackers 
Vz lb. ground salt pork 
2 tablespoons Bell’s seasoning 
2 teaspoons salt 
1 quart whole milk 
Blend ground crackers and ground salt 
pork. Add seasoning and salt. Add milk, 
but do not have the mix too wet. Have it 
moist and grainy.

Pre-heat oven to 375 degrees F. In a small 
bowl, mix brown sugar, honey, orange 
juice and peel. Spoon mixture over 


potatoes. Bake uncovered on upper shelf 
of oven 45 min. till the top is brown. 

STIR FRY FRESH 
GREEN BEANS 
1 ^ lb. fresh green beans 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
1 teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon pepper 
Va teaspoon dried leaf marjoram 
Wash beans and cut into diagonal one- 
inch pieces. Melt butter in a large skillet. 
Add beans and sprinkle with salt, pepper 
and marjoram. Cover and cook five min. 
over medium high heat stirring 
frequently. Uncover and cook three min. 
longer, stirring constantly. Serve. 

MINCE APPLE PIE 

1 jar (2 8 -oz. jars), ready-to-use mince 
meat 

3 cups thinly sliced tart apples, un¬ 
peeled 

3 4 teaspoon grated lemon peel 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
Pastry for two 9-inch pie crusts 

2 tablespoons heavy cream 
Pre-heat oven to 400 degrees F. In a 

large bowl, combine mincemeat, apples, 
lemon peel, lemon juice and mix gently. 
Roll out and line 9-inch pie plates with 
pastry. Spoon mixture into pastry lined 
pie plate. Roll out remaining dough and 
cut toward center to allow steam to 
escape during baking. Flute edges and 
brush with cream. Bake for 45 min.

V 4 cup water chestnuts, cut in strips 
% cup (3 oz.) shredded cheddar cheese 
Prepare basic 4 egg puffy omelet. Meanwhile, com¬ 
bine sauce mix and water. Bring to a boil, stirring con¬ 
stantly. Boil and stir 1 minute. Stir in butter and 
begetables. Simmer 5 minutes. To serve, score omelet 
across center, sprinkle with two-thirds of cheese and fold 
in half.

PUFFY OMELET

Place 
skillet in pre-heated oven; bake 14 to 16 minutes or until 
knofe inserted near center comes out clean. 

Dear Diane: I would like a simple, but different recipe 
for lamb chops.

Preparing a puffy omelet looks like a work of art to 
those who see it. You who have prepared it know it’s 
simply a matter of following simple directions carefully. 

The puffy omelet gets its souffle-like appearance from 
egg whites and yolks which are beaten separately, then 
folded together. To insure that your omelet puffs 
properly, be careful not to overbeat the egg whites 
causing them to dry out. Next blend the two mixtures 
together thoroughly so that you won’t end up with the 
“layered look”. When the butter you've heated in an oven¬ 
proof skillet is just hot enough to sizzle water, you can 
begin cooking the omelet. Let the omelet fluff and puff on 
the surface of the range until the bottom is golden brown, 
then place it in a preheated oven for about 15 minutes. 

While you’re waiting for the omelet to bake, prepare the 
sweet sour sauce that will give this dish the Far East 
flavor. Begin with a convenience mix, then spice the 
sauce with pepper strips, water chestnuts and snow peas. 

When you’re ready to fold the omelet, slip in golden 
cheddar cheese, then top with additional cheese and sauce 
to serve with milk, the perfect complement for many 
flavors. 




want to stuff the turkey the night before, 
he advised cooling the dressing to the 
same temperature as the bird. 

For roasting the turkey, he suggested 
cooking at a low temperature. 

ROAST STUFFED TURKEY 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Place the 
bird in a roasting pan, breast side up. 
Brush melted butter or margerine all 
over the top surface of the turkey. Do not 
cover it with anything. After 30 minutes 
lower heat ot 275 degrees. At this low heat 
it should take approximately: 

Three hours for 10 to 12 pounds. 

Four to four and a half hours for 13 to 16 
pounds. 

Five to five and a half hours for 17 to 19 
pounds. 

Six to six and a half hours for 20 to 23 
pounds. 

Owen stressed differences in ovens, 
pans, and starting temperatures of 
turkey may cause variations in length of 
roasting time. 

The best test for doness is the meat 
thermometer, he said. 

He suggested, "Insert meat ther¬ 
mometer one and a half to two inches into 
the thigh muscle next to the body cavaity, 
before placing the bird in the oven. Be 
sure not to touch the bone. Temperature 
when done should be 185 to 190 degrees.” 

Owen’s Poultry Farm is more than a 
place to buy a Thanksgiving turkey. It 
also has cows, horses, chickens, a 
peacock, and pigs. These 
animals, according to the farm’s 
founder, Walter Cown, are there for 
the children who visit. For many 


elementary and nursery schools, Owen’s 
is a yearly outing. On a crisp October day 
a group of youngsters from Brookline, for 
example, were inspecting the egg 
packing area. But the tour was brief and 
they missed the green eggs. 

These eggs are real and fresh. They 
were laid by a Araucana bird which is 
known for its pale green eggs. 

According to the senior Owen, who has 
been in the poultry business since 1935, 
the color of the egg is dependent on the 
breed of chicken. White egg layers are 
from Mediterranean area while brown 
egg layers are from the Orient. 

At Owen’s the specialty is brown eggs 
from chicken fed on organic food. The 
senior Owen said, the farm sells about 200 
dozen a day. 

Eggs, he added, can keep in tne 
refrigerator for two weeks. “If they are 
kept in a covered aluminum or glass 
container,” he said, “they can stay fresh 
for six weeks.” Such containers, he ex¬ 
plained, prevent evaporation through the 
eggshell pores. 

Owen said he began his farm witn a half 
dozen chicken in 1935. Within a year he 
had expanded his flock to 1000 and was 
selling and delivering his eggs throughout 
Needham. Pointing to an old picture on 
the wall, he said, “In 1951 I set up this 
small stand and my customers came to 
me.” 

The store has since expanded and the 
business now sells predominantly 
precooked poultry dishes and fresh fruit 
pies. Reflecting on his 42 years in 
business and this change in emphasis 
Owen sighs, “Times have sure changed.”

For the past seven years of her 
marriage, Laura has escaped en¬ 
tertaining her husband’s family for 
Thanksgiving dinner. This year they 
invited themselves — all 16 of them. 

The thought of preparing a turkey large 
enough to accommodate such a crowd 
was giving her a tension headache. But 
last week she found a short cut, and her 
mother-in-law will never know the dif¬ 
ference. Owen’s Poultry Farm in 
Needham is preparing a pre-cooked 
frozen turkey for her. 

Laura will pick it up either Sunday, 
November 20 or Monday, Nov. 21. The 
bird will then defrost in her refrigerator 
until Thanksgiving day when she will 
heat it at 325 degrees for about four and a 
half hours. 

James Owen, one of the second 
generation of owners of the family run 
farm, said people should place their 
orders early since the supply of 
precooked turkey is limited. According to 
Owen, the farm sold 800 such turkeys last 
Thanksgiving. 

He added, “We sold another 2300 to 
those who stuffed and roasted the birds 
themselves.” Many of these were con¬ 
sidered fresh killed. Owen explained, 
however, the term is a misnomer, since 
all turkeys require tenderizing by aging 
for at least three days at 35 degrees. 

He warned contamination can result in 
the home from putting hot stuffing into a 
refrigerated bird and allowing it to sit 
several hours before cooking. If people

The Women’s Association of the Union Church of Waban 
has found an environmentally sound way of raising some 
extra money for its treasury. 

Rhoda Clough, who said she is “one hundred percent in 
favor of recycling everything,” last fall encouraged the 
women’s group in her church to take advantage of the 
aluminum recycling program sponsored by the Reynolds 
Aluminum Recycling Company. Reynolds pays 17 cents a 
pound for used aluminum cans and household aluminum 
such as foil and frozen food trays. 

Many members of the Women’s Association and some 
lother church members became interested in donating 
their used aluminum, and Mrs. Clough found herself the 
head of a small but busy aluminum recycling “com- 
|mittee.” 

| Mrs. Gough asked church members to deposit their 
.aluminum contributions at church on Sundays, and the 
| members of the Women’s Association bring their 
[aluminum to their monthly meetings. Mrs. Clough stores 
j the aluminum at the church, and takes it to the Reynolds 
Recycling Center at 50 Tower Rd. whenever she collects a 
| trunkful. 

“A trunk plus a back seat full of aluminum usually adds 
up to about 30 pounds,” Mrs. Gough said. “That's about 
[all we can handle at one time.” 

Mrs. Gough and her friend and valuable assistant 
recycler, Libby Norstrand, like to check the cans before 
they take them to the Reynolds center to make sure no 
steel cans have been donated by mistake. They use a 
magnet to separate steel from aluminum. Aluminum does 
not stick to a magnet as steel does, and Reynolds only 
accepts aluminum for recycling. 


Besides aluminum beverage cans, Reynolds pays 17 
cents a pound for scrap aluminum such as lawn furniture 
tubing, siding, and storm door and window frames. Old 
aluminum pots and pans are also recyclable, provided all 
non-aluminum parts are removed. 

Mrs. Gough feels that, besides making a financial 
contribution to the treasury, which buys altar flowers, 
sponsors speakers and prints a church yearbook, the 
Women’s Association is making a valuable contribution to 
the environment and to their community by recycling. 

“Many of our members pick up aluminum litter from 
along the streets near homes or where we shop,” Mrs. 
Gough said. “I very often clean up the area around our 
M3TA station, and come up with lots of aluminum.” 

Mrs. Gough and many of the Women’s Association 
members recycle everything they use in their homes. One 
member said she placed a sign and a trash can in the 
hallway of her apartment complex asking other apart¬ 
ment dwellers to deposit their aluminum for recycling 
instead of throwing it away. 

At their first meeting of the fall season, many members 
brought in all the aluminum they had collected during the 
summer. Some women had even saved their own 
aluminum and cleaned up the local streets while they 
wei e vacationing at the Cape or in Maine. Their first total 
of the new season amounted to 35 pounds. 

Last year the Women’s Association added more than $30 
to their treasury by recycling about 180 pounds of 
aluminum. 

“Ours may not be the largest recycling total,” Mrs. 
Gough said, “but we have educated our members about 
the need for recycling; and as long as we recycle all we 
use. we are doing our share.”

Newport harbor, crammed so tightly in September with 
thousands of yachts, seems all but deserted now in com¬ 
parison. 

Gone too are the August scenes of the white hulled 
racing machines being towed to Brenton Reef in Block 
Island Sound to hoist sail and begin relentless hours of 
sailing competition and training. 

Ted Turner, who eventually was selected to defend the 
Cup in the 23rd attempt by a foreign country to wrest it 
from its home at the New York Yacht Club, drove his crew 
aboard Courageous until it was honed into an unbeatable 
team. 

When the best of seven series of match races began 
Sept. 13, the months of training paid off. Courageous beat 
Australia in four straight. 

During the long summer of competition leading to the 
selection of challenger and defender, a fleet of small 
boats, darting from Bannisters Wharf or Jamestown out 
to the cup boats, played a prominent role. 

A terse radio message would be received at dockside — 
‘We need a three ounce spinnaker!” “Bring us a genoa 
block fast!” — and a small, outboardpowered boat would 
head, full bore, for the sound. Often it was a press run, 
rushing photographers for their daily ritual of picture 
taking. 

“You can’t underestimate the value of the small boats,” 
said Richard Sayer, a spokesman for the Courageous 
crew whose main tender, a 42-foot Hatteras, was backed 
up by a 21-foot Boston Whaler Outrage and an inflatible 
Zodiac. 

“We used the Zodiac for harbor travel, but when we had 
to rush a sail or a piece of equipment out to sea, we called 
on the Outrage. For a small boat it performed 
magnificently, even in the roughest waters.” 

The ill-fated Swedish challenger, Sverige, which was 
knocked out of contention as a challenger for the Cup by 
the Aussies, relied on a 42-foot Uniflite as its main tender, 
three Bayliners in the 20-foot class and a 19-foot Boston 
Whaler. 

Gunnar Franzen, who skippered the Uniflite, christened 
’Swede ‘N Tender,” said the boat was specially equipped 
to handle the needs of a 12-meter yacht. It had a portable 
sail bin and a complete metal, woodworking and sail 
repair shop on board. 

The Australians, according to Bob Hemery, used a 
Boston Whaler for most of its tending chores. 

“We used a 21-foot Outrage with a 175 horsepower 
Evinrude to support our main tender. It was convenient 
and did everything we asked of it — carrying special sails, 
gear, photographers and news persons. It was fast, 
maneuverable and stable and safe at maximum speed, 
even in rough waters.” 

The only team that did not use any small tenders was 
Franee, which relied on the Ninny, a 32-foot diesel cruiser. 

The final use of the tender fleet came on Sept. 18, after 
Australia lost the fourth and final race of the series. 

Pandemonium reigned when the victor and vanquished 
were towned back to Newport harbor. Bottles of cham¬ 
pagne appeared as if by magic. Turner, grinning from ear 
to ear, toasted his crew, the Australians, his fans, 
everyone. 

Cannon boomed, whistles blew and people lining the 
waterfront cheered and waved flags. 

While all this was going on at Bannister’s Wharf, berth 
of the Courageous, the crew of the Australia, led by Alan 
Bond, principle backer of the Aussie challenge, boarded 
their Outrage and headed for the scene of celebration. 
- With Bond standing like George Washington crossing 
the Delaware, the Aussie tender pulled alongside the 
Courageous and Bond and his crews scrambled on board. 
In minutes both crews were in the water as Aussie tossed 
American into the drink and vice versa. 

Another multi-million dollar sporting extravaganza was 
over. For Bond it was the second time he backed an 
Australian loser. But at the final news conference that 
night in the Newport Armory, a wet, bedraggled but 
smiling Bond said: 

“We’ll be back in 1980 — and we’ll win!” 


Braces for crippled children 

ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI) - When Gillette Children’s 
Hospital was founded in 1897 with funds appropriated for 
the free care of handicapped children, Minnesota became 
the first state in the nation to work with crippled children. 

With each passing year the work has become more 
refined. Now the hospital is a leader in the development of 
brakes called orthoses that help support the limbs and 
trunks of handicapped youngsters. 

Doctors and engineers draw on modern technology to 
build strong but light braces to help children with a broad 
range of problems. 

For many years, for example, a heavy steel, aluminum 
and leather brace was mounted to the bottom of the shoe 
of a handicapped child. Now, 18 of 20 braces made for 
lower limbs at Gillette are constructed in a polypropylene 
shell design. 

Marty Carlson, an aeronautical engineer at the 
hospital’s orthotics and prosthetics laboratory, explained 
this design is much more weight efficient, and can provide 
a weight saving of 12 ounces for a six-year-old. 

“For a crippled child to behave like a normal child,” 
Carlson said, “he has to behave like an athlete, so too 
much weight sticks him further in the hole.” 

The lighter brace also makes for a more normal ap¬ 
pearance because it fits into a shoe and the child can wear 
the same kind of footgear the other kids are wearing. 

“A handicapped child is conscious of his looks,” Carlson 
said, "and the more normal his appearance, the healthier 
he is. 

"Crippled children also are susceptible to deformities 
as they grow, and in order to prevent these deformities in 
the ankle and foot, you need an extremely good fit. You 
can’t get that in a shoe, but you can in a precisely molded 
shell.” 

Other innovative braces being produced at Gillette 
include a two-piece body jacket that can be used after 
spinal surgery in place of a plaster cast. This jacket also 
is useful for paralytic disorders. 

This brace is made of polypropylene, weighs about four 
pounds, and unlike the plaster cast, can be removed for 
baths or just to scratch. 

Positioning systems for cerebral palsy and advanced 
muscular dystrophy patients who don’t have the strength 
to sit in a good posture have come under the scrutiny of 
the orthotics laboratory, resulting in development of the 
sitting support orthosis. This polypropylene shell is made 
to conform to the child. 

“For years people have been upholstering chairs to 
juttress such a handicapped child,” Carlson said, “but 
the homemade efforts didn’t control the pelvis and did not 
conform precisely enough to body contours.” 

The Gillette orthosis is a thin plastic shell which con¬ 
forms to the child’s body, allowing the arms to hang by the 
sides in comfort. 

“In a slumping position, a patient can’t learn and can’t 
try to learn,” Carlson said. “But this brace gives the 
necessities with some finesse. It provides a head restraint 
and allows the patient to sit upright with spinal support - 
with the head up in a position for eating, learning and 
observing.” 

During the past three years about 125 patients from 
Minnesota have been fitted with sitting support braces.

Vietnam Era vets 
high on CETA list 

November has been declared “Hire A Vietnam Era 
Veteran Month” by Gov. Michael S. Dukakis. 

In honoring this month Newton Area CETA (Com¬ 
prehensive Employment and Training Act) would like to 
draw to the attention of all veterans of this era, as well as 
recently discharged veterans, of the training and em¬ 
ployment opportunities available through the Newton 
Area CETA office. 

‘‘Vietnam Era and recently discharged veterans are 
high on our service priority list,” said Newton Mayor 
Theodore S. Mann, chairman of the Newton Area CETA. 
“These people have served their country and now deserve 
every opportunity to get a job and fully participate in 
today’s society.” During the past year Newton Area 
CETA has served over 600 veterans, 122 of these of the 
Vietnam Era. 

Vietnam Era Veterans are defined as those who served 
in the U.S. Armed Forces during the period from Aug. 5, 
1964, to May 7,1975. Veterans who served during that time 
and meet CETA eligibility guidelines of unemployment 
and low income often have a number of barriers that 
make it difficult to make the transition into the working 
world. Often there is an educational handicap for those 
who did not finish high school before going into the ser¬ 
vice, and now they also lack civilian work experience. 
Some have had emotional adjustment and tragically, 
some are still plagued with drug dependency problems. 

Newton Area CETA offers these veterans as well as 
» those who separated from active duty within the past four 
years, a number of programs to aid them in becoming 
self-sufficient, valuable employees. 

For those who lack educational skills, CETA offers 
courses in remedial reading and mathematics and 
preparation of the high school equivalency examination. 

For those who lack work skills, a number of skill- 
training classes are held, ranging from computer 
technology to auto repair. 

Work-experience programs to establish a positive 
recent work history are available. 

Those who are ready to enter the labor force may 
participate in on-the-job training programs and public 
service employment. 

Over half of Newton CETA’s public service employment 
participants go on to jobs in the private sector. Eighty 
percent of the training participants are also placed. 

Veterans as well as all CETA clients receive a paycheck 
during their training and employment periods. 

To be eligible for Newton Area CETA services, veterans 
must live in one of the following communities: Newton, 
Waltham, Brookline, Lexington, Needham, Bedford, 
Dover, Lincoln, Wellesley or Weston. They must have 
been unemployed at least 30 days and meet the federal 
guidelines for low family income. 

CETA clients are served on a priority basis, with those 
most in need served first. Veterans are especially urged 
to apply for CETA services if they are also burdened with 
other significant barriers to employment, such as being a 
public-assistance recipients, minority group members, 
handicapped, are law offenders, are over 45, are high 
school dropouts, have limited English-speaking ability, 
are single parents, with dependents, or have an annual 
gross income below the federally determined poverty 
level. 

CETA applicants should come to the CETA Job and 
Training Center, 141 Moody St., Waltham, or call 894-5925 
for more information on CETA programs that fit a per¬ 
son’s particular needs.

Prison inmates run 
computer service 

fcRAMINGHAM, Mass. (UPI) - Con’Puter Systems 
Programming, a company which provides data 
processing services for other businesses, is run from 
tteliind bars - by inmates of the state’s minimum 
secilrity prison here. 

Con’IJuter pays bills, makes out payrolls and provides 
other cdmputerized data processing services for its 
Boston are% customers. 

The company is an outgrowth of an intensive computer 
programming' and maintenance course taught in the 
prison by Honeywell volunteers. 

“Some of these guys admit they have never worked an 
honest job in their livessaid prison superintendent Jack 
Bates. “And now they-have formed a legal partnership, 
they reimburse the stgte for costs of keeping them in 
prison, they send money home to families left on the 
outside and they have developed the motivation, working 
habits and skills which will be invaluable in making their 
return to the community successful.’’ 

“When they are paroled they leave prison with on-the- 
job white-collar experience which is impressive to em¬ 
ployers,” adds Richard N. Henderson, Honeywell’s 
community services manager and director of its 
Massachusetts prison program. 

“Of the 350 computer course graduates who have been 
paroled during the 10 years we have been running the pro¬ 
gram, 85 percent were hired immediately by computer 
companies and the remaining 15 percent found positions 
in other fields.” 


Picketing Peter 
to protest Paul 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Recently stenciled in red on 
sidewalks at several downtown street corners were the 
words “Free All Political Prisoners In Iran.” 

A casual pedestrian walking over this bit of graffiti may 
have wondered why the graffitians enscribed the 
sidewalks here rather than in the country were the 
politicians were incarcerated. There are two possible 
explanations: 

1. They were a little weak in geography. 

2. They wanted to get the message to the Shah of Iran, 
who is coming here soon for a visit, and didn’t trust the 
postal service to deliver it on time. 

Whatever the rationale, offeenter protests of this sort 
appear to be catching on. To cite just one other example, 
every day for about a month last summer a group ap¬ 
peared on the U.S. Capitol steps with a sign reading “Stop 
the Torture in (as I recall) Chile.” 

Were they trying to lobby Congress to enact legislation 
making torture in Chile illegal? Or were they implying 
that Congress was torturing Chile, perhaps by sending it 
copies of the Congressional RecordO 

It’s curious, but in the circumstances I was not suprised 
by what William Nilly, a well-known political activist, told 
me when I ran into him at a party the other evening. 

“Heigh-ho, Willie,” I hailed. “Where have you been 
keeping yourself?” 

“I just got back from a couple of weeks in England.” 

“Ah, that must be a great place for a vacation this time 
of year.” 

“I didn’t go there for a vacation. I was in London taking 
p part in a demonstration against the Panama Canal treaty. 
We went around painting ‘Stop the Panama Canal 
Giveaway’ on the sidewalks.” 

“But, Willie, the canal isn’t England's to give away,” I 
pointed out. “That treaty is between Panama and the 
United States." 

Nilly shot me an exasperated look. “I’m well aware of 
who the signatories are. Do you think we would have been 
demonstrating in London if the Panama Canal belonged to 
England?” 

I said, “Okay. Where would you have gone if England 
owned the canal?” 

“To Paris, of course. How else could we arouse French 
opposition to the treaty?” 

“Willie,” I said, “I’m not sure I understand the 
reasoning behind all this. Why did you happen to pick 
London for an anti-treaty demonstration?” 

Nilly shot me a condescending look. “Because the pro- 
treaty forces in Rome have been going all out to build 
Italian support for ratification. We opponents felt we had 
to do something to counter their activities.” 

I said, “While you were in England did you also get in a 
few licks against the Britishowned Concorde landings in 
New York?” 

“Don’t be silly. That’s what I’m going to Tokyo for next 
month.” 


Gilbert, Jones combine 
for team championship

LAKE BUENA VISTA, Fla. (UPI) - There’s going to 
be one happy golfer hawking pizzas in Chattanooga this 
winter. 

Gibby Gilbert, who got into the pizza business during 
the 11 weeks he was sidelined from the PGA tour with tom 
rib cage muscles this summer, combined with Greg Jones 
Sunday to win the $200,000 Walt Disney World National 
Team Championship, by one stroke, over Steve Melnyk 
and Andy North. 

The win was worth $20,000 apiece, but more important 
for the 36-year-old Gilbert is that the victory exempts him 
from qualifying for tournaments next year. 

“This is great, the money is great, but I had been 
exempt since 1970 and I was going to have to qualify next 
year, and I wasn’t looking forward to that,” Gilbert said. 

The tournament went down to the final cup, with 
Melnyk and North surging into a tie with a birdie on the 
17th hole of the par-72, 7,197-yard Magnolia Course. 

Gilbert and Jones, who entered the final round with a 
three-stroke lead, carded a final 66, six under par, for a 72- 
hole total of 253 — 35 strokes under par. 

Melnyk and North, a couple of University of Florida 
graduates, had a final 63 for a 254 total. 

Four strokes off the pace, at 31-under, were the 
twosomes of Hale Irwin and Tom Weiskopf and brothers 
Dave and Mike Hill. 

Five strokes back were the teams of Morris Hatalsky 
and Don Pooley and Chi Chi Rodrigue* and Victor 
Regalado. The Latins had tied for the first-round lead with 
Gilbert and Jones, led the second round by a stroke and 
were only three off the pace until their finalround 68. 

Gilbert and Jones started out slowly until Gilbert bir- 
died the third hole. They both birdied no. 4 and then Jones 
took over. 

He birdied the 9th, 10th and 15th holes and then hit his 
tournament-winning four wood on No. 18. 

“I tried to aim right at the flag and just annihilate it,” 
said Jones, 31, who already was exempt for next year by 
ranking 35th on this year’s money list with $80,021. 

“I really wanted to win,” said Jones, who is from 
Wichita, Kan , and who, like Gilbert, had two previous 
tour victories to his credit. “I hadn”t won m five years 
although I had played some good golf.” 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Walter Edens knows fall has 
returned when many houseplant owners start calling for 
advice about their ailing plants. 

Edens is chief horticulturist for Lincoln Park Con¬ 
servatory here. He says most popular houseplants, such 
as dieffenbachia, coleus and philodendron, need a 30-40 
percent relative humidity level because they are tropical 
or semi-tropical in origin. Without it, they wilt. 

People and furniture benefit from the same level, says 
humidifier expert Gregg Blankenship. But the colder it 
becomes outdoors, the lower the humidity drops Indoors, 
sometimes as low as one to nine percent. 

At that level, people’s skin feels dry, furniture can 
become unglued and warp, plaster can crack, wallpaper 
peel and floors creak. 

Edens and Blankenship, who is president of the industry 
organization, The Humidifier Institute, have some tips for 
coping with all these problems: 

Both recommend using humidifiers, either portable or 
built into the house or apartment heating system. 

In the case of plants, Edens says frequent waterings 
won’t help because roots absorb water at an established 
rate. If the leaves are losing moisture faster because of 
dry air, the plant wilts, and the older, lower leases drop. 

Misting leaves with lukewarm water gives only tem¬ 
porary relief, he said, and it must be done several times 
daily. 

The two or three gallons of humidity a day added by 
showers, cooking, laundering and other normal moisture- 


producing activities also are inadequate, Blankenship 
said. 

The institute recommends 6.4 to 13.8 gallons daily for 
optimum humidity for a 1,500-square-foot house. The 
amount depends on. how tightly the structure Is built. 

“Homes built before 1950 were not constructed as 
tightly as newer homes,” Blankenship says. 

He said the ideal is a whole house humidifier tailored to 
the size and construction of the building and the type of 
heating plant. 

If that is out of the question, he recommends individual 
units. 

He said the average twobedroom apartment needs 
about 10 gallons of water a day, and a two-floor house, 
about 18 gallons. 

To actually determine the size units needed, first learn 
the cubic footage of the area to be humidified. Blanken¬ 
ship says that information can be obtained from the 
builder or, if you rent, from your landlord or management 
company. 

The cost, like the number and size of units needed, 
depends on the total physical layout. He estimated the 
cost and installation charges for a furnace humidifier for 
a two-story house with basement and three or four 
bedrooms at $175-$225. 

For a two-bedroom house or a one-or two-bedroom 
apartment with its own furnace, about $125-$175; 

And for a two-bedroom apartment without its own 
furnace, about $75-$100. 


Energy costs to operate vary widely, Blankenship said. 
He said in many cases a central humidifier hooked up 
with a furnace uses less electricity than a 25-watt light 
bulb. 

For maximum efficiency, he said, portable humidifiers 
should be placed near heating and cooling outlets, 
generally in a hallway, to get maximum distribution.

Richard Davis, former Transcript owner, dies 


FinCom ups price on property 


Funeral services will be held Thursday 
for Richard W. Davis, of Acton, former 
co-publisher of Transcript Newspapers 
Inc., of Dedham, who died yesterday in 
New England Deaconness Hospital in 
Bo&on yesterday after a long illness. He 
was 69 years old. 

Davis, who joined the Transcript 
company in 1930, worked until July, 1971, 
when Transcript Newspapers Inc. was 
purchased by Post Corporation. 

He began his newspaper career with 
the Parkway Transcript, serving 
Hoslindale and West Roxbury, in 1930. 
Mr. Davis worked in many capacities for 
the newspaper and was appointed editor 
in 1936. 

In 1941 he was appointed general 
manager of Transcript Press Inc., of 
Dedham, and in 1944 was one of four 
people to buy the company from the 
estate of the late Charles M. Cox. That 
year Mr. Davis was elected president of 
the company. Subsequently the com¬ 
pany’s directors formed a new cor¬ 
poration, Transcript Publications Inc., 
and Mr. Davis continued as director of 
both companies. 

A Roslindale native, Mr. Davis later 
lived in Needham for many years. 

He attended Jamaica Plain High 
School, the Tilton School and Nor¬ 
theastern University. 

During his last two years at Nor¬ 


theastern University Mr. Davis managed 
his father’s business, a stationery and 
bookstore, in Roslindale, and another 
business his father owned, the Oxford 
Chemical Company Inc. Mr. Davis’s 
father was a Roslindale businessman for 
over 50 years. 

As a member of the Roslindale Board of 
Trade Mr. Davis participated in many 
activities to improve that neighborhood 
of Boston. He was a member of the 
executive committee which raised funds 
to finance construction of the YMCA 
building in West Roxbury and was a 
trustee of Faulkner Hospital. 

He also participated in many fund¬ 
raising drives for charities, including the 
Red Cross, Salvation Army, Cancer, 
Heart, Polio and Kidney Foundations and 
the United Fund. During World War II 
Mr. Davis served on the Roslindale War 
Price and Rationing Board. 

He was also a member of the Roslin- 
dale-West Roxbury Kiwanis Gub, the 
New England Weekly Newspaper 
Association, the Massachusetts Press 
Association, the Needham Taxpayers’ 
Association and the Needham and 
Newton Chambers of Commerce. 

Mr. Davis is survived by his wife, 
Pauline B. Davis, of Acton; three sons, 
Richard W. Davis of Jamaica Plain, 
Jeffrey W. Davis of Acton and Francis J.

BOSTON— *nie patchy-green, almost deserted banks’of 
the Charles River, between the Boston University 
Boathouse and the WBZ-TV tower, came to life for one last 
fling Sundaywhen spectators crowded in to watch the 13th 
Annual Head-Of-the-Charles Regatta. 

The regatta, the world’s largest one day rowing event, 
registered ower 3,000 oarsmen and women in 720 boats, 
including fOur entrants in the Veteran’s Singles event from 
our area. 

The four veteran oarsmen were Leonard (Zeus) Wade, 73, 
of Needham, Jerry Olrich, 65, of Newtonville, Rev. Scott 
Paradise, 49, of West Newton, all rowing for the Cambridge 
Boat Club, and Henry Keyes, 73, of Newton Center, rowing 
fOr Union Boat Gub. 

The Veteran’s Singles event, open to scullers age 40 or 
over, kicked off the regatta at 10 ajn. on Sunday’sperfect, 
crisp autumn morning. Competitors ranking is determined 


by their last year’s times . Veteran competitor’s receive an 
eight-second handicap for each year over 40. 

Olrich, last year’s winner and favored to win the 
Veteran’s singles event again this year, was upset by second 
ranked Ed Lynch of Danvers, finishing fifth with a time fo 
24 minutes 56 seconds for the three-mile course. 

34th ranked Rev. Paradise pulled hard to finish an ex¬ 
cellent fourth with a time of 22 minutes 40 seconds. Wade, 
ranked 13, finished in 23rd place with a time of 28 minutes 
18.7 seconds, and 23rd ranked Keyes clocked a time of 31 
minutes 42.9 seconds for 36th place. 

The Head-of-the-Charles Regatta, sponsored by the 
Cambridge Boat Gub, and modeled after the successful 
English Head-of-the-River Regattas, was conceived in 
December 1964 by Howard McIntyre, D’Arcy MacMahon 
and John Vincent, three Cambridge Boat Gub members. 
With the help of British rowing luminary Ernest Arlett, the 
group organized the regatta with the idea of integrating 
.scholastic and club rowing in an informal way while 
promoting a recreational and non-polluting river activity.

Companies and 
employees owed 
up to $1.5 billion

NEW YORK (UPI) — Uncle Sam owes American 
business and around 30 million of its employees up $1.5 
billion in social security taxes that were collected on 
excludable sick pay, an expert in payroll tax accounting 
says. 

"It’s a legal area that is gray in some spots but so 
harshly black and white in other respects that it can 
impose rather fearful contingent liabilities on companies 
who collect and pay the tax and then forget to file for 
refunds,” says Roy Johnson of PCS Reports, Ltd., of New 
York. 

The $1.5 billion figure, arrived at in a rather complicat¬ 
ed way, is based partly on a survey of a sample of big 
companies indicating that 70 per cent of the firms ignore 
filing for the refunds on the theory that the bookkeeping 
involved isn’t worth it. 

But Marvin Kaufman, a tax expert for Alexander 
Grant, the accounting firm, said a company with 5,000 
workers who make an average $300 a week and who take a 
week’s annual sick leave, could be liable for up to $87,000 a 
year if it fails to file for the refunds then has to pay the 
money to its employees. 

Not only is there an opportunity for companies to 
recover this money for themselves and their employees, 
there is a legal obligation to do so. 

While the law is still being revised through the courts, 
the present regulations clearly say companies must 
refund the social security tax on legally excludable sick 
pay to workers even if the company fails to file for the 
refund before the legal deadline, Johnson said. This 
liability holds even if the worker fails to make a claim. 

But in addition to the paperwork involved in filing for 
the refunds, the whole area is further complicated by the 
different rules for social security tax and income tax on 
excludable sick pay. 

Virtually all pay for days taken off for illness by 
workers is excludable from social security tax. On the 
other hand, the rules for excluding sick pay from income 
subject to the income tax are very complex and restric¬ 
tive. 

Because of the confusion resulting in conforming to 
different regulations, Johnson’s firm, and several other 
firms have been engaged in advising companies and 
helping them to do the paper work involved in applying for 
the refunds. One that has started in the past year is Fiscal 
Recovery Associates, Inc., of San Marino, Calif. 

Johnson says the $1.5 billion estimate for the refunds 
may even be conservative because it is based on taxes 
illegally collected on workers making $150 a week. 

“The real amount may be higher,” he said. “The $1.5 
billion is based on an average 4.5 sick days a year that 
should be excluded from social security tax and generally 
isn’t. Also, the $1.5 billion doesn’t cover refunds that are 
due many of seven million workers in the public sector 
covered by social security.” 

Expect drop in 
retail coffee price

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Wholesale coffee prices are 
finally coming down. But when will prices on the shelf 
catch up?. 

Both industry and outside observers say it should be any 
time now. For some reason it’s taking longer for the 
prices to go down than it did for them to go up. 

Rep. Fred Richmond, D-N.Y., whose agriculture 
subcommittee held extensive hearings into the coffee 
price situation earlier this year, says he fully expects to 
see retail prices of about $2.25 per pound, perhaps $1.99 on 
sale, by January. 

“If not,” he tqld UPI, “I’m going to raise Cain. I will 
call hearings early in January if prices aren’t down.” 

Richmond thinks roasters are “working off some of 
their more expensive beans” now, and that’s why prices 
have not dropped. He said major roasters promised 
during his previous hearings that retail prices “ab¬ 
solutely” would come down when the price of coffee beans 
dropped, and he will hold them to that pledge. 

Robert Aders, head of the Food Marketing Institute, 
says coffee inventories that companies had to buy when 
prices were high should now be “flushed out rather 
quickly” because they are now able to buy coffee at lower 
prices. The institute represents chain stores and food 
manufacturers. Coffee traditionally has been a loss 
leader, an item sold at or near cost to lure customers into 
stores. 

Both Richmond and Aders cited a study by the Council 
on Wage and Price Stability showing about three months 
are needed for price changes to filter down through the 
marketing system. On that basis, prices should begin 
declining in December.

CAMPBELL, Ohio (UPI) 

- “Bubbles” Henry bowls 
no more. 

Piano lessons are ended 
for the Ginnis sisters, 
Stephanie, Cindy and 
(ieorgene. 

A fast food counter in 
Belmont Avenue has cut 
breakfasttoast and two 
eggs, any style — to 59 
cents. 

‘For Sale" signs sit like 
plague notices on lawns 
throughout thus suburban 
Youngstown steel com¬ 
munity of 12,000. In Chapel 
I^ne, three neighbors of 
Mayor Michael Katula have 
put their houses up for sale. 

There are more empty 
than filled spaces in the 
auto parking lots — named 
Mickey Mouse, Yogi Bear, 
Heckle and Cool Cat — 
terraced up the hillside 
above the Campbell works 
of the Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube Co. 

"For three generations 
that plant has been laying 
Campbell’s golden eggs. 
The eggs it’s laying aren’t 


golden anymore,” the 
mayor said. 

The 75-year-old mill fills 
the Mahoning Valley for 
more than a mile. It is an 
architectural hag. It is 
black, gray and brown and 
angular, puffing flame and 
black, white and brown 
smoke. It is a giant going to 
sleep. 

Environmental zealots 
might see it as a target. But 
for generations it was a 
magnet drawing poor men 
who passed under the 
Statue of Liberty from the 
Carpathian Mountains, 
Greek Isles, Bohemia, 
Poland, Ireland and Sicily. 

Father, son and then 
grandson labored in the 
Campbell mills. One 
generation taught the next 
always to wear long un¬ 
derwear, summer or 
winter; it is the insulation 
that protects the body from 
the hearth heat. 

Campbellites gave 
muscle to that industry that 
economists came to cite as 
the heart of American 
might. Other than during 
wartime, or during Olympic 
Games, nations began to

measure their macho in 
steel production. Now that 
U. S. might is questioned. 

American steel earnings 
are down. Japanese and 
German steel are invading 
and underselling. It is a 
subject of debate in 
Washington. Here, to some, 
it seems to be doomsday. 

The Campbell works of 
Youngstown employed 8,000 
persons until this fall. The 
mill paid 75 percent of the 
town’s taxes. But, now, 
5,000 workers are being 
dismissed. 

“We had thought of the 
mills as forever,” said 
worker Richard “Bubbles” 
Henry, 40. His father 
labored there 27 years. His 
brother too. He married the 
daughter of a steel worker. 

The men of steel labored 
in heat and dirt. But their 
unions and their companies 
made them the praetorian 
guard of U. S. labor. These 
are not workers who dwell 
in tenements; they build 
houses, own two-car 
garages, take the family to 
Disneyland. One unskilled 
neighbor has a swimming 
pool. 

“But something’ gone in 
this world. Is that old 
American dream becoming 
our nightmare?” said 
George Ginnis, 26 years in 
the mills. 

“If the steel industry 
goes, what’s going to 
happen to this country?” he 
said, rubbing the arm of his 
living room easy chair. 

“And what’s going to 
happen to us?” said his 
wife. 


Richard J. Henry, man of 
steel, does not look like a 
“Bubbles.” He has a he- 
man chest and arms formed 
by pumping steel. An older 
sister saw him as a baby 
making bubbling noises, 
thus the nickname. Friends 
call him "Bub.” Only 
family dare say “Bubbles.” 

He sits at the table in the 
showroom clean kitchen of 
his three-bedroom house; 
Campbell is formed by the 


belching mills down in the 
Mahoning Valley and over- 
the-mountain residential 
districts — green lawns and 
no sidewalks -- where 
television serials might be 
filmed. 

This is Mary Hartman, 
Fernwood, Ohio, country. 

His wife Theresa Marie, 
33, pours coffee. Henry and 
fellow steelworker William 
Cammack, 31, nod thanks. 
They are waiting for the 


Henrys’ son Dick, 9, to 
come home from school and 
wondering what to do when 
unemployment benefits run 
out next October. 

“I thought I would work 
there until I retire,” Henry 
said. 

“All of us did,” his wife 
said.

But it was 
different when I got laid off 
Sept. 2.” 

“So what are you going to 
do now?

A one yard 4th quarter touchdown run by 13 year old 
tailback David Amicangioli lifted the Pop Warner NAA 
Lions to an exciting Garden City Bowl triumph over the 
Newton Patriots 14-6 Sunday at Newton Highlands Field. 

For the hard luck Lions it was their very first win of the 
season, and doubly rewarding coming against their north 
side rivals. The victory maintains the Lions hex over the 
Pats, who have won only once in the 8 year series. 

Both teams played their hearts out all afternoon. 
Despite losing seasons on both sides this game was the big 
Suburban League finale for the city championship. But 
the Lions would not be denied.

12:15 pm. — Saturday, November 5, 1977: 

They were sitting around, trying to catch their breath. A 
defensive tackle said,” It was brutal—one of the toughest 
I’ve ever gone through.” 

Other members of the defensive unit added: 

“Exhausting.” 

“Rough.” 

“Heck, I didn’t think I was going to make it.” 

“Yeah, i know what you mean,” chimed in a flanker,” I 
mean, how was I supposed to know what the logarithm of 
749 is?” 

Yes, this group of Newton North football players had 
just gone through a grueling three hour ordeal—those 
infamous College Boards, known as SAT’s. 

The fatigue brought about by the tests didn’t affect the 
North squad too much though as they bounced back after 
a slow first half to shut out Weymouth South, 26-0.

The potential was 
there. They don’t get the credit they 
deserve.” 

Not exactly. Opposition coaches have 
commented on South’s rennaissance. 
Dual County League referees have told 
Westerkamp that he has put together a 
strong team that if put in another league 
would be champions. 

Of course, ‘if’s’don’t matter. The Lions 
are in the DCL, a “damn strong” league 
in Westerkamp’s words, and one which 
sends perennial champion Lincoln- 
Sudbury to the final rounds of the 
Division 1 Eastern Mass, schoolboy 
tourney. 


Building a winning soccer team in the 
DCL is a slow and frustrating process. 
The Lincoln-Sudburys.the Waylands, and 
Acton-Boxboros take advantage of every 
mistake. Especially mistakes made by 
teams that are developing, the Newton 
Souths, the Westons. 

However along with the mistakes come 
indicates that the future is bright. Ten

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Brookline upset by 
Newton traffic change 


Brookline and Newton’s squabble about 
who should get the traffic was not 
resolved at a Tuesday morning meeting 
of the Traffic Commission, but it helped. 

The Brookline Transportation Board 
was invited to a special meeting of the 
Newton Traffic Commission to try to 
explain why Newton unilaterally imposed 
a 45-day trial closing of the northbound 
access to Hammond Street at Chestnut 
Hill Road. 

The reason — that Hammond Street is 
too small to safely carry the 13,000 
vehicles a day counted there — has not 
been wholly accepted by Brookline, or at 
least not by the chairman of its tran¬ 
sportation board, Leo Minahan. 

Minahan and others suggested that 
Newton, irritated by traffic diverted to 
Newton by the closing of the Reservoir 
Road bridge, has blocked the use of 
Hammond Street in retaliation. 

The bridge was closed more than three 
years ago by the state Department of 
Public Works on the grounds of being 
unsafe. 

Newton, both through its Board of 
Aldermen and the mayor, has expressed 
its wish to have the bridge reopened, but 
Brookline, where the access to the bridge 
is, is opposed. The bridge itself is entirely 
within Boston. 


The 45-day trial of preventing traffic 
entering Hammond Street from Route 9 
and the Green Line Chestnut Hill station 
from proceeding northward beyond 
Chestnut Hill Avenue is in its third week. 

An island has been built just north of 
Chestnut Hill Avenue, which can be 
driven over by emergency vehicles. 

Although some Newton residents object 
to having to use Hammond Pond 
Parkway to go north from the Mall and 
Route 9 shopping, the consensus among 
those present at Tuesday’s meeting was 
that the plan is a good one. 

There are problems with signs, though, 
everybody agreed. Brookline wants 
“trailblazing” signs leading to Hammond 
Pond Parkway, the hoped-for alternate 
route north. 

Newton’s signs informing drivers that 
Hammond Street could not be traveled 
north to Beacon Street in some cases 
indicated that the road was under con¬ 
struction or merely closed at some un¬ 
specified point “ahead.” 

Brookline was not so easily pleased. 
Several residents complained that traffic 
is finding its way through Brookline to 
avoid Hammond Street when going north 
and are afraid that if the bridge is 
reopened the situation will be even worse.

Cleaners kidnapped 
in bank heist attempt 


Five men remained at large Wed¬ 
nesday morning following the kid¬ 
napping of two bank cleaners and the 
attempted robbery of the University 
Bank and Trust Company in Newton 
Corner Monday. 

Three 12-year-old boys were in¬ 
strumental in providing police with a 
description of three men involved. The 
presence of the boys peering into the front 
door of the bank also scared the suspects 
from the bank. 

The suspects had gained entrance to 
the bank with the use of a key after they 
kidnapped two employees of the J and B 
Cleaners of Waltham. 

The cleaners were kidnapped as they 
left the Chestnut Hill Branch of the bank 
at 230 Boylston St. shortly before 6 p.m. 
Monday. Two men wearing Halloween 
masks brandishing revolvers forced the 
cleaners into a van. 

They were handcuffed and had their 
legs and mouths taped, and had cloths put 
over their heads, police said. 

Police report the keys to both banks 


were taken from one of the cleaning men 
and the van was driven to the Newton 
Corner bank at 259 Centre St. near the 
Watertown line. 

At 6:09 p.m. police received a door 
alarm from the Newton Comer branch 
and Officers Charles Seeley and Allan 
Ciccone found the front door of the bank 
open but no one inside. 

The officers then talked to the three 
Newton boys who said they saw three 
suspicious men inside the bank. 

Another cruiser in the area spotted two 
handcuffed men walking on Pearl Street. 
The cleaning men had escaped from the 
van they had been forced into. 

Police reported that they found two 
sledge hammers and some crowbars 
inside the bank near the main vault after 
the men fled. 

The three boys saw the robbers run 
toward the parking lot of the HiLo Market 
next door, police said. 

Det. Capt. Walter Drew is heading the 
investigation into the kidnapping, at¬ 
tempted larceny, and breaking and en¬ 
tering incident. 


Neighbors prolong fight 
against sports field

A meeting Monday night designed to 
effect a compromise between residents of 
the Newton South High School area and 
the city government on the planned new 
athletic facility at the school ended in 
complete opposition to the proposal. 

The meeting, called by a resolution by 
Aid. Edward Richmond, was expected to 
result in a reduction in the number of 
seats in the stands from a total of 2000 to 
1300, and an acceptance of the facility by 
the neighborhood. 

Instead, the Public Buildings Com¬ 
mittee heard the principal opponents of 
the field and track, who have appealed 
the Conservation Commission ruling that 
the facility will not encroach on the ad¬ 
jacent wetland to the state Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering , say 
they would not accept the location as 
planned or the number of stands. 

The new facility is to consist of a 


football field, a track, and stands that will 
not be permanently built into the ground. 

Newton South has never had a home 
field and has had to play at Newton 
North. Many people feel that a home field 
would increase school spirit and 
game attendance, with the ultimate ef¬ 
fect of improving sports achievement at 
South. 

The new facility is also planned to 
accommodate Meadowbrook Junior High 
School football team, which now plays 
either at Albemarle Playground, near 
Waltham, or at the Newton Highlands 
Playground. 

Since Newton South High may well 
become a four-year high school soon, and 
Meadowbrook will have more students as 
a result of Weeks Junior High’s projected 
closing, existing athletic space will be 
insufficient. 

The field and track were planned as an 
adjunct to South High from the time the

“It depends if they (the Newton 
Teachers Association) want to come 
down a shade more toward where we 
are,” Mandell said. 

The teachers had plaiuied a candlelight 
procession at the Wednesday meeting.

Fink hits highlights for 
Committee in annual talk 


Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said in his fifth annual state of the schools 
report that the administration is 
recovering from the impact of the 1976-77 
zero-increase budget and is having more 
direct contact with the individual schools 
and their programs. 

School Committee members-elect 
listened closely to speech, as did about 
175 people in the audience. 

The superintendent’s speech, which he 
said he wrote before the results of the 
election were known, was planned to be 
given in October to report on the previous 
school year, but included many remarks 
about programs that have begun the 
current school year. 

Superintendent Fink said that for the 
first time all 158 groups of elemenatary 
students that took Step tests scored equal 
to or above the national average. 

Last year two groups of students scored 
below the national average. When the 
tests show deficiencies in skill 
development, extra help is given to those 
students, Fink said. 

For the second year in a row the tests 


showed that students remain above the 
national average through junior high 
school, but the rate of development slows 
dowTi in the junior highs. 

In the reading tests this problem is not 
in the area of comprehension, but in the 
two sections known as translation and 
inference, and analysis. 

Superintendent Fink said the additional 
information gained this year on these 
areas of reading skills show “it is not 
basic skills, but an extension of these 
skills, an area in which we usually take 
pride in ourselves.” 

Scholastic Aptitude Test scores were up 
this year in both reading and 
mathematics, while the national average 
continued to decline, Fink said. A more 
detailed analysis of the test scores will be 
made public at the end of this week. 

This was Superintendent Fink’s fifth 
annual report to the School Committee 
made during the ninth year of his ad¬ 
ministration here. 

The zero-increase budget took its 
greatest toll in the demands for the time 
of coordinators and in the area of 


curriculum development. 

The resignation of one district coor¬ 
dinator and the death of the other one 
caused more strain on the staff, he said, 
but led to a reorganization of the Division 
of Program. 

There was no follow-up on individual 
school evaluations as a result of the 
cutbacks, Fink said, and the decreased of 
“maintenance of effort” in the field of 
library services resulted in the loss of 
some federal money. About $30,000 is 
expected with renewed effort this year. 

Voluntary evaluations were completed 
last year by about 80 to 100 teachers, and 
this year evaluations of tenured teachers 
will begin to be mandatory. 

Superintendent Fink said that 82 
percent of the teachers this year have 
tenure, an increase from about 51 percent 
in 1972. 

In the past year 7 percent of the persons 
hired have been minorities. 

Evaluation for coordinators and ad¬ 
ministrators was recommended by the 
teachers who were voluntarily evaluated, 
and Fink said this would be looked into. 


In brief summaries of changes and 
advancements made in the English 
curriculum, the superintendent told the 
members and members-elect that the 
primary prevention program has helped 
identify youngsters with problems early. 
It has reduced the number of children 
entering the tutoring program for 
children with learning disabilities. 

New junior high English guidelines 
were introduced last year that include 
writing workshops and a new grammar 
program. 

In the field of math the administration 
is trying to avoid the expensive “pitfall” 
of developing a tutorial program for 
children with difficulties, Fink said. 

Three schools are using a resource 
room to help students, and three other 
schools are using a special program. 

The Curriculum Two math curriculum 
at both high schools has been worked on 
for the past few years, and it should be 
done at the end of this coming summer 
for Newton South.

Safety, traffic, zoning lead off 
Newton Corner priorities list 


Safer street crossing for pedestrians, 
rehabilitation of existing residences, 
reduced commuter parking and better 
maintenance of parks are top priorities of 
Newton Corner residents. 

Planners Skidmore, Owings & Merrill 
have been working with the Newton 
Corner Advisory Committee over the past 
few months to find out what Newton 
Corners residents want for their com¬ 
munity. Answers, obtained at a series of 
five neighborhood meetings, have been 
compiled and published by SOM in a 
“priorities report” distributed to 
residents who attended the meetings 


SOM has been hired by the Newton 
Corner Advisory Committee of the 
federally funded community develop¬ 
ment program to see what can be done 
about Newton Corner and devise a “land 
use plan” for the long-neglected area. 

The traffic and transportation 
problems in Newton Corner are all- 
pervasive, SOM found. In addition to the 
need for safer crossings, SOM finds a 
need for changing traffic patterns by 
designating alternate routes, closing off 
streets or creating pairs of one-way 
streets. 

The Centre-Washington intersection at 


the Turnpike should be redesigned and 
the bridge narrowed, SOM says. 

The Turnpike cannot be moved, as 
some residents would like, but it can be 
“tamed,” SOM believes. Major changes, 
such as changing the entrance and exit 
ramps, must depend on a regional traffic 
analysis and action by the state. 

Both businessmen and residents are 
extremely concerned about parking. 

Air-rights development over the 
Turnpike for commuter parking, shopper 
parking, and a bus facility, with a 
pedestrian crossing and commercial

Two defeated 
aldermen to 
have recount 

Petitions for recounts of two of last 
week’s election results were to be filed 
this week. 

Incumbent aldermen John Stewart and 
Thomas Concannon, defeated by a 
handful of votes in each contest, are 
expected to have filed their petitions by 
Friday. 

If the papers are in order, the recounts 
will be held Monday at 8:30 a.m., ac¬ 
cording to Alan Licarie, executive 
secretary of the Newton Election Com¬ 
mission. 

Stewart lost the election to incumbent 
Donald Budge by 29 votes, with Budge 
getting 7281 to Stewart’s 7252. A 79-vote 
margin first reported was cut when a 
handwritten figure was misread and gave 
Budge 50 votes more than he should have 
received. 

The other alderman-at-large elected 
from Ward 4 was Richard McGrath, who 
ran far ahead of opponents. 

Incumbent Ward 2 alderman Thomas 
Concannon was defeated by Elaine 
Gentile by a vote of 1179-1134. 

A petitioner for a recount must get 10 
signatures from every ward. Ward 
aldermen need only 10 signatures from 
the ward in which they are running. 

There is no requirement on the number 
or percentage of votes received in the 
election.

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Revision of 100-year-old medical 
examiner system urged by Pines 


Stale Rep. l,ois G. Pines (D-Newtoni 
has announced that her legislation aimed 
at reorganizing this state’s archaic 
medical examiner system has received 
initial approval from the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives. 

The bill is designed to professionalize 
the Commonwealth’s crumbling 100-year- 
old medical examiner system. 

' Medical examiners play a vital role in 
the detection, control, and prevention of 
potentially dangerous pathological 
diorders by investigating deaths believed 
to be caused by a variety of unnatural and 
sudden events,” Pines said. 

These causes include violence, the 
effects of chemical, thermal, electrical or 
radioactive agents, abortion, and oc- 
cupationally-related diseases and in¬ 
juries. 

“Serious deficiencies in the present 
system, however, have prevented the 


state’s 148 medical examiners from doing 
as effective a job as is needed,” she said. 

Pines went on to explain that the 
medical examiners, who are appointed 
by the Governor for seven year terms, 
are essentially uncoordinated and un¬ 
supervised. 

The present statute does not require 
examiners to be pathologists or have 
pathological training. Over 30 percent of 
medical examiners and associate 
medical examiner positions in the state 
are currently vacant because of the lack 
of qualified candidates. 

Pines has been working closely with 
Dr. Gilbert H. Friedell of Newton, 
president of the Massachusetts Society of 
Pathologists and a member of the faculty 
of the University of Massachusetts 
Medical School. 

The bill calls for the establishment of a 
14-member Commission on Medical- 


I/Cgal Investigations and the appointment 
of a chief medical examiner. The quality 
of the examiners would be upgraded by 
investing the Chief Examiner with 
supervisory and educational duties. 

Further, the terms of office would be 
reduced from seven to five years and 
training programs established for the 
examiners. 

The bill also calls for the creation of a 
panel of pattioiogy experts to assist in the 
investigation of difficult cases, and a 
central data bank. 

Pines has received support for the 
drafting of the bill from the governor’s 
office, the Massachusetts Medical-Legal 
Society, the Massachusetts Society of 
Pathologists, Dr. Friedell, and Dr. 
William Curran of the Harvard School of 
Public Health.

There are two sources of funds for the 
hospital’s capital purposes. The 
depreciation fund, severely limited by 
inflation, allows only for reimbursement 
based on the cost at the time of purchase 
or construction, not on today’s 
replacement costs. 

The depreciation fund cannot meet the 
capital needs of the hospital without 
significant assistance from the second 
source of funds, annual gifts for capital 
purposes from community residents. 

The community’s response to the 
hospital’s needs is even more essential 
now than last year. Depreciation funds 
for 1978 are $130,000 less than last year, so 
more must be raised to close the gap 
between capital needs and funds 

Major projects planned in the up¬ 
coming year are delivery room 
renovation including a birthing room for 
home-style births within the safety of the 
hospital setting, and renovations in the 
outpatient department to enlarge the 
pediatric dental clinic and provide 
headquarters for the health information 
service and for an ambulatory oncology 
center. 

Other projects dependent on capital 
gifts include centralization of all 
preadmission testing within the ad¬ 
mitting area, as well as new construction 
adjacent to the operating suite to provide 
an admi&ion recovery center for the 
increasing volume of one-day surgery 
patients. 

A new patient care item in the 1978 
capital budget is a central cardiac 
monitoring system with scopes and 
memory loop for the intensive care unit

1% of hydrants 
don't work 

During recent testing of the city’s fire 
hydrants, about 1 percent have been 
found to be unusable, according to Fire 
Chief Harvey Preble. 

The responsibility for testing the some 
2300 hydrants in the city this year was 
removed from the Water Department and 
given to the Fire Department. The Water 
Department continues to repair the 
hydrants. 

The testing, carried out by firefighters 
at each fire station andfortests hydrants 
in their districts, has covered 815 
hydrants as of Tuesday. 

Problems have been discovered, such 
as improper drainage, leaking gaskets, 
and the like, but few hydrants are out of 
service. 

Water Commissioner Paul Giunta said 
Tuesday he has replaced four or five 
hydrants. Giunta said Water Department 
men are repairing those reported 
defective in any way by firefighters as 
quickly as they can.

Parking is sour note for music school 


Not enough off-street parking may 
cause the denial of a petition to conduct a 
music school at 115 Park St., Newton 
Corner. 

The Kodaly Center of America, a school 
for music teachers, wants to occupy two 
floors of a two-family house whose owner 
would retain the third floor as his 
apartment. 

After a public hearing Monday night 
and a short deliberation afterward, the 
I .and Use Committee was almost ready to 
accept the Planning Department’s 
recommendation to deny, but decided to 


give the Kodaly Center a chance to try to 
work out another parking plan on the 
16,000-ft. lot. 

Insufficient parking and the loss of part 
of the house from the city’s housing 
supply were the reasons given in a 
Planning Department memorandum for 
its unfavorable recommendation. 

The memorandum pointed out that a 
statement of housing goals and policies 
that is being considered for incorporation 
into a comprehensive plan for Newton 
encourages the “retention and rein¬ 
forcement” of the existing housing stock. 


Fire chief reviews hazards 
of variety of heating units 


Chief Harvey D. Preble of the Newton 
Fire Department has a message on the 
danagers and hazards of heating 
equipment. 

In cold weather a heating unit has to 
work overtime; and unless the unit itself, 
along with the smoke pipes, has been 
checked, it could be a fire hazard. 

Are all combustibles kept a safe 
distance from sources of heat? Is the 
burner functioning properly? Is the 
smoke and flue pipe secured into the 
chimney opening? Check for cracks or 
openings in the chimney. 

If an electric heater is used, make sure 
it has been tested and approved by a 
recognized testing laboratory. Make sure 
the wiring in the home is sufficient to 
carry the extra load. Extension cords 
must be of an approved type. 

Wood burning stoves have become very 
popular during the energy crisis and 
Chief Preble has the following recom¬ 
mendations for their safe and proper 
installation. They should be kept at least 
four inches from the wall and the wall 


should be covered with a half inch 
asbestos board. They must be at least 
four inches off the floor and placed on 
non-combustible legs and on a one-half 
inch asbestos board on the floor. The 
chimney must be approved by the 
Building Department. 

Space heaters, which are defined as 
units used to heat the immediate area and 
having no flue connections, are outlawed 
for use in the Commonwealth for 
buildings used for habitation. Chief 
Preble warns that this type of heater 
creates many problems, flooding of fuel, 
being tipped over by children or pets, 
exploding from expansion of cold fuel, 
and using up all of the oxygen in the 
room, causing asphyxiation. 

Chief Preble said he hopes all citizens 
will follow his advise about the heating 
facilities in their home and will also give 
some thought to the installation of smoke 
detecting devices so that if a fire should 
occur, there will be an early warning and 
a few extra minutes to leave the home 
and call the fire department 


The plan presented by the music school 
is one parking space short of the eight 
spaces required by ordinance. If the 
school were to have meetings, parties or 
concerts and recitals, the Planning 
Department found, there would likely be 
a need for at least 20 parking spaces. 

Efforts by members of the Land Use 
Committee to draw a voluntary promise 
from spokesmen for the school that there 
would be no such events failed, as did 
suggestions all around that the street or 
the Bigelow Junior High School lot across 
the street could accommodate the cars. 

The division of a two-family house into 
one dwelling unit and a school is not 
common, but is permitted by the zoning 
regulations. 

Other business of the Land Use Com¬ 
mittee Monday night included its ap¬ 
proval of a 5 Mt-foot-tall sign for the 
Cultural Arts Center, 61 Washington 
Park, Newtonville, denial of a large 
directory sign for business at 281-287 
Newtonville Ave., and the granting of a 
three-year extension of permissive use 
for an existing nursery school at 258 
Concord St., Lower Falls. 

A public hearing was set for Dec. 12 on 
revised landscape plans for the Chestnut 
Hill Towers, a 428-unit condominium 
complex under construction off Route 9 
and Hammond Pond Parkway. 


Newton North High School has again 
received accreditation as a secondary 
school, but a letter from the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges, Inc., 
found some hazardous conditions at the 
school. 

The accreditation board was pleased 
with “alternative education methods 
(used) to combat the drop-out rate” and a 
comprehensive industrial arts and trade- 
technical program. 

Things that had not been corrected 
since the last inspection of the school two 
years ago were the need for proper fire 
extinguishers in industrial arts areas, the 
disrepair of the fire alarm system, and 
the absence of safety lanes around in¬ 
dustrial arts machinery. 

Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius was asked by Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink to respond to the Nov. 

7 letter from the associaition and said this 
week he has not yet met with Principal 
Richard Mechem about the letter. 

Cornelius said a recent tour of the 
school with the state safety inspector 
brought to his attention the fire ex¬ 
tinguisher problem and that may have 
already been taken care of. 

Lower Falls housing 
gets Land Use OK 

The I^nd Use Committee Monday 
night approved the granting of per¬ 
missive use to New Falls Associates to 
build 60 units of housing in the Lower 
Falls redevelopment area. 

The condition of the project that most 
interested Lower Falls residents is that 19 
of the 60 units shall be rented at market 
rents, 20 shall be for low-income elderly’ 
and 21 will be rented to low- and 
moderate-income tenants. 

The approval of the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, which 
will subsidize the project, has not been 
received by the developer, but Louis 
Garfield of Barkan Construction, one of 
the components of New Falls, said this 
week he is “cautiously optimistic” that a 
firm commitment will come through in 
three to four weeks. 

Newton Corner 
meeting Tuesday 

An areawide Newton Corner meeting 
will be held Tuesday, Nov. 22, at 8 p.m. at 
the Bigelow School by consulting firm 
Skidmore, Owings & Merrill to get 
comments on its recently completed 
“priorities report” for land use in Newton 
Corner. 

The report is a compilation of 
neighorhood opinions elicited at five 
neighborhood meetings conducted by the 
planning consultants and sets forth some 
of the problems and steps necessary for 
their solution. 

At the Nov. 22 meeting, Newton Comer 
residents may express their opinions on 
the report before SOM goes to the next 
stage of their work, which is being paid 
for by federal community-development 
program funds. 

The next stage will be a written outline 
of “land use alternatives” available to 
the neighborhood and the city to ac¬ 
complish their desires. 

Copies of the priorities report may be 
obtained free from the Planning 
Department at City Hall and at the Main 
Library in Newton Corner.

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The denial 
of rights 

President Carter is quite right in en¬ 
couraging more contacts between the 
United States and black African nations, as 
well as some communist countries such as 
Cuba and Vietnam which received the in¬ 
effective American cold shoulder for some 
time. But he shouldn’t forget his campaign 
for universal human rights in the process 
not let invitations to the United States 
become sounding boards for causes that 
may not at all be in the interests of freedom. 

Two recent incidents should give warning. 

United States Ambassador to the United 
Nations Andrew Young went out of his way 
to give an enthusiastic welcome to the new 
delegates from Hanoi to the United Nations. 
It was wise of the United States not to veto 
the Vietnamese application a second time. 
In spite of obvious ignoring of the United 
Nations Charter by many member nations, 
trying to hold together a universal body is 
better than fighting a war. 

But Young did not have to give such a 
great welcome. After all, a lot of Americans 
— black and white — died in Vietnam. A 
great many Vietnamese who do not hold the 
same political views as the current regime 
are in prison. The country certainly cannot 
be held up as a shining example of dedica¬ 
tion to human or civil rights. Since there is 
strict press censorship, no one outside really 
knows what is going on. 

Then the military ruler of Nigeria, Lt. 
General Olusegun Obasanjo, was a guest at 
the White House this month. The conflict 
among various tribes in Nigeria led to a dis¬ 
astrous civil war several years ago. The vic¬ 
tors have not been particularly generous 
toward their enemies. But General Obasajo, 
in a White House toast, claimed defeat for 
the apartheid policies of South Africa and 
the racial discriminations in Rhodesia 
because “an armed struggle by the op¬ 
pressed is justified and will succeed.’’ That 
was hardly a call for moderation in trying to 
work out the complex problems throughout 
Africa without more violence. Should Presi¬ 
dent Carter on his visit to Nigeria next 
month call for revolt by the Hausas or other 
Nigerian tribes which are not represented in 
the government? 

Red scares and white discrimination of 
blacks both have disgraced the United 
• States. They have not disappeared. But 
backing either Communist oppression or the 
denial of human rights by black leaders 
won t do much for the American attempt to 
defend individual dignity either.

Election 'll

Some elections are quickly forgotten; others become 
conversation pieces almost immediately after the ballots 
are counted and become more so as the time passes. The 
election last week in Newton was that kind of an election. 
Already politicians, workers, and voters are trying to 
ascertain just what it all meant 

Probably the first observation that will be made is that 
Newton liberals can no longer be complacent about their 
support To be sure, seven out of eight liberal CONCERN 
School Committee candidates won, but they received 
most of their triumphs in just one side of the city. In 
Wards 5, 6, 7, and 8, CONCERN won 94 percent of the 
contests; but on the north side, Wards 1, 2, 3, and 4, the 
VOICE conservative candidates won exactly half of the 
contests. 

In aldermanic races where liberals had opposition, the 
conservatives won consistently. Bob Tennant, who was 
the biggest aldermanic vote getter in the city, beat 
Matthew Jefferson. Don Budge had more votes than John 
Stewart, Bob Sandman more than Leon Brathwaite, Vin 
Farina more than Gene Blumenreich, Dominic Taglienti 
more than Mark White, and Wendell Bauckman more 
than Jerry Wise. In ward contests, Elaine Gentile beat 
Tom Concannon and Paul Daley beat Tony SalvuccL 
Board devastated 

A second observation is that losses and retirements 
have absolutely devastated the Board of Aldermen. The 
aldermen who know the most about finance, Sid Small and 
Dick Bullwinkle, will be gone.

Sidney Small has his critics and some think of the 
stunning victory of CONCERN as revenge against Small 
because of his part in the School Committee defeats of 
1975. He has, however, been a valuable Finance Chairman 
for many years. 

Before he became chairman, the Finance Committee 
was a lordly group. Andrew Magni remembers when 
other aldermen were not allowed in its chambers. Under 
Small, all deliberations were open to the entire Board; he 
started the system of letting other committees have 
budget hearings on items related to their work. The 
Education Committee works over the school building 
budget before it gets to the Finance Committee; the 
Public Works Committee gets first crack at that budget It 
can truthfully be said that Sid Small democratized the 
budgetary’ process in Newton. With his retirement, a giant 
is gone. 

When I first became a member of the Board of Aider- 
men, I was embarrassed by Dick Bullwinkle’s stentorian 
refusal to participate in an “executive” or closed session. 
I was wrong, and Dick was right. When meetings are 
closed, government gets bad. Dick will be missed for 
insights like this and for his quick eye for budget troubles. 

Workable laws 

For almost a decade either Eliot Cohen or Tom Con- 
cannon has been the chairman of Legislation and Rules. 
Now that they are gone, the Board will be without the two 
alderman who know most about how to fashion Board 
action into workable laws. 

It is unfortunate that Eliot Cohen’s negativistic mayoral 
campaign will be Newton’s last memory of him. During 
his years on the Board as Chairman of Legislation of 
Rules and President, liberals fretted because of his lack of 
commitment to issues, but they respected him for his 
fairness and effectiveness. Tom Concannon’s defeat 
removes from the Board the alderman with the best 
voting record on civil right and humanitarian issues. Tom 
was out front with the liberals on NCDF, the Lutheran 
Service Home, opposition to telescopic sights for police

rifles and the gouge for an increased pensions for a for¬ 
mer city solicitor. 

For such votes he took his licks from his conservative 
voters. What many voters did not know was that besides 
voting so courageously, Tom made it a practice, as part of 
his extensive constituent service, to give a day here and 
there to help the elderly work out their income tax. 

John Stewart’s defeat takes away another friend of 
housing, open spaces, and other liberal issues. He was a 
budding leader. 



Important roles 

In the past I have been very critical of Eliot Cohen, Sid 
Small, and Joan Saklad on ideological grounds, but on the 
present Board they play important roles and they will be 
missed. Joan Saklad plays at least two roles. For the past 
two years aldermen have been particularly acrimonious. 
Tempers flare during almost every meeting. Joan Saklad 
is a latfy and her moderation cools many a conflict. 


—What does 

She shares a second role wttn James Miller, who also is 
departing. They are very incisive questioners. At Land 
Use hearings Joan and Jim are demandingly persistent at 
getting at the issues involved in permissive use petitions. 

Andrew Magni will be missed because he sets the 
standard for constituent service. No one works harder to 
be sure that citizens get fair and expeditious service from 
City HaU. 

Two more observations. 

Once again it can be said that in Newton an election 
cannot be bought Eliot Cohen spent almost $15 for each of 
the 2000 votes he received and he did not win. Although 
final accounting is not in yet Vin Farina apparently spent 
by far the most money for an aldermanic seat and he lost 
Beating tbe odds 

On the other hand, in Newton, a good candidate with a 
good campaign can win against heavy odds. After the 
preliminary election, Rodney Barker should have seen 
little reason for any hope that he could win. He came in a 
distant third to Ethel Sheehan and Vin Farina. When 
conservative Frederic Sternburg was eliminated. Barker 
had to split the liberal votes with Ethel Sheehan and Gene 
Blumenreich, leaving Farina the advantage. Any odds 
maker would have declared Barker a sure loser. 

But he and his superb campaign manager, Tony Croce, 
did everything right They realized that historically 
Newton has favored candidates with good records of civic 
accomplishment and they remembered Rodney’s tenure 
as president of Hyde PTA during which the school was 
saved from closing. 

They remembered his contribution to the formation of 
the Newton Highlands Neighborhood Association. They 
remembered his help to the Conservators who moved the 
Novitiate land higher on the priority list of the Con¬ 
servation Commission. 

Tony and Rodney went to the three groups, told them he 
needed their help and they responded nobly. His series of 
ads in which he listed when he would be appearing at 
various public places conveyed the idea that he already 
was making himself available in a responsible way. His 
loyal followers drummed his story out at shopping cen¬ 
ters. His mother-in-law stood on street comers advising 
voters to consider Rodney Barker. Tony Croce’s 
‘ organization really worked. At 3 p.m. on Election Day a 
call went out from George Mansfield to all poll workers. If 
the poll signs were drenched from the rain, new sets were 
available. 

Rodney’s worst liability was that he only recently has 
become a U.S. citizen. He turned this around and made 
jokes about his own English accent Knowing that Farina 
would have first claim on the Italian vote, Barker sent out 
all his leaflets over the Italian name of his campaign 
manager.

Strategy 

The election was marked by some good strategies. 
Since she has lived in Newton less than two years and has 
no children in the schools, Ann Berwick realized she 
might be called a carpetbagger. She promptly had her 
campaign pictures made showing her baby on her back, 
and she stressed that when that baby got to school, she 
wanted to be sure the schools were good. 

Cindy Creem suffered from low recognition. She im¬ 
proved it by her characteristic neck scarf and her ads, all 
of which carried out the theme of a roll of film. 

Another observation. 

The Bob Cohen - Ann Berwick contest for the Ward Six 
School Committee seat demonstrates a phenomenon 
peculiar to Newton, the white hat syndrome 

Whenever an opinion poll is taken in Newton, the 
pollster is surprised to find how important it is to Newton 
that a candidate be a “good guy.” Years ago, Professor 
Stephen Kaveraceus was surprised to find how much 
importance Newton voters attached to the need to respect 
a candidate. Joe Napolitan, the pollster for John Kennedy 
and Larry O’Brien, reported that he had never seen a city 
in which the white hat is so important for a candidate. 

The white hats 

As part of its search for the white hat, Newton 
historically has not liked mud slinging. 

When Eliot Cohen attacked Ted Mann, he donned the 
black hat, and he lost. At first, Peter Harrington was 
negative but, astute politician that he is, he developed an 
impressive, positive platform. He and Ted Mann walked 
down the aisle arm in arm. Peter Harrington 
distinguished himself, got more votes than anyone ex¬ 
pected, and already has voters imploring him to run again 
for the State House. 

When Vin Farina’s suggestion about how to improve the 
city’s bonding system made voters suspect he had not 
done his homework, he lost the white hat. When his op¬ 
ponent, Rodney Barker, turned out to be the only can¬ 
didate who had gone to the trouble to study state laws on 
land acquisition, he had the white hat. 

The candidate who profited most from the white hat was 
Ann Berwick in her race with Bob Cohen. 

Cohen has an impressive background from being 
president of the state trial lawyers’ association; Ann 
neutralized that by being a professor at Harvard Law 
School. But Bob had a negative: many months ago — in 
jest, I hope — he made a statement Newton has never 
forgotten, something like “If this is being a bigot, I am 
glad I am a bigot” At a candidate’s night with a black 
moderator Bob exceeded his time limit and was rude to 
the moderator. When it came her turn, Ann said quietly, 
"This is what I am campaigning against” and sat down. 
During the campaign, Bob Cohen’s black hat was so 
evident that instead of being safe, as most observers 
thought he was a sitting duck. 

Black hat addicts 

The incumbent School Committee seemed addicted to 
the black hat. They embarrassed Newtonites by their

conduct at meetings. They intimidated schoolteachers 
and harassed department chairmen. 

Just before the election they used public funds to send 
out a letter defending their part during salary 
negotiations. In newspaper letters, citizens complained 
not only about the misues of funds but also because the 
letter unfairly presented only one side. Few failed to 
comment on two grammatical errors made In the first 
paragraph. 

In 1975 Mandeil and Company defeated the former 
School Committee by labeling them irresponsible spend¬ 
thrifts. He put the black hat on them, and he won. In 1977 
he had the black hat; in fact, his candidates had the whole 
haberdashery. 

Late in the campaign CONCERN received a sturdy 
assist from a Boston Globe column by Carol Surkin, who 
charged that the incumbents had failed in all their 
promises: they had done little to reduce cost and they had 
done less to further the back-to-basics cause. It was the 
Surkin article which publicized the $2000 spent on the 
salary negotiation letter. 

VOICE candidates had two negatives, their black hats 
and the Surkin letter, but neither in any way detracts 
from the most exciting development of the Newton 
political year, the formation of CONCERN. 

CONCERN must be called the most impressive Newton 
campaign organization since the first Drinan effort in 
1970. Its workers conducted a poll which told them they 
had little chance, but it did tell them where they might 
find 15,000 votes.

For the next year the workers sorted out issues. 
Realizing that an alderman-at-large seat can be won by 
the bullet vote but that a school committee candidate can 
lose because of blanks, they taught voters that they have 
to vote for eight candidates. 

They solved the delicate problem of how their can¬ 
didates could run their own cam pa igns and yet profit from 
the group effort They came up with eight candidates, all 
with good records, all of them quick learners, and all of 
them looking comfortable in a white hat Even when they 
went on the attack, they did so positively.

The black studies curriculum designed 
with the help of the Metco staff is now 
being used in grades K-8. 

Also in social studies, a seventh grade 
geography unit should be in use next 
year, and this year at Newton North there 
was a big response to a modem world 
society course that includes study of 
Asian, African, and Latin American 
cultures. 

At Newton South courses in Jewish 
history and debate were added in 
response to requests by students and 
parents 

Each year the science coordinator is 
working with the elementary schools in 
one junior high school feeder pattern to 
beef up the primary science program. 
Testing is done in each feeder pattern in 
grades 4, 6, and 8 to evaluate the 
program. 

At Newton North High there are new 
courses in human physiology and 
greenhouse botany. 

In the foreign language department the 
attrition rate of students is lower, 
although the superintendent said there 
still is no agreement between junior and 
senior high language teachers on what 
should be learned at each level. 

Fink said he has asked Director of 
Research and Planning Vincent Silluzio 
to work with the teachers and department 
heads to try and iron out the differences 
in the philosophies. 

There are several new language 
courses in various schools, Fink said, but 
the greatest weakness in both high 
schools is the French curriculum two 
sequence which is being evaluated. 

There are new vocal music curriculum 
guidelines for junior highs that in¬ 
corporate black and folk music, and there 
is a piano servicing course at Newton 
North. 

A pilot physical education program at 
Williams and Emerson schools for 
children one or more years behind in this 
field began last year, and this year a half¬ 
time instructor was hired with federal 
money to expand the program to 10 
schools. 

Several specialized sections of schools 
are becoming more aware of the 
problems in other parts of the building 
and joining forces to help students. 


The superintendent said there are 
several combined technical-vocational 
courses that combined students from 
other curriculum areas, such as the 
pairing of photography and graphic arts 
instruction with students in remedial 
reading courses. 

Also, there is a closer coordination with 
library instruction and the new English 
curriculum guidelines, Fink said. 

There is a strong effort being made to 
find books that portray handicapped, 
immigrants, and minorities in positive 
roles. 

The superintendent also told the new 
School Committee that it will have to deal 
with the past benevolence of community 
volunteers that has resulted in unequal 
staffing in the elementary libraries. 

The current system leaves some 
schools staffed by a half-time librarian 
and others with a full-time aide, and still 
others with two half-timers. 

Fink said he will probably recommend 
eliminating all aides and providing full¬ 
time professionals for all elementary 
schools. 

Special education placements in 
schools outside the city have again in¬ 
creased beyond the expectation of ad¬ 
ministrators, and it appears the program 
' will cost at least $50,000 more than 
budgeted for the current school year. 

Fink also reported the number of core 
evaluations during the third year of 
Chapter 766 were down slightly from the 
second year and appear to be leveling off. 

There are resource rooms in 13 
elementary schools, and this number will 
remain the same until an evaluation of 
them is completed. 

Chapter 766 programs must be funded 
to meet the needs of students as the needs 
arise during the year, Fink said, and he 
fears that in the future this may cut into 
the amount of money spent on the regular 
school program. 

There is more concern for tighter 
school budgets, he said, and at the same 
time there are fewer students in the same 
number of schools, with no more 
elementary schools closings planned. 

Although $1.4 million has been saved by 
closing Memorial and moving into the 
Education Center, unless more schools 
are closed, “it will be difficult, if not 
impossible, to maintain the level of 
support in the schools without more 
money in the budget’” Fink said. 


development, should be considered in any 
land use plan. 

Most residents want to save existing 
housing in Newton Corner, both for 
aesthetic reasons and to provide dwelling 
units, but they are extremely concerned 
about the illegal conversions of single- to 
multifamily or group occupancy. 

SOM’s land use plan will suggest 
changes in the zoning ordinance to allow 
conversions in some areas and legalize 
some of those those that have occurred. 

SOM is cautious on recommending 
strict enforcement of zoning regulations, 
which would displace or work hardships 
on many current and long-time residents, 
but it does suggest that laws may have to 
be changed. 

Residents were not enthusiatic about 
construction of new housing and wanted 
any that may be built to be strictly 
limited so as not to intrude into existing 
residential areas. 

A list of conditions and acceptable sites 
should be developed, SOM says. 

Newton Comer residents are not happy 
with the appearance of their commercial 
areas, both from the standpoint of the 
store facades and the streets themselves. 

SOM recommends a program of facade 
renovations and upgrading of the street 
environment with better lighting, trees, 
benches and so on. 

Residents will not welcome new 
business construction or encroachment of 
business into residential areas. 

Some businessmen, at a special 
meeting held with them, agreed to im¬ 
prove their storefronts, and some com¬ 
plained about untidy residential 
properties near them that they feel 
detract from the general appearance of 
Newton Comer 


SOM found that the variety of retail 
improvement program, would go far. 

Beautification of other public spaces 
should be an ongoing program, and SOM 
wants to draw up a list of improvements, 
such as signing, lights, plantings, and 
plaques identifying historic buildings, 
that could be applied throughout Newton 
Corner. 

Another suggestion — to plant trees at 
various areas along the Turnpike for 
appearance and reduction of noise — is 
already being explored with the Turnpike 
Authority by the Planning Department. 

Completion of the land use plan by SOM 
is scheduled for March, 1978. Between 
now and then there will be more meetings 
for the public to review alternatives. In 
January the Newton Comer Advisory 
Committee will select preferred alter¬ 
natives. Following this there will be 
consultation with citizens, review by the 
city, and presentation to the community. 

The final plan in March will include 
strategies for implementing the 
preferred alternatives. 

Copies of the priorities report are 
available from the Planning Department 
and the Main Library in Newton Comer, 
stores does not satisfy local residents, 
most of whom as a result shop elsewhere 
than in Newton Comer.

New auto 
ID system 
available in WR 

An automobile identification system, claimed to be 100 
per cent effective in deterring auto theft in Australia, is 
available for the first time in the West Roxbury area. 

The system is called Identicar. It provides for the 
permanent identification of any vehicle by means of a 
computer-coded serial mark which is engraved onto 
every window. Identicar can be applied while the vehicle 
owner waits and, once it is engraved, it cannot be altered 
or removed without replacing all the glass in the car. This 
replacement costs $1,000 for the average vehicle. Thus it 
becomes economically unfeasible for a car thief to steal 
an automobile marked with Identicar. When he sees the 
code he knows he will be unable to resell the car, so he 
looks for another car to steal. 

The company says the system has the authorization of 
the Massachusetts Department of Insurance and, in 
accordance with an Insurance Department regulation 
issued in February of this year, car owners whose 
vehicles have Identicar are entitled to a discount on their 
' comprehensive insurance premiums. 

The system was developed in Australia in 1968 by Mr. 
Gregory Peck, President of Identicar Corporation. In the 
nine years since the system was developed, not a single 
car using the system has been reported stolen in 
Australia. The system was introduced in the United States 
early in 1977 and is now available in Massachusetts at all 
service centers of the Acme Glass Company. 

The Identicar code consists of a series of five small 
inch high) letters, and each vehicle is assigned its own 
unique mark. THE CODE, TOGETHER WITH OTHER 
PERTINENT INFORMATION SUCH AS VEHICLE 
DESCRIPTION AND OWNERS NAME, IS MAIN¬ 
TAINED AT A NATIONAL REGISTRY. The information 
is available to law enforcement agencies on a 24-hour 
basis. 

“The code is like the vehicle’s own set of fingerprints,” 
says John McCloskey, Executive Vice President of Acme 
Glass Company. 

In the West Roxbury area, Identicar is available at the 
Acme Glass Service Center, 1440 VFW Parkway, West 
Roxbury. In the Natick-Needham area the system is 
available at Acme’s building at 217 West Central Street 
(route 135) in Ntlck.

“Working Together for Education” is 
the theme of this year’s American 
Education Week. 

American Education Week has been an 
annual observance since 1921. Sponsored 
by the National Education Association, 
the American Legion, the National 
Congress of Parents’ and Teachers’ and 
the US Office of Education, American 
Education Week encourages local citizen 
support and involvement in the 
educational process. This year, 


Education Week is Nov. 13*19. However, 
for educators and parents involved with 
Title I, ESEA, "working together” is a 
top priority all year long. 

Title I of the Elementary and Secon¬ 
dary Education Act (ESEA) is the largest 
federal aid to education program in 
American history. It is the first and most 
important piece of federal legislation to 
recognize that educationally deprived 
school children may need additional 
services in the basic skills in order to do 
well in school. 



Title I monies are allocated to sup¬ 
plement the regular education program 
and are earmarked to provide com¬ 
pensatory education for children iden¬ 
tified as needing such service. Title I also 
involves educators and parents in a 
cooperative effort to bring about a more 
effective education for children. Indeed, 
Title I does not stop at recommending 
parental involvement; the federal 
regulations require that parents be in¬ 
volved in the planning, implementation, 
and evaluation of programs for Title I 
children. 

Joint responsibility 

In many ways Title I has reintroduced 
an idea that was part of American 
education since Colonial days. That idea 
involves the joint responsibility of school 
and home in the education of children. 
For example, in 1642 and again in 1647, 
the General Court of Massachusetts in¬ 
dicated that "one chief point of that old 
deluder, Satan, ( was) to keep men from a 
knowledge of the Scriptures...by keeping 
them in an unknown tongue.” 

The Massachusetts General Court 
passed legislation "to further public 
education to insure that all might read.” 
These early laws, therefore, introduced 
the concept of compulsory education, not 
only to the American colonies, but to the 
world itself. 

It did not take Colonial parents long, 
however, to make their presence felt in 
the new educational system. As the 
frontier spread westward from the 
coastal communities, parents in outlying 
areas had to send their students to town 
schools, often great distances away. A 
growing Massachusetts thus became an 
obstacle to the growth of schools. Parents 
began to clamor for the decentralization 
of schools. They advocated bringing 
schools and teachers to the frontier 
settlements. 

Eventually, schools were moved closer 
to the people they were intended to serve, 
and the concept of school districts was 
born as a direct result of Colonial parent 
involvement. 

Today, Title I also moves the schools 


closer to the people served, not 
geographically, as done by Colonial 
parents, but by mandating that parents 
become part and parcel of the planning of 
the educational programs that serve their 
children. 

With the Industrial Revolution and the 
emergence of a society marked by 
specialized institutions, such as the 
school, education became more and more 
the domain of professionals. While no 
people in world history have ever 
educated so many so well, the demands 
and expectations of modem American 
life require that even more be educated 
better. 

In a paradoxical way, Title I has been a 
pace setter with an old and proven idea. 

When concerned parents and trained 
teachers harness their respective talents 
and work together, the educational 
achievement of children improve. Today, 
when people speak of the back to basics 
movement, Title I, which is devoted to 
teaching the basic skills, also stands for a 
basic process. The process of parents and 
teachers working together. Title I 
teachers and parents have found that this 
process works as well in a complex 
society as it did in 1642 when the first' 
public education laws were passed in 
Massachusetts. 

Theme for all seasons 

As the Title I experience shows, 
"Working Together for Education” is not 
only a theme for Education Week, it is a 
theme for all ages.

New group working 
on improving quality 
of life of retarded adults 



A new organization, The N-W-W 
Community Experience Project, has 
recently begun operations in the 
basement of Newton Center’s Lutheran 
Church. 

The project, funded for an 11-month 
period, is assisting the Newton, 
Wellesley, Weston Committee to 
Establish Community Residences for the 
Retarded, Inc. in its efforts to improve 
the quality of life for special needs adults. 

The members of the project include 
Marilyn Bookbinder, a resident of 
Newton and director of the project; Carol 
Fedele, the project’s administrative 
assistant; Mary Rauh and Susan Paulino, 
community living trainers, who teach the 
actual skills (money management, new 
bus routes, cooking etc.) which will 
enable their clients to live more normal 
lives within the community; Howard 
Dean, the vocational counselor: and 
Marty Beeman, the coordinator of 
volunteers. 

The group stresses that it is important 


mentally retarded adults are not treated 
like children. "They respond to this 
treatment only because of their previous 
conditioning,” she continued, "and in 
order to respect themselves as adults, 
they will need community support,” Ms. 
Bookbinder observed. 

The group concurs that although 
"deinstitutionalization” of mentally 
retarded adults is basically a con¬ 
structive concept, the special needs of the 
clients stem more from the difficult 
adjustment to than merely from the fact 
they are slow learners. 

As Ms. Rauh explained, "They have 
suddenly been released into a society 
which has as little understanding of them 
as they have of it. We hope help them 
understand and cope with the problems 
which arise from this situation.” 

If a problem develops between one of 
the clients and an employer, the group 
urges the employer contact Howard 
Dean, the Vocational Counselor, whose 
primary responsibility is to intercede 


between employers and special needs 
people. 

Dean explained that in an effort to be 
kind, employer? sometimes refrain from 
correcting inappropriate behavior or 
from contacting the employee’s super¬ 
visor if a problem arises. Inevitably, this 
leads to a build up of frustration and the 
employee is finally "let go” without ever 
understanding why. 

Another program of the project is the 
creation of a Social Center for special 
needs adults which will open at the end of 
November and continue weekly until mid- 
July. 

"The response has been over¬ 
whelming,” said Ms. Beeman. "I hope to 
be able to attract enough volunteer help 
so the Social Center will continue to 
operate even after the termination of our 
project. It would be a shame to abandon 
such an important and necessary 
program.”

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CETA gets 
$2m for job 
training 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann, chairman of the Newton 
;^A C ° mprehensive Employment and Training Act 
♦oiir P ro £ ram ’ has been informed that an allocation of 
12 million has been granted to the area for training 
programs for unemployed and disadvantaged persons of 
low income and for administration of the CETA program. 

Ninety percent of the funds will be used for programs, 
10 percent for admin is tration. 

When informing the mayor of this allocation, Catherine 
N. Stratton, director of the CETA Balance of State Prime 
Sponsor, of which the Newton Area is a subgrantee, 
praised the local plan for the allocation of these funds as a 
well-conceived, feasible, workable plan to serve residents 
of the geographic area, presented in sufficient detail to 
serve as a tool to monitor and evaluate the program's 
performance. 


She particularly praised the work of Newton Area 
CETA Planner Michael Frandzel, for producing a 
"concise, readable document that can be used as a 
management tooL” 

This year's grant represents an increase of $266,605 
over last year’s allocation of $1.8 million. The Fy 78 plan 
calls for serving over 1,000 adults in programs designed to 
provide skills training which will increase their em¬ 
ployability, such as basic education skills, training skills, 
work experience and on-the-job training. In FY 77, 
Newton Area CETA served nearly 700 people in these 
programs. 

The focus of this year’s efforts will be in aiding those 
most in need, particularly the economically disad¬ 
vantaged. This is defined as those with an annual gross 
family income below the Office of Economic Opportunity 
Poverty levels.

Other segments of the unemployed population that will 
receive priority in FY 78 will be public assistance 
recipients, minority group members, handicapped, 
Vietnam Era and recently discharged veterans, of¬ 
fenders, workers over 45, high school dropouts, persons of 
limited English Speaking ability, and single parents with 
dependents. 

"The goal of CETA training programs is to supply 
private industry with capable employees. Currently over 
80 percent of those who complete these programs obtain 
private employment,” Mayor Mann pointed out 

To be eligible for CETA training programs, persons 
must live in one of the 10 communities served by Newton 
Area CETA. These are Newton, Waltham, Brookline, 
Needham, Lexington, Bedford, Dover, Lincoln, Wellesley 
and Weston. In addition applicants must meet the Federal 
guidelines for low income, and have been unemployed a 
minimum of 30 days.

Is your 
child gifted? 

By PATRICIA MARVIN 

Phyllis M. Pickard. “If You Think Your Child Is Gifted” 
Hamden, Connecticut. The Shoe String Press, 1977. 

Phyllis Pickard is a British child pychologist who has 
spent years teaching and working with gifted and talented 
children. 

She is a founding member of the National Association 
for Gifted Children in England, and is in touch with 
associations in the United States which help and foster 
work with gifted American children. 

Ms. Pickard’s book will be an invaluable aid and en¬ 
couragement to parents of children who show signs of 
talent and extraordinary intelligence at an early age. 

The child of 3 or 4 who wants to learn to read, the boy of 
5 who wants to play the violin, the girl of 7 who plays in¬ 
tricate mathematical games can be real problems for 
their parents. Should the toddler be shown how to read if 
he is eager to do so; should a child be given music lessons 
if he wants them, even before he starts to school? If a boy 
or girl seems to need very little or at least much less sleep 
than the usual child (an early sign of giftedness), should 
he be allowed to sleep less? 

A gifted or talented child needs special care and 
education, and the parents are the first to help. They will 
recognize the signs of a talented child, whether it be in 
music, art, drama, mathematics or science. They will 
learn that a gifted child may have much difficulty in 
school, because the child is bored or excites jealousy 
among classmates. 

Ms. Pickard advises a child who indicates giftedness be 
tested by a child psychologist. She herself uses the 
standard Stanford-Binet IQ tests, with special adaptations 
for the very young children Gifted children range in IQ 
from 130 IQ to 170 plus IQ. A girl of 4 whom she was testing 
expressed boredom with a geometric figure; this same 
child, she found out later, amused herself by using a slide- 
rule. 

In recent years, England has been doing a great deal for 
its gifted children. The National Association for Gifted 
Children was founded by a group of pyschologists, 
educators and parents who wished to see more done for 
these children. All meet together and plan outings and 
special Saturday classes and workshops for the children. 

Parents especially are grateful for the chance to meet 
and compare notes on difficulties, problems and the 
rewards of having talented children. 

Many gifted children have brothers and sisters who are 
quite average, and these siblings are asked to join the 
group to help in the children’s social development 

Yehudi Menuhin began a school for gifted string players 
some years ago in England and it has proven to be an 
exciting success. Children are admitted on the basis of an 
audition and come from all countries of the world. They 
are tested for Intelligence Quotient and have ranged in IQ 
from 93 to 163. There seems to be little connection between 
the level of intelligence and the musician’s ability as a 
performer. 

Able children of high achievement have mentors in the 
United States. The Office of Education in Washington, 
D.C., has a director for the Education of the Gifted and 
Talented, from whom may be obtained a wealth of 
material on the guidance and education of the gifted. 
There is an official representative of this office in each 
state. 

Gifted and talented children are the artists, scientists, 
leaders and scholars of the years ahead. They come from 
all levels of society and the sooner they are recognized 
and aided in their development the better for them, their 
parents and society.

There is no lonliness for 
this long distance runner 


"I feel better physically at 40 than I 
did at 30 when I was being treated for 
hypertension and on tranquilizers," 
declared a lean and fit Joseph McGee 
of Dedham. The transformation in 
McGee’s life came as a result of his 
committment to running. 

Always involved in some form of 
athletics, McGee was encouraged to 
begin running by a veteran road 
runner. At that time, McGee was at¬ 
tending school at Northeastern 
University where he was studying 
electrical engineering. He was ap¬ 
proaching 40, overweight and unhappy 
about his physical condition. 

Encouraged by his friend, McGee 
who works at Draper Laboratory near 
MIT began jogging "a couple of miles 
a day.” Soon, he joined a group, in¬ 
cluding two women, who run a 
six mile loop around MIT and the 
Charles. They call themselves the 
"River Rats." 

McGee, who advises anyone who 
wants to begin running to consult with 
a physiciM, runs 65 miles a week now. 
From jogging to running, he has 
turned to racing. 


The racing came, not out of a sense 
of competition, but out of personal 
motivation. He would try to "improve 
my previous running time at a given 
dikance.” For him, setting these goals 
helped instill a greater interest in 
running and take the boredom out of 
running. This feeling, he 
acknowledged, was purely personal. 


Runners have individual ap¬ 
proaches. McGee observed that one 
runner he runs with runs over 100 
miles a week. Another runner, a highly 
competitive man, “dropped out when 
runners he had previously beaten 
passed him." Others, simply run 
"without knowing why.” 

It is a committment which requires 
discipline and determination. McGee’s 
most recent goal was to qualify for the 
Boston Marathon which will be held in 
April. To be eligible to run in this 
marathon, he had to run in an AAU 
sanctioned marathon and he had to 
complete the distance in under three 
and one-half hours. He was running in 
the 4€ and over category and he ran the 
distance in three hours, 25 minutes. 

The modem marathon distance is 26 
miles or 385 yards. The distance was 
standardized in 1908 . at the Olympic 
Games in England. The British 
Olympic Committee wanted the 
race to start at Windsor Castle and end 
in front pf the royal box at the 
stadium in London. They charted the 
course, determined the distance, and 
those measurements are adhered

Approaching 40 ftabby and in poor health, 
Joseph McGee vowed to get back in 
shape—and he did.

For McGee, qualifying to run in the 
Boston marathon was achieving his 
goal and meant he had the deter¬ 
mination to push to complete that run. 

McGee prepared for the marathon 
by entering training. He had a 20 mile 
route he would follow and it was in 
training that he learned to extend 
himself observing that to run in a 
marathon "you have to know what you 
are doing.” It is in training that a 
runner learns "what it is like to hurt in 
a racing situation." 

Until that race, McGee had not "hit a 
wall," a term used by runners to in¬ 
dicate the psychological and physical 
exhaustion which usually sets in 
after about 19 miles. It is then the 
runner feels further movement is 
impossible. 

During the daily run, McGee says 
“you feel some exertion, but the 
recovery period is shorter each time.” 
Weather was never a deterrent and 
McGee ran in several heavy rain¬ 
storms. The training period was 
deliberately tapered down before the 
actual race. 

McGee pointed out that running has 
become “sophisticated," and some 
runners go on a protein diet for four 
days, then do a “depletion" run and 
eat nothing but carbohydrates until the 
race. He rejected that approach saying 
"I’m just a novice and I wanted to see 
how it felt to run a marathon first.” 

For him, some of the benefits of 
running include losing 32 pounds 
despite still retaining the ability to 
"eat as much as ever. He has a resting 
pulse of 55 beats a minute and sleeps 
better. "I average six hours of sleep 
and wake up cheerful...I am not tired 
in the sense I used to be." He adds 
proudly, "not many 40-year-olds can 
run one mile in five minutes.” 


McGee is not alone in his com¬ 
mittment to running and as a result, 
the sport has exploded into a $100 
million dollar business. McGee noted 
with some amusement that one can 
spot a new runner by his "jazzy new 
outfit." "The more serious the runner, 
the shabbier the attire.” 


However, the one article of clothing 
which is selected carefully is shoes the 
runner chooses. "You need shoes 
made especially for running, or your 
feet will hurt." 

No matter what the garb, there is a 
certain feeling runners have for each 
other. The "Lonliness of the Long 
Distance Runner,” says McGee, "is a 
myth.” What he has discovered is that 
runners are "outgoing, friendly 
people...there is a sense of camraderie 
between runners...a rhutual respect 
whether one is a jogger or a top notch 
runner.”

CHICKEN WITH HONEY 

3-4 lbs. frying chicken parts or 2 small 

broilers, quartered 
salt and pepper 
4 cup chopped scallions 
4 cup soy sauce 
4 cup dry white wine 
4 cup water 
4 cup honey 

Sprinkle chicken with salt and pepper. Place in slow- 
cooking pot. Combine onions, soy sauce, wine and water. 
Pour over chicken. Cover and cook on low for three to four 
hours or until chicken is tender. Remove chicken from 
pot. Arrange on broiler pan. Brush honey on chicken. 
Broil until golden brown, brushing with honey several 
times. Makes 6-8 servings. IF you wish, the chicken 
may be refrigerated after cooking and browned with 
honey at a later time. 

CHINESE CHICKEN 

3- 34 lbs. chicken parts (or cut-up fryers) 
salt and pepper 

4 teaspoon ground ginger 
1 clove garlic, minced 
1 cup chicken broth or bouillon 
1 84 oz. can pineapple slices 
1 4 oz. can water chestnuts, drained and sliced 
4 scallions sliced diagonally 
4 cup cornstarch 
4 cup soy sauce 
1 tablespoon vinegar 

Sprinkle chicken with salt and pepper. Place in slow- 
cooking pot. Combine ginger, garlic, broth and syrup 
from pineapple. Cut pineapple slices into fourths. Arrange 
pineapple and water chestnuts over chicken. Pour ginger 
sauce over all. Cover and cook on low for 3-4 hours or until 
chicken is tender. Add scallions. Dissolve cornstarch in 
soy sauce and vinegar. Stir into pot. Cover and cook on 
high for 10-15 minutes or until slightly thickened. Serve 
with crisp Chinese noodles. Makes 5-6 servings. 

LOW COST BEEF STROGANOFF 
1 4 -2 lbs. round steak 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
1 onion, sliced 
4 teaspoon garlic salt 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 
14 cups beef bouillon 

1 tablespoon catsup 

2 tablespoons dry white wine 
4 lb. fresh mushrooms, sliced 
one-third cup flour 

1 cup dairy sour cream 

Cut steak into 4 inch strips. Coat with salt and pepper. 
Drop into bottom of slow-cooking {x)t with onion. Mix 
garlic with sale, Worcestershire sauce, boillion and 
catsup. Pour over meat. Cover and cook on low for six to 
eight hours or until tender. Turn control to high. Add wine 
and mushrooms. Dissolve flour in small amount of water. 
Add to meat mixture, stirring until blended. Cook on high 
for 15 min. or until slightly thickened. Stir in sour cream; 
turn off heat. Serve with rice or noodles. Makes 5-6 ser¬ 
vings. 

HOME STYLE BEEF SOUP 
1 lb. beef stew meat, cubed 
1 onion, chopped 

3 carrots, pared and sliced 

3 tomatoes, peeled and chopped 
1 potato, pared and diced 

1 rib celery, chopped 

4 cup uncooked macaroni 

4 cup dried red kidney beans 

1 tablespoon soy sauce 

2 teaspoons salt 

4- 1 teaspoon Tabasco pepper sauce 
4 teaspoon garlic powder 

Water to cover, about four cups 
Combine all the ingredients in electric slow cooker. 
Cover. Cook on low 10-12 hours or on high 4-5 hours.

HOLIDAY DILL BREAD 
(Makesa 14-inch ring) 

1 package (134 ounces) hot roll mix 
1 tablespoon butter or margarine, melted 
1 cup chopped diD pickles 
one third cup chopped parsley 
4 teaspoon fines herbes 
1 cup grated Cheddar cheese 
1 egg, beaten 

Prepare hot roll mix as directed on 
package. After dough rises, roll out on 
lightly floured surface to an 18" x 11" 
rectangle. Brush with butter. Combine 
pickles, parsley and ifine herbes; 
sprinkle over dough. Sprinkle cheese on 
top. Roll up from long end; seal edges and 
place roll on greased baking sheet. Form 
into a ring, join edges and seaL With 
scissors or sharp knife, make cuts 4 of 
the way through the ring at 1-inch in¬ 
tervals. Turn each section on its side. 
Cover and let rise in warm place until 
doubled, about 25 minutes. Brush with 
beaten egg. Bake in 375 degree F. oven 25 
minutes or until golden brown. Serve with 
butter or cream cheese, as desired. 

MIXED PICKLE CHEESE SPREAD 
(Makes about 14 cups) 

1 package (8 ounces) cream cheese, 
softened 

4 cup butter or margarine, softened 
one third cup chopped sweet mixed 
pickles 


14 tablespoons sweet pickle liquid 
1 tablespoon fresh or frozen chopped 
chives 

4 teaspoon dry mustard 
Slivered toasted almonds 

Beat together cream cheese and butter 
until smooth. Add pickles, pickle liquid, 
chives and mustard; mix welL Cover and 
chill. Before serving, sprinkle almonds on 
spread. 

CONFETTI PICKLE SPREAD 
(Makes about 14 cups) 

1 package (8 ounce) cream cheese, 
softened 

one third cup chopped dill pickles 

2 tablespoons dill pickle liquid 
4 cup finely chopped celery 
4 cup chopped pimiento 

2 tablespoons chopped scallions 

Beat cream cheese until smooth; add 
pickles, pickle liquid, celery, pimiento 
and scallions; mix well. Cover and chill 

ANCHOVY-CHEESE SPREAD 
(Makes about 14 cups) 

1 package (8 ounces) cream cheese, 
softened 

4 cup sour cream 

one third cup chopped sweet gherkins 

1 tablespoon sweet pickle liquid 

2 tablespoons chopped anchovies 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

Beat together cream cheese and sour 
cream until smooth. Add pickles, pickle 
liquid and anchovies; mix well, cover and 
chill Sprinkle parsley on top before 
serving.

Newton League lobbies for judicial reform bill 


Members of the Newton League of 
Women Voters lobbied at the State House 
Nov. 9 for improvements in the pending 
House version of the Judicial Reform bill, 
league President Bonnie Carter and Vice 
Presidents Ann Hartner and Judy Irvine 
met with State Representatives David 
Mofenson, Lois Pines, Joseph DeNucci 
and Peter Harrington to express their 
position on the bill. 


The League believes that while the 
draft from the Judiciary Committee 
supports the recommendations of the 
Governor’s Select Commission on 
Judicial Reform (the Cox Commission), 
it does not provide adequate guidelines 
for its implementation. 

Mrs. Carter re-affirmed the League’s 
support of the Cox Commission recom¬ 
mendations saying, “We support a 


unified court system which would allow 
overall planning and flexible use of the 
total resources available; state 
assumption of court costs, which in ad¬ 
dition to providing some local property 
tax relief would provide more uniform 
allocation of support of the courts; and a 
strong centralized administration, with 
adequate staff for effective managemenL 
“Judicial reform should not he ehnivo/f 


watered down or distorted.” 

Susan Wiltshire, League of Women 
Voters of Massachusetts president, in¬ 
dicated that League members throughout 
the state are expected to contact every 
member of the legislature this week. She 
stated, “Significant reform of the ad¬ 
ministration of the state’s judicial system 
is now the primary legislative goal of the 
League in Massachusetts.”

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Andover Newton to have new library 


Ground has been broken for the 
Franklin Trask Library at Andover 
Newton Theological School in Newton 
Centre. The man for whom the library 
will be named, Franklin Trask of 
Plymouth, was present with his wife 


Agnes, and turned over the first spadeful 
of earth. 

Trask is the principal benfactor of the 
new library, whose construction will 
meet the seminary’s need for modern 
facilities and expanded space. Plans call 


for a modern, climate-controlled 

structure which will safeguard the 
school’s valuable collections and almost 
double the area of the present library. 
The existing building, constructed in 1895, 
will be completely remodeled and in¬ 
corporated into the overall plan. 

The library design is the work of ar¬ 
chitects Drummey Rosane Anderson, 
Inc., and the construction contract has 
been awarded to Porter Construction Co., 
Inc. The project is estimated to cost $1.2 
million, of which more than $600,000 has 
been given by Trask, newton...Trask 
library...2 Approximately $300,000 is on 
hand from the school’s last capital 
campaign, and another $300,000 is being 
raised. 

Trask, who holds masters’ degrees 
from Boston University and Columbia 
University, attended Andover Newton for 
several semesters and is a long-time 
friend of the school. A well-known theater 
producer, he was the founder of 
Plymouth’s Priscilla Beach Theater and 
has also been active in South Shore real 
estate development. 

"The construction of the Franklin 
Trask Library is an event of unusual 
significance to Andover Newton,” said 
the school’s president, Roy Pearson. 
"Sorely needed for many years, the new 
building has at last been made possible 
through the vision and generosity of Mr. 
and Mrs. Trask, and it will be an im¬ 
portant tool in the school’s preparation of 
men and women for the practice of 
ministry. It is designed not as a 
warehouse for books, but as a.center for 
graduate study.”

Lutnicki, chairman of the Andover 
Newton Board of Trustees; William L.

North 11, Brookline set for 78th game

There are several traditions one must 
acknowledge if one is to be a Newton 
North Tiger. Most of these concern 
Newton’s longstanding rivalries with 
neighboring communities. 

(1) Brockton. Along with Neewton 
North, probably the two best schools for 
athletics in the Suburban League, 
Division I, and even the state. These two 
schools have finished 1-2 in the Division I 
Dalton Trophy (overall athletic per¬ 
formance) standings the past four years. 

(2) Waltham. With Newton South in 
Division II and the Dual County League, 
the Hawks of Waltham in Division I & the 
Suburban League provide the closest 
thing to a cross town rival as possible. 

Competition between Newton and these 
two schools is fierce and steeped in 
tradition—but the grandaddy rivalry of 
them all is the Newton-Brookline rivalry. 

The first Newton-Brookline football 


game took place in 1894 when the Wealthy 
Towners won 6-0. Things just haven’t 
been the same between the two great 
communities since. 

One of the Nation’s oldest rivalries, the 
Newton-Brookline classic is one of the 
most competitive. In the 77 previous 
meetings, Newton has won 36 compared 
to Brookline’s 34. There have been seven 
ties in the series. 

Since Newton became Newton North in 
1973, the series is even at two games 
apiece. In 1974 and 1975 Newton lost in an 
overtime tiebreaker 13-7 and 7-6. 

In last year’s game, North’s 30-0 
triumph was the final link in their 10-0 
season. 

Brookline 

This year the contestants find them¬ 
selves in a slightly different situation. 
The Wealthy Towners (a.k.a. the 
Indians) are a rebuilding team. After a 9- 
1 season two years ago, the Indians, 
suffering from inexperience and iniuries 


had a disappointing 1-0 record last year.

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Girls' soccer 
in high gear

CWy two of the players of the newly 
formed Newton Girls Soccer League had 
ever played soccer in an organized league 
before this fall. 

Now, thanks to the dedicated efforts of 
Rose Chalfin and Jane Alberts, one 
hundred fifty young girls are dribbling, 
passing, heading, and tackline as they 
prepare for the playoffs this weekend of 
what has been a very successful soccer 
season. 

Mayor Ted Mann has agreed to be the 
keynote speaker at the first Annual 
Awards Night on November 30. Bob 
Hartwell, Charles Hurwitz, and Alf 
Wilson will also speak at the ceremony, 
which will feature trophy presentations to 
the A and B League season champions 
and playoff winners, prizes to the girls 
who sold raffle tickets, and the 
distribution of Newton Girls’ Soccer 
patches for every girl who participated in 
the games this fall. 

Coaches and parents agree that most of 
the credit for the careful organization 
goes to Rose Chalfin. Rose and Jane 
Alberts are mothers of girls who wanted 
to play soccer, “bi* not with the boys.” 
Knowing that there were many girls who 
felt the same way, they devoted them¬ 
selves to the establishment of a new 
league for girls in Newton. 

‘1 like to watch the girls play,” com¬ 
mented Mrs. Chalfin. “It was worth all 
this work.” 

The work included setting up five 
clinics for the girls and coaches, most of 
whom had no experience with soccer 
before; organizing eight teams of girls 
into two divisions with a schedule of 
weekly games, make-up games from the 
bad weather, and playoffs; finding fields; 
buying equipment and uniforms; typing 
and distributing flyers; setting up an 
exhibition game at night at the halftime 
of a Boston College soccer game; having 
a “soccer field day” on Veteran’s Day, 
which two hundred people attended; 
selling raffle tickets; and organizing the 
First Annual Awards Night. 

The women did a very thorough job. 

The idea for an all-girls’ league came 
from the girls themselves, with en¬ 
thusiastic support from the parents. 
There are many reasons for wanting to 
play only with other girls, instead of on 
the co-ed Newton Youth Soccer League, 
which is 90 percent male. 

One reason is that men’s and women's 
soccer have different rules. In women’s 
soccer, the players are allowed to use 
their arms to protect their chests, which 
is not permitted in the men’s games. 
While this rule doesn’t effect young girls 
■ much, it is a difference which can be 
taught, saving them from injuries when 
they get older. 


Some girls feel that boys are too rough. 
Others are concerned about the 
emotional difficulties they feel when they 
play with the boys. 

Jane Gilbert, physical education in¬ 
structor for the Newton Schools, observed 
that many girls are intimidated by boys 
in co-educational sports. They let the 
boys dominate the action. When girls play 
with other girls, they have a greater 
chance of developing their playing skills. 

“Whether it’s‘right’or ‘wrong’ for girls 
to play on an all-girl league,” observed 
Tornadoes Coach Ron Dockser, “the fact 
remains that at this age most of the girls 
just wouldn’t go out if it were mostly boys 
on the team. There’s no end to the stories 
on my team of basically timid children 
who opened up with team play. I’m 
willing to sacrifice a teeny bit of modem 
social development in order for them to 
have this chance.” 

Coach Dockser was pleased with his 
team’s development. “At first they were 
just a little too ladylike,” be chuckled. 
“They’d let the other team have a good 
chance at the ball. Now they are really 
going in there after the ball. They’re a 
bunch of desperadoes.” 

Most teams spent a lot of time at 
practice working on their teamwork. “We 
had to learn to help each other out,” 
explained Alice Nichols of the Diplomats. 
“At first we were losing, and we won¬ 
dered why. Then we learned we had to do 
a lot more passing. And then we started to 
win!” 

Participants are looking forward to 
next year’s season already. “I expect 
three hundred girls to join,” anticipated 
Rose Chaffin. 

One of the goals for next year is the 
establishment of an official field with nets 
and sixty-yard goals for the league, 
similar to Lincoln Field in Waban, which 
the Recreation Department has given to 
Newton Youth Soccer. The girls were at a 
disadvantage this year playing on hun¬ 
dred yard fields. Many of the game with 
the younger girls went scoreless, as the 
girls had neither the kicking nor running 
capacity to cover such a field. 

Since Commissioner Russ Halloran of 
the Recreation Department had said that 
he supports the sport of soccer, many 
parents are optimistic that such a field 
could be provided. 

Despite the problem with the fields, 
“The girls’ enthusiasm is boundless,” as 
Coach Nancy Dawson put it. 

“The girls are learning that they can do 
more than they thought they could,” said 
Ron Doxner. “They’re learning the 
ability to go beyond themselves.” 

“I love soccer, because it’s fun,” goalie 
Kim Little pronounced. We should add, 
“And it’s good for you, too!”

“A basic fault of society is 
the lack of meaningful jobs 
for anyone who wants to 
work. This is especially true 
of handicapped persons, 
including the blind. Persons 
who are blind have been 
wrongfully discriminated 
against by employers who 
themselves are blind to the 
valuable contributions 
which blind persons can 
make to society.

CHAMPUS beneficiaries 

The Social Security Administration has established a 
special Medicare enrollment period for CHAMPUS 
beneficiaries because of a recent Department of Defense 
ruling. 

Beginning Jan. 1, 1978, CHAMPUS (civilian health and 
medical program of the uniformed services) no longer 
covers beneficiaries who are entitled to Medicare hospital 
insurance 

Many CHAMPUS beneficiaries entitled to Medicare 
hospital insurance haven’t signed up for Medicare 
medical insurance because their CHAMPUS coverage 
gave them similar protection. But when their CHAMPUS 
coverage ends in January, these people will be without 
medical insurance protection unless they sign up now for 
Medicare medical insurance. 

The special enrollment period runs from Oct. 1 through 
Dec. 31, 1977, and gives CHAMPUS beneficiaries the 
opportunity to sign up for Medicare medical insurance 
before their CHAMPUS coverage ends.

New England Horizons 

It’s like trying to assemble a jigsaw puzzle with most of 
the pieces missing. 

But despite the limitations, a team of archaeological re¬ 
searchers believe they have uncovered evidence 
disproving the history book theory that prehistoric 
Indians passed through Vermont and hunted here, but 
never established permanent communities. 

The recent discoveries resulted from a project made 
possible by the 1975 Vermont Historic Preservation Act, 
which authorized for the first time the hiring of a full-time 
state archaeologist. 

Another project, however, has thrust Vermont to the 
forefront of a controversy over whether ancient 
Europeans and Africans settled in New England hundreds 
of years before the birth of Christ. 

The focus of the surging interest in archaeology is 
Giovanna Neudorfer, a 26-yearold wife and mother, who, 
in July 1976, became Vermont’s first state archaeologist. 

“My training is in a specific field of archaeology called 
cultural resource management,” she said in an interview. 

‘it’s a broader field where you see the archaeological 
resources as part of the natural environment, and you 
work to protect them, just as you work to protect clean air 
and clean water.” 

Since May. she has had a team scouring Chittenden 
County for signs of prehistoric Indian settlements. 

That federally funded research project, which she calls 
“the most intensive archaeological project ever con¬ 
ducted in Vermont,” has already produced results. ?j

The largest site uncovered so far is an B-to-15 acre 
location along the Winooski River just a few blocks from 
Burlington’s booming downtown shopping area. 

There, fragments of tools, arrowheads, pottery, 
hearths, tool-making debris called “flakes” and other 
material have given researchers what they consider solid 
clues that native Americans lived permanently In Ver¬ 
mont. 

“We’ve found prehistoric camp sites, fishing sites and 
hunting sites—dating anywhere from one thousand to four 
thousand years ago,” she said. 

In addition, her team has found traces of charcoal 
which will enable testing to determine a more precise age 
of the settlements. The whole area, she said, is “rich” in 
such archaeological sites. 

“Its not as rich as some other areas, but there was a lot 
more Indian population of Vermont than people normally 
think. And it was a permanent type of occupation—not 
just wandering around between here and there.” 

The results of the Chittenden County survey, which is 
due to end Dec. 1., will be used to produce maps iden¬ 
tifying areas of low, medium and high archaeological 
“sensitivity,” she said. 

“Then we'U feed them back to planning commissions in 
municipalities, that are being more highly developed, for 
use as a planning tool. 

“In other words, here are the actual sites — let’s talk 
about ways of avoiding them and protecting them.” 


French Colonial History 
Lives in Quebec

QUEBEC CITY (UPI) - Crossing the border into 
Canada is almost as simple as crossing a street in your 
home town. 

Millions of Americans do it every year. No passport, 
visa, travel card or health certificate is necessary, 
although documentary proof of identity and citizenship 
may be required on return to the U.S. 

Canada offers a variety of attractions for tourists, not 
the least of which is Quebec, its largest province, where 
the way of life Is more French than British. 

French is the dominant language and Quebecers main¬ 
tain many of the traditions and customs of the founders of 
New France even though the British took it over more 
than 200 years ago. 

A case in point is Quebec City, capital of the province ' 
and Canada’s oldest city, founded by Samuel de Cham¬ 
plain in 1608. 

French colonial history comes alive on a tour of the city, 
which is built on two levels — the Upper Town, atop the 
330-foot-high promontory known as Cape Diamond, and 
the Lower Town, along the St Lawrence River. 

A $25 million dollar restoration program is underway in 
Place Royale, the historic center In Lower Town, involv¬ 
ing some 70 homes and warehouses. A number of 
buildings already have been rebuilt and refurnished in 
17th and 18th century style. 

The centerpiece In the square, however, is the lovely 
Notre Dame-des-Victolres Church, dating back to 1688. 
Built of stone, it has a single steeple, a main altar built in 
the shape of a fori, a large model of a sailing ship hanging 
from the ceiling and several large paintings, some of 
which are attributed to Flemish masters. 

A wedding was taking place when our group of U.S. 
travel writers visited the church and it was crowded with 
the bridal party and curious onlookers. We were in 
Quebec as guests of the federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments’ tourist offices. 

We drove through narrow, winding and steep streets 
from Lower Town to the Upper Town, which lies within 
the old city walls. For those on foot, there are the 
Breakneck Stairs and an elevator from the restored 17th 
century home of explorer Louis Jolliet. 

Dominating the heights is the castle-like Chateau 
Frontenac, the landmark hotel with Its many turrets and 
gabled roofs dating back to 1892 whose registers read like 
a Who’s Who of the 20th century. It offers 570 recently 
remodeled and refurnished rooms, a dining roomlounge, 
tea room and shopping mall in addition to Le Village, a 
replica of a French colonial settlement, which Includes a 
restaurant, club and cafe. 

Other top-rated hotels include the 570-room Quebec 
Hilton, the 450-room Loews Le Concorde, the 400-room 
Auberge des Gouvemeurs and the 245-room Holiday Inn. 
There are more than a score of other hotels and motels, 
rated from very good to moderate, and about 50 approved 
tourist homes. 

The Chateau fronts on the Place d’Armes, with a statue 
of Champlain, who built his first fort here In 1620. It is only 
a short walk to Kent House, built in 1648 and named after 
Queen Victoria’s father who lived there for three years; 
the striking 19th century Anglican cathedral; the 17th 
century Ursuline Convent; the restored Roman Catholic 
Basilica, dating back to the mid-1600s, and other in¬ 
teresting historic sites. 

Popular with locals and visitors is the Dufferin Terrace 
atop the old city walls which offers a spectacular 
panoramic view of the Lower Town, the river and the 
surrounding countryside. At the southern end, a series of 
stairways with observation platforms leads up to the 
Governors Promenade which leads to the Citadel and the 
Plains of Abraham. 

The Citadel was built in the 19th century and serves as 
headquarters of the Royal 22nd Regiment. There Is a 
military museum and guided tours are available. There is 
a stirring Changing of the Guard ceremony daily during 
the summer. 

The Plains of Abraham, where British Gen. Wolfe’s 
forces defeated those of French Gen. Montcalm and 
spelled the end to New France, are now part of Bat¬ 
tlefields Park. There are monuments to both generals, 
who died in the 1759 battle, and tablets marie significant 
sites throughout the battlefield. 

There also is the Quebec Museum, with interesting col¬ 
lections of old and contemporary paintings, models of old 
buildings, bronzes, coins and historic relics and 
documents relating to the city’s history. Included is the 
original copy of the capitulation of Quebec. 

We stayed at Loews Le Concorde, which overlooks the 
plains. The 30-story building features a revolving rooftop 
restaurant with a 360-degree panoramic view of the entire 
region, a popular discotheque, heated outdoor pool and 
sauna. 

Transportation from New York to Montreal was by 
Amtrak’s overnight train The Montrealer. We flew back 
to New York from Quebec via Air Canada. 


Probation Director 
King Maybe 
Forced To Retire

CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) — Two members of Gov. 
Meldrim Thomson’s staff mapped out strategy in July 
1975 to remove Probation Director John King, 
memorandums from the governor’s office have revealed. 

But Thomson said he did not know of the memos until 
shortly before his second appearance Tuesday as a wit¬ 
ness in the King dismissal hearing. 

The memos revealed Brian Kenyon, former assistant 
legal counsel, and John Bridges, former deputy man¬ 
power commissioner, outlined a plan which would force 
King to retire, be fired, or have him reduced to a 
figurehead by giving all his powers to an assistant 
probation director. 

The plans were sent to Sen. Robert Monier, R- 
Goffstown, a staunch Thomson supporter who formerly 
headed the Office of Comprehensive Planning. Thomson 
said Bridges wanted King’s job, but would take no 
responsibility for the memos. 

“These were not made by my administration, but by 
members of my administration without my knowledge or 
consent,” Thomson said. “I was not aware of either of 
them until this morning (Monday). But that’s not say they 
(Bridges and Kenyon) weren’t aware of my feelings.” 

Thomson repeated his testimony of last month that he 
began to seek King’s dismissal in January 1975, when the 
state Probation Board became dominated by his ap-

pointees. But he denied he tried to remove King before 
that time. 

The board wants the Executive Council to remove King, 
charging him with fiscal mismanagement and failing to 
deal properly with personnel matters. King’s lawyer, 
David Nixon, contends Thomson is behind the move to 
oust his client. 

Nixon charged Thomson’s appointees to the board were 
made on the condition the prospective members support 
King’s removal. Nixon.noted at least four board members 
sought King’s dismissal after only one or two months on 
the job. 

“They could have made an independent view in that 
period of time,” Thomson replied. “I don’t know what 
motivated them.”

Baking 
decorations 
kills insect life 

HYATTSVILLE, Md. (UPI) — There’s one drawback to 
holiday decorations made with dried pine cones, nuts and 
seed pods gathered outdoors. 

They can harbor insects and other unwelcome small 
animal life. 

A free pamphlet prepared by the Agricultural Research 
Service here tells how to eliminate the problem before it 
can spread: 

As soon as you bring the material indoors, dry it in a 156- 
degree oven 15 to 30 minutes. 

The six-page folder also has directions for gathering 
and treating specific plant materials, and making them 
into decorations such as wreaths, miniature trees, cor¬ 
sages, table centerpieces and an imitation poinsettia. 

Directions also are included for using a live Christmas 
tree indoors, then transplanting it outdoors.

CATS AND HOUSE PLANTS: Having 
trouble with cats eating your house 
plants? There are some things you can do 
to prevent this problem. (1 Go to your 
seed or farm supply store and buy some 
oats and sow it in a planter or pot Oats 
grow fast and how the cats will love it. 
Cats need the green chlorophylL (2) Or 
sow some grass seed (any kind) in a pot. 
Grass is a fast grower and will provide 
green stuff for the pets all winter. (3) Or 
you can dig up a clump of grass from the 
lwn or field, and pot it up for cats. (4) 
Look out for some wild catnip. This too 
can be potted up and brought indoors. 

If cats want to dig up the soil in a pot, 
you can break them of this habit by in¬ 
serting sharp tooth picks into the soiL 
This will not harm them but will act as a 
deterrent. Some people cut out a wire 
screen and place it over the soil. 

JADE PLANT CARS: The plant called 
“Jade” or “Chinese Rubber Plant” is a 
succulent from South Africa, and it’s one 
of our best foliage plants. Getting it to 
bloom indoors is somewhat of a trick. 
First, it likes good drainage. Use a soil 
mixture of 1 part each of sand, peatmoss 
and garden loam. It does best in a clay 
pot although it will grow in a plastic pot if 


you don’t overwater it Jade likes a day 
temperature of 70 degs. F. and around 55 
degs. F. at night. Allow the plant to ap¬ 
proach dryness between waterings. 
Getting the jade to blossom is difficult 
even when you follow the above. Give it 
full sun. Some gardeners put aluminum 
foil under the plant to bounce light all 
around it If yours has a reddish tinge 
around the leaf edges, it means the plant 
is getting the right amount of light. 

The Hade has a semi-dormat stage in 
summer, which means you should not 
feed it heavily then, and water it only 
sparingly. In fall, you can give the plant a 
uniform supply of moisture (not soggy) 
and give it a very light feeding of a liquid 
plant food once a month, until it starts to 
bloom in midwinter. Make the feeding 
very week- half the recommended 
strength. 

The Jade is very susceptible to 
pesticides so do not use any on it If scale 
or mealybugs are found, wash them off 
with soap (or detergent) and water. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: “We have 
some seeds of tomatoes and peppers left 
over from spring. Can these be saved for 
next year?” 

Ans: Yes. Store them in a glass jar, 
with lid kept tight and keep in cool dry 
place.

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White Sox get Blomberg 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The Chicago White 
Sox gambled and won in the free agent 
sweepstakes on Eric Soderholm last year 
and now they have picked another 
“disabled veteran” — Ron Blomberg — 
for $600,000 spread over four years. 

Blomberg said Monday night he agreed 
to a four-year, nocut, no-trade contract 
with the White Sox for a total price tag of 
$600,000. However, White Sox President 
Bill Veeck said nothing was Final. 

Official announcement of the signing is 
expected to be made Thursday. 

“We’ve had some very nice discussions 
with Blomberg and his agent, Sheldon 
Stone,” said Veeck, “but nothing is 
finalized as yet, nothing is signed.” 

Blomberg said in New York that the 
signing is a mere formality. 

“I’m going to Chicago Thursday to sign 
the papers,” he said. 

The brittle 29-year-old outfielder- 
designated hitter has played only one 
game in the last two years for the New 
York Yankees — the club that signed him 
in 1967 for a $60,000 bonus. 

Blomberg was sidelined all of 1976 with 
a shoulder injury and again in 1977 with a 
knee injury — both of which required 
surgery. His lifetime batting average is 
.302, but his only really impressive season 
was in 1973 when he batted .329 with 12 
homers and 57 RBI in 100 games. In eight 
major league seasons, he has played a 
total of only 400 games. 

Obviously, the White Sox are hoping 
that Blomberg will prove as big a bargain 
as did Soderholm, who after missing the 
entire 1976 season, signed with Chicago in 
the free agent draft for a modest salary 
last year and responded by hitting .276,

Soderholm, who suffered a knee injury, 
used a body conditioning machine called 
“the Nautilus” to work his way back into 
playing shape and the White Sox want 
Blomberg to use the same method. 

“My physical condition is 100 per cent 
okay. I’ve been running a mile, mile and 
half every day,” said Blomberg. “But 
Bill Veeck is very high on the nautilus and 
I’ll be going to Deland, Fla. in December 
to work on it for four weeks.”

Visit the museum that 
invites kids to touch 


BOSTON (UPI) - The pint- 
sized television announcer is on 
the air with his similarly sized 
weatherman standing by. 

Across from them, a red- 
haired, freckled nine-year-old 
contemplates a tough com¬ 
puter problem on a mini¬ 
terminal. 

Beneath him, Marty, 3, is 
carefully considering how to 
most economically spend his 25 
cent allowance. 

All four are at the Boston 
Children’s Museum, where 
signs in big, bold capital letters 
invite visitors to “Touch Me. 
Open Me Up. Look In Here.” 

Downstairs, wide-eyed fifth 
graders silently remove their 
shoes before entering the 
Japanese home donated by a 
Japanese village. 

A youngster at the television 
camera^ yanks it around, 
pretSfiding to film the happen¬ 
ingsanuind. him. 


' Stadiumlike ceilings absorb 
the children’s chatter in the 
'decades-old mansion that 
houses the museum. 

The central themes of exhib¬ 
its involve child development, 
cultures and urban environ¬ 
ments. 

The Children’s Museum was 
founded in 1913 by a group of 
teachers. 

Its director today is Michael 
Spock, son of child-care au¬ 
thority Dr. Benjamin Spock. 

About 500,000 kids and adults 
visit annually. So many, in 
fact, that the museum has 
bought both the Transportation 
Museum and a handsome old 
downtown warehouse. The 
warehouse is being renovated 
to house both. Opening is 
scheduled for spring 1979. 

“We try to draw on a wide 
range of learning styles. We 


will use everything that 
anyone’s ever thought of,” 
says Elaine Gurian, director of 
the Visitor’s Center. 

“This place does not 
discriminate against us big 
kids, sometimes called 
parents,” reads a note on a 
bulletin board. 

Two other notes are posted 
next to the museum radio 
station WKID’s flashing on- 
theair sign: “I like being on the 
news because I feel like I am 
someone special,” and, “This 
is Walter Kronkau signing off.” 

Upstairs, kids rummage 
through musty trunks of high- 
buttoned boots and dresses 
flowing to the floor. Christy, 11, 
has forgotten she is in 
Grandmother’s Attic. She 
stands among a tattered baby 
buggy, crocheted fans and 
Unde John’s old army jacket 
to peer in the mirror at herself 
wearing a red bonnet.

French 

cuisine 

PARIS (UPI) - Tarla 
Fallgatter of Sonoma, Calif., 
has pulled a three-star coup in 
the world of haute cuisine. 

She works in the kitchen of 
Maxim’s. 

A serious student of French 
cooking, Mrs. Fallgatter decid¬ 
ed to learn at the source by 
getting apprentice jobs in 
several such renowned, expen¬ 
sive Paris restaurants. That’s 
equivalent to a budding law 
student and foreigner walking 
right into a White House job at 
the elbow of the American 
president. 

Mrs. Fallgatter, 31, arrived 
m Paris a year ago to study 
French cooking. She wanted to 
become a professional chef in 
the San Francisco Bay area. 

She and her husband had 
worked for the U.S. Army in 
Frankfurt, West Germany. 
Like many Americans abroad, 
they became interested in 
great food. She enrolled at Le 
Cordon Bleu, Paris’s famed 
cooking school 

“But after three months I did 
not like it at all,” she said. 
“They were using canned 
things, such as pineapple and 
artichokes. How are you 
supposed to know how to cut 
them? That bothered me. 

“In the Cordon Bleu classes 
they gave us sole to cook that 
already had been deboned. 
How could I learn how to filet a 
sole? 

“So I told the director of 
Cordon Bleu I wanted to leave, 
and she gave me my money 
back. Then I went to La 
Varenne (a new cooking 
school). But the chef wanted to 
do things for you, and the only 
way you learn anything is by 
doing it yourself.” 

No one had told Mrs. 
Fallgatter that Paris restau¬ 
rants seldom take apprentices, 
let alone a woman, let alone a 
foreigner. So she marched into 
Vivarois, a three-star restau¬ 
rant in the Michelin guide. 

”1 decided to start at the 
top,” she said with an impish 
grin. 

”1 really was scared. But the 
chef was very nice. We talked 
about my ideas for cooking. He 
had no room for an apprentice 
so he sent me to a friend, the 
chef at Archestrate.” 

Archestrate is a wildly 
popular two-star restaurant 
specializing in the less fat¬ 
tening “new cuisine.” 

Its chef accepted her as an 
unpaid apprentice. 

Mrs. Fallgatter apparently 
won her way into the sacrosant 
Paris kitchens because she is 
serious, ambitious and attrac¬ 
tive, with a winning combina¬ 
tion of fresh-faced naivete and 
determination. She holds a 
student card that enables her 
to work legally as an ap¬ 
prentice. 


“At Archestrate I worked 
from 7 in the morning to 9:30 at 
night,'’ she said. “I helped 
make sauces. I chopped herbs 
and shallots and made little 
baskets out of zucchini as a 
garnish. I took shells off lob¬ 
sters. I made bread and 
cookies. I took the bones left 
from the day before, browned 
them in the oven, added 
shallots and stock and reduced 
that, and the chef saved it for 
sauces every day. 


“It was great getting used to 
knives by chopping things. I 
learned to slice vegetables and 
fruit fine and thin. Lemons and 
oranges are extremely hard. I 
would buy lemons and practice 
at home.” 

When the restaurant closed 
for its traditional August 
vacation, the chef sent her to 
his friend, chef Michel Menant 
of Maxim’s. Again, she was the 
only woman and only foreigner 
In the kitchen. 


Garnishes are inexpensive 
and colorful ways to add eye- 
interest to dishes, whether they 
be salads or desserts. 

They may take some time in 
preparing but are well worth 
the effort, especially when 
you’re rewarded by the ad¬ 
miring glances around the 
table. 

Garnishes should be ap¬ 
propriate for the food they are 
garnishing. For instance, 
radish roses look and taste 
great In salads but not on 
dessertsi 

To make a radish rose, cut of 
root tip, then make around five 
thin cuts in each radish, from 
the top to stem, taking care not 
to cut through at bottom. Keep 
radishes in ice water for about 
an hour after cutting; this will 
open up petals for your radish 
rose. 

Another salad garnish that's 
as tasty as it is decorative Ls 
the carrot curL Carrot curls 
also make nice hors d'oeuvres. 
To make carrot curls, pare, 
then shave a thin, lengthwise 


strip from carrot. Curl It 
around your finger, Inserting a 
wooden pick to hold in place. 
Place in ice water until crisp, 
removing pick before serving 

To make celery curls, cut 
stalks of celery Into short 
lengths. Now beginning about 
14 from the center, slit each end 
into narrow strips, leaving 
about H solid celery in the 
center. Put in ice water to 
make ends curl, then dry 
before using 

Lemon roses are a pretty 
way of garnishing desserts. Cut 
thin slice across the bottom of 
your lemon, taking care not to 
cut all the way through. 
Continue cutting but now in a 
continuous spiral, through the 
outer skin only. Let peeling 
recurl back onto bottom of 
lemon, creating a charming 
rose effect Cover with foil or 
plastic wrap until ready to use. 

You can experiment with 
other vetetables and fruits to 
create decorative and delicious 
garnishes for aQ your meals.

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Be practical in kitchen design 


When Terence Conran sat 
down to write a kitchen design 
book for the English, he got a 
lot of ideas from America. 

Some good, some bad. 

Conran, an author, merchant 
and restaurateur, said in an 
interview he found American 
kitchen manufacturers’ photos 
“depressing, circa 1946. They 
looked like film sets: im¬ 
maculate.” 

Some good ideas he picked 
up from America were from 
kitchens designed for, and 
sometimes by, such experts as 
George Lang, a restaurant 
consultant and author, Perla 
Meyers, a cookbook author and 
lecturer and Milton and Shirley 
Glaser, whose hobby is 
cooking. 

Among those ideas: 

— A restaurant refrigerator 
with glass doors; 

— Cabinet drawers with 
slanted dividers that make 
herb and spice jar labels easily 
visible but protect the contents 
from heat and light; 

— A plastic herb cabinet set 
on its side to hold small kitchen 
utensils on a counter; 

— Old candy store jars as 
counter-top canisters in their 
original rack. 

“Few people think about 
their movements in the kit¬ 
chen,” Conran said. "They 
don’t think enough about the 
heights they work at. 

“Nobody in the United States 
seems to produce a kitchen 
where you can adjust the 
height of counters, cabinets 
and shelves,” he said. 

So he devoted several pages 
in the American edition of 
“The Kitchen Book” (Crown 
$30) to a system developed by 
Cornell University in the 1950s. 
It tells how to relate work 
surfaces to the height of the 
people who use them. 

The wrong height causes 
fatigue and can also cause 
accidents. 

Conran also thinks people put 
too much behind doors, have 
shelves so deep they have to 
rummage to locate even things 
they use often and “buy far too 
many gadgets, things they 
never use.” 

As examples, burger 
makers, crepe makers, peanut 
butter machines. 

“You don’t need a lot of 
space in a good kitchen.” 
Conran said he learned that 
working as a washer-up and 
vegetable preparer in a two- 
star restaurant in Paris. “The 
kitchen was really tiny and 
efficient. Nobody had to move. 

But before you opt for a tiny 
kitchen, he suggests self- 
analysis. 

“Decide how you enjoy 
cooking. 

“Are you prepared to do a bit 
of dusting (of open shelves) or 
do you want things hidden 
away? 

“If you do a lot of frying and 
broiling, think about an extrac¬ 
tor (the English term for 
exhaust hood for a range.)” 

Some people love company. 
They want their social and 


family life to impinge on their 
kitchen. They should make the 
kitchen and dining room one 
room, he said. 

Others want the bare mini¬ 
mum, an efficient, sterile 
kitchen. 

If you rent instead of own 
your own home, he said, you 
can still fix up the kitchen 
without spending a lot of 
money. 

— Paint, paper or tile the 
walls. 

— Remove doors from the 
cabinets. 

— Replace worn or unattrac¬ 
tive counter tops with butcher 
block. 

—“Lighting is appallingly 


bad in most kitchens.” He’d 
solve that problem with strip 
lighting above every work 
surface. 

Conran’s book also pictures 
and describes a wide variety of 
kitchens worldwide and sug¬ 
gests floor plans for the able- 
bodied and the disabled. It 
contains 14 pages of design and 
equipment sources, primarily 
American. 

The book was published 
about the time he opened his 
first American store in New 
York City. Like his English and 
French stores, it specializes in 
furniture, home furnishings, 
and virtually everything for 
the kitchen and dining room.

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Plants are for giving—and decorating

Do you have the yen to In¬ 
clude house plants in your life 
style but feel that your home 
doesn’t have enough floor or 
table-top space as it is? If you 
do, you’ll be glad to know 
there’s a way to have plants 
and still have the same space. 
The trick is to select a few and 
just "let 'em go hang.” 

Curtain rods, bay windows, 
covered porches and stairwells 
are some of the places where 


baskets of plants can be hung 
unobtrusively and with a 
practical as well as a 
decorative objective. They can 
be used in windows to block out 
an unpleasant vjew or 
suspended from an overhead 
room separator to dramatize 
the passageway between 
rooms. 

In addition to adding a bit of 
natural beauty to a room’s 
decor, hanging plants, kept 


moist as they should be, can 
heighten the humidity of rooms 
which are too often overheated 
with dry air. For the sake of 
both variety and color, 
flowering plants can be 
alternated with green foliage 
plants. For best effect, they 
should be suspended ap¬ 
proximately at eye level but at 
slightly varying heights to 
avoid a straight-line display.

A sword of color 


The giadiola, that spec¬ 
tacular sword of vibrant 
color which graces 
florist shop windows nearly 
any time of year, is, despite its 
expensive look, one of the best 
of floral bargains. 

Not only does this tall and 
stately bloom have a vase life 
of up to two weeks, but it 
provides, on a single stem, not 
just one flower but many 
florets which blossom one by 
one in a continuous, showy 
display. 

The giadiola is also a ver¬ 
satile flower when it comes to 
making your own 
arrangements. Standing by 
itself in \ tall vase, it makes for 
a regal-looking decoration, 
expecially when you mix its 
many colors — pure white to 
pink, salmon, yellow, orange 
and red. It is also available 
sometimes in green, mauve 
and purple shades. 

Giadiola gets its melodious 
name from the Latin word for 
"little sword” and you should 


use some of its sword-shaped 
foliage when you create your 
own arrangements. If you 
choose to combine gladioli with 
another flower, snapdragons — 
which also have long, sword- 
shaped stems — would be an 
attractive companion variety. 
They, too, are available just 
about year-around in shades of 
white, yellow, pink, red, bronze 
and lavender. 

Gladioli offer a bonus rarely 
found in other flowers. Because 
of its multiple heads, the main 
stems can be cut in two and the 
half stems arranged side by 
side in the vase. Because the 
florets unfurl from the bottom 
of the stem upward, the buds 
on the top section of stem will 
open as the others begin to 
fade. By cutting the stem in 
half, your arrangement will 
take on a new, lower profile so 
that it can be used as a dining 
table centerpiece. You can 
even display the flowers that 
are open, floating in a shallow 
bowl 



Giadiola 


The giadiola, one of the most stately flowers, is also one of the 
most versatile for arrangements. It can be shown tall, as pic¬ 
tured, or cut short floating in a bowl. 


Whether you arrange your 
gladioli in a tall or low design, 
be sure to keep the container 
filled with a preservative 
solution. Also, if you display 
them tall, use crumpled 
chicken wire in the vase to 
support the heavy stems. The 
florist where you get the 
flowers can supply the wire. 

The glorious gladioli makes 
an exquisite centerpiece and a 
conversation piece as welL And 
its long-lasting nature makes it 
a real botanical bonanza.

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Choosing 
meat for 
special 
meals 

Selecting and preparing 
meats is a complex science, 
and expertise comes largely 
through observation, trial and 
error. A little preliminary 
knowledge, however, can 
speed you along the way to 
some amazing discoveries. 

In general, all meat is 
equally nutritious. Stew meat 
has as much food value as 
steak. You can cut down on the 
price of protein without 
sacrificing nutritional value. 

Tender cuts of meat comes 
from areas of an animal where 
the least stress and movement 
occur. Cuts from the back of an 
animal (the rib and loin sec¬ 
tions) are more tender than 
cuts from active muscles like 
the shoulder (chuck) and 
round. 

Tender cuts respond best to 
dry heat cooking — roasting, 
broiling, sauteeing, and pan 
broiling. Meats with more 
connective tissue require slow, 
moist cooking procedures — 
braising, stewing, 
fricasseeing, pot roasting or 
poaching — in which the liquid 
never goes above 180 degrees 
(simmering temperature). 

Besides the cut of meat, 
other factors influence flavor 
and tenderness: whether the 
animal was fed on grass or on 
com; how the meat was aged; 
how long it has been packaged; 
the temperature at which the 
meat was stored; whether it 
has been watered or treated 
with preservatives. 

The U.S. offers protection in 
meat selection by grading all 
meats sold in interstate 
commerce. The grading 
system falls into six classes; 
most consumers come into 
contact with only four of them. 

“Prime” meats are sold to 
hotels and restaurants; nor¬ 
mally, they’re not found in 
local markets. Prime beef 
comes from young, specially 
fed cattle and is encased in 
white fat; the lean portions are 
bright red and heavily mar¬ 
bled. 

“Choice” beef has less fat 
marbling than prime beef. It is 
darker in color, but still tender 
and juicy, and is probably the 
most widely sold grade at 
retail. 

“Good” beef is still tender, 
but it has a greater ratio of lean 
to fat meat. It is dark, with less 
marbling, and encased in a 
thin, yellow fat. 

“Standard” beef comes from 
young, low quality animals 
with a thin fat covering and 
little marbling. It is not 
especially tender. 

When you shop for meat, 
evaluate it according to price 
per serving, rather than price 
per pound. If more expensive 
meat has less bone or waste, it 

‘may be a better buy.

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V Herbs add flavor to any holiday dish 
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Parsley, sage, rosemary and 
thyme ... if you think they're 
only the stuff that songs are 
made of, you're wrong. Try 
some of these fragrant herbs in 
your favorite dishes and drinks 
and you’ll be surprised at the 
wonderfully subtle flavor they 
add. 

After you try these, you 
might want to go on to other 
herbs like basil, dill, majoram, 
mint, oregano, savory, or 
tarragon. 

Popular usage has lumped 
all these ingredients under the 
category of spices, but many 
cooks still differentiate herbs 
from other food accents by 
defining herbs as leafy 
aromatic plants grown 
primarily in the temperate 
rone. 

Cooking with herbs can be 
great fun, and you should feel 
free to experiment with them 
to create your own unique 
combinations. However, a few 
basic guidelines may help you 
avoid common pitfalls. 

Generally you should start 
with about V« teaspoon of a 
dried herb to your favorite six- 
portion recipe. Stir in the herb, 
taste your dish, add v more to 
suit your taste. Don't overdo it; 
adding too much of one kind of 
herb or combining too many 
herbs can kill a dish. A little 
usually goes a long way. 

Most herbs, except bay 
leaves, should be added during 
the last 10 minutes of cooking 
to obtain the freshest flavor. 
Too much cooking dissipates 
them. 

Generally speaking, it’s not 
good practice to repeat a herb 
you’re already using in a dish 
when you choose herbs for the 
rest of the menu, like soups or 
salads. 

Most herbs have a lifespan of 
a year. Old herbs are useless; 
often they add a bitter taste to 
a dish. Go through your spice 
shelves and get rid of any herbs 
that have lost their color and 
aroma. It’s a good idea to date 
herbs so you know their age 
exactly. 

Store your herbs in tightly 
sealed containers and keep 
them away from stoves, ovens, 
radiators and windows. Heat 
and light will destroy your 
herbs over a period of time. 

What herbs go well with 
what? A good cookbook will tell 
you in detail, but here are a few 
combinations you might want 
to try: 

Basil is great in tomato juice 
cocktails, egg dikhes, cheese 
souffles and foundues, Italian 
dishes, most tomato dishes, 
roasted poultry and most 
meats. 

Bay should be used sparingly 
with smoked fish, fish 
chowders and shrimp, with 
corned beef, spaghetti, pot 
roasts and stews. 

Try dill in fish sauces and 
cream sauces, with broiled 
chops and steaks, in tossed 
green salads, with fish soups 
and chowders and some 
Lregetables. 

V Marjoram adds a delightful 


flavor to stuffed or sauteed 
mushrooms, creamed fish 
dishes, rabbit and game birds, 
tossed green salads and cooked 
vegetables. 

Use mint for a refreshing 
accent in hot or cold fruit and 
wine beverages, lamb and 
veal, fruit salads and some 
vegetables. 

Oregano tastes great in pizza 
and mushroom dishes, in 
Spanish sauces for eggs, 
vegetables and fish, in 
spaghetti sauces, meat 
marinades, with game birds, 
and in mushroom, vegetable 
and lentil soups. 

Parsley makes a great 
garnish for canapes, egg 
dishes, court bouillon, braised 
dishes and stews, practically 
all soups and vegetables. 

Try rosemary in jams and 
jellies, fruit cocktails, with 
most meats, chicken dishes, 
. minestone soup, in cabbage, 
broccoli and brusseis sprouts. 

Sage tastes great in cheese 
spreads, souffles and sauces, in 
poultry and vegetable stuf¬ 


fings and In sausage, pork, 
veal and lamb. 

Savory adds flavor to tomato 
juice cocktails, egg dishes, 
cheese souffles, fish chowders 
and stuffings, poultry and 
poultry stuffings, sweetbreads, 
pork and veal, soups and 
certain vegetables. 

Tarragon should be used 
lightly in tomato juice and fish 
cocktails, egg dishes, fish and 
shellfish dishes, veal and 


rabbit, poultry, in vinegar, 
chicken and fish soups and in 
Hollandaise sauce. 

Thyme can blend with strong 
cheeses, scrambled eggs, fish 
soups, meats, poultry and 
many vegetables. 

Most of the herbs listed 
above are great in herb but¬ 
ters, which add wonderful 
flavorings to meat, vegetables 
and eggs. The butters are easy 
to make. Just combine one 


stick of softened butter (Vi lb.) 
with one tablespoon of fresh 
minced herb (or one teaspoon 
of dried herb) and one teaspoon 
of lemon juice, and you have a 
great taste treat! 

Experienced cooks claim 
that once you try fresh herbs in 
your foods, you'll never want to 
use anything else. Many of the 
common herbs listed here are 
easy to grow on a windowsill in 
your apartment or home.

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Newton teachers vote on 
new contract next week

Newton teachers will be voting Dec. 1 
on whether to accept at three-year 
contract with the School Committee that 
calls for about a 5 percent salary increase 
for each of the next three years. 

About 60 percent of the teachers would 
also receive additional increases as they 
make yearly moves up the 13-step in¬ 
crement scale. 

Richard Adams, president of the 
Newton Teachers Association, is sub¬ 
mitting the contract to the teachers 
without a recommendation. 

Adams said, “We didn’t get as much as 
we hoped to get.’’ He said he has the 


option of recommending or making no 
recommendation on a final offer from the 
Committee. 

The offer came after about seven hours 
of mediation during what was scheduled 
to be a factfinder’s meeting with fact¬ 
finder Edward Pinkus last Wednesday. 

The offer specifically calls for an im¬ 
mediate 4 percent raise retroactive to 
Sept. 1, an additional 1 percent as of Feb. 
1, plus all increments retroactive to the 
beginning of the year. 

In the second year there will be a 5 
percent increase plus increments, and 
the offer calls for a third year increase of 
between 4 and 6 percent depending on the 
national increase in the Consumer Price 
Index, according to School Committee 


Chairman Alvin Mandell. 

Assistant Superintendent for Personnel 
Hope Danielson said she has not yet 
figured out how much the contract would 
cost the city if ratified. 

The contract offer covers only the 
teachers and not the “Group B” per¬ 
sonnel that includes coordinators, 
principals, and all but the top 10 ad¬ 
ministrators. 

A further negotiating meeting with 
Group B is being planned, Mrs. Danielson 
said Wednesday. 

NTA President Adams said that the 
proposed agreement also includes 
“essentially” a two-year maternity leave 
and one year child rearing leave, an 


addition of one year in the maternity 
leave. 

He also said he is glad that it is a three- 
year contract, but does not feel he can 
recommend it to the teachers. 

There is a change in the language for 
the reduction in force clause governing 
layoffs, a teacher’s performance is still 
given consideration along with seniority. 

The teachers had originally asked for a 
return to the strict seniority system in 
deciding layoffs. The NTA agreed in the 
contract signed two years ago that other 
relevant criteria would be considered. 

If the teachers do not ratify the con¬ 
tract offer, the factfinder’s report that is 
expected in about a month may provide 
impetus for renewed talks. 


Country club sale imminent 


Voting members of the Chestnut Hill 
Country Club have voted to pursue an 
agreement to sell its 81.5 acres to 
Carabetta Enterpises, according to a 
member of the club’s board of directors. 

The agreement may be signed within a 
month, according to club president 
Martin Goldenberg. 

Some of the elements of the Carabetta 
offer reportedly are that the development 
would take 10 acres of the land, leaving 
some 70 acres open and leased to the 
Chestnut Hill Country Club for the next 15 
years. 

The club would remain unchanged for 
two years, one member said, presumably 


while Carabetta tries to get zoning 
changes, which would be necessary for 

anything to be built other than single¬ 
family houses. 

Residents of the area fear that there is 
truth to the report that Carabetta 
Enterprises, which is building the twin 16- 
story buildings of the Chestnut Hill 
Gardens at Route 9 and Hammond Pond 
Parkway, wants to duplicate that type of 
building on the country club land. 

The land is bounded by the Boston city 
line on the east, and residential streets in 
Newton poke into the area from all other 
sides. 

Neighbors of the club have met with 


Mayor Theodore Mann to try to work out 
alternatives to development. 

The two conservation groups in the city 
have different positions on the Chestnut 
Hill Country Club. 

The Newton Conservation Commission, 
an official city agency, has not listed the 
country club on its list of lands to be 
acquired, but has long had the position 
that specifically the Chestnut Hill 
Country Club, if it is threatened by 
development, should be acquired by the 
city. 

According to Conservation Commission 
secretary Helen Heyn, the commission

Thousands mourn slain youth 


More than 2000 people, many of them 
high school students, paid their respects 
to the family of Robert Donahue, 18, who 
died Sunday of stab wounds received 
during a fight in the early morning hours. 

The youth, a starter on the Newton 
North Tigers defense, was buried Wed¬ 
nesday after a funeral mass in St. Ber¬ 
nard’s Church attended by what was 
described as an “enormous” number of 
people with a procession to the cemetery 
in excess of 100 cars. 

Athletic Director James Ronayne at 
Newton North said Tuesday that black 
armbands would be worn at the 
traditional Thanksgiving Day football 
game between North and Brookline and a 
moment of silence would be observed in 
memory of the teammate. 

Helen Ryan, housemaster of Bacon 
House at North, where Donahue was a 
student, read a short eulogy over the 
public address system Monday. 

“The entire school is greatly shocked 
and deeply saddened to learn of the 
sudden death of Robert Donahue,” she 
said. 

“He was extremely popular, and his 
remarkable strength of body and spirit 
was demonstrated in all aspects of his life 
— in dealing with friends and colleagues 
and playing on the football field. 


“We all mourn his passing even as we 
strive to share his strength. 

“To his brother Paul, a junior in Barry 
House; and his brother, David, a 
sophomore in Palmer House, and (other 
members of his family), we give our 
heartfelt sympathy,” she said.

Donahue was pronounced dead at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital at 1 a.m. 
Sunday. 

Charged with his murder is Peter J. 
Grealy ,25, of 11 Spruce Ln., Duxbury, 
who pleaded innocent at his arraignment 
Monday in Newton District Court. 

A probable cause hearing on the 
charges of murder and assault and 
battery with a dangerous weapon will be 
held Dec. 5 at 1 p.m. in Newton District 
Court. 

Newton District Court Judge Monte G. 
Basbas Monday set bail at $1000 cash with 
a $50,000 surety. 

Police said Grealy and four other men, 
all students at the Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy, were involved in a 
fight with three Newton youths shortly 
after midnight Sunday. 

The two groups were traveling in 
separate cars when they crossed paths in 
West Newton and occupants on one car 
made “obscene” jestures to the oc¬ 
cupants of the other car, police said. 

At the bail hearing Monday defense 
attorney Thomas Troy questioned Det. 
Sgt. Gerald Lawrence about what had 
happened after the chance meeting of the 
two cars of youths. 


Lawrence testified he had learned the 
car with the three Newton boys, including 
Donahue, had followed the other car to 
Waban, and the trio got out of their car at 
the intersection of Moffat and Montclair 
roads. 

Neighbors called police to notify them 
of a fight in progress. 

All persons involved in the melee 
sustained some type of injury, Lawrence

Students test above national average, 
but learning still declines in jr. high 


A decline in the learning rate of junior 
high students in advanced English skills 
was noted for the second consecutive 
year in the results of STEP tests in 
Newton. 

Newton students overall continue to 
score well above the national average in 
all elementary tests, and Superintendent 
of Schools Aaron Fink said, “Generally, 
we are very pleased.” 

Superintendent Fink was apprehensive 
about releasing the results to the press, 
fearful that they would be used to make 
unfair comparisons between schools. 

In a 10-page summary of 271-page . 
report, Superintendent Fink and Director 
of Research and Planning Vincent 
Silluzio write, “The most important 
purpose of the testing program is to 
provide teachers with information that 
can be used along with their own 
evaluations to assess the strengths and 
weaknesses of the class and each child.” 

An investigation into the problem of the 
learning slump in the junior high schools 
has already begun and shows that the 
children are maintaining their ad¬ 
vancement in comprehension of what 
they read. 

A breakdown of the results of the 
Sequential Tests of Educational Progress 
show that students drop from their 
“above average” to “average” rating m 
skills of translation’ inference, and 
analysis. 


According to the Educational Testing 
Service, the skills of translation and 
inference involve the ability to identify 
rephrased ideas, to deduce the meaning 
of figurative and obscure words’ to apply 
ideas to new situations, and recognize 
specific inferences. 

The questions on reading skills test 
recognizing and appraising literary 
devices, tone, and logical structure, and 
extracting the author’s purpose and what 
influenced his or her writing. 

The report says, “Reading com¬ 
prehension skills continued well above 
average between grades seven and nine, 
while the rate of development of the 
higher skills declined. The reasons for 
this decline remain unclear.” 

Group ratings. 

The test results, which are available in 
all schools and libraries, are given in raw 
scores, standard scores, percentile 
bands, and stanines. 

The stanine scores, the easiest to un¬ 
derstand in summary analysis, range 
from one to nine, with one representing a 
“low” score between 1 and 4 percent of 
the national average. 

Stanines two and three represent 
“below average,” according to the 
report, and include scores between 5 and 
22 percent. 

Stanines four through six represent 


“average” scores between 23 and 76 
percent. 

Stanines seven and eight represent 
above average scores between 77 and 95 
percent. 

Stanine nine represents “high” scores 
above 96 percent. 

In grades 4,5,6, and 7, Newton students 
averaged between stanines seven and 
eight in reading and math skills tests. 

In grade 9 for the test given in May of 
this year the citywide stanine average in 
both reading and math dropped to six. 

Director Silluzio writes in the long 
report that the slump in the reading 
scores can be attributed more to groups 
of above average students scoring in the 
average range than to an increase in the 
number of groups of students scoring 
below average. 

The drop in the stanine score in the 
mathematics test from seventh grade to 
ninth grade is due to the line which must 
be drawn to separate one stanine score 
from the next. 

In both years the Newton students were 
three standard points above the national 
average, but the national rating of 
Newton students dropped from about 74 
to 68 percent. 

For the first time in the four years that 
the tests have been given, all grade levels 
of students in all elementary and junior 
high schools have averaged above or 


equal to the national norm in reading and 
math skills. 

The tests also show students have 
learned more and more reading skills by 
the time they reach fourth grade. In 1973 
the Newton average was about 83 percent 
and this year it is about 93 percent. 

The average Newton IQ is 112 in grade 4 
and 110 in grade 7 according to the results 
of the Otis-Lennon test. 

The IQ test scores are not included in 
students’ cumulative school record. They 
are used only for research purposes. 

The IQ test scores can be broken down 
into stanine groups and Silluzio noted in 
the section on the junior high slump that 
students’ average stanine scores on the 
STEP tests is equal to their average IQ 
stanine.

Results of Scholastic Aptitude Tests 
and Advanced Placement tests, taken by 
high school juniors and seniors, show 
Newton students have again scored above 
the state, regional, and national 
averages. 

Reports released by Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink last Friday indicate 
that Newton’s senior class of 1977 had a 
higher average score on both the SAT 
verbal and math sections compared to 
the previous class, while the national 
averages on these tests declined for the 
14th consecutive year. 

The SAT averages for the nation are 429 
in the verbal and 470 in the math section. 
The citywide averages are 450 and 490 
respectively, and the state averages are 
429 and 465 respectively. 

Newton North seniors this year scored 
higher that than Newton South seniors on 
both tests, with North averaging 461 In 
the verbal and 498 In the math. South 
averages are 445 and 477 respectively. 

This is a complete reversal of the score 
averages between the schools from last 
year, according to Director of Research 
and Planning Vincent Silluzio. 

Based on scores of last year’s juniors 
who took the tests, this year’s class at 
Newton South can be expected to score 
higher than North in the next test. 

Silluzio wrote in his report, “The 
reasons for these fluctuations are ob¬ 
scure, but these variations have been 
observed in many years of test data, and 
experienced teachers . . . have long been 
aware of differences that exist between 
classes.” 

The SAT scores range from a minimum 
of 200 to a maximum of 800. 

to the past six years, the national 
verbal average has declined 24 points and 
the Newton average has dropped seven 
points. On the math section^ the national 
average bas dropped 14 points in six 
years and the Newton average has in¬ 
creased two points. 

When talking about the test scores 
during a press conference, Superin¬ 
tendent Fink said a change of seven 
points on an SAT score represents one 
question on the test 
Statistician Silluzio agreed that was 
true on an individual test, but gave more 
weight to Individual points when looking 
at average scores of the city and nation. 

New English test 

After three years of experimental use, 
the Test of Standard Written English has 
become a permanent part of the SAT. 
The test is scaled from 20 to 60 and is

"not intended to distinguish among 
students whose command of standard 
written English is better than average"’ 
according to the College Entrance 
Examination Board, the makers of the 
test. 

Newton seniors average 44.9 compared 
to the national average of 42.9 and a state 
avearage of 43.3. The report does not 
indicate how to interpret these scores. 

Achievement tests 

Most colleges ask seniors to take at 
least two achievement tests in specific 
academic areas. Superintendent Fink has 
stated that these tests allow for a more 
accurate comparison between what is 
taught locally and statewide or nation¬ 
wide. 

A higher percentage of Newton seniors 
took each of the nine tests compared to 
the national percentage, which means 
that a less select group of students took 
the test here. 

The Newton students scored higher 
than the national average in six of the 
nine test areas. Additionally, the ad¬ 
ministration points out that the Newton 
students scored better than their national 
peers when comparing SAT scores to 
achievement test scores in all nine areas, 
more 

Compared to last year’s achievement 
test scores, however, Newton scores were 
down in American history, biology, 
French, literature, when the national 
averages went up or stayed the same 
since last year. 

Newton scores went up in the past year 
compared to national averages in math 
and chemistry. In Spanish Newton scores 
did not decrease as much as the national 
average did, and in English composition 
Newton and national averages both 
dropped 13 points on a scale of 200 to 800. 

Advanced Placement tests 

The Advanced Placement (AP) tests 
are taken by seniors in advanced high 
school courses in order to receive college 
credit for what they learned in the 
specific high school class. 

At Newton North 7 percent of the senior 
class took at least one of these tests, and 
at Newton South 14 percent did. 
Nationally, 2.5 percent of the senior class 
took an AP test. 

Tests are scored from one to five, and a 
score of three or better is usually ac¬ 
cepted as credit or for advanced 
placement in colleges. Nationally, 71 
percent of the seniors scored three or 
better. 

At Newton North, 84 percent of 112 
students scored three or better and at 
Newton South 90 percent of 96 students 
earned passing scores.

Newton will be almost $400,000 richer 
by the sale of some of its surplus 
buildings approved by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

More important, perhaps, some of the 
buildings will start producing tax 
revenue and will stop being a constant 
source of worry because they are vacant 
and subject to vandalism. 

The Board of Aldermen Monday night 
made recommendations to Mayor 
Theodore Mann on the use and minimum 
sale price for four municipally owned 
buildings. 

Despite Aid. Robert Stiller’s attempt to 
maintain the inviolacy of Ward 8’s single¬ 
family zoning Mondaj 0 . 1 .^*.’ the Board of 
Aldermen agreed to sell the historic 
Bigelow House to the Newton Historic 
Preservation Association for possible 
conversion to condominiums. 

The NHPA was also granted an ex¬ 
tension of time in which to pay the $10,000 
purchase price for the building and two 
acres of land, up to two years from now. 

Stiller said he wanted to clarify the 
word “residential” in the Board 
resolution recommending that the mayor 
consummate the sale. He said that the 
neighborhood, which "pays the highest 
per capita taxes,” had made it clear that 
it wants only single-family housing. 

“It would be incongruous to have 
single-family below (on Oak Hill) and 
multifamily on top,” Stiller said. 

Stiller was referring to development of 
the old Peabody School land and building, 
recommended for multifamily oc¬ 
cupancy. 

At a recent Finance Committee 
meeting, Oak Hill area residents came to 
express the strong wish that proposals be 
solicited for single-family development of 
the site, which could accommodate 22 
houses if it were developed to the full 
extent allowed. 

Proposals had already been received 
for multifamily housing using either the 
existing building or new construction 
within the outline of the existing building 
as specified in the request for proposals.

During the last six meetings with small 
neighborhood groups and with 
businessmen, the firm of Skidmore, 
Owings, and Merrill (SOM) has heard 
conflicting suggestions on how to solve 
the problems of parking, zoning en¬ 
forcement, and run down housing in the in 
Newton Corner. 

Ed Tsoi of SOM said he was compelled 
to answer that the firm "is not all things 
to all people.” 

Up to now the firm has been listening to 
the residents describe how they would 
like the Corner change, and SOM and the 
city have recently published a "Priorities 
Report” that summarizes the desires of 
residents. 


Tsoi added that the report also raises 
some questions that he knows residents 
did not bring up, such as "Is there a place 
in Newton Comer that is legitimate for 
construction?” 

Some businessmen brought up the 
question, and Tsoi said it is realistic to 
ask. 

"If we’re shaping a plan for tomorrow, 
where is it going to happen?” Tsoi asked. 

When asked if the professional planners 
thought they had heard from a 
representative segment of the people at 
the previous six meetings, Tsoi said he 
thought there has been a good cross- 
section of age groups at the meetings, but 
feels he has heard more from 
homeowners and long-term residents. 

Karen Alschuler, project manager 
from SOM, said that notices of the 
Tuesday night meeting at Bigelow Junior

to the new planning committee of the 
incoming Board of Aldermen, with the 
recommendation that proposals be 
sought for single-family development. 

The Conservation Commission has 
several reasons why single-family lots 
should not, and perhaps cannot legally, 
be created. 

Nevertheless, Stiller feels that the 
single-family development will prevail. 

The Bigelow House will, with the aid of 
grants and probably the labor of John 
Howard, a Newton resident who has kept 
the building together for the past few 
years, be restored and sold. 

There is no commitment to conversion 
to condominiums except for the 
probability that sale will be easier as 
several housing units than as an enor¬ 
mous single-family house. 

Any money realized from the 
restoration and sale of the Bigelow House 
by the Historic Preservation Association 
will go into a fund to buy and preserve 
other historic buildings. 

The vote on restricting the use of the 
building to single-family occupancy 
failed by a 19-4, and a move to delete a 
prohibition against the NHPA’s sale of 
the property to a nonprofit organization 
failed 24-1. 

The sale of .the former Memorial School 
in Oak Hill PaYk for a minimum price of 
$250,000 to the Solomon Schechter School, 
which is occupying the building under a 
lease, was approved by the Board, after 
an effort to set the minimum price at 
$300,000 failed. 

Several aldermen disapproved of a 
Finance Committee vote last week for the 
$300,000 minimum, because they felt that 
the price had been understood to be 
$250,000 when Schechter agreed to buy 
the building. 

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small had proposed the $300,000 and 
explained why Monday night. 

He said Mayor Theodore Mann had told 
him that the Solomon Schechter School 
would pay between $300,000 and $350,000. 
Officials of the school have maintained 
recently that they can afford no more 
than the $250,000 and would pay no more. 

Stiller suggested trying to find other 


schools that might be interested in the 
building and willing to pay more. 

After the sale of the building, the city 
will have the first chance to buy back the 
building should Solomon Schechter not 
want it any more, and at the end of 15 
years may buy it back if the school is 
needed for school purposes. 

The city will also have use of some of 
the building for library, community 
school and election purposes. 

Two buildings of the former Newton 
Junior College in NewtonviUe were 
settled Monday night, and a public 
hearing is set for the last one on Nov. 28. 

The building at 5 Park Place had been 
recommended by the Finance Committee 
for conversion to a two- or three-family 
house for a minimum price of $37,500. 

Several proposals were received, none 
for more than $35,000, but Small felt that 
if someone were willing to pay $35,000 he 
would be willing to pay a little more. 

Aid. Terry Morris is opposed to the 
consideration of conversion to a three- 
family and wanted to amend the 
minimum price to $35,000. His amend¬ 
ment was denied 18-4. 

The Walnut Hall building of the junior 
college, on Walnut Street, was recom¬ 
mended by the Finance Committee for 
use as a professional office building and 
for sale at not less than $70,000. 

Offers had ranged from $1 from the Girl 
Scouts, later raised to $20,000, to $55,000 
by a dentist. 

Small was opposed to the $70,000 
because, he said, remodeling into offices 
would cost so much that the whole project 
might become impossible. 

Morris was opposed to the proposed use 
and still held out for residential use of the 
property. 

The $70,000 was approved by an 18-1 
vote. 

The buyer of the property will have to 
petition the Board of Aldermen for a zone 
change, but part of the ordinance 
governing sale of city property says that 
the city will aid in petitioning. 

All the actions of the Board are 
recommendations to the mayor and, with 
the possible exception of the minimum 
price, are not binding on the mayor.

Anton Pruckner of the Newton Comer 
Advisory Committee and Eleanor 
Samuels of the Newton Corner Ne 
(NCNA) ighborhood Associationboth 
made suggestions as to how the two who 
admitted to have "negative attitudes” 
could become involved. 

The two men were asked to give their 
suggestions as to how they would like to 
see the Corner grow, to join one of the 
dozen of the NCNA committees dealing 
with Corner problems, and to help 
distribute flyers to get greater at¬ 
tendance at future meetings. 

The NCNA has been working closely 
with the advisory committee which is 
charged with deciding how federal 
community development funds will be 
spent to improve the Corner. West 
Newton and Nonantum are also receiving 
community development grants. 

The two skeptics who spoke wanted to 
know if they were going to have changes 
forced upon them, or whether the 
changes being discussed would get 
bogged down and altered in City Hall. 

Spokesmen from SOM said that no 
changes would be forced upon residents 
that the advisory committee and other 
groups do not agree with. 

SOM will also provide implementation 
strategies for projects that the neighbors 
want, but the neighbors must be willing to 
work for the changes, Pruckner said. 

The NCNA will meet Nov. 30 at 8 p.m. in 
Eliot Church to discuss use of the federal 
money. 

SOM is planning to have its next 
meeting with residents in mid-December 
to present some specific alternatives on 
how to solve some of the Comer’s 
problems.

A little dressmaking, a little baking, 
even ironing, used to be what grand¬ 
mothers did who wanted some work. 

Not Esther Goldberg. 

She makes vanity plates for cars. 

In what she calls her “bedroom 
warehouse” in her Newton Centre home 
she keeps her paraphernalia for making 
vanity plates, which are becoming more 
and more popular since Massachusetts 
changed over to requiring a registration 
plate only on the rear of automobiles. 

Ms. Goldberg got the idea to make the 
front plates from seeing a variety of such 
plates in Florida. She started making 
them last spring, and then when she and 
her husband were on Cape Cod she 
started making them in earnest. 

The work of placing the letters on the 
background plate is more than just 
slapping them down with some adhesive. 

Ms. Goldberg has had no training in art 
or chemistry, but has "a flair for 
decorating.” 

Her color sense is apparent throughout 
her house, and while the plates are not the 
pastels chosen for the house, the com¬ 
binations are striking. Every possible 
color is available. 

The actual work of making the plates is 
done in a comer of the Goldbergs’ 
bedroom on a drawing table. Mrs. 
Goldberg buys the acrylic letters and 
Plexiglas backs from suppliers out of 
state; the secret ingredient, which bonds 
the letters to the plate, comes from 
somewhere else. 

Before the letters are attached, they 
must be smoothed and then placed ten¬ 
tatively on the plate with precision. Then 
the bonding material is applied with a 
hypodermic needle, just so, and the 
letters are replaced for good. 

The EPG plate has been on the Gold¬ 
bergs’ car since last winter, and it looks 
like new. 


The most popular colors are red, white 
and black, and so far Mrs. Goldberg has 
made either sports plates, initials, or 
business names for the plates, although 
one made on the Cape reads FAT AL. 

Some people favor ELVIS, and STING 
and STAR WARS are big, Mrs. Goldberg 
says. CB radio "handles” are popular. 

If the business gets too big for Mrs. 


Goldberg to handle, she has sons and a 
daughter, besides her husband, who can 
help out. 

Plates framed and ready to mount are 
$9.95 to $19.95, depending on whether they 
are one or two lines. 

Orders can be filled now in seven to 10 
days.

No time limit 
on equal rights 


When the proposed Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment was overwhelmingly approved by 
both houses of Congress in 1972, a resolu¬ 
tion was tacked on to the amendment 
specifying that there would be a seven year 
deadline for ratification by the necessary 
three-fourths of the states. Since ERA has 
run into difficulties in the last few months, 
there is a move under way to extend the 
deadline. 

The seven year requirement is not 
sacrosanct. Article V of the Constitution 
specifies how many states must ratify but 
it says nothing about a time limit. The 
Eighteenth Amendment was the first to be 
accompanied by a time limit. Three sub¬ 
sequent amendments also contained time 
limits in their texts. However, in 1921 the 
United States Supreme Court found 
ratification should come merely “within 
some reasonable time after the proposal/’ 

Opponents of extending the seven years 
for the ERA argue that it would be akin to 
changing the rules in the middle of the 
game. Supporters point out that the time 
limit is not part of the amendment itself 
and so Congress can extend the time 
without starting the whole ratification 
process all over again. 

But what has changed so that the 
expected ratification of ERA has not 
developed? 

The opposition has used misleading 
arguments. Some claim that ratification of 
ERA would mean instant combat duty for 
women in the armed services and the 
required sharing of bathroom facilities by 
both sexes. This was patently nonsense. 
Opposition also developed among some 
church groups where women are not 
regarded as equal to men. The generally 
conservative South has been reluctant to 
ratify. Of the 15 states which have not 
ratified, 11 are in the South. Opposition, or 
at least aptthy toward ERA, has also been 
noted among the wives of blue collar 
workers and women in low-paying, non 
skilled jobs. They do not want to risk either 
their husbands’ employment or their own. 
To some extent strong support for ERA has 
come from college-educated women and 
those in upper levels of income, from 
either their own or their husbands' careers. 

ERA will not end subtle discrimination 
against women any more than the 14th 
Amendment and all sorts of equal oppor¬ 
tunity laws have ended subtle discrimina¬ 
tion against members of minorities. But it 
is a clearly enunciated statement that in 
the United States women and men are 
regarded as equal before the law, for 
employment, education, housing, credit 
and other similar opportunities. The con¬ 
stitutional amendment should be ratified 
and if a few more years are needed to con¬ 
vince the reluctant that is rigtot and proper. 



A costly space circus

WASHINGTON — We are indebted to Nicholas Chriss of 
The Los Angeles Times for the information that an 18- 
member U.S. delegation, consisting of space agency of¬ 
ficials, scientists, and State Dept personnel, has traveled 
to Moscow to explore the possibility of “another joint 
space effort.” But if what is being contemplated is a 
repeat of the 1975 Apollo-Soyuz Test Project (ASTP), the 
new project should be scrubbed 

Regardless of what its defenders say it was, the joint 
U.S.-U.S.S.R. space effort two years ago was simply a 
publicity stunt designed to promote detente, with no 
scientific values whatsoever for the United States. 
Writing in his new book, “The All-American Boys,” 
former American astronaut Walt Cunningham says: 

“Let me say this as fairly and genUy and diplomatically 
as I can: in terms of who gained what from the Apollo- 
Soyuz mission, we were had!” 

Plugging his book on a recent trip to Chicago, Cun¬ 
ningham says that the ASTP resulted in the United States 
giving away important technology in return for “a hand¬ 
shake in space.” Observing that this country had misled 
itself into believing that the Soviets had more space know¬ 
how to exchange with us than they were able to deliver, 
the ex-astronaut declared: 

“We were exposing them to 10-year-old technology and 
even though it was old, it was a half-dozen years ahead of 
theirs. The Soviet achievements have been primarily of 
the propaganda variety, not technical, and the Apollo- 
Soyuz mission was tailor-made for that role.” 

Former American spaceman Cunningham wasn’t the 
only one to criticize the one-sidedness of the 1975 ASTP. 
Sea William Proxmire, D.-Wis., labeled it a dangerous 
“charade,” declaring: 

“We have nothing to gaia The technology all runs the 
other way. The Russians have a lot to learn from us, and 
the joint mission will help them learn it We already know 
all we want to know about the Soviet space program, 
which is that it isn’t very good.” Said Proxmire: 

“Since the U.S. leads the U.S.S.R. in virtually every 
area of space exploration involving manned flight, the 
U.S.S.R. stands to benefit from the flow of superior U.S. 
technology. In the U.S.S.R., the civilian and military 
space programs are one. Therefore, any gains in their 


space program from U.S. technology conceivably could 
be used by their military.” 

Writing in the May 5,1975, issue of Aviation Week and 
Space Technology magazine, editor Robert Hotz outlined 
the Soviet goals in participating in the ASTP: 

“First, to tap into the mainstream of U.S. space 
technology, which had spurted a generation ahead with 
Apollo. Second, to blur the international image of U.S. 
superiority with at least the appearance of parity by 
flying a joint manned mission. Third, to develop the 
technical base for an international space rescue 
capability. This last objective was shared by the U.S. But 
other U.S. goals sought from this venture remain obscure 
and may be non-existent beyond the political 
parameters.” 

Reporter Thomas O’Toole, writing in The Washington 
Post in July 1975, noted that however one looked at the 
Apollo-Soyuz space mission, “It seems to bear some 
resemblance to the 1972 wheat sale to the Soviet Union.” 

In that same month, in The Wall Street Journal, 
reporter Jonathan Spivak wrote: 

“The flight of Apollo-Soyuz, despite all the hullabaloo 
surrounding it, adds up mainly to a spectacular waste of 
money . . . 

“The truth is that the flight has been a costly space 
circus of almost no scientific significance. Of the dozens of 
American manned flights beginning with the Mercury 
missions in 1961, this has been the least useful It never had 
any solid scientific or technical objectives;... None of the 
arguments advanced by NASA and its supporters to 
justify Apollo-Soyuz stand up.” 

The Soviets were, naturally, ecstatic over the 1975 
Apollo-Soyuz mission. Russian poet Yevgeny Yev¬ 
tushenko wrote a poem, “The Link-Up of Hands,” com¬ 
memorating the event Anatoly Dobrynin, Soviet am¬ 
bassador to the United States, called it “one of the 
greatest moments of my life.” 

In a White House Rose Garden ceremony with 
American and Soviet astronauts present, President 
Gerald Ford praised the ASTP, saying: “I am sure that 
General Secretary Brezhnev values this, cherishes this as 
much as I do.” Actually, Brezhnev valued and cherished 
the Apollo-Soyuz project much more than did Ford, since 
the project benefited his country much more than it did 
ours. 

The Apollo-Soyuz project in outer space is one boon¬ 
doggle that ought not to be repeated.

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The 'sisterhood story/ a double happy ending

Something happened at The Reader’s Digest that is a 
real and meaningful as any one of its many stories with a 
moraL This one could be entitled, “The Meaning of 
Sisterhood.” 

It started in an unpleasant way. But the ending was one 
of those happy ones. Indeed, doubly happy. 

Eight female employees brought a suit against the 
Digest, claiming that the world-famous publication had 
discriminated against its women employees. The 
plaintiffs complained about hiring, pay, promotions, and 
the kinds of assignments given to women. 

The case was settled amicably between the publication 
and its female employees. The Digest agreed to pay out a 
sum of one and a half million dollars to some 2,600 women. 
While the magazine did not admit to discrimination, it 
agreed to the terms because it did not wish to get involved 
in a long, drawn-out legal hassle. 

Although the agreement involves a large sum, the 
Digest case is not the biggest and not the first of its kind. 

(NBC settled for some two million dollars with its female 
employees.) And yet, the Digest story does have its very 
special elements that lift the tale above the common run 
of cases. 

At one point in the hearings, the judge said that anv 



woman who wished to disassociate herself from the 
complaint had the right to do so. He made it clear that the 
eight women who brought the suit could not simply 
assume that they were speaking for all the females em¬ 
ployed by the Digest presently or in the past. If a woman 
wanted out she could simply pull out. 

Of the 2,600 women who were involved, about one-half 
stated their desire to be separated from the suit. And so 
they were. 

But when the award was granted to be split up among 
the female employees, those who were the beneficiaries 
agreed that all the women would be included in the 
payments. This means that even those who had wanted 
out would be counted in. 


By this “beau geste,” the women at the Digest were 
making several dramatic points. First, that they were 
less interested in the grubby grab than in the principle of 
women’s rights; second, that the word ‘sisterhood” does 
have a more than a casual meaning. 

In the women’s movement, the term “sister” is an 
accepted, even preferred form of address, especially at 
public occasions. In this respect, the libbers are not dif¬ 
ferent from other people in movements dedicated to high 
principles. In Marxist organizations and in The American 
Legion members refer to one another as “comrade.” In 
unions, the formal salutation is “brother” or “sister.” In 
the French Revolution, the salutation was “citizen.” 

All too commonly however, the term becomes 
meaningless, an empty form of address rather than an 
expression of true relationships. Too often, the “brother” 
is Brother Rat The Digest employees made the word 
“sister” mean what it was intended to mean: a female 
sharing of a common condition. 

What the women did at The Digest is what The Reader’s 
Digest has been doing ever since it started publishing. 
They put together a simple story, one that everyone could 
understand, in order to make a simple point, one that 
everyone should understand.

Far from just a memory 


To the Editor: 

The Nov. 17 edition of the Graphic 
contained a column entitled “Per¬ 
spectives—Election ’77” authored by one 
Harry Crosby. The column contains 
references to my decade of service on the 
Board of Aldermen and to my recent 
mayoralty campaign. 

The tone of Mr. Crosby’s remarks 
would tend to make one believe that I am 
dead and buried. For your readers’ in¬ 
terest, I am alive and well. 

Mr. Crosby has never been an admirer 
of mine. This is clearly reflected in his 
writings since he left the Board of 
Aldei-men. He has been critical of me for 
not having a liberal view sufficient to his 
liking. Yet, when we both served together 
on the Board of Aldermen, our votes were 
practically identical. 

I regret Mr. Crosby feels I wore a 
“black hat” and that my mayoralty 
campaign was designed as an attack on 
the mayor. I ran for mayor out of love for 
our city and the honest belief that I could 
render a better service to our city than 
my opponents, including the mayor. 

During the course of my presidency of 
the Board of Aldermen, I worked 
vigorously with the mayor to create 
harmony between the mayor’s office and 
the Board; and many times both the 
mayor and I were in accord. 

When I announced my candidacy for 


mayor, I was met with a community 
reaction that there was little difference 
between our views. This was not the case; 
and, therefore, during the campaign it 
became necessary for me to attempt to 
show the electorate there was con¬ 
siderable difference between Ted Mann 
and Eliot Cohen. 

Since my campaign was geared against 
an incumbent, my literature addressed 
itself to many issues which I felt reflected 
the difference between the ad¬ 
ministration and me. 

To campaign against an incumbent, 
unfortunately, can result in an in¬ 
terpretation that personal attacks are 
being made. I did not and would not at¬ 
tack Ted Mann personally. I challenged 
Ted Mann’s administration, which 
challenge, unfortunately was misread. 

My views on revaluation and assessing 
became a major issue. To those who did 
not or cared not to understand what I was 
saying, my views were labeled deceitful. 
Such certainly was not the case. 

I am a recognized expert on assessing 
practices and revaluation. That which I 
stated was correct. The challenges I 
raised were in the most part admitted by 
our own Board of Assessors at a meeting 
held with the Newton-Needham Chamber 
of Commerce just two days following the 
preliminary election. 

I had indicated many business and 


commercial properties were not carrying 
their fair shares of the municipal tax 
load, resulting in an excessive burden 
being placed on the residential tax¬ 
payers. My revised revaluation plan took 
this into consideration and properly 
reflected relief to the homeowner if 
businesses were brought into line. 

Althought my campaign was un¬ 
successful, the points we attempted to 
make were, in fact, picked up the by the 
present administration and im¬ 
plemented, resulting to a great degree in 
the small increase in the municipal tax 
rate for fiscal ’78. This was created in no 
small measure by new, up-dated 
assessments on business properties. 

I do not look upon my campaign as 
negative and entirely unsuccessful. Many 
of the points raised have now been ad¬ 
dressed, with the end result being the 
benefits conveyed to our citizens. 

Much more remains to be done, and 
although I will not continue to serve on 
the Board of Aldermen, my interest in our 
community has not waned. I will continue 
to fight for and work for the best interests 
of our city. To this end I pledge my 
support to the current administration. 

I am sorry, Mr. Crosby, Eliot Cohen is 
far from just a memory.

Neglected Newton Corner 


To the Editor: 

The sponsorship of a “Living Color” 
group of volunteers by the Community 
Services Committee of the Newton 
Comer Neighborhood Association has 
resulted in thousands of spring bulbs 
being planted in key areas of Newton 
Corner such as the two traffic islands at 
Washington Street and Centre Street, at 
Washington and Thornton Streets, the 
island in the center of Nonantum Square, 
the front of the Post Office parking lot 
and the Richardson Street parking lot. 

All this has been accomplished this past 
week. Still to be planted with volunteer 
help are areas in Farlow Park. 

This is just one step in improving the 
quality of life in Newton Corner. There is 
much more to be done! Several months 
ago this committee sent the mayor a 
letter outlining our dissatisfaction with 
the types of services provided by the city 
for the Newton Corner area. Although 
there has been a clean-up by CETA 
workers around the commercial section, 
we feel that there still many areas that 
need attention on a regular basis. 

A walk through Newton Corner reveals 
tree branches and bushes hanging low 
over sidewalks causing pedestrians to 
move out into the street (for example, on 
Hunnewell Avenue at Washington 
Street). Some high weeds growing out of 
sidewalk cracks and along curbings have 


been cut, but there are many more areas 
to be cleared. The storm drains 
throughout the area need attention as 
there is flooding after every heavy 
rainstorm. Because of the peculiar 
nature of the wind tunnels around 
Nonantum Square there is a daily ac¬ 
cumulation of litter that unfortunately 
presents an appearance that is unkempt. 

We are aware of the administration’s 
new program using CETA workers for 
some long-neglected city services. 
However, we wonder if this program 
could be enlarged to meet the special 
needs of Newton Corner which differ 
from all the other villages because of the 
tremendous volume of traffic generated 
by the entrances and exits of the Turn¬ 
pike and the express buses to Boston with 
resultant pollution and maintenance 
problems. 

We feel that a more visible police 
presence is essential to provide safety for 
the elderly and handicapped negotiating 
perilous crossings over Washington 
Street, Centre Street, and Centre Avenue. 
We strongly urge better police en¬ 
forcement of traffic lights and posted 
speed limits. 

It is depressing to see the poor con¬ 
dition of many of the sidewalks as well as 
potholes in the streets. We know that 
there is an ongoing program for street 
resurfacing and we hope that the streets 


of Newton Corner, which get an inor¬ 
dinate amount of traffic, will receive 
special attention. 

Certainly we do realize and appreciate 
the mayor’s efforts to hold down taxes 
through economy measures. At the same 
time our committe is pressing for these 
improvements as we feel that this area in 
comparison with the other villages has 
been sorely neglected for many years

CETA program helps 
high school dropouts 


The problem of unemployed youths who 
dropped out of high school will be at¬ 
tacked directly by the Newton Area 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) with two programs 
of on-the-job skill training combined with 
the classroom skills needed to make them 
more employable. 

The two programs will be funded 
through a $311,712 federal grant 

Eighty-seven high school dropouts 
between the ages of 16 and 21 who meet 
federally determined income guidelines 
will be served through New'ton Area 
CETA and the Open Road School in 
Waltham. 

The program is open to residents of the 
entire Newton CETA area, which in¬ 
cludes Newton, Waltham Brookline, 
Needham, Bedford, Dover, Lexington, 
Iincoln, Wellesley and Weston. Waltham 
residents have the option of attending 
Open Road School. 

Both programs are heavily oriented 
toward skill training and educational 
opportunities to attain a high school 
equivalency certificate. 

Two additional programs to serve 
economically disadvantaged youths who 
are attending area schools have also been, 
funded, Daniels said. These will involve 
100 students and will be conducted 
through Education Collaborative for 
Greater Boston, Inc., and the oc¬ 
cupational education department of 
Needham High School. The grants for 
these programs total $175,188. 

The Newton Area CETA program for 
high school dropouts will begin Jan. 2 
with 10 participants, with new groups 
beginning on a staggered basis 
throughout January. The Open Road 
School program begins Jan. 23, and will 
accommodate a minimum of 10 par¬ 
ticipants. 

'Hie programs both begin with a two- 
week orientation program designed to 
familiarize participants with the wide 


range of opportunities open to them and 
provide information, such as job 
descriptions, occupational outlook, wage 
levels, training requirements, skills 
needed, and the working environment to 
help them to design a self-directed 
vocational plan. 

“'Hiis is extremely important because 
these young people often limit themselves 
to traditional occupations,” Daniels said. 

The next phase of the program involves 
specific skill and educational training to 
prepare the participants to enter an on- 
the-job training program. During this 
period, they will receive a wage of $2.65 
per hour. When they phase into their on- 
the-job training positions, they will be 
paid at the prevailing wage level of the 
training firm. 

Many of these training positions will be 
with private firms, and every effort will 
be made to arrange for the permanent 
employment of successful trainess. 
Training positions will also be open in 
public institutions, but because of 
financial pressures on most public ser¬ 
vice employers, it is not expected that 
direct placements will be made here. 

The placement goal for the program is 
80 percent. For those who are not hired 
directly by their training employer, a job 
counselor will be available for job search 
assistance. They will also receive 
training in basic job-seeking skills along 
with extensive, supervised application of 
these skills. 

Occupations in the areas of office skills 
and procedures, electronic assembly and 
circuitry, computer technology and basic 
keypunch and bookkeeping will be 
developed as these are areas that 
currently exist in the labor market and 
are career oriented and open to youth.

The Task Force on State Youth

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Bill for required CPR training 
gets initial approval in Legislature 
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State Hep. Ixns G. Pines (D-Newton), 
sponsor of legislation to req 
e training of high school students in 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR), 
said this week the measure has received 
initial approval from the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives. The bill has 
already passed the Senate and is ex¬ 
pected to be on the Governor’s desk 
shortly. 

Pines, the author of the Emergency 
Medical Services and First Responder 
Training Laws and recipient of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health’s Leadership Award, stated, "The 
average individual who first arrives at 
the scene of most medical emergencies 
has no idea what to do because he has 
very likely never received proper 
training or instruction. Once this 
program is in operation, the bystander 
will be much more likely to respond ef¬ 
fectively. The significance of prompt 
expert treatment cannot be overem¬ 
phasized.’’ 

Medical authorities agree that the 
difference between full recovery and 
permanent disability or death is 
measured in minutes. 

According to the Department of Public 
Health, 20 percent of deaths due to ac¬ 
cidents or heart attacks could be 
prevented if this legislation is enacted 
and the improvements it mandates are 
implemented. 


Board of Aldermen 


The training program will emphasize 
the care of cervical (spinal) injuries and 
CPR. 

The effectiveness of CPR is well 
documented. According to 1975 data, 
CPR, when administered by a civilian 
before the arrival of an ambulance, 
results in a 36 percent survival rate. This 
figure plummets to 8 percent when 
treatment is delayed, even for a few 
minutes. In Seattle, Wash., a program 
similar to the one proposed by Pines has 
been in effect for four years,and the 
accident survival rate has risen from one 
in 19 to four out of seven. 

"The high survival rate attributed to 
trained civilians does not surprise ex¬ 
perts in emergency medical services,” 
said the Newton lawmaker. “The 
primary need at the scene of an 
emergency is immediate stabilization in 
order to present the deterioration that 
invariably occurs in the victim’s con¬ 
dition. This is one of the focal points of the 
training program.” 

Students are also expected to receive 
instruction designed to promote an un- 
derstandinq of risk factors and the 
recognition of warning signs and symp¬ 
toms of impending illness. In addition to 
providing training for emergency 
situations, the program will make 
students better aware of dangers to their 
health at an age where this knowledge 
can be utilized advantageously,” Rep. 
Pines explained. 


Music school denied 


The Kodaly Center of America Monday 
night was denied permission to conduct a 
graduate-level music school in a house at 
115 Park St., Newton, because there is 
apparently no way to provide eight 
parking spaces on the 16,450-sq.ft. lot.

tenants. 

In preparation for the new Board of 
Aldermen, new committees and new 
rules, the Board referred to its 
Legislation & Rules Committee proposals 
to delegate some of the powers of the 
Consumer Affairs & Licenses Committee. 

The licensing of coin-operated 
“amusement devices” would be 
delegated to the Licensing Board and the 
licensing of bowling alleys, pool tables 
and junk dealers to the city clerk. 

The Board assigned a petition from the 
Chestnut Hill Gardens on a revised 
landscaping plan to have a public hearing 
Dec. 12. 

According to Planning Director 
Charles Thomas, the petition actually 
encompasses more than landscaping. 
Changes or additions to signs and the 
need for enclosures around transformers 
should be presented at a hearing, he said.

It is Pines’ expectation that the 
program will be administered through 
existing driver education classes whose 
curriculum already includes first aid 
training.

Nuclear moratorium cimate 
improving, according to Drinan 


Congressman Robert F. Drinan (D-Newton) said this 
week the political climate for the nuclear moratorium 
resolution which Senator Edward Kennedy and he have 
introduced is “greatly improved” following Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev’s call for a halt of all underground 
nuclear blasts. 

In a major announcement last week, Brezhnev said the 
Soviet Union was “prepared to reach agreement on a 
moratorium covering nuclear explosions for peaceful 
purposes along with a ban on all nuclear weapons tests for 
a definite period.” 

“Brezhnev’s announcement should be taken very 
seriously,” Drinan said, “as it appears to signal a new era 
of increased Soviet-American cooperation to ban the 
spread of nuclear weapons testing and limit the arms 

race.” 

The resolution, introduced by Kennedy in the Senate 
and Drinan in the House, calls upon President Carter to 


initiate a mutual moratorium on nuclear weapons testing 
by the United States and the Soviet Union. 

Drinan explained that the resolution, cosponsored by 26 
members of Congress, relies upon the strategy employed 
successfully by President Kennedy in achieving the 1963 
limited nuclear test ban. At that time. President Kennedy 
stated his intention to halt immediately all nuclear testing 
in the atmosphere and his expectation that the Soviet 
Union would follow suit Shortly thereafter, a limited 
nuclear test ban treaty, outlawing all atmospheric ex¬ 
plosions, was concluded. 

“I believe we must seize the time for a moratorium as 
President Kennedy wisely did 14 years ago,” Drinan said. 
“The opening presented by President Brezhnev is a good 
omen for American-Soviet relations and a unique op¬ 
portunity to limit the destructive potential of continued 
testing, an essential component of the senseless nuclear 
arms race.”

The problem is taxes, and the solution is local control. 

This simple equation emerged decisively from a recent 
statewide poll of voters conducted for the Massachusetts 
League of Cities and Towns (MLCT). The general public 
sees taxes as the single most important problem facing 
Massachusetts by three to one and overwhelmingly listed 
taxes as the most important problem facing their home 
communities. What is new about these poll results is the 
heavy emphasis (over 75 percent of those polled) on local 
control over local spending. 

“Local voters are very tired of having their money 
spent for them by the Legislature; they want their money 
returned to them in the form of increased local aid so that 
spending decisions are made by local officials,” com¬ 
mented President James Sullivan of the League, city 
manager of Cambridge. 

^Supporting this contention, Sullivan said, are the high 
marks local officials received in the poll. In judging 
elected officials, 74.2 percent of the respondents listed 
their mayors and selectmen as the ones most responsive 
to municipal problems. In contrast, state representatives 
were only cited by 16.8 percent as caring about solving the 
problems of the community while the governor was cited 
by 5.7 percent. 

In the area of showing concern for voters’ personal 
problems, local officials also received the highest scores, 
although Beacon Hill gained some ground. 

In addition, 78 percent of those polled preferred to stay 
in their present communities rather than moving to | 
others, but only about half would choose Massachusetts 1 
over another state if they were given a choice. 

The survey was commissioned by the MLCT from 
■ Massachusetts Community Research in connection with 
efforts to block extension of the compulsory and binding 
arbitration law. The sampling extended to every 
demographic category in the state. The League 
represents 239 cities and towns, lobbying on the state and 
federal levels on legislation of concern to municipal 
government, providing a data base of municipal in¬ 
formation and research and sponsoring training sessions 
for local government officials. 

“We have already begun talking about substantially 
increased local aid and some form of state-local revenue

Robards said that on Oct. 14 a custodian 
was called into the Education Center for 
what was considered a "disciplinary 
hearing,” and he brought two Newton 
union members with him to be present at 
the hearing, which is a right under the 
last contract. (A new contract is being 
negotiated.) 

Robards said this week that the 
meeting was cancelled because the two 
other men were present, and following 
the scheduled meeting a day’s pay was 
withheld from the man. 


Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius would not discuss the charge by 
the union prior to the hearing. 

A complaint was filed with the U^. 
Department of Labor to determine if the 
School Committee violated federal law by 
not rehiring custodian Stephen O’Brien, a 
veteran, who was laid off June 30, 1976, 
with seven other permanent custodians. 

Two of the seven custodians laid off 
have since been rehired, and Robards 
said the complaint is to determine if 
O’Brien, with his veteran status, should 
have been rehired first. 

The custodians and the School Com¬ 
mittee are also awaiting the result of an 


appeal to the State Labor Relations 
Commission of a decision for the Com¬ 
mittee to re hire those remaining five men 
who were laid off last year. 

The School Committee was found not to 
have bargained in good faith and ap¬ 
pealed the finding. The custodians ap¬ 
pealed to ask for back pay for the men. 

Joseph Buckley, trustee of a Boston 
union local, and Seren Harachian, 
research director for the main Boston 
local, will be counseling the Newton 
custodians, Robards said. 

The School Committee approved 
last week the hiring of 10 new 
provisional custodians who will be 


assigned to various schools after a two- 
month training period at Newton North 
High School. 

Cornelius said these men, who will 
receive a starting salary of $9,120, will be 
provisional until it is known if they passed 
the recent Civil Service exam for the 
position. 

Robards contends that even with the 10 
additional men the custodial force is still 
short about 24 men due to illness and 
injuries’ but Cornelius said the 10 ad¬ 
ditional men would "essentially fill up the 
force,” allowing for the five men that 
may have to rehired because of the state 
ruling.

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Widespread violence in schools 
reported by teachers in MTA survey 


Widespread violence and property 
damage is taking place in schools 
throughout Massachusetts, according to 
a survey of teachers conducted by the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association 
(MTA). 

The survey, conducted by MTA’s 
Committee on Violence, was sent to more 
than 600 teachers seeking their views on 
violence U and vandalism. 

A total of 347 teachers responded to the 
survey, from 158 local teacher 
associations. Among their responses: 

— One of every six had been physically 
assaulted by students. 


— Almost one-third had been 
threatened. 

— Half reported having had profane or 
abusive language or gestures directed 
toward them. 

— One-fifth have had cars damaged 
while parked at school. 

— Three of 10 had property stolen. 

— More than half (59 percent) reported 
damage or theft to school property in 
their classrooms. 

Frequency of occurrence also produced 
startling statistics: Ten percent of 
respondents indicated they had been

than five times. 

Student offenders are seldom ap¬ 
prehended, the survey showed. Only one 
of eight students damaging cars was 
caught, and fewer than one in four 
students stealing teachers’ personal 
property was apprehended. 

Twenty-five percent of respondents to 
the survey indicated damage to school 
property had affected the teaching en¬ 
vironment in their classrooms. 

The survey also brought numerous 
letters from teachers, many of whom 
expressed feelings of futility in the face of 
rising violence and vandalism. “Frankly, 
it has c<Jme to the point in school systems 
that teachers may have to negotiate as 
part of working conditions, the decorum 
of students,” one teacher wrote. 

The survey reflected the conditions as 
reported by the teachers for the 1976-77 
school year. 

Vincent Ferilli, of Quincy Vocational- 
Technical High School, chairman of the 
Committee on Violence, said future work 
by the group could include two major 
studies; first, an attempt to develop a 
predictability profile of violence-prone 
students; second, to assess how the 
violence-prone student views his or her 
teacher in attempt to understand the 
causes of such acts. The committee also 
hopes to compile a survey of successful 
techniques and programs used by 
teachers to turn the tide.

Machine and its maker 
to talk to South students 


A machine that can read out loud at a 
pace of 200 words per minute is the 
brainchild of Raymond Kurzweil,

featured speaker at Newton South High 
School’s Enrichment Program, on 
Thursday, Dec. 1 at 11 a.m., room 6202. 
An audio tape of what the machine does 
will be played. 

The amazing Kurzweil Reading 
Machine is a brilliant outgrowth of the 
new computer-science field called “ar¬ 
tificial intelligence” and was designed for 
the blind and those who cannot see well 
enough to read for themselves. 

The machine looks like an ordinary 
table-top copying device attached to a 
mini-computer, and Kurzweil hopes that 
he will be able to produce a truly portable 
model within four years. 

Kurzweil, a Waban resident, has been 
fascinated by computers for as long as he 
can remember, and points out that his 
reading machine had to be simple to 
operate, since it was created for sightless 
people. 

At Perkins Institute for the Blind, 
where the machine was tested by groups 
of high school juniors and seniors, its 
extraordinary versatility made it 
possible for them to “read” nonbraille 
material within 15 minutes. 

Since it takes a year for a book to 
become available in Braille or on 
“talking books,” material currently 
circulating is very limited. 

Kurzweil believes that “the tremen¬ 
dous abilities of computers opens up 
unlimited possibilities for new solutions 
to problems of the handicapped.” 

This enrichment program is open to all 
area residents.

Review 

The Club' makes 
too many mistakes

“The Club” is a sophomoric venture into the world of 
exclusive gentlemen’s clubs of 1903. 

Though the premise is intriguing, that of men among 
men discussing women, cigars, etc., a sad mistake is 
made in utilizing what purports to be vintage ’90’s jokes 
and songs. 

What may have been sharp punch lines in the Victorian 
era, sound quite sorry today. And it is not too often in 
Boston theater that one hears the audience hissing at bad 
jokes. Many of the punch lines that were not hissed at 
were met by a deafening silence. 

The failure of this musical diversion is due to the idiotic 
book and lyrics by Eve Merriam. The setting is one in 
which the production could have been hilarious with a 
good script. But the everpresent opportunities were not 
exploited. 

The one twist that “The Club” offers is that the seven 
male roles are played by women! Among the four club 
members are a governor, doctor, etc The maestro is at 
the piano. Johnny is an adolescent Phillip Morris-type 
messenger boy. And Henry is the black waiter. 

The characters, though, become two-dimensional. The 
women, preoccupied with trying to be believable men, 
cannot develop the character other than in gender. The 
individual performances, given the material, aren’t too 


Johnny, the pert bulldog-faced messenger boy, is 
played by C. Harlin. Harlin doesn’t smile until the show is 
practically over, but does show unquestionable dancing 
talent, tapping included. 

Bertie is played by K. Benfer, who has a beautiful 
soprano voice and gives the best “masculine” facial 
expressions of all. 

Algy, the monacled governor, is played by M. Task who 
gives the best acting performance in the cast. Task gives 
a consistent performance and develops her character to a 
good extent. Tall, dark, and handsome Dr. Freddy, played 
by L. McMillan, had women swooning, which is 
remarkable in itself. 

Freddy was assuredly cool and suave; McMillan had to 
be seen to be believed. Bobby, played by C. Val-Schmidt’ 
was consistently cheery and cherubic. The Maestro is 
played by C. Cappiello who offers a terrible Italian ac¬ 
cent 

Among the best moments of the show are when Henry, 
played by J. Bonard, is tap dancing. 

T. White, the director, did as much as was possible with 
the show. The director’s task of making “The Club” a 
success as it is written, is tantamount to trying to yacht 
without a sail. 

One might expect something like “The Club” to be seen 
at the Hasty Pudding, except it doesn’t measure up to the 
Hasty Pudding. If you enjoy seeing women in dress tails 
trying to be men, then perhaps you should catch “The 
Club” at the Charles Playhouse. 


Dr. Vandan wins award 
from anesthesiology society 


Dr. Leroy D. Vandam of Waban, was 
chosen winner of the 1977 Distinguished 
Service Award of the American Society of 
Anesthesiologists at the ASA annual 
meeting in New Orleans recently.

Brooke presses 
abortion issue 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - There is little 
time before Congress again must face up 
to the politically explosive abortion issue 
which has divided the Senate and House 
and stalemated unrelated legislation. 

There has been movement but no real 
progress. 

Congress twice has delayed a decision 
and avoided a showdown by passing two 
resolutions to continue the payrolls and 
programs of the Departments of Labor 
and Health, Education and Welfare. 

But the second resolution expires at the 
end of this month and the two top Senate 
negotiators. Sens. Warren Magnuson, D- 
Wash., and Edward Brooke, R-Mass., 
served notice they will agree to no more 
extensions. 


This means that unless the Senate and 
House can agree on common language 
governing the use of federal funds for 
abortions, HEW and labor employees will 
go payless just as the Christmas shopping 
season begins in earnest. 

The language is part of the $60 billion 
fiscal 1978 appropriations bill for the two 
departments and several smaller 
agencies, and is the only item still in 
dispute. 

Sources close to the situation indicate 
that little has happened since the last 
continuing resolution was passed early 
this month so members of Congress — 
except the energy conferees — could go 
home for what amounted to a four-week 
unofficial recess. 


Kennedy gives support 
to Dickey-Lincoln dam 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Saying New 
England can no longer afford to depend 
on foreign oil, Sen. Edward M. Kenndy, 
D-Mass., has endorsed the controversial 
Dickey-Lincoln hydroelectric project 
proposed for the St. John River in nor¬ 
thern Maine. 

Kennedy’s statement was his first 
public comment on the subject since the 
Army Corps of Engineers issued a draft 
environmental impact statement on the 
project. 

The $690 million facility is designed to 
meet 17 percent of New England’s peak 
power needs. 

“He has endorsed the project, but that 
has been his position all along,” Kennedy 
spokesman Thomas Southwick said Tues¬ 
day. 

“Basically his position is that 
Massachusetts and the rest of New 
England needs the energy it can provide 
itself, rather than relyin^on imported 

Environmental groups have opposed 
the project, saying it would scar one of 
New England’s greatest wilderness 
areas. 

The Army Corps of Eneineers 


statement noted 86,000 acres of forest 
land would be flooded if the dam is 
constructed. 

“That report makes clear that a very 
real environmental price must be paid if 
DickeyLincoln is to be constructed,” 
Kennedy said in a statement. “There are 
equities on both sides. 

“The energy considerations can’t 
depend on environmentally troubled coal 
and expensive oil. We must make use of 
our own resources,” he said. “Dickey- 
Lincoln would be a significant step 
toward a better economy in New 
England.” 

Kennedy said his support was based on 
the advice of Maine’s Democratic Sens. 
Edmund S. Muskie and William D. Ha¬ 
thaway. Muskie and Hathaway have 
supported Dickey-Lincoln, claiming any 
alternative to the hydroelectric facility 
would cause even greater environmental 
damage. 

"Nuclear power has its disadvantages 
and the environmental problems with coal 
are obvious,” Southwick said. “The 
senator feels that the environmental 
impact studies do not show ‘sufficient’ 
problems at this point to change his 
position.”

said, and originally the four people in the 
car with Grealy were also charged with 
murder.

In the car with Grealy were: Jan W. 
Waalewyn of 133 Waban Ave., Waban; 
Francis B. Mersch Jr. of 80 Constitution 
Ave., South Weymouth; Curtis B. Hall of 
83 Anthony St., South Dartmouth; and 
James F. Rigney of 8 Stowell Rd., Win¬ 
chester , all 19. 

An autopsy by Medical Examinter 
Geroge Katsas found that Donahue had 
been stabbed five times in the heart, neck 
and side, police said. 

Grealy was treated at the hospital for 
bruises and a knife cut on his hand before 
being taken to the police station, police 
said. 

His bail was originally set at $500,000, 
but Basbas reduced it after testimony 
from MDC Officer Thomas Grealy, uncle 
of the accused. 


Grealy, one of 12 children, lives at his 
Duxbury family home and had attended 
Boston University before going on to the 
Maritime Academy on grants he 
qualified for, his uncle said. 

He is a sophomore at the academy and 
works part-time as a probation officer at 
the Billingsgate Farm, Plymouth, ac¬ 
cording to court testimony. 

Robert Donahue was the son of John 
and Nancy Donahue of 40 Russell Rd., 
West Newton.

( The Green Thumb

SCHEFFLERA AGAIN: The so-called 
Australian Umbrella tree (Schefflera or 
Brassaia) makes a fine house plant, but it 
has one bad fault — shedding of leaves. 
The reason for this is that the plant is 
very sensitive to “wet feet” and poor 
drainage. That means your soil mixture 
should be loose and porous, with organic 
matter in it A good mixture is one part 
each of sand, peat and loam, with perlite 
or vermiculite. Overwatering is bad 
because it shuts off oxygen from the roots 
and causes leaves to drop fast. Another 
common mistake is to grow the plant in a 
pot too large. Larger pots hold more 
water and dry out slower than small pots. 
Often they get more water than the plant 
needs. 

Now’s a good time to check the leaves 
for spider mites. These are too small to be 
seen by the naked eye, but can cause 
shedding. If present, wash both top and 
bottom sides of leaves, using soap and 
water and a soft sponge. 

This treatment will also remove dust 
and grime and discourage other insects 
from congregating on the foliage. Always 
check both top and bottom sides of leaves 
for insects, especially the undersides. 

GERANIUM INDOORS: If you brought 
your geraniums indoors for winter bloom, 
make sure they’re getting a fresh batch of 
soil. Use 1 part each of sand, peat and 


loam, with perlite or vermiculite added. 
The soil mixture should be moist when 
repotting, not soggy or soaking wet. A 
good size pot to use in a 4” clay pot, or 
plastic. Geraniums do not like an extra 
large pot. In fact, they bloom best when 
slightly potbound. Allow a half inch 
depression on top to catch the water. 

Geraniums will turn yellow if the soil is 
not well drained, so it’s a good idea to put 
some pebbles in the bottom of the pot. 
Grow your geraniums in full sun, 
otherwise they will produce all leaves and 
no flower buds. Yellowed foliage can also 
be due to a lack of nitrogen. A light 
feeding of a balanced plant food will 
green up such plants. Do not overfeed as 
geraniums do not need heavy fertilizing. 
If your plants are tall and scraggly now, 
cut them back at least half so they’ll grow 
nice and bushy. Enjoy them now and set 
the plants outdoors next spring. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: “Our 
Garden mums have been beautiful. 
Should we cut the tops back now or wait 
until spring?” 

Ans: We like to cut them back in fall 
and give them a covering of evergreen 
boughs. If your soil is heavy, you might 
try lifting the clumps and keeping them in 
a coldfrsune over winter. Or place them 
next to your house, setting them about 3” 
deep.

George's Packers win third crown

They had been there before—Newton 
Tag Football League Championship 
game. ..Packers vs. 
Capello...1972...1975...1976...And now 
1977. The perennial champions, George’s 
Packers i with nine consecutive first place 
finishes once again facing their bitter, but 
respected West Newton rivals, Capello 
Brothers. For Capello, the champagne 
was on ice, this was their year.

(UPI) - The free-agent 
movement in baseball may mean 
millions of dollars to some players, but to 
pitcher Dick Drago it means an op¬ 
portunity to get back into a starting 
rotation and possibly the World Series. 

Drago, 32, reached agreement on a 
multi-year contract Monday with the 
Boston Red Sox, the team he helped to an 
American League pennant in 1975. 

"I hope I can help them next season,” 
Drago said of the Red Sox. “With the bats 
they had last year they were awesome. 
With any kind of pitching they could have 
run away with the pennant. 

“I’ll get more opportunity to pitch with 
the Red Sox and hopefully I can become a 
starter again. I didn’t get an opportunity 
to pitch a lot the last two years,” he said.

Heinsohn said the Celtics ” started a month behind” this 
season because Sidney Wicks and John Havlicek missed 
training camp and Jo Jo White was sidelined by heel 
problems. “It hurts our cohesiveness,” he said.

They were to work out at their Lexington practice site 
today and Tuesday, before hosting the Houston Rockets 
Wednesday night.

Drinan calls for assistance to artists 


Congressman Robert Drinan (D- 
Newton) is the author of the first “moral 
rights for artists” bill ever introduced in 
the Congress. 

This bill, which art historian Albert 
Elsen has called “the most important 
legislation affecting the visual arts since 
the copyright law,” would protect the 
authorship and the integrity of an artist’s 
work against distortion, mutilation, or 
other alteration. 

Excerpts of Drinan’s conference 
statement on the role of visual artists in 
society follow: 

“Those of us gathered here today have 
an important message for our fellow 
citizens; and the message is that every 
visual artist makes a unique contribution 
to the individual’s search for self- 
identification. 


“Each production of a visual artist is 
self-contained. It cannot be explained by 
something else. Robert Frost was once 
asked what one of his poems meant. He 
answered: ‘If I could say it some other 
way, I wouldn’t have had to write the 
poem.’ 

“In many ways we do not see or listen 
until the artist captures our attention. 
How many of us ever looked at decaying 
doorways or abandoned houses until an 
artist portrayed their beauties? 

“Rachel Carson warned us about the 
rush to environmental self-destruction 
into which we were plunging. The 
situation is similar with the arts. We are 
abusing the aesthetic environment by 
starving our artists, bankrupting our 
museums and neglecting our orchestras 
and dance ensembles. 


“The Soviet government has a fear of 
its poets and artists. Their influence 
cannot be contradicted or countered. The 
only safe way is to silence them. 
Tragically, too many visual artists will in 
fact be silenced in our nation unless the 
government adopts a policy of open en¬ 
couragement and support of the visual 
arts. We must create a society where the 
artist is not a second class citizen. 

“We want a world in which those who 
work to portray the beauty and mystery 
of human existence are held in honor and 
esteem. It is the responsibility of those of 
us in public life to join forces with visual 
artists and supporters of the arts to 
produce that kind of creative en¬ 
vironment.” 


Harvard Medical promotes Berezin 


Martin Berezin, of Newton, teacher, 
clinician and scientific investigator, has 
been promoted to full clinical professor of 
psychiatry at Harvard Medical School. 

Berezin was a pioneer in the field of 
geriatric psychiatry, and his studies of 
the aging process and the psychology of 
the aged have helped bring a combination 
humane social concern and scientific 
enlightenment to that field. 



Berezin was the founder, and for eight 
years an editor, of the Journal of 
Geriatric Psychiatry. From 1973-75 he 
was secretary of the American 
Psychoanalytic Association, and tor a 
number of years served as a member of 
the Editorial Board of that Association’s 
Journal. 

Berezin began his teaching and clinical 
work at the Beth Israel Hospital in 1946. 
For the past 15 years he has also taught 
and done clinical work at McLean 
Hospital. 

In addition to his editorial work with 
several professional journals, Berezin is 
the author of over 30 scientific papers. He 
has served as councilor-at-large of the 
American Psychoanalytic Association, 
and president of the Northern New 
England Psychiatric Society. He is 
honorary president of the Boston Society 
for Gerontologic Psychiatry, a member 
of the Israel Psychoanalytic Society, a 
Fellow of the American Psychiatric 
Association, the American Geriatrics 
Society, and from 1960 to the present has 
been a training analyst with the Boston 
Psychoanalytic Institute. 

Berezin is married to Evelyn Berezin, a 
social worker with the state of 
Massachusetts. They have three

Eagles' challenge 


BOSTON (UPI) — The cry has gone up 
again asit has every year since the start 
of the decade. 

"Why doesn’t Holy Cross just admit it 
isn’t in the same league as Boston College 
anymore and drop the game?” 

The question seems valid. The Eagles, 
6-4 against a national schedule, have won 
nine straight times to gain a 40-29-3 series 
advantage and are heavily favored to 
inflict another defeat on Holy Cross, 1-9. 

"People ask us all the time why the 
series goes on,” Holy Cross Coach Neil 
Wheelwright said Tuesday at the weekly 
football writers luncheon. "If you ask our 
kids, you see that everyone wants to play. 
We all welcome the challenge of playing 
the best team in New England. 

“We want to keep playing them 
because we feel some day we will be back 
up there; that’s our goal with the football 
program.” 

Wheelwright said Holy Cross, not 
Boston College, is to blame for the lop¬ 
sidedness of the series. "They’re a great 
football team and we’ve been mediocre to 
poor. But this game is a whole new season 
for us.” 

Boston College goes into the game at 
Worcester with a healthy squad, except 
at the linebacker position. Tri-captain 
Rich Scudellari is sidelined with knee 
damage and Jeff Dziama is douubtful 
because of a slight shoulder separation. 

Offensively, the Eagles will present the 
same lineup that scored five fourth- 
period touchdowns Saturday to dump 
Massachusetts, 34-7. 


Holy Cross is coming off its only win of 
the year, a 14-3 decision over Connecticut. 

"Our records have nothing to do with 
this football game,” said Boston College 
Coach Joe Yukica. "We went up to 
Worcester two years ago, scored 17 first 
quarter points and I started thinking 
about getting my second team ready. But 
by the fourth quarter, the score was 17-10 
and one of their linemen tipped a Mike 
Kruczek pass. If he had intercepted it, it 
would have been a tie game." 

Boston College hung on to win, 24-10, 
but the story was told to indicate that 
emotions sometimes play more of a part 
than talent when the two Jesuit schools 
meet. 

"On paper, this game should be a 
walkaway,” said Northeastern Athletic 
Director Joe Zabiliski, a member of the 
Boston College bowl teams of the late 
1930s and early 1940s. “But the team that 
stays on top emotionally and perseveres 
can win it. An upset can still happen; it 
happens every Saturday, somewhere.” 

Wheelwright feels his team is 
emotionally ready to face the Eagles 
because of its attitude all season. 

"We won three games last year and 
only one this year but we feel we’re better 
than last year. This squad of kids is 
unusual,” he said. “We’ve had no 
problems with dissension or second- 
guessing. They look at each week as 
another opportunity. 

"And last week in that locker room, 
you’d think we won the Rose Bowl.” 


Bruins gear 
for Buffalo 

BOSTON (UPI) — The Boston Bruins were counting on 
the numbers one, two and four as they prepared for 
tonight’s game against the Adams Division-leading 
Sabres in Buffalo. 

Four points behind Buffalo going into the contest, the 
Bruins could pull to within two by winning, or fall six 
points behind with a loss. 

“It’s still early in the season but we need to win this 
game,” said Boston Coach Don Cherry, who will use 
goalie Ron Grahame, 3-0-1 in his last four outings. 

Don Edwards, who has backboned the Sabres to 12 wins 
in starting 14 of the last 15 games, was to be in the Buffalo 
goal. 

Espos' Dawson named 
N.L.'s Rookie of Year 

NEW YORK (UPI) — Montreal Expos’ center fielder 
Andre Dawson, who got off to a slow start but came on 
with a rush to reach most of the goals he set, today was 
named the National League’s Rookie of the Year by the 
Baseball Writers Association of America by Just one vote 
over New York Mets’ outfielder Steve Henderson. 

The 23-year-old Dawson gained 10 of the 24 votes cast — 
two writers from each National League city participated 
in the balloting — while the 25-yearold Henderson, who 
spent the first three months of the season in Indianapolis, 
was named on nine ballots. 

San Diego's Gene Richards was third with four votes, 
while Floyd Bannister of Houston received the remaining 
designation. 

Dawson batted .282, hit 19 homers, drove in 65 runs and 
stole 21 bases. He became the second Montreal player to 
win the honor — Carl Morton, in 1970, was the first. 


State looking at 
secret new prison site 


BOSTON (UPI) — Correction Com¬ 
missioner Frank Hall is evaluating a 
secret new prison site and, if he likes it, 
the result could be a new round of 
bargaining over the Dukakis ad¬ 
ministration’s plans for new prisons. 

Hall is scheduled to present his 
evaluation today to Senate Ways and 
Means Committee Chairman James A. 
Kelly Jr., D-Oxford. 

Kelly announced Tuesday he was 
willing to accept renovation of the closed 
Department of Youth Service facility at 
the Bridgewater State HospitalPrison 
complex for a 100-bed medium security 
facility. 

He already has approved a 150-bed 
medium security prison to be constructed 
at the renovated Gardiner State Hospital. 

However, Kelly told Hall he would drop 
the Bridgewater site if Hall gave a 
favorable report on plans for the un¬ 
disclosed site. Kelly made the statement 
during a hearing called to discuss a $60 
million capital outlay building budget for 
the current fiscal year. 

Kelly said later the site was not part of 


the state’s vast collection of surplus, 
unused property, but was privately 
owned. He refused to disclose its location 
or ownership, saying disclosure could 
harm potential negotiations. 

Meanwhile, in a related development, 
Kelly said Hall agreed to place a limit on 
the capacity of any new facility and to 
reduce the maximum capacity of Walpole 
and Concord State Prisons by 250 beds 
each. The reductions would lower 
Walpole’s capacity to about 410 Inmates 
and the capacity of Concord to about 500 
beds. 

There was no indication when the 
committee would complete action on the 
budget, but there was a hint it might not 
do so until December. 

During the meeting, Kelly told 
Assistant Administration Secretary 
David Flynn it was possible there would 
be no action next year on a fiscal 1979 
capital outlay budget because of an an¬ 
ticipated short election year session. 

Kelly advised Flynn to file the ad¬ 
ministration’s critical building proposals 
this year to be certain of their approval. 


Historian brings new view 
of the first officai 
Thanksgiving celebration 


INDIAN ISLAND, Maine 
(UPI) — The first official 
Thanksgiving r celebrated 
the "massacre of 700 Indian 
men, women and children” 
during one of their religious 
ceremonies, an an¬ 
thropologist says. 

William B. Newell, 84, a 
Penobscot Indian and 
former chairman of the 
anthropology department 
at the University of Con¬ 
necticut, said in an inter¬ 
view this week that the 
holiday did not originally 
celebrate the festive 
gathering of Indians and 
Pilgrims in 1620 that most 
people identify it with 
today. 

"Thanksgiving Day was 
first officially proclaimed 
by the governor of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony 
in 1637 to commemorate the 
massacre of 700 men, 
women and children who 
were celebrating their 
annual green corn dance — 
Thanksgiving Day to them 
— in their own house,” 
Newell said. 

“Gathered in this place of 
meeting, they were at¬ 
tacked by mercenaries and 
English and Dutch. The 
Indians were ordered from 
the building and as they 
came forth they were shot 
down. The rest were burned 
alive in the building,” he 
said. 

Due to age and illness, his 
voice cracks as he talks 
about the holiday, but 
Newell, who lives on the 
Penobscot Indian reser¬ 
vation, talks with force as 
he discusses Thanksgivuig 

He said the alleged 
massacre took place at 
what is now Groton, Conn., 
and "the very next day the 
governor declared a 
Thanksgiving Day, 
thanking God that they had 


eliminated those 700 men, 
women and children, that 
they had wiped out the 
Pequots. 

"For tfi^next 100 years, 
every Thanksgiving Day 
ordained by a governor or 
president was to honor a 
bloody victory, thanking 
God that the battle had been 
won,” Newell said. 

"So when you ask about 
the first official 
Thanksgiving Day, it was 
the time they thanked God 
700 men, women and 
children were burned 
alive,” Newell said. 

He said his research was 
based on studies of the 
Holland Documents and the 
13-volume Colonial 
Documentary History, both 
thick sets of letters and 
reports from colonial of¬ 
ficials to their superiors and 
the king in England, and the 
private papers of Sir 
William Johnson, British 
Indian agent for the New 
York colony for 30 years in 
the mid 1600s. 

"My research is 
authentic because it’s 
documentary,” Newell 
said. ‘‘You can’t get 
anything more accurate 
than that because it’s fir¬ 
sthand. It’s not hearsay.” 

He said the image of 
Indians and Pilgrims sitting 
around a large table to 
celebrate Thanksgiving 
Day was “fictitious,” 
although Indians did share 
food with the first settlers. 

But I maintain the only 
Thanksgiving Day ever 
proclaimed by a governor 
was that massacre. The 
other days of thanking God 
before eating shared food 
were not unusual. 

“The Indians held 
Thanksgiving Day every 
day, every time they sat 
down to eat And the 


Pilgrims probably observed 
the same rule at their 
meetings. 

“But I still find no 
reference to any 
Thanksgiving Day 
proclamation for that kind 
of meeting. The only 
proclamation mentioned 
was in honor of some bloody 
victory,” he said. 

Newell has degrees from 
Syracuse and the 

University of Pennsylvania, 
is listed in two regional 
editions of Who’s Who and 
has advised museums 
primitive art.

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Weather satellite launched 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UPI) - 
Europe’s Meteosat I weather satellite 
blasted into orbit aboard a Delta rocket 
Tuesday night after officials found 
mysterious radio signals that twice 
postponed the launch came from a U.S. 
tracking ship. 

National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration officials said after the 
successful launch they had feared the. 
mystery radio signals on the Delta; 
rocket’s command destruct frequency’ 
might have been the work of saboteurs or’ 
terrorists. 

It was scheduled to be placed in a 
parking orbit some 23,300 miles from 
earth early today, then be allowed to drift 
for a few weeks into permanent 
stationary position, over the equator off 
the west coast of Africa. 

Lee Scherer, director of the Kennedy 
Space Center, told a news conference the 
radio signals were traced to the Air Force 


tracking ship Redstone, anchored at 
nearby Port Canaveral. 

The Redstone had been conducting a 
closed loop test of its own systems, in¬ 
cluding a command destruct system, 
which can be used while the vessel is at 
sea. NASA officials found there was 
leakage from the Redstone’s radio 
transmitter that radiated a weak signal 
to Meteostat’s Delta rocket. In tests 
Tuesday, NASA was able to duplicate the 
weak signals detected last Wednesday. 

When NASA officials discovered it, the 
signal was ’ barely detectable” but David 
Grimes, Delta project manager, said, “If 
it had been sent at the proper strength 
during a launch, it could have blown the 
Delta up.” 

Meteosat originally had been scheduled 
for launch Sunday night. 

The 1,535-pound, drum-shaped satellite 
is designed to provide photos of the 
Earth’s cloud cover every 30 minutes. 


Police officials probe 
NH-Mass. murder link 

MANCHESTER N.H. (UPI) — New Hampshire and Somerville, Mass., police 
are investigating a possible link between murder cases in the two states, 
published reports said today. 

The Manchester Union leader quoted Somerville Police Chief Thomas 
O’Brien as saying there may be some connection between the Monday shooting 
deaths of Frank Sidoti, 38, of Sanbornton, and George Lukacewicz, 32, of East 
Cambridge, Mass. Lukacewicz’s body was found Tuesday in Somerville and 
both men were victims of gangland-style murders. 

The newspaper said O’Brien believes the two knew each other and that Sidoti 
was suspected of being involved in organized crime.

Here's one way 

to get nutritional 
foods at school 

NEW YORK (UPI) — Beginning next year, some New 
York City school kids will be able to order tacos, pizzas, 
and milkshakes for lunch at school cafeterias, and still get 
all the nutrition required by law. 

The city Board of Education announced Tuesday it will 
offer lunch menus that children enjoy more than 
traditional foods. 

"It’s a nationwide problem,” said Board spokesman 
Bob Terte. “How do you get kids to eat nutritious meals. 
They have a tendency to throw out vegetables and milk, or 
in high school, to go across the street and get a fast food 
lunch.” 

So, he said, the board will serve “fast food” items such 
as tacos, fried chicken, pizza, and milkshakes, specially 
prepared to meet federal nutrition standards. 

The items will also be served in a “fast food” at¬ 
mosphere, with children waiting in mutiple lines and 
placing their orders at a counter. 

“It’ll have the appearance of the food that kids would 
normally seem to choose, but it’ll be specially nutritious,” 
Terte said. 

The program will begin in three New York City high 
schools during the next year.

NEW LONDON, Conn. 
(UPI) — A union official 
and Gov. Ella T. Grasso 
apparently don’t see eye-to- 
eye on a job fair set up to 
help laid off submarine 
workers find new jobs. 

Mrs. Grasso Monday de¬ 
scribed the three-day job 
fair last week at the 
General Dynamics Corp.’s 
Electric Boat Division as “a 
positive first step." 

Mrs. Grasso, visiting the 
state Labor Department 
office in New London, said a 
team of technicians from 
the department will begin 
•’immediately to expedite 
assistance ftoi accelerate 
the matching of workers 
with job openings." 

E. Roy Colville, president 
of the Marine Draftsmen’s 
Association, called the job 
fair a ‘cruel hoax," after it 
ended Saturday. 

He said the fair wasn’t 
doing anything to find 
postions for the lesser 
skilled workers who are 
jobless. During the past two 
weeks, 642 of the MDA’s 
members have been 
dismissed. 

The MDA is the smallest 
of three unions at the 
Groton submarine shipyard 
where 2,700 white collar 
workers are being laid off. 
Another 700 employes are 
being let go at Electric 
Boat's Quonset Point, R.I., 
facility 

Mrs. Grasso said about 
1,500 workers and 
representatives of almost 80 
companies took part in the 
fair. 

She said the Labor 
Department team will 
assure that potential em 
ployee-employer contacts 
are expedited, with 
concentration on the 
qualifications of engineers, 
technicians and draftsmen 

She said if it is deter¬ 
mined that retraining 
programs would be helpful 
in placing the workers with 
new employers. “the 
department will establish 
these programs as quickly 
as possible. 

"The job fair was a 
positive first step toward 
meeting the needs of the 
Electric Boat workers who 
have been laid off,’’ she 
said. 

‘The follow-up review 
will assure that potential 
employeeemployer cont¬ 
acts are expedited."

Robber's blast 
wounds Vermont trooper 


A Vermont state trooper, answering a 
burglary alarm, was seriously wounded 
by a shotgun blast in Shaftsbury, Vt., 
Tuesday when he surprised three robbers 
at a private residence. 

One of the alleged thieves was killed 
during an apparent shootout with police. 

The shooting occurred one day after a 
local police officer was shot and killed 
during a similar robbery in Plainville, 
Conn. 

Plainville police Tuesday charged 
Gerald Castonguay, 33, of Bristol, Conn., 
an ex-convict, with second-degree 
burglary in connection with the Plainville 
break-in and said they are hunting for one 
and possibly two other suspects. 

Police Chief Francis Roche said, “We 
suspect there was at least one other 
suspect, possibly two. We have a number 
of leads and a number of teams in the 
field. We have a lot of loose ends to close 
up.” 

Vermont state police said the dead man 
and two other suspects apparently were 
trying to burglarize the house in Shaft¬ 
sbury at about 1:45 p.m. Tuesday when 
they were interrupted by state Trooper 
John Fagerholm. 

The policeman was seriously wounded 
by a shotgun blast to the lower abdomen 
during an apparent shootout with the 
bandits. Fagerholm successfully un¬ 
derwent emergency surgery at Ben¬ 
nington’s Putnam Memorial Hospital and 
was reported in stable condition Tuesday 
night in the hospital’s intensive care unit 
by a hospital spokesman. 

State police said Fagerholm reported to 
headquarters from his police cruiser 
radio that he had been wounded. 


Authorities said two suspects were 
apprehended in the Bennington area. 
State police declined, however, to release 
their names, or the identity of the dead 
man. 

Patrolman Robert Holcomb, 28, a five 
year veteran of the Plainville force who 
had been honored for his bravery in the 
past, was the first policeman ever slain 
on duty in the town’s history. 

Castonguay, who was released from 
jail in August after serving time for 
larceny and burglary, pleaded innocent 
to the charge at an afternoon court 
session. 

Castonguay, who was acquitted twice 
previously for shooting at policemen’s 
homes, was released on $5,000 bond on a 
promise to appear in court next month. 

Holcomb was investigating a jimmied 
open door at 69 Hollyberry Lane on the 
Plainville-Bristol town line. The home’s 
residents were on vacation and a barking 
dog alerted neighbors to the breakin.

George B. Yurchyshyn, bank vice

The Newton Country Players have 
mounted a most impressive musical 
production of "Cabaret” 

"Cabaret” takes place in Berlin just as 
the Nazis are coming into power, Clif¬ 
ford Bradshaw is a young American 
writer who meets Sally Bowles, a cabaret 
singer. They fall in love. His landlady, 
Fraulein Schneider, becomes enamored 
of Herr Schultz, a Jewish fruit vendor. 
They all will feel the effects of the 
changing political climate. 

"Cabaret” is an especially difficult 
musical to present for many reasons. The 
five major roles (the above-mentioned 
four plus the Master of Ceremonies) are 
most demanding. Talent must be 
abundant throughout the cast for the 
musical to be a success. And the Newton 
Country Players have the necessary 
talent on stage and behind the scenes. 
Director Danny Kosow has left no loose 
threads. All elements of the production 
blend beautifully. 

The choreography, by Liz Bruce, is 
lively and eye-catching. The beautiful 
costumes are designed by Laurel 
Shuman. The fine musical direction is by 
Ron Bergin. 

Wendy Jo Belcher, an excellent 
vocalist, plays Sally and is demonstrably 
sensitive to her character’s fluctuating 
emotional state. She is fine in this tough 
role and gives a good rendition of the title 
song. 

Daniel Genetti is sweet and charming 
as Clifford Bradshaw. As Fraulein 
Schneider, Pat Pellows gives a very 
warm, feminine, sensitive portrayal of an 
independent German woman at odds with 
her changing environment. She is 
complemented nicely by Harvey 
Silverman who plays Herr Sdiultz. 

Silverman’s performance is tender and 
warm as well. Their scenes together are 
the most touching in the production. Only 
occasional backstage noise interferes. 

Bob Reed, as the Master of 
Ceremonies, is also very good in a tough 


role. His singing and comic timing add to 
the show’s appeal. 

John Deming is amiable enough at first 
and monster enough toward the end as 
the evolving Nazi, Ernst Ludwig. 
Deming’s is a fine contrasting per¬ 
formance. Fraulein Kost, ever serving 
her country by entertaining sailors in her 
bedroom, is strongly played by Cheryl 
Kaplan. 

Unexpectedly, one of the strongest 
points of the show is the supporting cast. 
Those in the smaller roles and chorus 
have tremendous stage presence as a

"Outstanding,” "captivating,” and 
"great performance” are some of the 
notes that describe Vincent Price as 
Oscar Wilde In "Diversions k Delights.” 

John Gay, author of "Diversions k 
Delights,” has said that those who have 
known Oscar Wilde in his lifetime found 
that Wilde’s conversation was more 
fascinating than his writings. Gay tried to 
imagine what it would have been like If 
Oscar Wilde had appeared on stage in 
Paris during the last year of his life (1899) 
to give a lecture. Sebastian Melmouth is 
the "alias” Wilde employed while in 
Paris to avoid commotion over his 
celebrated and notorious trial in a London 
courtroom. Found guilty of a homosexual 
relationship with Lord Alfred Douglas, 
Wilde was sentenced to two years in 
prison under the most horrid conditions 
imaginable. He comments, "In the past 
we had the rack. Now we have the 
prison.” His health’ ruined in prison, was 
never to be regained. 

While sipping his cup of absinthe, 
Melmouth tells his views on women, 
religion, critics, etc. The presentation is 
one in which Melmouth expounds his 
views most eloquently and wittily, while 
contributing a couple of parables as well. 

His first duty of life was to enjoy it. 
"Knowledge came to me through 
pleasure, as it should.” "Give me the 
luxuries of life and I can dispense with the 
necessities.” His witticisms were 
uproariously approved by the audience. 
He acknowledged his literary greatness 
and the good taste of his admirers. 

Of critics, "All critics can be bought. 
But from the look of them they can’t be 
expensive.” He accepts his word as truth 
and unabashedly expects the audience to 
concur. He promises not to lead us astray 
into the path of virtue. 

That a man of such a sensitive nature 
could survive the two grueling years in 
prison is a tribute to his indomitable 
spirit. In the second act, as the absinthe 
takes its toll, Melmouth finds the in¬ 
testinal fortitude to tell of the details 
concerning his conviction. There is no 
doubting his grief over his beloved 
“Bosie.” In his stupor, Wilde’s un¬ 
derbelly is revealed, "It is only those we 
love who can betray us.” "Experience is 
the name men give to their mistakes.” 

Oscar Wilde, as portrayed by Vincent 
Price, is a fascinating character. He 
amuses, bemuses, but never confuses. 
Wilde’s great mind is not one to be solely 
understood by highbrows. The superb 
blend of Gay’s script and Price’s 
characterization make "Diversions k 
Delights” a thorough evening of en¬ 
joyment 

This performance ranks with the best 
of recent Boston theater seasons, such as 
Brian Bedford in "Equus” and George C. 
Scott in "Sly Fox.” Price’s charac¬ 
terization is consistent to the minutest 
particle as he evolves from gay bon 
vivant into melancholy ex-con. 

Gay explains, "Victorian England 
made Wilde what he was and then 
proceeded to destroy him for having done 
so.” 

The Victorian setting and costumes are 
the work of H.R. Poindexter and Noel 
Taylor, respectively. The taut direction 
of Joseph Hardy keeps Wilde’s 
monologues fascinating. 

To give an idea of how good John Gay’s 
script is and how good a performance 
Price gives, it must be said that not a pin 
could be heard dropping during the entire 
performance. None of the coughing and 
audience stirring was present. The 
audience was simply glued to what was 
going on. And a fitting tribute to end the
